oP ERE AS a Treaty of Alliance was made 

and concluded on or about the 7th Day of 

Sept. 1701, berween Leopold, then Empe- 

ror of Germany, his late Majefty King 

Mi Wiiliam III. of ever glorious Memory, and 

M their High Mighrinefies the States-Gene- 

ral of the United Provinces, for repelling 

the Greatnefs of the common Danger 

which threaten’d all Europe, from the Duke of Arjon’s 

having taken Pofleflion of the Monarchy of Spain; woere- 

in it was, among other Things, agreed, That in Café the 

faid Confederates fhall be forced to enter into a War, they 

foall communicate their Defigns to ene another, as well in Rela- 

tion to the A€tions of the War, as all other Things wherein the 

common Canfe % concerned ; and that it /hall not be permitted 

to either Party, when the War is once begun, to treat of Peace 

with the Enemy, wrlefs jointly and by a Communication of 

Councils: And in and by a defenfive Treaty and Alliance, 

made and concluded in or about the Month of November 

a7ot, between his faid late Majefly King William l11. and 
the States-General, ir was, among other chings, exprefl 

agreed, That when the War is begun, the (aid Confederates 

foall a&t in Concert, according to the 7th and Sth Articles of 

the Treaty of the 34 of March 1673, berween England and 

Holland, and that no Peace, nor Truce, or Sufpenfion of Arms, 

{hall be negociated or made, but according to the oth and roth 
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2 The Hiftorical Regifter, 
Articles of that Treaty, by which it was agreed, That when the 
Allies came once to open War, it foall be lawful for neither of 
them afterwards to come to any Ceffation of Arms with him 
who hall be declared and proclaimed an Enemy, without it be 
done conjointly and with common Confent, and that no Negocia- 
tion of Peace fhall be fet on foot by one of the Allies, without 
the Concurrence of the other, and that each Ally fhall continu- 
ally and from Time to Time impart to the other every thing that 
paffes in the faid Negociation, And in and by a Treaty en- 
ter’d into and concluded, on or about the Month of fuze 
19703, between her late Majefty Queen Aane of ever blef- 
fed Memory, and the States-General, it was, among other 
Things, agreed, That all Treaties and Alliances then fub/ift- 
ing between them fhould be returned and confirmed: And 
whereas a long, bloody, and expenfive War, had been car- 
ry’d on by her late Majefty, in Conjunction with her faid 
Allies, and other Confederate Princes, againft Framee and 
Spain, as well in Refentment of the Indignity offered to 
thefe Kingdoms, by their having acknowledged the Pre- 
render King of thefe Realms, as for obtaining a juft Satif- 
faétion to his Imperial Majefty, and for the Prefervation 
of the Proteftant Religion and the Ballance and Liberties 
of Europe; and from the great Succeffes with which ic 
had pleafed Almighty God to blefs the Confederate Arms, 
they had juft Reafon to hope for an honourable, fafe, and 
Jafting Peace; and altho’ the French King was encouraged, 
in or about the Month of April 1411, to make Propofiti- 
ons of: Peace to her late Majefty, figned by Monfieur de 
Torey, his Secretary of State, which her faid Majefty ha- 
ving pleafed to communicate to the Minifters of the States- 
General, fhe did, however, gracioufly declare, by Henry 
Vifcount Bolingbroke, then Henry St. John Efq; and one of 
her principal Secretaries of State, her Sentiments to them, 
that the faid Propofitions were too general, and, at the fame 
Time, the faid Vifcount did, in her Majefty’s Name, and 
by her fpecial Command, give them her utmoft and moft 
folemn Affurances, that in making Peace, as in making War, 





.fhe would act in perfect Concert with them: In which Senti- 


ments the Scates concurring with her Majefty, reciprocal 


Aifurances of mutual Confidence, fo neceflary to prevent, 
the Defigns of the Enemy, were returned by them to her: > 


Majefty: Notwithftanding which, 


Art. 1. He che faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, then be« 


ing one of her Majefty’s principal Secretaries of State, and 
of her moft honourable Privy Council, buc having en- 
ter’d into a moft treacherous Confederacy with the Mini- 
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fters and Emiffaries of france, to fruftrate tiie jult Hopes 
and Expeétations of her Majefty and her People, by difu- 
Miting the Confederacy, at the moft critical Junture, 
when they were ready to reap the Fruits of fo many Tri- 
umphs over the common Enemy, and moft wickedly in- 
tending, as far as in him lay, to enable che Freach King, 
fo exhaufted and vanquifhed as he had been, on all Occafi- 
Ons, to carry his Defigns by a Peace glorious to him, and 
to the Ruin of the victoriotis Allies, and che Deftruction 
ef the Liberties of all Europe; and having no Regard ta 
the folemn Treaties her Majfty then ftooi engaged in, 
nor to the Honour or Safery of thefe Kingdoms, did, in 
or about the Months of Fu!y or Avgu/?, in the Year of our 
Lord 1711, malicioufly and wickedly form a moft trea- 
cherous and pernicious Contrivance and Confederacy with 
other evil-difpofed Perfons, then alfo of her Majefty’s 
Privy Council, to fet on foot a private, fepirate, difho- 
Nourable, and deftruétive Negociation of Peace, between 
Great Britain and France, without any Communication 
thereof to her Majefty’s Allies, according to rheir faid fe- 
veral Treaties;-and was not only wanting in his Dury 
and Traft to her Majefty, by nor oppofing, and, as far as 
was in his Power, by not advifing her Mijcfty againft go- 
ing into any private, feparate Negociation with Frances 
but in Execution of his Purpofes aforefaid, he the f.id 
Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, did advife her late Majefty to 
fend Matthew Prior E{q; diretly to the Court of France, to 
make Propofitions of Peace, withouc communicating the 
fame to her Majefty’s Allies; and accordingly the faid 
Matthew Prior, by the Advice and wich the Privity of 
him the faid Heary Vifcount Bolingbroke, and other falfe 
and evil Counfellors, in or abour the Months of Fw’y or 
Auguft, in the Year of our Lord i711, was fence in a 
clandeftine Manner from Evgiand to France, and did com- 
municate the faid Propofitions of Peace to the Minifters 
of France, in which the parcicular Lnterefts of Great Bri- 
tain, as well as che common Inrereft of Europe, were 
fhamefully betrayed; and in Manifeftation of his faid 
Defign to exclude her Majefty’s Allics from their juft share 
in the faid Negociarion, an exprefs Arcicle was inferted 
in the faid Propofitions, by the Privity and Advice of 
him the faid Henry Vifcounc Bolingbroke, that the Secret 
fhould be inviolably kepe till allowed to be divulged by the mt: 
tual Confent of both Parties; altho’ the French King had, in 
the Propofitions figned by Monfieur de Torey, and tran 
mitted in the Month of April preceding, offered co creat 
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With the Plenipotentiaries of England and Holland alone, 
or jointly with thofe of the Allies, at the Choice of Enxg- 


‘land. By which treacherous and dangerous Advice, he the 


faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, did not only contrive and 


_ fet on Foot a Negociation of Peace, more advantageous to 
’ France, than even France itfelf had ask’d ; but thereby did 


put it into the Power of the common Enemy to create 
incurable Jealoufies and Difcords between her Majefty and 
her faithful Allies, and to deftroy that Confidence, which 
had folong and fo fuccefsfully been cultivated between 
them, and which was fo neceflary for their common 
Safety. 

Art. UJ. That the French King having, in or about the 
Months of Auguft or September, 1711, with the Privity, 
and by the Concrivance of the faid Vifcount Bolingbroke, 
and others, fene over Monf. Mefnager into England, to 
Carry on a feparate and clandeftine Negociation of Peace, 
he the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, did afterwards, in 
the faid Month of September, 1711, or thereabouts, fecret- 
Jy and unlawfully, and withour any Colour of Autho- 
tity, meet, confer, and treat with the {gid Sieur Mefna- 
Zer, on the Negociations of Peace between Great Britain 
and France, and therein did advife and promote the mak- 
ing a private and feparate Treaty, or Convention, on the 
Laid Subject of Peace between the faid Crowns,. without 
any Communication thereof to her Majefty’s Allies; and 
the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke did afterwards, in Vio- 
lation of his Oath and bigh Truft, falfely and treache- 
roufly advife her late Majefty to fign Powers to feveral 
‘Perfons for concluding, on her Behalf, a pernicious and 
deftructive Treaty or Convention on the faid Subje&t of 
Peace with France; And on or about the faid 27th of Sep- 
tember, 1711, a difhonourable, deftruétive, and faral 
Treaty, or Convention, was concluded and fign’d by the 
faid Sieur Mefuager, on the Part of France, and by the 
Earl of Dartmouth, and the faid Vifcount, being then 
two of her Maj-fty’s Principal Secreraries of Scate, and 
of her Privy Council, on the Pare of her Majefty, by 
Virtue only of a Warrant under her Majeity’s Sign Ma- 
nuel, under the Signet, directed to themfelves, but not 
counrerfign’d, and wiihour the leaft Knowledge or Par- 
ticipation of the Allies; in which Treaty the imme- 
diate Interefts of Great Lritain are given up to France, and 
the Duke of Anjou being therein admitted to remain King 
of Spain, the Ballance of Power, and the Liberties of 
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Europe, were thrown into the Hands of the Houfe of 
Bourbon. 

Art. UI. That whereas her late Majefty Queen Anne, 
did, on or about the 1ft of Offober, 1711, O. S. give In- 
ftruétions to Themas Earl of Strafford, her Embaffador to 
the States General of the United Provinces, to communicate 
to them certain Propofitions of Peace which had been 
contriv’d and concerted between the faid Sieur Me/nager, 
and the faid Vifcounr, and others, entitled, Preliminary 
Articles on the Part of France, to come to a General Peace, 
together with her Majefty’s Sentiments and Refolucions 
concerning the Profecution and carrying on the War 
againft France and Spain, in Cafe the States were defirous 
to carry on che faid War: And whereas for feveral Years 
before, and till the faid Month of O¢tcber, 1711, there 
Was open War between her late Majefty and che French 
King, and the faid War continuing for all the faid Time, 
and afterwards, the French King and his Subjects were Ene- 
mies to her late Majefty, he the faid Henry Vifcount Bo- 
lingbroke, being then one of her Majefty’s Principal Secre- 
taries of Stare, and one of her Majefty’s Privy Council, 
and a Subjeét of her faid Majefty, not confidering the 
Dury of his Allegiance, but having altogether withdrawn 
the cordial Love, and true and due Obedience which 
every crue and faichful Subject owed to her faid Majefty, 
and defigning to give Aid and Succour, and to adhere ta 
the faid French King againft her faid Majefty, did, on or 
abouc the 2d of October, 1711, curing the faid War, 
falfely, wickedly, malicioufly, and rraiceroufly aid, help, 
aflift, and adhere to che faid French King, and his Subjects, 
Enemies to her faid late Majefty, againft her faid late 
Majefty ; and in Execution and Performance of his faid 
aiding, aflifting, and adhering, he did, oa or about the 
ad of Offober, 1711, falfely, malicioufly, and traite- 
roully, difclofe and communicate her Majeity’s faid In- 
ftructions to her faid Embaffador, or was privy to, and 
did advife, confent, or approve that the fame fhould be, and 
accordingly the fame were communicated and difclos’d ra 
the faid Sieur Mefnager, a Subject of the faid French King, 
and an Enemy to her late Majefty ; and in furcher Execu- 
tion and Performance of his faid aiding, aflitting, and 
adhering, he che faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, did, in 
and by a Letrer or Writing, by him wroce to Monf. de 
Yorcy, on or about the 2d of Offober, 1711, difclofe, com- 
municate, and notify, or did intend to notify, to Monf. 
he Turcy, a Subject, Minifter, and Secretary to the French 
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King, and an Enemy to her late Majefty, that the faid 
Steur Mefnager was fully inform’d of her Majefty’s faid 
Inftruétions to the Earl of Strafford, thereby falfely, mali- 
cioufly, and traiteroufly informing and advifing the faid 
Mont. de Torcy, from what Perfon, and by what Means 
he might come to the Knowledge of her Majefty’s faid 
Toftrutions, contrary to the Duty of his Allegiance, and 
the Laws and Statutes of this Realm. 

Art. IV. That whereas her late Majefty Queen Arne 
did, in or about the Month of December, 1711, in cue 
Form of Law, under the Great Seal, conftitute the Righe 
Reverend job2 Lord Bifhop of Briffol, and Thomas Earl of 
Strafford, her Pleniporentiaries, with full Powers and In- 
itructions to meet, treat, and conclude with the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of her Allies, and thofe whom the Freneh King 
Fiould, on |iis Part, depute for that Purpofe, the Condi- 
tions of a Good and General Peace: And whereas his Im- 
perial Maj-ity, their High Mightineffes the States General 
of the United Provinces, and other her Majeity’s Allies, and 
the French King, having duly confticured and appointed 
their feveral and refpeétive Pleniporentiaries for the Pur- 
pofes aforefaid, the Negociations and Conferences for a 
General Peace were open’d before them at Utrecht, about 
the Months of Januaryor February, 1711, and the fame 
continu’d till she 4th of March, 1711, and afterwards : 
And whereas on the faid 4th of March, 1711, there was 
open War between her late Majelty and the French King, 
aud the fame having continu’d for feveral Years before, 
and at the fame Time, and afterwards, the faid French 
King and his Subjeéts were, during all the faid Time, 
Enemies to her faid Majefty and her Subjeéts, he, the 
faid Henry Vifcaunt Bolingbroke, then being one of her 
Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of Stare, and of her Privy 
Council, and a Subject of her fuid Majefty, not confider- 
ing the Dury of his Allegiance, but having withdrawn 
his Dury and Obedience from her faid Majelty, and con- 
fpiring and confederating with the Enemies of her faid 
Majefty, and the Subjeéts of the faid French King, to 
give him Aid and Succour againft her faid Majefty, did, 
on or about the faid 4th Day of March, 1711, falfely, 
wickedly, and traiteroufly aid, comfort, aflift, and ad- 
here to the faid French King, againft her faid Majefty, and 
in Execution and Performance of his faid aiding, affift- 
ing, and adhering, he, the faid Vifcount did, on or about 
the faid 4th of March, 1711, falfly, malicioufly, and 
traiteroufly communicate and difclofe her faid ~~ 
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final Inftruétions to her faid Plenipotentiaries, relating 
to the faid Negociations of Peace, or was privy to, and 
did advife and confent, and approve that the fame fhould 
be, and accordingly the fame were communicated and dif- 
clos’d to Abbot Gualtier, an Agent and Emiflary of the 
faid French King, and an Enemy of her faid Majetty 
and in further Execution and Performance of his faid aid- 
ing, affifting, and adhering, he the faid Henry Vifcoune 
Bolingbroke, did by a Letter or Writing, wrote by himfelf, 
on or about the faid 4th of March, falfely, malicioufly, 
and traiteroufly difcloft, communicate, and notify, or 
did intend thereby to communicate and notify to Monf. 
de Torcy, a Minifter, Secretary of State, and Subject of 
the faid French King, and an Enemy of her faid Majefty, 
that the faid Gualtier was inform’d of her Majefty’s faid 
Inftructions to her faid Plenipotentiaries, thereby falfely 
and traiteroufly informing and advifing the faid Monf. 
de Torcy, by what Means, and from what Perfons,he mighe 
have the Knowledge of her Majefty’s faid Inftructions, 
contrary to the Duty of his Allegiance, and the Laws and 
Statutes of this Realm. 
Art. V. That whereas the States General of the United 
Provinces were, in or about the Months of September or 
OGober, in the Year of our Lord 1712, in Pofleflion of 
the ftrong and important Town and Fortrefs of Towrnay : 
And whereas the French King had, during the Courfe of 
the faid private, feparate, and traiterous Negociation, be- 
tween him the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, and others, 
and the Minifters of France, fignify’d his Confent to the 
Minifters of Great Britain, that the faid Town and Fortrefs 
of Tournay fhould remain to the faid Scares General, as 
Part of their Barrier: And whereas her Majefty, in her 
Inftructions of December the 23d, 1711, to her Plenipo- 
tentiaries at Utrecht, had exprefly directed them to infitt 
with the Plenipotentiaries of France in the General Con- 
grefs, that, towards forming a fufficient Barrier to the 
States General, Tournay fhould remain to their High Migh- 
tinefles, and did afterwards declare herfelf conformably 
thereunto, in her Speech to both Houfes of Parliament on 
the 6th of June, 1712, in which fhe communicated to 
them the Terms whereon a Peace might be made: And 
whereas for feveral-Years before, and rill the faid Months 
of September and Offober, in the Year of our Lord 1712, 
there was open War between her late Majefty and che 
French King, and the faid War continuing for all the fiid 
A4 Time, 
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Time, and afterwards the faid French King and his Sub- 
jects were Enemies to her Majefty, he the fauid Henry Vif- 
count Bolingbroke, then being one of her Majefty’s Princi- 
pal Secretaries of Srate, and of her Privy Council, and 
a Subjeét of her faid Majefty, noe confidering the Duty 
of his Allegiance, but having altogether withdrawn che 
cordial Love, and true and due Obedience, which every 
true and faithful Subject owed to her faid Maj:ity, and 
defigning to give Aid and Succour, and to adhere to the 





faid French King, againft her faid Majefty, dic, in or about | 


the Months of September or October, 1712, curing the faid 
War, falfely, malicioufly, wickedly, and traiteroufly aid, 
help, aflift, and adhere to the French King, then an 
Enemy to her late Mzjfty, againft her faid Majefty, and 
tn Execution and Performance of the faid aiding, aflift- 
ing, and adhering, malicicufly, falfely, and traicterouily 
Cid counfel and advife rhe faid Enemy, in what Manner, 
and by what Methods rhe faid important Town and For- 
trefs of Touraay, then in Pofleffion of the States General, 
might be gain’d from them to the French King, contrary 
to the Dury of his Allegiance, and che Laws and Sratutes 
of this Realm. 

Art, VI. That whereas her late Majefty:Queen Anne, 
not only in Purfuance of the Treaties fhe itood engag’d 
in to her good Allies, and in particular to his Imperial 
Majeity, for the Recovery of the Monarchy of Spain to 
the Houfe of Aufria, thereby to preferve a due HalJance 
of Power in Europe, but alfo from her juft Refencment 
againft the Duke of Anjou, who then ftiled himft}f King 
of Spain, and who, in Defiance of her Majefly’s Title to 
the Crown, had acknowledg’d rhe Pretender as King of 
Great Britain, and on thefe juft Foundations, her Majefty 
had, in Vindication of the Honour of the Crown, and 
in Juftice to her People, at a vaft Expence of Blood and 
Tresfure, and on rhe earneft and repeated Advices of her 
Parliament, profecutred a vigosons War againft the faid 
Duke of Anjow; And whereas in the Years of our Lord 
1710, 1711, and 1712, the faid open, bloody, and ex- 
penfive War was carry’d on between her faid late Majefty 
Queen Anne, and the faid Duke of Anjou; and during all 
the Time aforefaid, the faid War did continue, and for 

. all that Time the fuid Duke of Anjou, and the Subjects of 
Spain, adhering to him, were Enemies of her late Ma- 
jetty, he the faid Henry Vifcount Boling broke, then being 
oue of her Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of State, and 

of her Privy Council, and a Subje&t of her faid Majefty, 
noe 
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not confidering the Duty of his Allegiance, bue having 
withdrawn his due Obedience from her faid late Majefty, 
did at feveral Times, in the faid Years of our Lord 1710, 
1711, and 1712, falfely, malicioufly, wickedly, and 
traiteroufly aid, help, aflift, and adhere to the faid Duke’ 
of Arjou, then an Enemy to her faid late Majefty, and 
againft her faid Majefty, and in Execution and Perfor- 
mance of his faid aiding, helping, afiifting, ami ad- 
hering, and in Confederacy and Combination with the 
then Enemies of her late Majefty, and: with divers other 
wicked and evil-difpos’d Perfons, did at féveral Times, 
in the Years aforefaid, advife and counfel the Enemies of 
her late Majefty againft her faid Majefty ; and in fuch 
counfelling and advifing, did concert with them, and 
did promore the yielding and giving up Spain and the 
Weft- Indies, or fome Part thereof, to the faid Duke of 
Anjou, then in Enmity with her Majefty, againft the 
Duty of his Allegiance, and the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm. 

All which Crimes and Mifdemeanors, were committed 
and done by him the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke a- 
gainft our late Sovereign Lady the Queen, her Crown and 
Dignity, the Peace and Intereft of this Kingdom, and in 
Breach of che feveral Trufts repos’d in him the faid Vit 
count, and he the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, was 
one of her Majefty’s Principal Secretaries of State, and 
ane of her Privy Council, during the Time thar all and 
every the Crimes before fet forth, were done and com- 
mitted. 

For which Matters and Things, the Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgeffles of the Houfe of Commons in Parliamene 
affembled, do, in the Name of themfelves, and of all 
the Commons of Great Britain, impeach the faid Henry 
Vifcount Bolingbroke of High Treafon, and other High 
Crimes and Mifdemeanors in the faid Articles contain’d ; 
and the faid Commons, by Proteftation faving to them- 
felves the Liberty of exhibiting, at any Time hereafter, 
anyother Accufations or Impeachments againft the faid 
Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, and alfo of replying to the 
Anfwers which the faid Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke thall 
make co the Premiffes, or any of them, or to any Im- 
peachment or Accufation, that fhall be by them exhibited, 
according to the Courfe and Proceedings of Parliamenr, 


‘do pray, that the faid Henry Vifcounc Bolingbroke, be put 


to anfwer all and every the Premifles; and chat fuch Pro- 
ceedings, Examinations, Trials, and Judgments may be 
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upon them, and every of them, had and ufed, as thall be 
agreeable to Law and Juftice: And they do further pray 
and demand, that the {aid Meury Vilcount Bolingbroke, may 
be f-queftred from Parliament, and forthwith committed 
to fafe Cuftody. 

The fame Day, Ang. 6. the Lords fent a Meffage to ac- 
quaint the Commons, that their Lordfhips had order’d 
Henry Vifcownt Bolingbroke to be forthwith attach’d, by 
the Gentleman Uther of the Black-Rod atrending the Honfe 
of Lords, and brought to their Lordfhips Bar, to anfwer 
the Articles exhibited againft him by the Houfe of Com- 
mons: But the Lord Bolingbroke had long before confalced 
for his Safety by retiring into France. As to the Duke of 
Ormond, the Night between the 2oth and arft of uly, he 
went from his Houfe at Richmond, accompany’d only by 
one Renauld, his Confeétioner; and embarking privarely 
on board a Veflel, on the Coaft of Kent, a few Days after 
landed in France. 

On the 8th of August, the ingrofled Articles againft his 
Grace were read, upon which it was order’d, rit, thar 
Mr, Secretary Stanhope do carry the faid Articles to the 
Lords; 2dly, that Mr. Secretary Stanhope be directed, be- 
fore he exhibits the faid Articles to the Lords, to impeach 
Fames Duke of Ormond to the fame Effeét, and in the fame 
Form, as was before recited, in Relation to Henry Vifcount 
Bolingbroke: Which Mr. Secretary did, the fame Day, ac- 
cordingly. The Articles againft his Grace are as follows: 





Articles of Impeachment of High Treafon, and other High Crimes 
and Mifdemeanours, againf? James Duke of Ormond. 


Art. I. HAT whereas James Duke of Ormond, in or 
about the Month of April 1712, being ap- 

pointed General of the Forces in the Netherlands of her late 
Majetty Queen Anne, with Orders to profecute the War a- 
gainit France with all] pofiible Vigour, in Conjunétion with 
her faid Majefty’s Allies; and having, by her faid Maje- 
fty’s Direct.ons, and in her Name, given her faid Allies 
the moft folemn Affurances to that Purpofe, was thereupon 
admitted into the Counfels, and mace privy to the moft 
fecret Defigns of the Generals of the Confederate Army a- 
gainft the common Enemy, and of the Meafures they 
thought moft proper to carry on the War with Succefs; and 
whereas, in the Year 1712, the faid War was carry’d on 
between her faid late Majefty and the faid French King, 
and during all che faid Year the War did continue, and 
for 
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for all that Time the faid French King and his Subjects 
were Enemies of her late Majefty, he the {aid fames Duke 
of Ormoud, then General of her Majefty’s Army, and a 
Subje& of her Majefty, not confidering the Duty of his 
Allegiance, but having withdrawn his true and due Obe- 
dience from her faid late Majefty, and Affections from his 
Country, did, during the faid War, falfly, malicioufly, 
wickedly, and traiteroufly aid, help, affift, and adhere to 
the faid. French King, againit her faid late Majefty; and 
in Execution of his faid aiding, helping, and adhering, 
malicioufly, falfly, and traiteroufly, contrary to the Dury 
of his Allegiance, and the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm, did, on or about the 26th of May 1712, fend pri- 
vate Intelligence and Information to Marfhal Pillars, 
then an Enemy to her faid late Majefty, and General of 
the French King’s Army, againft her Majefty and her Al- 
lies, of a March the Army of her fuid late Majefty and 
her Allies was then going to make, and of the Deligns of 
the faid Army in making the March. 

“rt. IL. That whereas in or about the Month of May 
1712, a traiterous Defign was carry’d on between Henry 
St. John Efq; one of her faid late Majefty’s principal Se- 
cretaries of State. and other evil-difpofed Perfons, and the 
Minufters of France, to defeat the juft Expectations of the 
great Advantages over the common Enemy, her Majelty 
and the Nation had the reafon to hope for, from the 
great Superiority of the Confederate Forces in the Nether- 
lands, to obtain which, very large Sums of Money had 
been cheerfully given by the Parliament; and ro that 
End, the faid Henry St, fobn had given fecret Aflurances 
to the French Minifters, that her Majelty’s General in the 
Netherlands (tho’ under the moft folemn Engagements to 
act vigoroufly in cencert with the Allies) fhould nor aé 
againft France; and had alfo engaged the faid ames Duke 
of Ormond, to concur in the faid wicked Purpofes; which 
evil Praétices of the faid Henry St. John and others, when 
they were firft fufpected, giving the greateft Alarm to the 
Minds of the Allies, to the Parliament, and to che whole 
Kingdom, and being thereupon openly difavowed by all 
the Confpirators in the molt publick Manner; he the faid 
James Duke of Ormond, in order to difguife, and conceal 
from her faid late Majefty, and the whole Kingdom, the 
faid traiterous Defigns then carry’d on by the {aid Henry 
St. Fobn, and other falfe Traitors to her Majefty and their 
Country, in Aid and Comfort of the French King, thenin 
open War with, and an Enemy of her faid late Majefty, 
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did, by his Letter of the 2th of May 1712, to the faid 
Henry St. Jobn, then her Majefty’s princip:l Secretary of 
State, call’d his publick Lerter, becaufe prepared and in- 
tended to be read besore her faid Majefty and her Council, 
wickedly, falfly, and treacheroufly abufe and impofe upon 
her faid Majefty and her Council, by affirming and decla- 
ring therein, that if he found an Opportunity to bring the 
Enemy toa Battle, he fhould not decline it, altho’ by a pri- 
vate Letrer writ by che faid James Duke of Ormond, of the 
fame Date, and to the fuid Henry St. John, defigned co be read 
tothe faid Henry St. John and the Confpirators only, he the 
faid James Duke of Ormond, did, on the contrary, wickec- 
ly promife and engage, that he would not attack or moleft 
the French Army, or engage in any Siege againft France. 
Art. UI. That he che faid James Duke of Ormond, in 
or about the Month of June 1712, being ac that Time Ge- 
neral of her Majefty’s Forces againft France, and a Subje . 
of her Majelty, noc confidering the Dury of his Allegi- 
ance, but having alcogether withdrawn the cordial Love 
and due Obedience which every faithful Subject owed to 
her faid Majefty, and devoting himfelf to the Service of 
France, and defigning to give Aid and Comfort to the 
!rench King and his Subjeéts, chen in open War with, and 
Enemies to her taid late Majefty, in Violation of the 
many Treaties of Alliance between Great Britain and fe- 
veral other Princes and States, for carrying on the War 
againft France, and of the faid Inftru€tions to him on 
or about the 7th of Apri] 1712, under the Sign Manual, in 
Purfuance thereof, and of the folemn Declaration he had 
but lately before, by her fuid Majefty’s Command, and in 
her Name, made to che Penfionary of Holland, and the Ge- 
nerals of the Coniederate Army, to pufh on the War with 
all poflills Vigour: And alfo in open and manifeft Vio- 
lation of the laft Order, fent. him by a Letrer from the 
faid Henry St. Foha, on or about the 7th of June 1712, 
whereby the faid james Duke of Ormond was directed to 
make no Ceffation of Arms with the French, unlefs the Ar- 
ticles demanded by her Majefty, and exprefly mention’d 
and fer down in the faid Letter for the faid Ceffation, 
fhould be comply’d with by France; and whereby he the 
{aid James Duke of Ormond, was likewife further exprefly 
directed and told, that in Cafe the Conditions therein 
mentioned were not comply’d with by France; that then 
he was entirely free from Reftrainr, and at Liberty to take 
all reafonable Meafures in his Power, for annoying the 
maemy, and at fall Liberty of acting againft France, did, 
‘ on 
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On or about the 25th of June aforefaid, falfly, malicioufly, 
wickedly, and traiteroufly aid, help, aflift, and adhere to 
the French King, againft her faid late Majeclty, and then 
in open War with her Mijefty: And in Execution of the 
faid aiding and affifting, helping and adhering co, and in 
Purfuance of a wicked Promife he had ftcretly made the 
fame Day to Marefchal Villars, General of the French Are 
my, to that purpofe, malicioufly, falfly, and craireroufly, 
contrary to the Duty of his Allegiance, and che Laws and 
Statutes of this Realm, did advife and endeavour to per- 
fuade the Generals of the Confederate Army againft France, 
and the Deputies of the States: General, to raife the Siege of 
Quefnoy, a French Town then befieg’d by them; and did 
then further traiteroufly and wickedly refule to act any 
longer againft France; and then alfo traiteroufly and wick- 
edly told thé fsid Generals of the faid Confeverare Army, 
and the faid States Deputies, thar he could no longer cover 
the Siege of Quefnoy, but was obliged by his Inftruétions 
to march off with che Queen’s Troops, and thofe in her 
Majefty’s Pay: Whereas in Truth, and the Commons ex- 
prefly charge, that he the faid Fames Duke of Ormond, did 
traiteroufly and wickedly make the faid Declirstion, and 
refufed to aét againft Fraice, in manifeit Concradiétion, 
not only to his original Orders, but alfo of rhe faid Letter 
to him of the 7th of June, from the fail Henry St. John, 
fince none of the Articles demanded by her Majeity for a 
Ceffation of Arms, and exprefs'd in the faid Letrer to be 
the Condition without which no Ceffation of Arms was to 
be made, had been comply’d with by the French. And in 
further Execution of his faid traiterous Defigne, he the 
{aid Zames Duke of Ormond, by a Letter to the fiid Mare 
fhal Villars, on the 24th of June aforefaic, did rraireroufly, 
and wickedly fend Intelligence to the faid Marthal “i/- 
Jars of the beforementioned Pafliges, between the Sid 
James Duke of Ormond, and the Generals of the Contede- 
rate Army, and che States Deputies, and how his Propo. 
fitions were received by them’; and alfo of the Difpofition 
he obferv’d in the foreign Troops to adhere to the fuid 
Confecerat@™ in Cafe of a Separation by the Troops of 
Great Britain. ; 

Art. TV. That he the faid James Duke of Ormond, did 
not only wickedly, and falfly affirm to the Generals of 
the Confederate Army, and the States Deputies, that his 
Refufal to aét any longer againit France, and to cover the 
Siege of Quefnoy was in Purfuance of che Inaftructions he 
Had received for that Purpofe; bur alfoto induce the faid 
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Generals of the Confederate Army, and the States Depu- 
ties to comply with his Propofal to them to abandon che 
faid Siege; he the faid fames Duke of Ormond, did wick- 
edly reprefent their Compliance therein as the moft effe- 
étual Way to induce her faid Majefty to take cate of the 
faid Confederates Interefts at the Peace; whereby he the 
faid Fames Duke of Ormond did in Effeét threaten her faid 
Majefty’s good Friends and Allies, that unlefs they would 
difhonourably abandon an Enterprize undertaken by com- 
mon Confent, and thereby fave a ftrong Forrtrefs and nu- 





merous Garrifon of the Enemy, they were not toexpet . 


that her Majefty would take Care of their Interefts at the 
General Peace. 
4rt. V. That he the faid Zames Duke of Ormond, having 
received a Leter dated on or about the 14th of July 1712, 
from the faid Marfhal Villars, the French General, defir- 
ing to be inform’d what Troops remained with the Confe- 
derate Army, or what Troops and Generals march’d off 
from him, the faid Duke, and declaring at the fame 
Time, thac the Reafon of the Enquiry was in Order to fall 
upon, and atrack the faid Confederate Army ; he the faid 
Yames Duke of Ormond, on or about the 16th of July 1712, 
did traiteroufly and wickedly, contrary to the Dury of a 
good and faithful Subject, and contrary to his Allegiance, 
and the Laws and Sratures of this Realm, aid, help, aflift, 
and adhere to the faid French King and his Subjects, againit 
her faid late Majefty, and then in open War with, and 
Enemies to her faid late Majefty: And in Execution of 
his faid aiding, helping, aflifting, and adhering, hé the 
faid James Duke of Ormond, on or about the faid 16th Day 
July 1712, did traiteroufly fend fecret Intelligence to the 
faid Marfhal Villars the General of the French Army, of 
the Number of the Troops that had lefc the faid Confede- 
rate Army, and alfo of the March the faid Confederate 
Army had that Morning made. 
4rt, VI. And whereas he the faid Zames Duke of Or- 
mond had receiv’d Advice that the Scates-General, on or 
about the Month of Offober 1712, had formed a Defign to 
furprize and take the Towns of Newport and Furnes, ar one 
of them, then in Poffeflion of the French King: That he 
the faid fames Duke of Ormond, intending to ftrengthen 
the Hands of the common Enemy by declaring the {gid 
Enterprize, did on or about che 21ft Day of Offober 1712, 
in- a Letter toche faid Henry St. John, then Vifcount Bo- 
lingbroke, wickedly and bafely fuggeft to advife her late 
Majefty to fend fecret Intelligence of it to betray the faid 
Counfe}s 
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Counfels and Defigns of her good and faithful Allies rhe 
States-General to the French General, then in War with, 
and an Enemy to her Majefty ; and did further wickedly 
and bafely fuggeft the Means of putting the faid Treache- 
ry in Execution, by giving private lucelligence of the 
Defign to the faid Marthal Villars. x 

All which Crimes and Mifemeanours were committed, 
and done by him the faid Fames Duke of Ormond, againft 
our late Sovereign Lady the Queen, her Crown and Dig; 
nity, the Peace and Inrereft of this Kingdom, and in 
rena of the feveral Trufts repofed in him, the faid 

uke. 

And he the {aid Zames Duke of Ormond was General of 
her Majefty’s Forces in the Netherlands, and one of her 
Privy Council, during the time that all and every the 
Crimes before fer forth were done and committed. 

For which Matters and Things, che Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgeffes of che Houfe of Commons in Parliament af- 
fembled, do, in the Name of themfelves, and of all the 
Commons of Great Britain, impeach the faid Femes Duke 
of Ormond of High Treafon, and other High Crimes and 
Mifdemeanours in the faid Articles contained. And the 
Commons by Proteftacion faving to themfelves the Liber- 
ty to exhibit at any time hereafter, any other Accufa- 
tions or Impeachments againft the faid James Duke of 
Ormond; and alfo of replying to the Anfwers, which the 
faid Duke fhall make to the Premifes, or any of chem, or 
to any Impeachment or Accufation, that fhall be by them 
exhibited, according to the Courfe and Proceedings of 
Parliament, do. pray, that the {aid Fames Duke of Ormond 
be put to’ anfwer all and evéry of the Premifés; and rhae 
fuch Proceedings, Examinations, Tryals and Judgmenrs 
may be upon them, and every of them had and aftd, as 
fhall be agréeable to Law and Juftice.. And they do fur- 
ther pray and demand, that the faid Zames Duke of Ormond 
may be fequeftred from Parliament, and forchwith com- 
mitted to fafe Cuftody. 

The fame Day, the Lords fent a Meffige to acquaine

ing upon che Road: Bur upon the Calling over the Names of 
Sir Michael Warton, Fobn Snell Efg; Thomas Mafter Efq; Ri- 
chard Shu:tleworth E:(q; Charles Parker E{q; Sir Will. Blackett 
Bart. Corbet Kynafton E:fq; Dodington Grevile E{q; Sir Robert 
Furnefe Birt. Lewis Price Efq; and John Carnegy Efq; they 
were not excufed; and it was order’d, thac Sir Michaed 
Warton, Corbet Kynaffon Efq, and Lewis Price Efq; be fenc 
for in Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms; and that the o- 
thers do attend the Houfe upon that Day fortnight. The 
next Day, Sir Michal Warton, and Corbet Kynafton Efq; were 
order'd to be difcharg’d out of Cuftody, paying their Fees, 
On the oth of Auguft, che Lords fent another Meflage 
to the Cainmons, to acquaint them, that the Gentleman- 
Uther of the Bluck-Rod had that Day return’d to their 
Lordthips, that in Obedience to their Lordthips Order of 
the 6ch of Auguf Inftant, to attach Henry Vifcount Boling- 
-broke, he had made diligent Search and Enquiry after the 
fa:d Vifcounr, as well ae the laft and ufual Places of A- 
bode of the {aid Lord Vifcount Bolingbroke, as elfewhere ; 
but the faid Lord Vifcount Bolingbroke was not to be found, 
fo as that he might be attach’d, as was commanded by the 
fiid Order. Upon this Meffage the Commons order’d a 
Bill to be brought in to fummon Henry Vifcount Boling- 
broke to render himfelf to Juftice by a Day therein to be 
limited, or, in Default thereof, to atraint him of High 
Treafon ; and that Mr. Walpole, Mr. Cowper, Mr. Bofcawen, 
Sir Fofeph Jekyll, and Mr. Sollicitor-General, do prepare and 
bring in the fame. 
dug. 19, the Commons having receiv’d the like Mef- 
Lage from the Lords in Relation to the Duke of Ormond,

On the roth of Auguft, Mr. Farrer prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill for raifing Nine Hundred Tex Thoufand Pounds 
for Publick Services, by Sale of Anvuities after the Rate of 
Six Pounds per Cent. per Annum, to be chargeable upon a 
fure Fund therein mention’d, and to be redeemable by Parlia- 
ment, and the fame was reveiv'd, and read the firft Pime 

After this, Mr. Secretary Stai.hope prefenced :o the Houfe 
(according to Order) a Bill for encouragi ¢ all Superiors, 
Vaffals, Landlords, and Tenants in scotland, who do and jrall 
continue in their Duty and Loyalty to his Majeffy King (

and for difcouraging all Supertors, Vaffs.s, Landiords, and 
Tenaits there, who have been, or fhall be guilty of rebellious 
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Practices againft his [aid Majefty, and for making void all 
fraudulent Entails, Tailzies, and Conveyances made there, for 
barring or excluding the Effect of Forfeitures that may have 
been, or fhall be incurr’d there on any fuch Account ; a alfo 
for calling any fufpetted Perfon or Perfoxs in Scotland to ap- 
pear at Edinburgh, or where it fhall be judg’d expedient, to 
find Bail for their Good Behaviour; and the fame was re- 
Ceiv’d. Then Mr, Liddal reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the Agent of Carolina in America, 
and feveral Merchants trading thither, for and on the 
Behalf of themfelves, and the miferable Inhabitants of 
that diftreffed Province was referr’d, the Matter as it ap- 
pear'd to them; which he read in his Place, and after- 
wards deliver’d in at the Table, where the fame was read. 
After which, it was refolv’d, That an humble Addrefs be 
prefented to his Majefty, That he will be gracioufly 
pleas’d to direét, that fuch Relief may be fent to Carolina, 
as his Majefty fhall judge neceflary for the Prefervation of 
that Colony; and order’d, That a Bill be brought in for 
the better Regulation of the Charter and Proprietary Govern- 
ments in America ; and for the Encouragement of the Trade 
of this Kingdom, and of his Majefty’s Plantations , and of the 
Security of bis Majefiys Cuftems. The fame Day, in a 
Committee of the whole Houfe on the Supply, it was re- 
folv’d, That an additional Number of Six Thoufand Men, 
be allow’d for Sea Service for the half Year, from the 
24th of Jue, 1715 : Which Refolution was, on the rith 
of Auguf, reported, and agreed co by the Houfe. 

The fame Day, upon the Report made by Colonel Bladen, 
from the Committee to whom the Petitions of fames 
Campbell, Efg; and of the Commiffioners of Equiva- 
Jenc, were referr'd, a Bill was order’d to be brought in, 
For the more effect cal flating and fettling the Debts due and 
Srowing due to Scotland, by Way of Equivalent, that Pay- 
ment may be made thereof in the Terms of Union; and of an 
“Et of the 6th Year of her late Majefty Queen Anne, entitld, 
An AG for further direéling the Payment of the Equivalent 
Money. The next Day, another Bill was order’d to be 
brought in, For the better Encouragement of the Linuen Ma- 
nufadture in Great Britain and Ireland. And then Mr. 
Farrer prefented to the Houfe, according to Order, a Bill 
for enlarging as well the Capital Stock, as the yearly Fund of 
the South-Sea Company, and for fupplying thereby the Sum of 
8220321. 48. 8d. for the publick Ufes therein mention’d 5 
whici was receiv’d, read che firft Time, and order’d a 
fecond Reading. The fame Day alfo, the Lord Coningsby 
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prefented ro the Houfe, according to Order, i for ai- 
lowing a Time for 213 Families of Protefant Palitines, now 
Settled in Ireland, to take the Oaths, in order to entitle them 
to all the Benefits intended them by the AG of t th Year of 
her late Majefiy’s Reign, for naturalizing foreign Protettantss 


Which Bill was receiv'd. 

On the rath of Auguft, Mr. Chetwynd prefented to th 
Horfe, according to Order, « Bill fur the betier Regulation 
of the Charter and Proprietary Governments si America, and 
of his Majefty’s P.antatious : Wich was receiv’d, read the 
tirft Time, and order’d to be read a fecond. The faid Bill 
being read accordingly a fecond Time on Monday the 
rsth of Auguft, and committed, a Petition of Franeis 
Lord Guilford, Guardian to Charles Lord Ba/temore, a 
Minor, was prefented to the Houfe, and read, praying, 
That a Claufe might be added to the {aid Bill, tor che fave 
ing the Right and Properzy of the faid Lord Baltemore, or 
that he might be heard by his Council, agsin{t fo much of 
the faid Bull as affects his Right: Which Petition was re- 
ferr’d to the Confideration of the faid Commirree, and 
order’d, That the Petitioner be heard by bis Council be- 
fore che faid Committee thereupon, if he fhould chink fir, 
The Cafe which was at this Time deliver’d to the Mem- 
bers of che Houfe of Commons, was as follows; 


The CASE of Charles Lord Baltemore, @ Minor, with Rela- 
tion to his Government of Maryland. 


N the Year 1632, Cecif Lord Baltemore had a Grant and 

Charter from King Charles I. of the Province of Mary- 
land, to him and his Heirs. 

Inthe Years 1634 and 35, Ceci] Lord Ba’temore was at 
the Charge of fending Ships, with People and Provifions, 
to feat and cultivate that Province; which Charge a- 
mounted to Forty Thoufand Pounds at leaft, the Incereft 
of which Money he never receiv’d by ahy Profits he had 
from thence. 

In the Year 1661, his Son Charles Lord Baltemore went 
to Maryland, From the firft Settlement of that Province, 
till his Lordfhip’s firft Voyage thither, which was 26 
Years, Maryland had yielded little or noihing to the Fimi- 
ly ; but the Duties on Tobacco planted there, in that 
Time, brought in a confiderable Revenue co the Crown, at 
the fole Charge of chat Family, 

Cecil Lord Baltemore, at great Charge, firft peopled and 
culcivated that Province, and entirely confiding on the 
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Charter and Grant of King Charles I. exhaufted his Eftace 
in England, to enable him to improve and cultivate that 
Province; and his Son, Charles Lord Baltemore, having 
made feveral Voyages thither, continu’d to improve 
the fame, to the great Increafe of the Revenue of the 
Crown. 

About the Year 1668, the faid Province was made a 
Security to the Right Honourable the Lady Charlott Lee, 
upon her Marriage with the late Benedic? Leonard Lord 
Baltemore. 

The prefent Lord Baltemore, and his three Brothers, and 
two Sifters, are lately become Proteftants; and his Lord- 
fhip has no Way of providing for them, but out of thofe 
feveral Branches of the Civil Government of this Pro- 
vince, which, by a Bill entitled, 4 Bill for the Letter Re- 
gulation of the Charter and Proprietary Governments in Ame- 
rica, and for the Encouragement of the Trade of this King- 
dum, and his Majefty’s Plantations, are intended to be 
taken away, the Amount whereof is at leaft 3000/. per 
Annum. 

The Indians in this Province are -very inconfiderable ; 
and it is nor at all likely, thar there can ever be any 
Difturbance from them ; the Whites there being now much 
more numerous and ftronger than they, either in this Pro- 
vince or its Neighbourhood. 

"Tu therefore humbly hoped, That Maryland 
may be excepted out of thi Bill. 





The next Day, there was prefented to the Houfe a Peti- 
tion, with the following CASE of Wiliam Penn, E{q; 
Proprietary Governor of Penjilvania, and of Jofbua Gee, 
Henry Gouldney, Silvanus Grove, John Woods, and others, 
Mortgagees under the faid William Penn, 


IS late Majefty King Charles Il. in 1680, by Letters 
Patent (in Confideration of the Services of Sir Wil- 
liam Penn, Ke. deceas’d, Father of the faid William Penn, 
and then late Vice-Admiral of his faid Majefty’s Fleer) 
granted to the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Afligns, the 
Province of Penfilvania, and the Government thereof. 
The late King James, when Duke of York, in 1682, 
granted to the faid William Penn,’ his Heirsand Afligns, the 
the Town and Tract of Newca/ile, and the two lower 
Counties upon the River Delaware, with the Govern- 
ment thereof, as the fame had been granted to him the 
faid Duke. 


The 
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The faid William Penn (having purchas’d of the Indians 
their Title) by his Induftry and great Charge, improv’d 
thofe Countries, and eftablifh’d confiderable Colonies in 
them: And by this Means very much impair’d his Eftate 
in Europe; and in the Year 1708, to clear a Debt which 
he contraéted for the fettling and improving the faid Co- 
lonies, borrow’d of the faid Mortgagees 6600/. for the 
fecuring whereof, with Intereft, he mortgaged the faid 
Countries, and all his Powers of Government, to them: 
And the Principal Money, and fome [utereft, is ftill un- 
paid, 

Both King William, and the late Queen Anne, having a 
Defire to get all Proprietary Governments into their own 
Hands, the refpective Minifters of thofe Princes often 
treated with the faid William Penn for the Purchafe of his 
Governments; but he demanding firft more, and after- 
20000/, her late Majefty was pleas’d to refer the fame to 
the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations, who 
made their Report. 

This Report was by her Majefty referr’d to the Lords 
Commiflioners of her Treafury ; and foon after an Agree- 
ment was made with the faid William Penn, for an Allow- 
ance of r2000/, to be paid, him at feveral Payments 
(whereof 1o0o0/. was paid) in Confideration of a Surren- 
der of his Governments; anda Draught of fuch Surren- 
der, and of an Inftrument of her Majefty’s Acceprance of 
it, was, by her Majefty’s Order, prepar’d Ly her chen, 
and now Attorney General, 

But before thofe Inftruments were executed, the faid 
William Penn, being feiz’d with an Apoplexy, which dif- 
abled him to perfeét the fame, her Majefty in Council 


order’d the faid Agreement to be compleated by A& of 
Parliament. 





All which is humbly fubmitted, 8c. 


Upon the Reading of the faid Petition, the Commons 
order’d, That the fame be referr’d to the Committee, to 
whom the Bill for the better Regulation of the Charter and 
Proprietary Governments in America, &c. was committed ; 
and that che Petitioners be heard by their Council before 
the Committee thereupon, if they fhould chink fir. After 
this, a Petition of Feremiah Dummer, Agent for his Mae 
jefty’s Provinces of Maffachufets-Ray and Conneélicut, relat- 
ing to the faid Bill, being read, was alfo referr’d co the 
faid Committee, and order’d, That the Petitioners be alfo 
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heard by their Counci]. The two Cafes which Mr, Dum- 
mer deliver’d on that Occafion, are as follows : 





The CASE of the Province of Maffichnfets-Bay in New- 
England, with Relation to their Charter, and fome Objerva- 
tious thereon. 


HE faid Province had its Charter granted by King 

Jamey \. in the 18th Year of his Reign, which was 
afterwards confirm’d by King Charles I. in the 4th Year 
of his Reign; hy Virtue whereof, the Governor and Com- 
piny of the Maffachwfets Pay had Power to appotnr their 
own Officers, Civil and Military, with other Privileges in 
the faid Charrer mention’d, 

In the Reign of King fames Il, the Charter was vacat- 
ed, at the fame Time that many Corporations in England 
were disfranchifed. 

After the Revolution, King William, of glorious Memo- 
ry, reftor'd the Charter, only referving to himfelf the 
Nomination aud Appointment of a Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, Secretary, Judge of the Admiralty, and Ac- 
torney General: And this is che Charter the Province now 
enjoys. 

Hereupon it is humbly obferv'd, 

That the Charcer of this Province being on the fame 
Foot wirh the Corpora ions in England, it feems as great 
a Hardfhip to civeftci.em of it, as ir would be to disfran- 
chife the Corporations at Home. 

That the Province has given a valuable Confideration ta 
the Crown for their Charter, wz. the fubduing and plane- 
ing a Wildernefs, at a vaft Expence, and with the Lofs of 
many Lives; by which they have added a large Territory 
to che Crown, and thereby greatly increas’d the Trade and 
Commerce of Great Britain, 

This Province is not within the Reafons fuggefted in 
the Bul. 7hey have not exercisd Arbitrary Power, nor, in- 
deed, can they 3 for the principal Officers before menti- 
on’d, being appointed by the Crown, are fuch a Check on 
the Government, that it is entirely out of their Power, 
as well as very far from their Inclination, to grieve or 
opprefs the Subjeét. They have riot neglected the Defence of 
the Inbabitants 5 on the contrary, itis certain, they have 
well defended both themfelves and their Neighbours, in a 
Jong French and Indian War; fo that the ordinary Charge 
for Guards, Garrifons, Guard Ships, @e. has been 350007. 
communibys Annu. And tho*che Province has hereby con- 
tracted 
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tracted a Debt of 150000/, yet they don’t complain, nor 
are they burthenfome to the Crown, but are paying it off 
every Year by Degrees. 





If this Charter be taken away, no Compenfstion can * 


be made for it: Whereas in the Cafe of Proprietary Go- 
vernments, an Equivalent may be given to the Proprie- 
tors, as it feems is intended 5 but here it cannot be, be- 
caufe the Privileges are not vefted in particular Perfons, 
bur in the * Body of the People, 

Thus it’s like to happen, that the Proprietors of Caroli- 
na, @c. on whofe Account alone this Bill is broughe in, 
may come off well enough, whilft the Charter-Govern- 
ments in New England, which have done nothing amifs, 
thall be the only ‘Sufferers. 

Laftly, This Province is zealoufly devoted to the prefent 
happy Eftablifhment, and accordingly made fuch great 
and publick Rejoycings on his Majefty’s Acceflion to the 
Throne, as were never before known, from the firft Sercle- 
ment of the Country to that Day. 

°Tis therefore humbly pray’d, that this Province may 
frill enjoy its Privileges, by being excepted out of 
Bill, entitled, A Bill for the better Regulation of 
the Charter and Proprietary Governments in 
America, and of his Majefty’s Plantations, 


The CASE of his Majefly’s Colony of Connecticut in New- 
England, with Refpect to their Charter, which is intended to 
be taken away by a Bill, entitled, A Bill for the betrer Re- 
gulation of Charter and Proprietary Governments in 
America, Oe. 


HIS his Majefty’s Colony had, like other Charter- 

Governments, a Grant from the Crown, whereby 
they were itspower'd to appoint all their own Officers, 
Civil and Military, for the Adminiftration and Execution 
of Juftice.

te have impartially adminifter’d Juftice to the 
Subject 
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When publick Meafures have been concerted for the 
common Good of the Colonies, they have cheerfully 
join’d in the Expence. 

They have never to this Day coft the Crown a Shilling: 

They have ftriétly obferv’d the Aéts of Trade and Na- 
vigation, 

They have been always dutiful to the Crown, and in 
nothing offended it. 

They are zealoufly affected to his prefent Majefty King 
George. 

If their Charter be taken away, no Equivalent can be 
given for it, the Privileges being vefted in the Body of 
the People, and not in particular Perfons, as is the Cafe 
of the Proprietary Governments; where a Sum of Money 
to the Proprietors that is proportionable, may make fuffi- 
cient Amends for the Lofs of the Charter. 

It is therefore humbly hoped, that the Colony of Con- 
necticut may be faved out of the Bill. 





The fame Day, the Commons proceeded to take into 
Confideration his Majefty’s moft gracious Meffage, relat- 
ing to the Provifion to be made for the Minifters who are 
to officiate in rhe fifty new Churches; and his Majefty’s 
faid Meffage being again read by Mr. Speaker, a Motion 
was made for a Supply to be granted to his Majefty for 
that Purpofe, which was referr’d to a Committee of the 
whole Houfe. The next Day, two Petitions, one of Sir 
Fulwar Skipwith, Bart. Guardian of William Lord Craven, 
an Infatr of about the Age of fixteen Years ; the other of 
Fanes Bertie and Doddington Grevile, Efqs. Guardians of 
Henry Duke of Beaufort, were prefented to the Commons, 
praying, that they might be heard by their Counfel upon 
the Bi] for the better Regulation of the Charter and Proprie- 
tary Governments in America, @¢. touching the Rights of 
the faid Lord Craven, and Duke of Beaufort, to confidera- 
ble Parts of the Territories in Carolina and, the Bahama 
Iflands : Which Peticions were referr’d to the Commirtte 
to whom the faid Bill was committed 5 and order’d, that 
the Petitioners might be heard by their Council. On the 
roth of Auzuff, another Petition of Richard Partridge, 
Efq; in Behalf of the Colony in Rhode-Ifand and Provi- 
dence Plantations in America, was alfo read, and referr’d to 
the faid Committee: And the fame Day, Mr. Cholmely 
prefented to the Houfe, according to Order, a Bill for the 
Improvement of the Breed of Horfes; which was receiy'd, 
read the firft Time, and order’d to be read a fecond. Mr.

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Walpole prefented alfo to the Hovfe, according to Ordes, a 
Bill for appointing Comuiffioners to take, examine, flate, and 
determine the Debts due tothe Army : Which was receiv’d. 
On the 19th of Anguft Mr. Walpole reported from the 
Committee of Secrecy, That the faid Committee having, 
purfuane to the Orders and Powers given to them by this 
Houfe, proceeded to examine Thomas Harley, Eq; (who 
was fworn by fuch Members of the faid Committee as are 
Juftices of Peace for the County of Middlefex and City of 
Weftminfler.) And the Committee conceiving, that the 
faid Mr. Harley had very much prevaricated in his Exami- 
nation, the faid Committee had directed, That fome Ex- 
tracts of Letters relating to the faid Mr. Harley, (which 
gave OcCafion to the faid Examination) and likewife a 
Copy of the Depofition of Mr, Harley, fhould be laid be- 
fore the Houfe; which he read in his Place, and afterwards

This Refolution being the next Day re- 
ported, was agreed to by the Houfe; and the furcher Con- 
fideration of the Supply to be granted to his Majetty, for 
that Purpofe, was put off till che Friday following, when, 
in a grand Committee, it was refolv’d, thar the Duty of 
three Shillings for every Chaldron (confifting of thircy fix 
Bufhels Wincheffer Meafure) of fach Coals and Culm as are 
ufually fold by the Chaldron; and the Duty of three Shil- 
lings for every Ton, containing twenty hundred Weighe, 
of fuch Coals as are ufually fold by the Ton, which, by 
an A@t of the 9th Year of the Reign of her late Majeity 
Queen Anne (of Kleffed Memory) entitled, An AG for grant- 
ing to her Majefty feveral Duties upon Coals for building ffiy 
new Churches in and about the Cities of Loncon and Weltmin- 
fter, and Suburbs thereof, and other Purpofes therein mentioned, 
have Continuance until the 2Sth Day of September 1724, 
fhall be further continued, and payable to his Majefty, for 
and upon ail Coals and Culm, which from and after the 
27th Day of September 1724 and before the 28th Day of 
September 1725 fhall be imported or brought into the 
Port of the City of London, or the River of Thames within 
the Liberty of the fsid City, upon the fame River, to be 
applied by his Majefty’s Direction in Aid of other Provifi- 
ons that ihall be made towards the Maintenance of the Mini- 
fters who are to attend the Service of God in the faid fifty 
new Churches, ‘nis Refolucion was the next Day report- 
ed and agreed to by the Houfe, and a Bill order’d to be 
brought in thereupon, by Mr, Farrer, the Lord Coningsby, 
Mr. Smith, and Mr. Lowther; and it was alfo ordered, thac 
it be an Inftruétion to rhe Gentlemen who are to prepare 
ana bring in the fuid Bill, that they have Power to bring 
in a Claufe or Claufes in the faid Bill, to impower his 
Majefty from Time to Time to appoint fuch Commiflioners, 
as his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors fhall chink fir, to 
put this, and the feveral Acts relating to the Duties grant- 
ed for the Building fifty new Churches, in Execution ; 
and to enquire and inform themfeives in what Manner 
the Duties intended to be grauted by this Bill may be ie 
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fettled for the Maintenance of the Minifters who are to 
officiate in the faid Churches. The fame Day, Mr. Speak- 
er acquainted the Houfe, that he had receiv’d a Letter 
from Mr. Prior, (in Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms at- 
tending this Houfe) relating to the Circumftances of this 
Confinement, which Mr. Speaker read to the Houfe: Up- 
on which it was ordered, that it be réferred to the Com- 
mittee appointed to draw up Articles of Impeachment and 
prepare Evidence againft the impeached Lords, to lay bee 
fore the Houfe. fo much as they fhall think proper of the 
Evidence of Mr. Prier, and alfo a State of the Circum- 
ftances of his Confinement, 

On the 30th of Auguff, upon the Report of the Amend- 
ments made by the Committee of the whole Houfe, to the 
Bill for appointing Commiffioners to take, examine, flate and 
determine, the Debts due to the Army; the fame were agreed 
to, and other Amendments were made by the Houfe to the 
Bill, which was order’d to be engrofs'd; and refolv’d, rft, 
that the Number of Commiffioners for putting in Execu- 
tion the faid Bill be feven; adly, that no Perfon be a 
Commniffioner, who hath any Office of Profit, or is ac- 
countable to his Majefty; 3dly, thae the faid Commifli- 
oners may be Members of this Houfe; 4thly, that no Per- 
fon who hath been or is an Agent, be a Commiflioner in 
the faid Bill; sthly, thac the faid Commiflioners be cho- 
fen by Way of Ballotting: And it was order’d, that the 
Members of the Houfe fhould by Thurfday (the rft of Sep- 
oember ) at one of the Clock, prepare Litts to be put into 
Glaffes, of feven Perfons Names to be Commiffioners in the 
faid Bill. f 

After this, Mr, Secretary Stanhope acquainted the Houfe, 





that he had a Meffage from his Majefty, figned by his Ma-’ 


jefty ; and he prefenced the fame tothe Houfe, and it was 
read by Mr. Speaker as follows, viz. 


GEORGE R. 
IS Majefty has been pleafed to direét, that Letters 
Patents be prepared for granting to che Prince of 
Wales one hundred thoufand Pounds per Annum out of 
the Civil Lift Revenues, for the Supporc of himfelf and 
his Family, and likewife for granting fifty thoufand 
Pounds per Annum, together with Somerfet Houfe, co the 
Princefs of Wales for her Jointure, in Cafe fhe ihall fur- 
vive the Prince: But it not being in his Majefty’s Pow- 
er to extend this Provifion to the Princefs beyond his 
own Life, his Majefty hopes that you will think it rea- 
-— fonable 
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6 fonable to enable him to make this Provifion for che 
¢ Princefs certain and fecute to her during che Term of 
¢ ber own Life’. 





Hereupon it was ordered, Nemine Contradicente, that 
Leave be given to bring in a Bill for the betcer enabling 
his Majefty té make the Provifion intended for her Royal 
Highnefs the Princefs of Wa'es, a fure and certain Joincure 
for che Term of her Life; and chat Mr. Secretary Stanlope, 
Mr. Wa‘pole, Lord Coningsby, Mr. Cowper, Mr. Fortefcue, Mr. 
Craygs, Mr. Cholmey, and Mr. Lowndes, do prepare and 
bring in the fame, 

The fame Afternoon, the King came to the Houfe of 
Peers, with che ufual State and Solemnity, and the Com- 
mons being fent for up and attending, his Majefty gave 
the Royal Affent to the following Bills, viz, 


An At for raifing nine hundred ten thoufand Pounds for 
Publick Services, by Sale of sinnuities after the Rate cf five 
Founds per Cent. per Annum, redeemabie by Parliament ; and 
to authorize a Treaty concerning private Rights claimed by the 
Proprietors of Sugar-Houfes in Scotland. 

An AS for encouraging all Superiors, Vaffals, Landlords, 
and Tenants in Scotland, who do and fhall cuatinue in their 
Duty and Loyalty to his Majefiy King George ; and for difcou- 
raging all Superiors, Vaffals, Landlords, and Tenants there, who 
have been or fhall be guilty of rebellious Practices against his (aid 
Majefly; and for making void all fraudulent Entails, Tailzies, 
and Conveyances made there, for barring or excluding the Effect of 
Forfeitures that may have been or fhall be incurred there on any 
fuch Account ; as alfo for calling any fupetted Perfon or Perfons, 
whofe Eftates or principal Refidence are in Scotland, to appear 
at Edinburgh, or where it fhall be judged expedient, to find 
bail for their good Behaviour ; and for the better difarming 
difaffetted Perjons i# Scotland. 

And to three private Bills. 


The Commons being returned to theit Houfe, proceeded 
to the further Hearing of the Merits of the Election for the 
Borough of Taunton in the County of Somerfet, which had 
already taken up feveral Hearings: And after having ex- 
amined Witnefles and heard Counfel, on both Sides, refol-- 
ved, that Sir Francis Warr, Bart. and Henry Portman, Efq; 
fitting Members, were not, and that William Pynfent and 
James Smyth, E{gs. were, duly elected for the fuid Borough. 
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On the 31ft of Auguft, Mr. Walpole (from the Committee 
of Secrecy) acquainted the Houfe of Commons, that the 
Committee had, in Obedience to the Commands of the 
Houfe, prepared Articles of Impeachment of High Crimes 
and Mifdemeanours againft Thomas Earl of Strafford ; 
which he read in his Place, and afterwards deliver’d in at 
the Table, where they were read. Then it was order’d,. 
that the faid Articles be read a fecond Time, Article by 
Article, which being done accordingly, the faid Articles 
were feverally agreed unto by the Houfe; and order’d, sft, 
that the faid Articles be ingroffed; 2dly, that a Claufe be 
Prepared, faving Liberty to the Commons, to exhibit any 
further Articles againft the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, 
and that he may be put to anfwer the faid Crimes and 
Mifdemeanours. 

The next Day, being the xft of September, the faid 
Claufe was offer’d to the Hoife, read, agreed to, and order’d 
to be ingroffed with the Articles of Impeachment ; which 
being done accordingly, the faid ingroffed Articles of Im- 
peachmenc of High Crimes and Mifdemeanours againft 
Thomas Earl of Strafford, were read, and order’d, Ift, that Mr. 
Aiflaby do catry the faid Articles to the Lords; 2dly, that 
Mr. Aiflaby, before he exhibit the faid Articles, do, at 
the Bar of the Houfe of Lords, impeach the faid Thomas 
Earl of Strdfford of High Crimes ‘and Mifdemeanours: 
Which Mr. Aiflably, accompanied by many Members, did 
immediately ; and deliver’d to, and left with the Lords 
‘the Articles of Impeachment againft the faid Earl, which 
are as follows: 





Articles of Impeachment of High Crimes and Mifdemea- 
nours againf? Thomas Eurl of Strafford. 
pee his late Majefty King William the IMd, of 

ever-glorious Memory, out of his great Wifdom 
and tender Regard for his own Kingdoms, and the Prote- 
fant Succeffion, and to vindicate the Honour of the Crown 
and Nation, then affronted by France, in proclaiming the 
Pretender, King of Great Britain, afver the French King 
had but lately before acknowledged ‘his Majefty’s Title to 
the fame, as well asa juft Concern’ for the Prefervation of 
the Liberties of Europe, againft the growing Power of 
France, which was then become more formidable from the 
Duke of Anjou’s having taken Pofleflion of the entire Spa 
nifb Monarchy, did, upon the Advice and.Requeft of both 
Houfes of Parliament, in or about the Month of September 
r7or, enter into, make, and conclude a Treaty with Le 
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pold, Emperor of Germany, and the States-General of the U- 
nited Provinces, wherein a ftri€t Conjunction and Alli- 
ance amongft themfelves being thought neceflary for re- 
pelling the Greatnefs of the common Danger, it was, a- 
mong other Things, agreed, that there fhould be and conti- 
nue between che faid Confederates, a conftanr, perpetual, 
and inviolable Friendfhip and Correfpondence, and rhat 
each Party fhould be obliged to promote the Advantages of 
the other, and prevent all Inconveniences and Dangers 
that might happen to them, as far as lay in their Power. 

That the faid Allies defiring nothing more earneftly 
than the Peace and general Quiet of all Europe, had ad- 
judged that nothing could be more effectual for the Efta- 
blifhment thereof than the procuring an equitable and rea- 
fonable Satisfaction to his Imperial Majefty, for his Pre- 
tenfions to the Spanifh Succeflion, and that the King of 
Great Britain and the States General might obtain a parti- 
cular and fufficiene Security for their Kingdoms, Provin- 
ces, and Dominions, and for the Navigation and Com- 
merce of their Subjeéts, that ic fhould not be permitted to 
either Party, when the War is once begun, to treat of 
Peace with the Enemy, unlefs jointly, and by a Commu- 
nication of Councils; and no Peace fhould be made, unlef§ 
an equitable and reafonable Satisfaction for his Imperial 
Majefty, and a particular Security for the Kingdoms, Pro- 
vinces, Dominions, Navigation, and Commerce of his 
M.jefty of Great Britain and the States General, be firft ob- 
tained ; and anlefs Care be taken, by fitting Security, rhac 
the Kingdoms of France and Spaia fhall never come and be 
united under the fame Covernment, nor that one and the 
fame Perfon fhall be King of both Kingdoms. 

And whereas his faid late Majefty King William, and the 
States-General, ferioufly confidering that France was then 
become fo formidable, from the Acceflion of Spain to the 
Duke of Anjou, that, in the Opimion of all che World, 
Europe was in Danger of lofing her Liberty, and undergo- 
ing the heavy Yoke of Umiverfal Monarchy, and chat che 
foreit Means of effecting that Defign were to divide the 
King of Great Britain from the Scates-General, for which 
purpofe all imaginable Efforts would be made; they there- 
fore thought it neceflary to unite, in the ftricteft Manner 
that was poffible, and, to chat End, a defenfive Treaty and 
Alliance was concluded and entred into between them, in 
or about November 1701, wherein, amongft other Things, 
it was further agreed, thar by the Alliance with the Em- 
peror, made in September then laft, particular Care had 
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been taken for the Recovery of the Seanifo Low-Countrries, 
‘out-of the Hands of the moft Chriftian King, the faid 
Confederates exprefly engaged to aid one another with all 
theit Forces, for the Recovery of the fame; and in Regard 
the principal Intereft of the faid Confederates confifted in 
the Prefervation of the Liberties of Europe, that the be- 
fore-mention’d Treaty with the Emperor fhall be faichful- 
ly and fincerely execured, and both Sides fhall guarantee 
the fame, and ufe their Endeavours to confirm and render 
it more ftrong, from Time to Time. 

That in makiny Peace particular Care fhall be taken of 
the Commerce and Traffick of both Nations, and alfo for 
their Security, «s well in regard to rhe Low-Countries as 
the Councries adjacene; that when the War is begun, the 
Confederates fhall aét in Concert, according to the 7ch and 
Sth Articles of the Treaty of the 34 of March 1662, be- 
tween England and Holland, which was thereby renewed 
and confirmed, and no Peace nor Truce, or Sufpenfion of 
Arms, thall be negociated or made, but according to the 
oth and rcth Articles of that Treaty, by which it was a- 
greed, That when the two Allies came once to an open War, it fhall 
be lawful for neither of them afterwards to come to any Cefft- 
tion of Arms with him who fhall be declared and prociaimed an 
Enemy, without it be done conjointly and with common Confent ; 
that no Negociation of Peace fhall be fet on foot by one of the 
Allies, without the Concurrence of the other, and that each 
Ally fhall continually and from Time to Time impart to the o- 
ther every Thing that fhail pafs in the faid Negociation, and 
fhall fiipulate with the common Enemy for the fame Rights, Im- 
munities, Exemptions, and Prerogatives, for his Ally, as he 
fhould do for himfelf, if fo be the faid Allies do not agree to 
the contrary. 

And Whereas the French King, having got Pofleffion of 
a great Part of the Spanifh Dominions, exercifed an abfo- 
lute Authority over that Monarchy, having feized Milan 
and the Spanifh Low-Countries, by his Armies, and made 
himfelf Mafter of Cadiz and of the Entrance irito the Me. 
diterranean and of the Spanifh Weft-Indies, by his Fleets, e- 
very where defigning to invade the Liberties of Europe, 
and to obftruét the Freedom of Navigation and Commerce ; 
and inftead of giving the Satisfaction that was juitly ex- 
pected, had proceeded to further Violences and Indignities; 
and having influenced Spain to acknowledge the Pretender, 
and thereby to concur with him in the faid Affront ; het 
Tate facred Majefty Queen Anne, taking Notice thac fhe 
found her felf obliged, for maintaining the Publick Faith, 
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for vindicating the Honour of the Crown, and to prevent 
the Mifchiefs which all Europe were threaten’d with, to 
declare a War againft France and Spain, did accordingly, in 
the Month of May 1702, in the moft publick and folemn 
Manner, proclaim che fame, as his Imperial Majefty and 
the States-General did likewife do, in or about the {aid 
Month of Afay, in Purfuance of the before-mentioned 
Treaties. 

And whereas many Kings, Princes, and States of Ez- 
rope being invited by che faid Grand-Alliance, and relying 
on the Faith thereof, did afterwards become Parties to the 
faid Confederate War againft France and Spain, and in the 
Treaty enter'd into, in or about the Month of May 1703, 
between his Imperial Majefty, the Queen of Great Britain, 
the States-General, and the King of Portuga/, it was, a- 
mong other Things, exprefly ftipulated, that no Peace nor 
Truce fhall be made, but by the mutual Confent of al! the 
Confederates, nor fhall at any Time be made, whilft the 
fecond Grandfon of the moft Chriftian King, by the Dau- 
phin, or any other Prince of the Line of France, continued 
in Spain. 

And whereas; to give the greateft Strength that was 
poflible, to the Union fo neceflary to both Nations, her 
late Majefty and the States, by a Treaty, in the Month of 
June 1703, renew’d and confirmed, all Freaties and Alli- 
ances then fubfifting between them; and to the End a juft 
and reafonable Peace might the better be obtained, that 
might eftablifh the Repofe and Tranquility of Ewrope, ic 
was agreed, that neither of the faid Allies fhould make a 
Sufpenfion of Arms, or a Peace with France or Spain, buc 
in Conjunétion and by common Confent.° 

And whereas the faid War was, for feveral Years, carry’d 
on with Vigour and Unanimity, at a vaft Expence of 
Blood and Treafure ; for the Support of which, on the Pare 
of Great Britain, many Millions were granted by Parlia- 
ments, who on many Occafions exprefled their Senfe of the 
Juftice of it, and frequently gave their humble Advice tc 
the Throne, that xo Peace could be fafe, honowrable, or ]a/- 
ing, fo long as Spain and the Weft-Indies continued in amy 
Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon, . 

And whereas the juft Caufe of her Majefty and her Al- 
hes, in Defence of the common Liberty, and in Vindica-. 
tion of the Honour of the Crown of Great Britain, was 
favoured by the Divine Providence with unparallell’d Suc 
cefles and fignal Viétories; whereby, as well as by the 
Wifdom and Unanimity of their Councils, the Reputation 
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Of che Confederate Arms was highly advanc’d, and Great 
Britain was efteem’d the Guardian of the Liberties of Ew- 
Tope. 

ver whereas, from the profperous Condition of the Af- 
fairs of the Aliies, nothing remain’d, in all humane Ap- 
pearance, bur chat they fhould reap the Fruits of all 
their Victories, in a f{peedy, jult, honourable, and lafting 
Peace 3 and on the other Hand, nothing was left to raife 
the Hopes of the Enemy, whereby to defeat that happy 
Profpect, but his fecrer Eudeavours to difunite the Confe- 
ceracy. 

And whereas divers evil-eminded Perfons, Enemies to the 
true Intereft of their own Country, as well as to the com- 
mon Liberties and Welfire of Europe, having by many 
wicked Arts and bafe Infinuations, obtain’d Accefs to her 
late Mijefty Queen Anne, and being admitted into her 
Council, and inco Places of the higheft Troft, and having 
form’d a wicked and treacherous Correfpondence with the 
Emiffaries of France, and fet on Foot a private and de- 
firugtive Negotiation of Peace, thereby intending to 
weaken and diffolve the Confederacy, which had fo long 
and happily fubfifted between her Majefty and her good 
and faithful Allies, to the Honour and Safety of the Na- 
tion, had prevail’d upon her faid late Majefty for thae 
Purpofe, ca declare her Refolution of entering into a Trea- 
ty of Peace with the Common Enemy, againft the Con- 
f:nt and Opinion of all her Majefty’s Allies, and alfo co 
appoint Jobu then Lord Bifhop of Briffol, and Thomas Earl 
of Straford, her Plenipotentiaries, to tranfa@t the fame at 
Ctreche. 

And whereas her facred Majefty, in Purfuance of the 
Treaties fhe ftood engeg’d in, and of her Declaration in 
the Month of April 1711, to the Grand Penfionary and 
the other Minifters of Helland, being ftill determin’d, in 
making Peace as in makiag War, co act in perfeét Con- 
cert with her Allies, and, in Conjunétion with them, to 
demand and procure from Fraace a juft Satisfaction for all 
their Prerenfions, according to and in Performance of the 
many folemn Treaties and Alliances then fubfifling be- 
tween her Majefty and them, did, in Purfaance thereof, 
by ber Inftru¢tions under the Sign Manual, dated the 21ft 
of OSeber 1911, to him the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, 
her Embaflador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the 
States General, dire& him, that daring the Courfe of the 
then intended Negotiation of Peace, it muft be the moft 
careful Endeavour, and the fix’d Principle of all the Con- 
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federates, to hold faft together, in order co obtain from the 
Enemy the utmoft which could be hop’d for, in the pre- 
fent Circumftances of Affairs; and that he mighe affure 
the Confederates, that her Majefty, on her Part, would 
firmly adhere to chat Rule, and that fhe was fo far from 
making Peace withoyt the Concurrence of the Srates-Gene- 
ral, chat fhe had declar’d her firm Refolution not to make 
it-withour their Satisfaction, 

And alfo by her Inftructions under the Sign Manual, to 
the then Bifhop of Briftol, and him’ the faid Thomas Earl 
of Strafford, her Plenipotentiaries, to treat of a good and 
general Peace, her faid Majefty, amongft other Things, 
did direé&t them, upon their Arrival at Utrecht, to concert 
with the Minifters of rhe Allies, in what Manner it mighe 
be moft proper to open the Conferences, and what Method 
to obferve in the Progrefs of the Treaties; upon thar, 
and all other Occafions, earneftly to reprefene to cthofe 
Minifters the great Importance of appearing united, and 
for that Reafon to recommend to them, that if any Dif- 
ference or Difpute ihould arift, the fame fhould be acco- 
modated amongft themfelves, that France might have no 
Hold to break in upon them ; but, on the contrary, when- 
ever they meet the Enemy's Minifters in the Congrefs, 
every Opinion that is deliver’d, and every Inftance chat is 
made, may be back’d by the concurrent Force of the 
whole Confederacy. 
~ That if ic fhould be thought proper to begin by the 
Difpofition of the Spanifs Monarchy, they were to infift, 
that the Security and reafonable Satisfaction, which the 
Allies expeéted, and which his moft Chriftian Majefty had 
promis’d, could not be obtain’d, if Spain and the We/-In- 
dies be allotted to any Branch of the Houfe of Bourbox. 
Notwithftanding all which Premifles, | 

Art.1. He the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, being of 
her Majefty’s Privy-Council, and her Embaffador Excraor- 
dinary to the States-General, and appointed one of her 
Plenipotentiaries to treat with the Minifters of France, of 
a good and general Peace, in Concerc with the Minifters 
of her Majefty’s Allies, who for that Purpofe were 
aflembled at Utrecht with thofe of France, with full 
Powers to tranfaét the fame, having no Regard to the 
true Ends of his faid Commiffions and Powers, to the 
Honour or Safety of her Majefty or her Kingdoms, tq the 
many folemn Engagements fhe was under, to the old and 
faithful Allies of this Nation, or to the common Liberties 
of Europe; but being devoted to the Intercft and Service 
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of the French King, the then common Enemy, in Defiance 
of the Tenor of the feveral Treaties before-mention’d, or 
fome of them, as well as of the frequent Advices of Par- 
liament, and the many Declarations of her Majefty from 
the Throne; but more particularly in Defiance of the 





folemn and mutual Affurances, which had been fo lately * 


renew'd, between her Majefty and che States-General, to 
att in perfet Concert with each other, in making Peace, 
as in making War; and of feveral Inftruétions from her 
Majefty, under the Sign Manual, to him the faid Ear in 
Purfuance thereof, was not only wanting in his Dury and 
Truft to her Majefty, by not advifing againft, and as far 
as was in his Power, by not oppofing the going into any 
private, feparate Negotiation with France; bur on the 


contrary, when a feparate, difhonourable, and deftructive 


Negotiation of Peace was enter’d into, becween the Mini- 
fters of Great-Britain and France, without any Communi- 
cation thereof to her Majetty’s Allics, according to their 
feveral Treaties, he the iaid Earl, did not only take upon 
himfelf, and prefume from Time to Time, to advife and 
exhort, chat the fame thould be continu’d and carry’d on, 
but did likewife frequently concert private and feparate 
Meafures, with the Minifters of France, in Order to im- 
pofe upon and deceive her Majefty’s good Subjects, and 
her Allies; and was inftrumencal in promoting the faid 
feparate Negotiation, exclufive of all the Allies, and to 
their manifeft Prejudice and Detriment, 

And fufrher, he the faid Earl, when the Minifters of 
France at Utrecht, refufed to anfwer in Writing, and on 
many other Occafions proceeded in a fallacious and un- 
jultifiable Manner, in cranfaéting the Negoriations of 
Peace, was not only wanting in his Dury, in not repre- 
fenting to her Majetty and hee Minilters againft the fame, 
and in not fupporcing in the Manner he ought to have 
done, her Majetty’s good Allies, in their reafonable De- 
mands from France; but, on che contrary, commended 
the French Prudence, in taking fuch Meafures, and even 
fuggefted himfef the Meafures for France to make Ufe of, 
to create Difienfions amongft the Allies, and feparate Ne- 
gotiations between each of che Allics and France, thereby 
to diflolve the whole Confederacy. 

By which wicked and treacherous Praétices, he the faid 
Earl proftituted the Honour of her Majeity and the Impe- 
rial Crown of thefe Realms, and grofly violated his Pow- 
ers and Inftrugtions, the many Treaties which her Majeity 
shen ftood engag'd in to her Allies, and the repeated Af 
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furances, which the faid Earl had, by her Majefty’s Or- 
der, and in her Name, given to the faid Allies, to act in 
perfe& Concert with them chroughout the whole Negocia- 
tion of Peace, thereby rendering the Defign of the Confe- 
deracy, and the murual Support expected from che fame, 
altogecher Ufelef, and giving up the Affairs of Europe 
into the Hands of France, 

Art. Il, Wheteas the maintaining a perfect Union and 
good Correfpondence between her late Majefty and che 
illuftrious Houfe of Hanover, was of the utmoft Impor~ 
tance, for preferving to cthefe Kingdoms che invaluable 
Bleflings of théir Religion, and Civil Liberties, by fecu- 
ring the Succeflion to the Crown to a Race of Proteftant 
Princes, ever renown’d for their great Juftice and Cle- 
mency, and thereby defeating the traiterous Defigns of 
the Pretender ; and for that Purpofe, the great Wifdom 
of divers Parliaments, which had fix’d and confirm’d the 
faid Succeflion, had alfo laid che Obligation of an Oath 
upon the Subjects of thefe Realms, to-fupport and main- 
tain the fame, to the utmoft of their Power. 

He the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, not regarding the 
many ill Confequeuces to her Majefty and chefe King- 
doms, which would naturally enfue fram a Difunion, or 
Coolnefs of Affection, between Princes fo inearly ally’d in 
Blood and Intereft, inftead of doing what in him lay to 
prevent the fame, did, on rhe contrary, in his Lecters 
from Holland, to her Majefty’s Minifters of State in Great 
Britain, by divers falfe Reprefencations and fcurrilous Re- 
fleétions upon his prefent moft gracious Majelty, chen 
Eleétor of Hanover, endeavour to alienate her Majefty’s 
Affections from his faid Eleétoral Highnefs, and to create 
‘ or widen fatal Differences or Mifunderftandings between 
them. And when, by che wicked and pernicious Advice 
of him the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, and divers other 
evil Counfellors, her late Majefty was at laft prevail’d 
upon to make a fatal Ceflation of Arms with the then com- 
mon Enemy, without any Concert with his faid Ele¢toral 
Highnefs, and againft che Confent, and contrary to the 
moft earneft Reprefentations of all her Allies; for the 
Execution of which, ‘he che faid Earl was fent over to 
the Army in the Netherlands, where che Generals of the 
Auxiliaries paid by her Majefty, whofe Honour and Con- 
{ciences would not permit them to abandon the Confede- 
rates, and leave chem as a Sacrifice to France, refufed to 
withdraw with the Duke of Ormond, without particula: 
‘Orders from their refpeétive Mafters; which Proceedings 
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of the confederate Generals, being wickedly reprefented 
by the faid evil Counfellors in Conjunétion with the Mini- 
fters and Emiflaries of France, as an Indignity offer’d to 
her facred Majefty ; he the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, 
to create Uneafinefs and Diffenfion between her late Ma- 
jefty, and his then Ele&toral Highnefs, did by his Letter, 
on or about the 17th of fuly, 1712, to her Majefty’s 
then Secretary of State, malicioufly and wickedly fug- 
geft, and affirm, that the faid Separation of the confede- 
race Generals, from the Duke of Ormond, ought to be im- 
puted to his faid Electoral Highnefs. 

And farther, he the f4id Earl, by frequently affirming, 
and fMHmetimes in the moft folemn Manner, to the Mint- 
fters of his faid Electoral] HighnefS, as weil as others, the 
motft notorious and manifeft Untruths, contrary to the 
Intentions and Interefts of her Majefty, and vainly in- 
tending thereby ta deceive and impofe upon his faid Ele- 
€toral Highnefs, and the reft of her Majefty’s good and 
faithful Allies, in Matters of the higheft Importance, and 
particularly, by folemnly affirming, on or abour the 
16th of uly, 1912, to Monfieur Buleau, General of the 
Hanover Forces, and the reft of the confederate Generals, 
that her Majefty had made no Truce with France, where- 
as he the faid Earl then well knew the fame was made, 
and concluded feveral Weeks before, did thereby, as well 
as by the beforemention’d Proceedings, not only profticute 
and difhonour the high Charaéters he was then invefted 
with, bur, as far asin him lay, did diffolve the mutual 
Contidence and good Underftanding fo neceffary to be 
mainrain’d between her faid late Majefty and the illuftri- 
ous Houfe of Hanover, for the Safety and Profperity of 
Great Britain, and the common Liberty of Eyrope, 

Art. IT. Whereas in che pernicious Negotiations of 
Peace carry’d on by him the faid Earl and other evil 
Counfellors, with the Minifters of France, the Freach King 
had propos’d ro acknowledge her Mopey’s Title tothe 
Crown of rhefe Realms, and the Proreftant Succeflion in 
the illuftrious Houfe of Hanover, when the Peace fhould 
be fign’d between Great Britain and France, and not be- 
fore: Whereupon the Houfe of Lords, by an humble Ad- 
drefs to her Majefty, on che r5th of February 1711, begg’d 
Leave to reprefenc their jut Indignation at that difho- 
nonurable Treatment of her Majefty, as alfo their utmoft 
Refentment at the Serms of Peace oifer'd to her Majefty 
and her Allies by the Plenipotentiaries of Frazee 5 for 
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which Addreffes her Majefty was pleas’d to return them 
her hearty Thanks, jor the Zeal they had therein ex. 
prefs’d for her Honour. 

He, the faid Earl, was not only wanting in his Duty 
to her Majefty and Zeal for the Proteftant Succeflion, in 
not advifing her Majefty againft treating with France, up- 
on fuch difhonourable Terms; but did himfelf, wich 
other evil Counfellors, privately, wickedly, and treache~ 
roufly, concert and agree with the Minifters of France, 
that the faid Propofals, fo derogatory tothe Dignity of 
her Majefty, and dangerous to thefe Kingdoms, fhould be 
the Conditions upon which France would agree to treac 
of a Peace with Great Britain. 

And farther, he the faid Earl, in Contempt and De- 
fiance of the Judgment of the Houfe of Peers, which had 
receiv’d her Majefty’s gracious Approbation, and a¢ting 
the Part of an Emiflary of France, inftead of a Plenipo- 
tentiary of Great Britain, being thereunto encourag’d, 
and founding his Prefumption on a Letter to the then 
faid Bithop of Briffol, and him che faid Earl, from Henry 
St. John, Efq; then Principal Secretary of State, on the 
16th of February 1711, the next Day after the {aid Ad- 
drefs of the Houfe of Peers was made, and informing 
them of the Indignation exprefs’d in Great Britain at the 
Offers of France; but that by the Management of Mr. 
Thomas Harley (then Secretary of the Treafury) the Houfe 
of Commons was perfectly and abfolutely fecur’d to the 
Meafures of Peace ; did wickedly, deceitfully, and per- 
fidioufly concert and agree with the Minifters of France 
at Utrecht, that the faid French Minifters, fhould write a 
collufive Letter to him the faid Earl, and the then {aid 
Bifhop of Briffol, wherein her Majefty fhould be ftyled 
Queen of Great Britain ; which Letter was not to be 
made any Ufe of at Utrecht, or taken as an Acknowledg- 
ment by France of her Majefty’s Title to the Crown, bug 
was agreed to be tranfmitted to Great Britain, thereby to 
deceive and impofe upon her Majeity and the Parliament, 
as if France had then aétually acknowledg’d the fame ; 
which faid Letter was accordingly written by the Mini- 
fters of France, and tranfmitted to Great Britain by him 
the faid Earl ; Whereby her Majefty, the Parliament, and 
the whole Nation, were moft grofly and fcandaloufly abufed 
and drawn into the faid deftruétive Meafures of Peace, to 
the gree: Difhonour of her Majefty and thefe Kingdoms,and 
tothe apparent Dangers of the Proteftant Succeflion. 
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Art.1V. That he the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, in 
Defiance of the many Treaties between her Majefty and 
her Allies, for the Recovery of the Monarchy of Spaia, 
to the Haufe of Au/rria, thereby to preferve a due Ballance 
of Power in Evrope ; and in Contempt of the Advice and 

pinion of Parliamenr, that no Peace could be fafe, ho- 
nourabie, or lafling, fo long as Spain and the Wef- Indies 
continu’d in any Branch of the Honf: of Bourbon; and 
alfo in direét Violation of her Majefty’s In{truétions of 
the 231 of December 1711, in Purfuance thereof; where- 
by he che faid Ear] was exprefly commanded to infift, 
in the Conferences of Peace with the Minifters of France, 
that the Security and reafonable Satisfaction which the 
Allies expected, and which his moft Chriftian Majefty 
bad promisd to grant, could noc be obtain’d if Spain 
and the Wef- Indies be allotted toany Branch of that Houfe; 
did not only prefume ‘to treat about the Peace with ‘the 
Minifters of France, without infifting, as he ought to have 
done, that Spain and the Wef?- Indies thould nog be allotted 
to the faid Houfe of Bourbon, but ‘alfo when the Mini- 
fters of his Imperial Majefty and of the King of Portugal, 
in Conformity to the mutual Obligations and Treaties be- 
tween her Majefty and them, and with each other, de- 
sanded of France, that Spain and the Weft- Indies fhould be 
reftored to the Houfe of Anfria, and requefted him the 
faid Earl co join with them to itrengthen that Demand, 
- did decline and refufe to do the fame. 

By which perfidious and anwarrantable Practices of 
him the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, incurable Jealoufies 
and Difcords were created between her Majefty and her 
Allies ; that mutual Confidence which had fo long and 
fo fuccefsfully been cultivated between them, and which 
was fo neceffary for their common Safety, was abfolute- 
ly diflolv’d; the juft Ballance of Power in Europe was 
wickedly betrayed ; and apparent Advantages were given 
tothe common Enemy, to impofe what Terms of Peace 
he fhould think fir, upon her Majefty and the whole Con- 
federacy. 

Art. V. Whereas her late Majefty, on the 7th of De 
cember 1711, having earneftly recommended from the 
Fhrone, that Provifion might be made for an early Cam- 
paign, in Order to carry on the War with Vigour, and 
asthe beft Way to render the Treaty of Peace effectual; 
and accordingly Supplies were granted and Magazines 
provided, ar a great Expence ; and in Purfuance thereof, 
ner Majefty having given early Affurances to her " 
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of her fincere Intentions, and likewife exprefly inftructed 
her General the Duke of Ormond, not only to renew che 
fame Affurances, and declare her Refolution of puthing 
on the War with the ucmoft Vigour, buc to concerc with 
the Generals of the Allies che proper Meafures (or entring 
upon Action ; which Aflurances were accordingly give 
by the {aid Duke, and the Contecerate Army was there- 
upon order’d to be aflembled, which at that Time was 
the ftrongeft thar had been in the Service, during thé 
whole Courfe of the War, and greatly Superior to that 
of the Enemy. 

Notwithftanding which Premifts, he the faid Thomas 
Earl of Strafford, then of her Majefty’s Privy Council, 
being inform’d of the reafonable Profpeét which, by che 
Blefling of God, che Army of the Confederates then hady 
of gaining new Conqueits over the Army of France, in 
Order to difappoine the Expectations of che Allies, and 
to give Succefs to the fecret andwicked Negociations, thea 
carrying on by himfelf and ocber evil Counfellors, witht 
the Minifters of France, on divers very falfe and ground= 
lefs Suggeftions and Allegations, and in Violation of 
many Treaties, hen fubfifting between her Majefty and 
the States Géneral, as well as feveral other Princes, at 
feveral Times, and particularly by his Letter of the 30th 
of April 1712, to Henry Vifcount Lolingbroke, then Henry 
St. John, Efq; one of her Majeity’s Principal Secretaries 
of State, did wickediy and treacheroufly fuggeft and ad- 
vife, that a Ceffation of Arms fhould be made with France, 
by her Majefty, without and even againft the Confent of 
her good Allies and Confederates, : 

In Purfuance of which wicked Counfels and Advicess 
Directions were afterwards privately fent, in her Majefty’s 
Name, co the Duke of Ormond in Flanders, to avoid en= 
gaging in any Siege, or hazarding a Battle, cill farther 
Orders, alchough nothing had been then fecrl’d in the 
faid private Negotiation, for the Intereft and Security of 
Great Britain. 

And farther; he the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, at that 
Time alfo of her Majefty’s Privy Council, did advife her 
late Majefty that he himfelf fhould be fent, and accord- 
ingly he was afterwards fent from England to the Army 
under the Duke of Ormond in Flanders, with Direttions; 
in her Majefty’s Name, to caufe a Cefiation of Arms to 
be made aad proclaim’d between her Majefty’s and che 
French Army, and Preparation to be made by the Troops 
of Great Britain, from the confederate Army, which were 
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accordingly perform’d and executed, by the Advice and 
Direction of him the faid Earl, without the Confent, and 
contrary to the earneft Reprefenrations of her Majefty’s 
Confederates, and in open Violation and Defiance of the 
many Treaties then fubfifting between her Majefty, and 
her good and faithful Allies. 

By which wicked and perfidious Counfels, and Practices 
of him the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, the Progrefs 
of the victorious Arms of the Confederates was ftopped, and 
a moft favourable Opportunity loft for conquering the Ene- 
my, all Hopes of Confidence between her Majeity and 
her Allies were entirely deftroy'd, amd the French King 
made abfoluce Mafter of the Negotiations of Peace, 

Art. VI. That he the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, 
having, in concert with other falfe and eyil Counftllors, 
wickedly advis’d and procur’d the faid fatal Ceffation of 
Arms, and likewife obtain’d for France, the Separation 
of the Troops of Great Britain from the confederate Army, 
in farther Execution of his treacherous Purpofes, to ad- 
vance and promote the Interefts of France, and being de- 
termin’d, as far as in him lay, not only to render all 
future Corre{pondence, and good Harmony, between ‘her 
Majefty and the Srates General, utterly impracticable ; but 
defigning by all poffible Means, to weaken and diftref : 
the faid Staces, in Order to bring them under an abfolute 
Neceflity of complying and fubmitting to the Meafures 
of France; and well knowing, thac taking Poffeflidn of 
Ghent and Burges, was the readieft Means of effecting 
the fame, did wickedly and treacheroufly advife, that a 
Party of the Queen’s Troops, fhould be fent to march 
through forme of the Towns belonging to the States Gene- 
ral, in Hopes, that the Commanders of the faid Towns, 
incens'’d by fuch unjuft and unneceffary Provocations, and 
through che Apprehenfions of the ill Confequences, that 
fuch Attempts and Proceedings might fubjeét them to, 
would be induc’d to refufe chem Admittance, and there- 
by give a Pretence, for putting in Execution the perfi- 
dious Defigns and Refolutions, which had been concerted 
by him che faid Earl, and other evil Conncellors, with 
the Minifters of France; in Purfuince of “which wicked 
Advice, a Party of her Majefty’s Troops, was according: 
dy fent with Orders to march through fome of the for- 
tify’d Towns, belonging to the States General, and on 
Precence of their being deny’d Paffage through the fame, 
the faid treacherous and deftractive Defign, was imme- 
diately put in Execution, and Ghent and 7 
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feized upon by the Troops of Great Britain, whereby all 
Means of Communication, between Holland and thie Con- 
federate Army being entirely cut off, or pur into che 
Hands of thofe, who had fo lately and thamefully decray’d 
thecommon Caufe,apparent Advantagesand Encouragement 
were given to the French Army; and her Majefty’s good 
and fairhful Allies were deterred from forming, or profe- 
cuting any Defigns againft che common Enemy, fince che 
fame could not be put in Execution without their Know- 
ledge and Canfent, who on many Occafions, had given 
the moft evident Proofs of cheir Difaffection to the Confe+ 
derates, and of their firm Adherence to the Interefts of 
France, 

All which Crimes and Mifdemeanours were commitred, 
and done by him the faid Earl, againft our late Sovereign 
Lady the Queen, her Crown and Dignity, the Peace antl 
Intereft of this Kingdom, and in Breach of the feveraf 
Trufts repofed in him the faid Earl. 

And he the faid Earl of Strafford, was of her lare Maje- 
fty’s Privy Council, her Ambaffador Extraordinary co the 
States-General, and one of her Plenipotentiaries, co creat 
of a good and general Peace with France, during the Time 
chat all and every the Crimes before fer forth were dont 
and committed. 

And the faid Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles, by Prote- 
ftation faving to themfelves the Liberty to exhibic at any 
Time hereafter, any orher Accufations or Impeachmenrs 
againft the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, and alfo of reply- 
ing to the Anfwers, that the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, 
fhall make ‘unto the faid Articles, or any of them, or of 
offering Proof of the Premiffes, or any other Inrpeach- 
ments or Accufations, that fhall be exhibited by them, as 
the Cafe fhall (according to the Courfe of Parliamentr) re- 
quire: Do pray that the faid Thomas Earl of Strafford, be 
‘put to anfwer che faid Crimes and Mifdemeanours, and 
receive fuch condign Punifhment, as the fame fhull de- 
ferve. And chat fuch Proceedings, Examinations, Trials 
and Judgments, may be updn every of thém, had and u- 
fed, as ave agreéable to Law and Juttice. 

Thefe Articles‘having been read in the Houfe of Peers, 
the Earl of Serafford, made a long Speech, wherein among 
other Things, * He complain’d of the Hardfhip that had 
* been put uvon him, by feizing his Papers in an wipre- 
* cedented Manner. That he defign’d to ‘have drawn up 
€ and printed an Account of all his Négociations, where- 
£ by, he did not doubt, he would have made it appear, to 
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all the World, thac he had done norhing Lue in Dif. 
charge of his Duty, and of the Truft repofed in him. 
That if either in his Letters or Difcourfes, while he had 
the Honour to reprefent the Crown of Great Britain, he 
had drgpt any unguarded Expreflions, againft fome fo- 
reign Minifters, he hoped the fame would not be ac- 
counted a Grime by a Britifo Houfe of Peers. Concluding 
with defiring, that a competent Time be allow’d him 
to anfwer the Articles now brought againft him ;-and 
that he might have Duplicates of all the Papers, that ei- 
ther had been laid before the Committee of Secrecy, or 
were ftill in the Hands of the Government, which might 
be for his Juttification’. The Lord Vifcount Townfbend, 


in particular, faid, ‘ That his Complaint aboue the taking 


his Papers from him, was altogecher groundlefs and un- 
jutt; chat infinice Inftances of the like Proceeding 
might be produced ; that no Srate could be fafe without 
it; and, in fhort; that extraordinary Cafes juftify extra- 


to have Duplicates of all the Papers that,had been laid 
before the Commons, he (che Lord Townfhend ) thought it 
unreafonable, and made with no other Defign than to 
gain Time; and make the Commons lofe the Opportu. 
nity of bringing him to his Trial That thofe Papers 
were fo voluminous (confifting of thirteen or fourteen 
Volumes in Folio) that they could not be copied out in 
many Weeks; and asthe Earl might have had accefs to 
them, ever fince they were laid before the Parliament, 
fo he was ftill ac Liberty to perufe them, and extra@ 
out of them what he thoughe proper for his own De- 
fence.’ The Duke of Devonfhire and the Lord Chancellor 


Cowper back’d the Lord Townfhend; and, on the contrary, 


ordinary Methocs. As tothe Earl of Strafford’s Demand, | 
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the lare Lord Chancellor Harcourt, and the Bifhop of Ro- 
chefter, {poke for the Earl of Strafford: But what availed 
the latter moft was faid by the Earl of Ila, who reprefent- 
ed, ¢ That in all civilized Nations, all Courts of Judica- 
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ture, except the Inquifition, allow’d the Perfons ar- 
raign’d all that was neceflary for their Juftification; 
and that the Houfe of Peers of Great Britain ought not, 
in this Cafe, to do any thing contrary to that Honour 
and Equity, for which they are fo juftly renowned 
throughout all Europe,” Hereupon it was refolved, that 


the Earl of Strafford fhould have Copies of all fuch Papers 
as were in the Secretary’s, and other Offices, which he 
fhould think proper for his Defence; that he fhould have 


free Accefs to the Papers that had been laid before the 
Commons ; 
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Commons; and that a Month’s Time be allow’d him, to 
anfwer the Articles of Impeachment againft him. 

Ic was expected, that the Earl of Oxford would, on the 
230 of August, have given in his Anfwer to the Articles 
exhibited againft him; but, on that Day, a Petition from 
the faid Earl, praying for a longer Time, being prefenced ra 
their Lordfhips, they were pleafed to agree to give him 
till chat Day feven-nighr, and order’d that he fhould chen 
attend at their Bar in Perfon, and deliver in his Anfwer. 
But on the 30th of August, having petition’d for a longer 
Delay, their Lordfhips granted him till this Day, being 
the 3d of September, when the Earl of Oxford caufed the 
following Anfwer to be celiver’d to the Houfe of Lords : 





The ANSWER of Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Morti- 
mer, to the Articles exhibited by the Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeffes in Parliament affimbled, in the Name of them- 
felves, and of ali the Commons of Great Britain, in Mainte- 
nance of their Impeachment againf? him, for High Treafon, 
and other High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, fuppofed to have 
been by him committed. 


HE faid Earl faving to himfelf all Advantages of Ex- 
ception to the {aid Articles, and of not being preju- 
diced by any Words, or Want of Form, in this his An- 
{wer ; and alfo faving to himfelf all Rights and Privileges 
belonging to him, as one of the Peers of this Realm, for 
Anfwer to the faid Articles, faith, he admits many fo- 
lemn Treaties and Alliances have been formerly enter’d 
into, between the Crown of England, and other Princes 
and Potentates of Ewrope, for their mutual Security, and 
to prevent the immoderate Growth of the Power of France, 
which might prove dangerous to the neighbouring Princes 
and States: And that it was therefore laid down as a fun- 
damental Principle and Maxim of Union amongit the 
Allies, that France and Spain fhould never be uni- 
ted under the fame Government, and that one and che 
fame Perfon fhould not be King of both thofe Kingdoms : 
And he apprehends, that the principal View and Aim of 
the Allies was co fettle and maintain an equal Ballance of 
Power in Europe; and fince the Conjunétion of Spain to 
the Dominions of Fraice mighc poflibly enfue, from the 
Duke of Anjou’s being poflefled of that Crown, the Difpof- 
fefling him was defir’d, as the moft likely Means to pre- 
vent that Conjunction ; and, for che fame Reafon, the U- 
nion of Spain with the Empire mult have been equally fa- 
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tal, and the Prevention of ic equally the Defign of the 
Alliance; nor could the Continuance of Spain in the Houfe 
of Bourbon be, in any Refpect, prejudicial co the Allies, if 
the Union of that Crown with France could be prevented. 
As new Dangers of fach Union have been apprehended, 
new Treaties and Stipulations have been enter’d into a- 
mongft the Allies, to obviate fuch Dangers, and particu- 
larly the Treaty for an intended Partition feems to have 
been concluded upon that View: And though he acknow- 
ledges the Wifdom of Parliament im condemning that 
Treaty, as prejudicial and fatal, in its Confequences, to 
England, and the Peace of Europe; yet he prefumes it was 
not condemn’d, becaufe Part ef the Dominions of the 
Crown of Spain were thereby allotted to the Houfe of Bour- 
bon, but becaufe fuch odafiderable Parts of thofe Dormini- 
ons, as the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, the Province of 
Guipufcoa, and other Territories, were allotted to that 
Branch of the Hoafe of Bourbon, to whom the Crown of 
France was to defcend, which might have been a great 
and dangerous Addition to che then formidable Strength 
of that Crown; and becaufe it was made agaimft the re- 
peated Remonftrances of Charles Id, then King of Spain, 
who declar’d by his Ambaffador, that fach Partition-Trea- 
ty could have no other Effeét than to force Spain to throw 
it felf into the Arms of Prance, to prévent the Difmem- 
bering of che Spanifo Monarchy: And that it had this 
Confequence, appear’d upon the Death of that Prince, who 
feems to have been induced, by that Confideration, to be- 
queath the entire Monarchy of Spain to the Duke of Anjomy 
a younger Branch of the Houfé of Bowrbon, who accord- 
ingly, upon the Demife of the faid King King Charles IT, 
took Poffeflion of the Monarchy of Spain. But this Accef- 
fion of the Duke of Anjou to the Crown of Spain did not 
produce the Alliance in the Article mention’d, between 
Leopold then Emperor of Germany, his late Majefty King 
William III. of ever-glorious Memory, and rhe States Gene~ 
ral, as immediately neceflary at that Junéture; for King 
William, as well as the Scates General, acknowledg’d the 
Duke of Anjou as King of Spain, thereby allowing that 
the Duke of Anjeu’s Enjoyment of the Monarchy of Spain, 
while he was but a younger Branch of the ¢ Of Bout- 
box, was not deftruéctive of the Liberties of Ezsrope, or the 
Prefervation of a due Ballance of Power. And afterwards, 
when the French King had feiz’d the Spanifh Netherlands, 
King William, by Advice of Parliament, cafne in, to the 
Afiiftance of the States, as Auxiliary only, by fending, .»p- 
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on their Requeft, ten thoufand Men, which England was 
obliged by Treaties to furnish, in Cafe the Scates were ac- 
tack’d; after which, many Conferences pafled at the Hague, 
betwixt the Minifters of Exgland and the States, and chofe 
of Frazce, in order to find out fome Expedient, by which, 
epon a reafonable Divifion of the Dominions of Spain, a 
new War might be prevented: And the States, in the 
Courfe of thofe Conferences, often aflerted, that cho’ chey 
had acknowledg’d Philip King of Spain, yet fuch an Ac- 
knowledgment was not contrary to the Demand of a rea- 
fonable Satisfattion to be given to the Emperor, for his 
Pretenfions to the Spanifh Succeflion’: Which was in Ef- 
fect to declare, that the Satisfaétion demanded for che Em- 
peror was fuch as would leave King Philip in Poff-flion of 
Spain. But thefe Conferences broke off about Augu/? 1701, 
without Effect, and, in September following, King Willi- 
am enter'd into the Grand Alliance with the Emperor and 
the States General, whereby it was agreed, that, in che 
firft Place, Endeavours fhould be ufed, by amicable Means, 
to obtain the Satisfaction defir’d for the Emperor, wha 
‘probably, at thac Time, would have accepted a very eafy 
Compofition for his Pretenfions: Buc when the French 
King acknowledged the Pretender as King of England, 
which not long after happened, his Majefty King Wiliam, 
and che Parliament of England, juftly provoked by this 
Affronr, refoly’d to enter into the War which had been 
begun by the Emperor alone, in Italy, the Year before. 
And the late Queen mentions this Indignity as the chief 
Motive of her engaging in it, as appears by her Declara- 
tion of War againft France and Spain, in May 1702. 

The faid Earl admits the feveral Treaties fec forch in the 
Preamble to the faid Articles, and that fuch Advice was 
given by Parliament, and fuch Speeches were made from 
the Throne, as in the faid Preamble are mentioned ; bur, 
. for more Certainty, begs Leave co refer himéfelf vo the ve- 
ry Treaties, Addreiies of Parliament, and Speeches, whien 
they flaall be produc’d: And he humbly Hopes your Lord- 
fhips will allow him to obferve, that chofe Treaties mani- 
feftly thew, that the Defign of che Allies, in endeavouring 
the Recovery of Spain from the Houfe of Boxrbon, was to 
prevent the Union of thofe two porent Kingdoms, in one 
and the fame Perfon. In the Grand Alliance 1701, the 
avow'd Ends thereof are, the procuring an eqnitable and 
reafonable Satisfaction to his Imperial Majefty tor his Pre- 
tenfion to the Spanifa Succeflion, the Security of the Do- 
minions of the King of Great Britain and States General, 
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with the Navigation and Commerce of their Subjects; th¢ 
prevencing the Union of France and Spain under che famé 
Government: And the Territories and Provinces pointed 
out in the fifth Article, were the furtheft Views of that 
Alliance ; whereby it was thought his Imperial Majefly 
would receive the utmoft Satisfaétion which he could rea- 
fonably demand, for his Preténfion to the Spanifb Succef- 
fion. No mention is made of the Recovery of the whole 
Monarchy of Spain to the Houfe of Auffria, either in the 
Grand Alliance, or in the defenfive One made the fame 
Year, between his Majefty King William and the States 
General: And when, in the Treaty between the Empe- 
ros, the Queen of Great Britain, and the States General, 
on the one Part, and the King of Portugal on the other, 
abour May 1703, it was concerted to place Arch-duke 
Charles, the prefent Emperor, upon the Throne of Spain, 
he was then but a younger Branch of the Honfe of Atsfiria; 
and there is great Reafon to believe, that the Queen, as 
well as other Princes of Europe, and in particular the King 
of Portugal, did not think a Treaty to procure the Crown 
of Spain for the Arck-duke, when a younger Branch of 
the Houfe of Anfiria, did lay any Obligation of procuring 
that Monareby for him, when he became firft of that 
Houfe, and was elected Emperor; fince the Imperial and 
Hereditary Dominions, join’d to the whole Spanifh Monar- 
chy, would have given fuch excefs of Power to one Prinee, 
as Would have been formidable to Europe, and a Means to 
deftroy that Ballance of Power which her Majefty, in all 
her Treaties, had conttantly labour’d to preferve ; and it 
is a known and an allow’d Rule, by the Law of Nations, 
in Reference to Leagues between Princes, that if rhere hap- 
pens a material Change in what was the principal Groand 
and Caufe of the Treaty, the Obligation thereof ceafes. 
If therefore, in the Preliminary Articles in 1709, and af- 
terwards in the Conferences at Gertruydenberg, a Ceffion of 
of the Spanifoh Monarchy to King Charles 111, who was 
then younger Brother to the Emperor, was thought rea- 
fonable to be infifted on; yet the faid Earl humbly fub- 
mits to your Lordfhips great Judgments, whether there 
was equal Reafon for infifting on fuch Ceffion, when King 
Chasies IIL. was become Head of that Houfe, and had Pof- 
feflion of the Empire and all the Hereditary Countries of 
Aufiria, as a Condition without which no Peace fhould be 
made, The States General were fo far from admitting or 
yielding chat the Monarchy of Spain fhould, in all Events, 
be given to the Houle of Aufiria, that he the faid Earl 
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hath heard, they refus’d to admit it to be inferted as @ 
Condition of their Barrier Treaty, when propos’d by her 
Majefty’s Ambaflador at the Hague, and chofe rather to 
puca ftop to the Proceedings of chat Treaty, and hazard 
the Advantages they thereby expected, than comply with 
that Propofal. The Advice of Parliament is of great 
Weight, to which her Jate Majefty always gave, and the 
faid Earl always paid, a juft Regard; and he doubrs noc 
but the Houfe of Peers had proper Inducements when they 
gave their Advice ta the Throne, that no Peace would be 
Safe, honcurable, or lafting, fo long as the Kingdom of Spain 
and the Weft-Lndies contianed in the Poffeffion of any Branch of 
the Houfe of Bourbon: Buc if he may be permitced co offer 
his humble Conjecture of the Motives of chat Advice, he 
concéives it might proceed from an Apprehenfion of a fu- 
ture Union of thofe two Crowns, as likely to enfue, in 
Cafe Spain fhould continue in the Poffeflion of any who 
might become Heir to the Crown of France, and that even 
the Conjunétion of the Empire and Spain would be lefs 
dangerous than fuch an Union. But when her Majefty 
communicated to her Parliament, the 6th of Fune 17125 
the Terms upon which a Peace might be made, and chere- 
by inform’d them, that France had been browrht to offer, 
that the Duke of Anjou fhould, for himfelf and bis Defcen- 
dants, renounce for ever all Claim to the Crown of France ; 
and that, at the fame Tige, the Succeffion to the Crown of 
Francé was to be declared, after the Death of the then Dau- 
phin and his Sons, to be in the Duke of Berry and his Sons, in 
the Duke of Orleans, and his Suns, and fo on to the ref? of the 
Houfe of Bourbon; and that the Succeffion to Spain and the 
Welt Indies, after the Duke of Anjou and his Children, was 
to defcend to fuch Prince as fhould be agreed upon as the Trea- 
ty of Peace, for ever excluding the reff of the House of Boure 
bon; both Houfes of Parliament, by their refpecétive Ad- 
drefles to her Majefty, in the fame Month, exprefs'd their 
entire Satisfaétion: And as the Houfe of Commons defir’d her 
Majefty to proceed in the Negociations then depending for 
obtaining a fpeedy Peace; fo the Houfe of Lords aflur’d 
her Majefty, thac they entriely rely’d on her Majefty’s 
Wifdom to finifh that great and good Work. And after 
her Majefty had concluded a Peace on thof: Terms, both 
Houfes of Parliament, feverally, congratulated her Maje- 
fty on the Conclufion of the Peace; and alfo join’d in an 
Addrefs of the 22d of April 1714, exprefling their juft 
Senfe of her Majefty’s Goodnefs to her People, in deliver- 
ing them by a fafe, honourable, and advantageous Peace 
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with France and Spain, from the heavy Burthen of a con- 
fuming Land War, unequally carry’d on, and become at 
laft impraéticable. 

He the faid Earl acknowledges, that her Majefty was 
pleas’d about Augn/? 1710, to re-admit him, among others, 
toa Place in her Council, and torequire his Services in Offi- 
ces of Truft ; to which he fubmitted purely in Obedience 
to her Majefty’s Commands, with great Reluctance, from 
the Profpect of the Difficulties with which he was likely 
to ftruggle. But as he never ask'd any Employment, nor 
us’d any wicked Arts, or bafe Infinuations, to obtain the 
fame from her Majefty; fo in all Employments with 
which her Majefty was pleas’d to Honour him, he fincere- 
ly endeavour'd to difcharge his Duty with the utmoft In- 
tegrity ; having always with the crueft Zeal defir'd and 
endeavour’d, as far as he could, to promore the Honour 
and Service of her Majefty, whofe Aim he knew to be the 
Welfare of her Kingdomsin the firft Place, and (as far as 
fhe judged it confiftene with thac) the common Good of 
her Allies. 

In or about the Month of September 1710, her Majefty 
(whofe uncoubted Prerogative it was) thought fic to dif- 
folve thé Parliament then in being,.and call a new One, 
In the Year 1711, Propofitions were made by France to her 
Majefty for a Peace, without the Contrivance, or previous 
Knowledge of the faid Earl: Her Majefty, out of her Af- 
fection for her People, having it much at her Heart to efta- 
blifh Peace in her own Days, exprefs’d her Concern for 
the Difappoinrment of former Negociations, and her ear- 
neft Defire to put a fpeedy End to the War, and to the Ef- 
fufion of Chriitian Blood, and to eafe her Subjects from the 
heavy Burthen of their Taxes ; the faid Earl doth acknow- 
ledge, that he thought a Peace was very much for the In- 
rereft and Advantage of Great Britain: And in his hum- 
ble Opinion, the moit favourable Junéture for obtaining 
advanrageous Terms of Peace, was immediately after the 
fignal Victories, gained by her Majefty’s Arms, in the 
Year 1906. For after the Reduction of the Dominions of 
the Electors of Bavaria and Cologne, with other important 
Conquefts in Germany: After the entire Deftruction of the 
three great Armies of France, in Flanders, Spaia and Pied- 
mont; After the Allies had recover’d the Spanifh Nether- 
lands, Milan and other Territories in Ita’y, it might have 
been hoped, from the great Diftrefs in which the Enemy 
then was, a juftand reafonable Peace would have been ob- 
tained ; fince fo much was at that time gained {rom the 
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Enemy, and fo much more, in all Probabilicy, would 
have been yielded by them, as would have fully anfwer'd 
the Ends of the Grand Alliance. Peace was at that Time 
foughe by the Enemy; and the faid Earl, who had the 
Honour to be then one of her Majefty’s principal Secreta- 
- wies of State, owns he then advifed the accepting of ir. 
And he humbly begs Leave to obferve, that the War had 
been continued upon fo unequal a Foot, that the Burthen 
of it annually encreas’d, and at the Time when thefe Pro- 
pofals were made by France, was become almoft infup- 
a. Ic had indeed been ftipulated by the Grand Al- 
iance, thag the Allies fhould aflift one another with all 
their Forces, according to a Specification to be agreed on 
in a particular Convention for that Purpofé: But it doth 
net appear any fuch Convention was made, otherwife 
than as the Houfe of Commons were inform’d by one of 
the principal Secretaries of State to his late Majeity King 
William, that by the Proportion adjufted with the Scates, 
England was to furnifh two Parts of five by Land, and the 
States the other three; and England was to furnifh five 
Parts of eight by Sga, and the States the other three; but 
the States not always allowing themfelves to be under an 
Obligation to furnifh fuch Proportions, gave Occafion ta 
England’s bearing an unequal Part in the War, with ref- 
pect to the Allies, The States had that prudence Regard to 
the frugal ordering their Affairs, thar they frequently in- 
fifted, they ought not to be prefled beyond their Ability, 
and made themfelves the fole Judges of what came within 
the compafs of it, and by that Means avoided the fupply- 
ing any Quota, or Proportion, which they thought im- 
proper for chem to furnifh. In the mean Time, the Charge 
of the War was greatly encreafed upon the Subjects of 
Great Britain. In the Year 1702, it was under four Mil- 
lions, from thence it gradually increas’d till 1706, the 
Charge of which Year amounted to above five Millions 
anda half, and ftill advancing till the Year 1711, it was 
then grown to near feven Millions, and at the fame Time 
there was a Debr contraéted, not provided for by Parliamenr, 
amounting to feven or eight Millions; the very Intereit 
of which, and other Debts, whereia the Nation was in- 
volved, amounted to three Millions per Anawm, and the 
Revenues of Great Britain were under fuch Anticipations, 
that ic was found difficult to raife above two Millions and 
an half for the growing Service, to be paid within the 
Compafs of the Year, So that, when the Duties and Diffi- 
culties upon Trade, and the Continuance of the Taxes up- 
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©1 Land, which had lain fo heavy above twenty Years, 
are confider’d, the {aid Earl believes it could not be thought 
for the publick Intereft to prolong the War, without an 
abfolute Neceflicy. 

During this Time, the States had manag’d with fo good 
Oeconomy, that the faid Earl had not heard of any ad- 
ditional Duty laid by them upon Trade from the Year 
1702, to the Year 1711. What Acquifitions were made 
upon the Continent, during the Continuance of the War, 
tho’ at the Expence of Eritifb Blood and Treafure, accru’d 
tothe Share of the Allies ; and the Dutch being under no 
Prohibition of Commerce with France, had a farther Ad- 
vantage of the Britijo Merchants, in Refpeét to a free 
Trade. Altho’ the Princes of the Empire were engag’d 
by previous Treaties, to furnifh their Quota’s to the com- 
mon Caufe; yet whenthey were often prefs’d to do ir, 
they alledg’d in Excufe, that thofe Troops which they 
were oblig’d to furnifh at their own Expence, were in 
the Pay of the Crown of Great Britain. The Emperor left 
it to her Majefty to provide for thofe ‘Troops, which by 
the Portugal Treaty, in the Year 1703, he was to furnish; 
the King Portugal not only neglected the Proportion of 
12,000 Foot and 3,000 Horfe, which by the faid Treaty 
he was to provide at his own Expence, but even refus’d 
to permit the 11,090 Foot and 2,900 Houfe, for which 
he had a Subfidy from her Majefty to be paid by Mutfters, 
according to an Article of that Treaty 3 and when prefs’ 
to furnifh his full Number of Troops, alledg’d his Inabi- 
lity, for Want of that Part of the Sublidies which the 
Srates ought to have paid him. So that almoft the whole 
Charge of the War in Spain was left upon her Majetty, 
the States having fent few or no Troops thither after the 
Battle of Almanza, and ail the other Allies being likewife 
defective in their Proportions. 

This was the Condition of Affairs, with Refpeét to the 
Charge of the War; nor did there appear from the then 
Situation of Affairs, any more promiling Profpect, with 
Regard to the Event: For altho’ it had pleas’d God to 
blefs her Majefty’s Arms wich wonderful Succefs, at which 
the faid Earl moft fingerely rejoyc’d; yet it did not appear, 
that after the Year 176, our Succefiesin other Parts had 
countervail’d our Lofles in Spain; for after two great Bat- 
tles, wherein we had been there defeated, after our Forces 
had been twice oblig’d to retire from Madrid, and after 





‘the taking the Britifh Troops at Brihuega, the Recovery of 
. Spain, (which was the main Article that retarded the Con- 
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clafion of the Peace at Gertruydenberg ) feem’d almoft defpe- 
rate, efpecially fince the French in the Year 1711, by their 
plentiful Vintage aiid Harveft, had well nigh recover’d 
the Effects of the Famine; and fince fome of the Allies 
at the fame Time made prefling Inftances for recalling 
Part of the Troops, as they had done frequently, during 
the Courfe of the War ; from whence it appears, how juit 
the Grounds were, upon which borh Houfes of Parliament 
reprefented to- her Mijefty, That the War had been une- 
qually carry’d on, and was at laft become impracticable. 
And the faid Earl humbly hopes, he fhall noc be thoughe 
to have defign’d any Diflervice to his Country, if, in fuch 
Condition of Affairs, he did nor diflwade her Mijefty 
from hearkening to the Overtures of Peace made to her 
from France; or if, during fuch Negociations, he endea- 
vour’d, by correfponding with ber Majefty’s Knowledge 
and Approbation, in any Courts concern’d therein, to 
rectify any Miftakes, or contribute in any Meafure to- 
wards the Conclufion of a General Peace: But the faid 
Earl believes, that in all the Negociations towards fuch 
Peace, the Allies had fuch Knowledge and Communica- 
tion of all the Meafures therein taken by her Majefty, as 
the Treaties her Majefty was engag’d in requir’d: Thac 
the Propofitions tranfmitted from France, about April 
371£, were immediately communicated to the Penfiona- 
ry and Minifters of Holland: That her Majefty did at 
the fame Time affure them of her Refolution, to a& in 
Concert with them, in making Peace as in making War. 
Thac when the Srates had exprefs’d their Defires cto be 
equal with thofe of Great Britain for a general and lafting 
Peace, and had declar'’d, that they were ready to join in 
proper Meafures to procure it, and defir’d France mighe 
explain itfelf more particularly upon the Points contain’d 
in thofe Propofitions; her Majefty endeavour’d to obtain 
fuch Explanations, and afterwards communicated them to 
the States: And if her Majefty had choughr it not expe- 
dient to proceed in the Mechod of a Preliminary Treaty, 
which had prov’d fo igeffectual in the Years 1709 and 
1710) bue thought ic might be fufficienc to have Articles 
fign'd by a Minifter of France, by his Sovereign’s Com- 
mand, to open Conferences for a Peace; the faid Earl 
humbly hopes, thar this Proceeding will be fo far from 
being an unreafonable Deviation from the Methods of for- 
mer Tranfactions in that Kind, that it will be juttify’d 
by many Precedents of fuch Treaties. The faid Earl can 
affirm, that during the whole Negociation, fo far as he 
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was concern’d, he a¢ted with a fincere Intention, to ob- 
tain a General Peace, for the Welfare and Honour of her 
Majefty and her Kingdoms, and fuch as might give rea- 
fonable Satisfaction to her Allies, and anfwer all the Ob- 
ligations her Majefty was under by any Treaties with any 
of che Confederates ; and is not confcious to himfelf, that 
he hath in anv Refpeét cranf{grefs’d that, Duty, which, as 
a Privy Countellor, or Officer of State, he did owe to her 
Majefty, or to the Publick. He is not infenfible, that 
many of the Articles, wherewith he ftands charg’d, are 
complicated with fech Circumitances, Aggravations, and 
Inferences, as may render it difficult for him to acknow- 
ledge fome Faéts alledg’d, without acknowledging or 
feeming at leaft to acknowledge thofe Circumftances or In- 
ferences. And as he is not confcious to himfelf of being 
guilty of any Crime he ftands charg’d with, fo he takes it 
10 be agreeable cothe common Courfe of Proceedings of 
this Nature, end to your Lordfhip’s Juftice, that he fhould 
act admit any Circumftances, which may tend to the 
Accufation of himfelf; the therefore begs Leave, thar he 
may be allow’d to diftinguifh between the Faéts them- 
delves, and the Inferences drawn from them ; and that 
whenever he acknowledges any Fatt, he may not be 
underftood to acknowledge thofe Confequences which are 
in the Articles deduc’d trom it, unlefs it {hall appear, 
chac che Confequence was the Aim and Defign of the {aid 

Earl, or is che neceflary Refult of any Act he hath done. 
4rt. I. In Aniwer co the firft Article, the faid Earl 
faith, That he always had che greateft Regard to the Ho- 
nour and Safety of her |:te Majeity and her Kingdoms, to 
all che Engagements fhe was under tothe Allies of this 
Nation, and to the common Liberties of Europe 5 that he 
never was devoted to the Intereft or Service of the French 
King; that he is nor cenfcious to himfelf of having acted, 
whiltt he had che Honour to be her late Majefty’s High 
Treafurer, or one of her moft Honourable Privy Council 
comtrary to his Oath, or in Violation of his Duty an 
Truft, or with Difregard to, muh lefs Defiance pre 
Treaties in the faid Article mention’d, of the Advices of 
Parliament, her Majetty’s Declarations from the Throne, 
orany mutual Aflurances which had been made or re- 
new'd becween her Majefty and the States, to a& in per- 
fet Concert with each other in making Peace asin ma- 
king War; and he utterly denies, thatin or about the 
Months of july or Augwf, 1711, or at any other Time, 
he dic form any Contrivance or Coniederacy, to fet on 
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Foot a private, feparate, difhonourable, or deftructive Ne- 
gociation ef Peace between Great Britain and France, nor 
doth he know of any fuch Concrivance or Confederacy 
form’d by any of her Majefty’s Privy Council, or thac 
fuch Negociation was at any Time fet on Foor. But the 
faid Earl fays, he does believe, that about the Monrh 
of April, aus, her late Majefty did receive from France 
fome Propofals in order to fet on Foor a Treaty for a gene- 
ral Peace, fign’d by Monf. de Torey, Secretary of State to 
the moft Chriftian King, which, as he believes, were im- 
mediately communicated by ber Embaflador in Holland to 
the States General ; whereupon, as he has been inform’d, 
they thank’d her Majefty for her Confidence in them, de- 
clar'd chemfelves to be weary of the War, and ready to 
join in any Meafures her Majefty fhould think proper for 
obtaining a good Peace; and that chey hoped her Majefty 
would being che French to explain more particularly the 
feveral Points contain’d in the above-mention’d Propofals, 
or to rhat Effect ; and thar after fuch Requeft, her Majefty 
fent Matthew Prior, Ef{q, to the Court of France, in order 
to obtain 4s full and ample an Explanation as he could of 
the firft generat Offers: But the faid Earl denies, thac he 
did advife her Majefty to fend the faid Mr. Prior to the 
Coure of France, to make Propoficions of Peace, withoug 
communicating the fame ro her Allies; or that the faid Mr, 
Prior did by his Advice or Privity communicate any Propo- 
fitions tothe Minifters of France, wherein the Intereft of Greag 
britaia, or che common Intereft of Europe were betray’d; nor 
doth the faid Earl know, that the faid Mr. Prior had any 
Power to communicate Propofitiens to the Minifters of 
France, which betray’d either the Interefts of Great Britgiz, 
Or the common Incereft of Europe. Therefore the faid 
Earl infifts, chat there is no Ground to charge him with 
the treacherous or pernicious Contrivances in this Article 
mention’d. And if any Article was inferted in any Pro. 
pofitions to be communicated by the faid Mr. Prior, thag 
the Secret fhould be inviolably kept, till allow’d co be di- 
vulg’d by the mutual Confent of both Parties; yer the 
faid Earl denies, that fuch Article was inférred by his Ad- 
vice; and if any fuch there was, he cannot, however, 
believe ir was defign’d co exclude her Majefty’s Allies from 
their juft Share in the faid Negociations, and hopes he 
may be allow’d to obferve, That in Cafe any Inftructions 
were given for not divulging Propofitions which concern’d 
Great Britain in particular,,the fame were far from mani- 
fefting fuch Defign as is before“mention’d, fince it is well 
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known to be the undoubred Right of every Member of @ 
Confederacy to demand particular Advantages. for them- 
felves, not inconfiftent with their Alliances, and which 
are not to take Place but on the Conclufion of a General 
Peace. And it has been ufual for thofe to whom the firft 
Overtures of Peace are to be made, to make Demands for 
themfelves in the firft Place, as the States particularly did 
in the Negociations at the Hague, in the Year 1709, and 
at Gertruydenberg in the Year 1710, And tho’ he appre- 
hends that an Agreement not to divulge the Propofitions, 
without the mutual Confenc of both Parties, could not be 
to the Prejudice of her Allies; yet he believes, that in or- | 
der to prevent any unreafonable Jealoufies among them, 
even thofe Propolitions which related to Great Britain in 
particular, were communicated to them ; and that it will 
likewifé appear, that the Propofitions fign’d by Monfieur 
de Torcy, tranfmitied in the Month of April 1711, in the 
faid Articles mentioned, whereby it is faid, the French 
King offered to treat with the Plenipotentiaries of England or 
Holland alone, or jointly with thofe of the Allies, at the Choice 
of England, weie Propofals relating only to the Manner 
of Treating, when the Conferences fhould be opened ; and 
that her Majefty was fo far from taking upon her to treat 
fingly for the Allies, that fhe chofe to have all the Parties 
admitted to the Congrefs, where they might have an Op- 
portunity of treating and adjufting their refpective Inte- 
sefts; chat being, in her Opinion, the faireft Method of 
proceeding, moft advantageous to the Confederates, and 
moft likely to prevent Jealoufies and Difcords among them. 
And the faid Earl faich, that he does not know that any 
Negociations of Peace were contriv’d, or fet on Foot, by 
any Perfons employ’d in her Majefty’s Service, which 
were in any Refpeét more advantageous to France, than 
France had asked, or which had a Tendency to give the 
Enemy a Power to create Mifunderftandings between her 
Majefty and her Allies, or to deftroy the Confidence be- 
tween them. — 

4rt. I. In Anfwer to the fecond Article, the {aid Earl 
faith, that he believes Monfieur Mefnager, a Subject of the 
French King, did fometime in the Year 1711, with her 
Majefty’s Leave, come into the Kingdom of Great Britain, 
and bring with him a Letter from the {aid French King to 
her late Majcfty, ackno’vindging her Majefty Queen of 
Great Britain, and likewife exprefling a Defire to re-efta- 
blifh Peace with her, and that he was furnith’d with full 
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faid Earl further faith, that it hath been the ufual and al- 
low’d Praétice in moft Nations, efpecially in England, for 
Privy-Councellors, by verbal Orders from the Sovereign, to 
confer within. the Realm with Minifters of foreign Prin- 
ces, and he conceives fuch Practice to be agreeable to the 
Laws of this Realm; and that full Powers are ufually gran- 
ted to Minifters who are fent abroad for the Juftification 
of the Perfons with whom they fliall treat, rather than to 
juttify fuch Minifters chemfelves; and che faid Earl denies, 
that he did in the Month of September 1711, or at any o- 
ther Time, fecretly and unlawfully, or without Authority, 
confer or treat with che faid Sieur Mefnager on the Nego- 
Ciations of Peace. between Great Britain and France, or that 
he did advife or promote the making a private and fepa- 
rate Treaty or Agreement between the faid Crowns; but 
he hath been inform’d, and doth believe, that there was a 
Paper ftiled, 2 Anfwer to the Preliminary Demands of 
Great Britain more particularly, fign’d by Monfieur Mefza- 
ger only, to which was fubjoin’d a Declaration of the 
Queen’s Acceptance of thofe Preliminary Articles, as Con- 
ditions his moft Chriftian Majefty confented to grant, 
which were to be: reduced into the ufual Form of Trea- 
ties, and explain’d after che moft clear and moft intelligi- 
ble Manner, to the common Satisfaction of Great Britaix 
and France, and this only in Cafe of a General Peace: And 
this Declaration or fome other Declaration to the like Ef- 
fe&t, he believes might be fign’d by the Lord Dartmoutls 
and Mr. Secretary St. John, as in the faid Articles is fee 
forth. But the faid Earl muft crave Leave to fubmit it to 
the Judgment of your Lordfhips, whether a Paper of that 
Sort (if any fuch there was) containing Offers from France, 
which were not to take Effect but in Cafe of a General 
Peace, can be called a feperate Treaty. He believes the Al- 
lies had early Knowledge and Participation of the faid 
Propofals, from the Minitters of Great Britain; but denies 
that the Interefts of Great Britain were thereby given up to 
France, or the Duke of Anjow admitted to be King of Spain; 
fince, in the Declaration annexed to the faid Propofal, he 
believes it is exprefled, that her Majefty might in Jultice 
expect che Securities and Advantages mention’d in chofe 
Propofals, what Prince foever he flould be to whom the 
Monarchy of Spain fhould be allotted; and the faid Earl, 
recollecting as well as he can, what were her Majefty’s 
Views at that Time, is perfuaded that her Majefty had 
then a Profpect, chat the Monarchy of Spain would fall to 
the Share of another Prince. The faid Earl denies, thac 
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by his Privity, Confent or Advice, amy private or fepa- 
rate Treaty or Agreement, whereby the Interefts of Great 
Britain were given up to France, or the Duke of Anjou was 
admitted to be King of Spain, was agreed, concluded, or 





' fign’d, by the faid Sieur Mefnager on the Part of France, 


and by the faid Lord Dartmouth and Henry St, John, or ei- 
ther of them, in Behalf of her late Majefty; much lefs 
did the faid Earl, at any Time, afflume to himfelf Regal 
Power, or take upon him to meet and treat with the Ene- 
my, without Authority from her Majefty, or do any 
Thing to fubvert the ancient and eftablith’d Conftitutions 
of the Governmenc of thefe Kingdoms, or introduce any 
illegal or dangerous Methods of rranfaéting the Affairs of 
State. And the faid Earl further faith, that he did never 
aim at, or endeavour, by any feparate Treaty, to diffolve 
or cancel any of thofe folemn Treaties, in which her Ma- 
jefty ftood engag’d to her Allies, nor was he pri¥y to any 
Treaty, whereby the Queen was bronght under a Dilem- 
ma, ¢ither to fobmit to the Di€tates of France in the Pro- 
grefs of fuch Negociation, or to lofe the Confidence of 
her Allies. 

Art. WE. In anfwer to the third Article, the faid Earl 
denies, that ro difguife or carry on any private, feparate, 
or dangerous Negociations, he did contrive or advife the 
preparing and forming the Set of General Preliminaries 
in the Articles menriotted, intitled, Preliminary Articles om 
the Part of France, to come to a General Peace; Or any other 
Set of General Preliminaries of like Nature; or that the 
fame fhould be fign’d by the Sieur Mefnager; or that he 
did advife her facred Majefty, that the fame fhould be re- 
ceiv’d by her Majefty: Bue the faid Earl hath been in- 
form *d, that certain Articles cafl’d, Preliminary Articles on 
the Part of France, to come to a General Peace, fign’d by 
the Sieur Mefnazer only, were received by her Majefty; 
and believes the fame might be communicated to the Mi- 
mifters of the Allies then refiding in England, as a Ground 
whereon the Confederates might treat. or negociate con 
cerning a General Peace ; but whether the fame were com- 
municaced as the only Tranfactions that had been on that 
Sabjet, between Great Britain and France, the faid Earb 
knows not: Bat fince ic is term’d impious Advice, and 
contrary to the Duty and Truft of a Minifter of Great 
Britain, to advife the receiving fuch Articles; the faid 
Earl, from his Concern for the Honour of her late Maje- 
fty’s Adminiftration, and the farure Welfare of thefe King- 
Goms, goth fubmit, whether ic is criminal for fuch = 
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nifter to advife the receiving Articles from a Minifter of 

a Prince in War, containing Propofals for giving reafona- 

ble Satisfaction to Great Britain and all her Allies; and 

which being fign’d by the Minifter of that Prince only, 

were not intended to bind any other: And fince Preli- 
minary Articles are no effential Step towards a General 
Negociation, there being, as he believes, but few Inftan- 

ces where any Matters of Importance have been feccled 

before the Opening of General Conferences... The faid Earl 

does not conceive, that if any Minifter of Stace had ad- 
vis'd her Majefty to accept the Preliminaries or Offers of 
France, faid to be fign’d by Monfieur Mefnager the 27th of 
September 1711, as the Foundation of a Treaty, he had 
thereby offended againft any known Law, fince the Pro- 

ceedings upon fuch Preliminaries could not be more unfafe 

than proceeding without any at all. The faid Earl denics, 

‘that any Treaty fign’d by the Earl of Dartmouth or Mr, 
St. John, or either of them, on the Part of England, and 

the Sieur Mefnager on the Part of France (if any fuch there 

be) was induftrioufly conceal’d from the Allies, her Maje- 

fty’s Council, or Parliament, by his Advice or Concri- 

vance; or that he diffluaded her Majefty from laying any 
fach Treaty before her Allies, her Council, or Parliament: ; 

or that he advis’d her Majefty to receive the faid Ge- 
néral Preliminaries, or to communicate the fame in her 

Namé, or by her Authority, to the States-General, as a fuf- 

ficient Foundation whereon to open the Conferences of 

Peace with France. The faid Earl hath been inform’d, 

and doth believe, that there were certain Infteuctions pre- 

pared and fign’d by her Majefty, and deliver’d to che Earl 

of Strafford, her Ambaffador to the States-General, where- 

in the faid Ambaflador might be direéted to reprefertt to 

the Penfionary of Holland, and fuch others as fhould be ap- 

pointed to confer with him in fuch Manner as is fer forth 

in this Article, or to the like effét; but he denies thar 

the faid Inftruétions were prepar’d, fign’d, or deliver’d by 

his Advice: Neverthelefs, the faid Earl believes, the faid 

Inftruétions were well warranted by the Truth of fach 

Faéts as in the faid Article are fet forch to be contained in 

thofe Inftruétions; fince the faid Earl hath had credible In- 

formation, that after her Majefty had receiv’d an Atcounc 

of the Senfe of fome Perfons in Holland, concerning the 

Overtures made by France, for the ferting a General Nego- 

ciation of Peace on Foot, very prefling Inftances were 

made on her Majefty’s Behalf, with the Enemy, to explain 

the firft Offers made by Monfieur de Torcy, more parri- 

cularly, 
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cularly, and to form a diftinét Project of fuch a Peace as 
they were willing to conclude: And that fuch Inftances 
had Effeét, will appear from the Preliminaries, faid to be 
fign’d by Monfieur Mefnager, September the 27ch 1711, 
wherein feveral Explications are made, and many Parti- 
culars of Moment are contain’d, which were nor in the 
Propofitions of Monfieur de Torcy; wherefore che faid Earl 
apprehends, that the Propoficions faid in this Article to 
be fent over to France (if any fuch were fent) were not fo 
General as the Propofitions of Monfieur de Torcy, tor in a- 
ny Refoeét enfnaring, or deftruétive to the Incerefts of 
Great Britain or the Allies: But yet the faid Earl believes, 
that her Majefty, ac the fame Time fhe did communicate 
the faid Preliminaries to the States-General, did likewife 
order her Ambaflador to acquaint them, that fhe judg’d 
thofe Articles did not contain fuch particular Conceflions 
as France would probably be oblig’d cto make in the Courfe 
of the Negociations, or to that Effect. If therefore her 
Majcfty did, for the Good and Eafe of her People, endea- 
vour to prevail with her Allies to enter into a Negocia- 
tion of Peace, and did communicate the faid Prelimina- 
ries to them, with that View, the faid Earl cannot be 
induc’d to believe, that the faid General Preliminaries, 
communicated to the States by her Majefty in Manner a- 
forefaid, were calculated to amufe or deceive them; nor 
doth the faid Earl know or believe, that her Majefty’s In- 
ftruétions to her faid Ambaffador, either in the Particulars 
abovefaid, or in any other, contain’d Matters falfe, pre- 
Varicating, or evafive. And the faid Earl muft take che 
Liberty to affirm, that in the late Negociations of Peace, 
as well as in all other publick Tranfaétions of State, as far 
as he was concerned, he acted with the higheft Regard to 
the Honour of his Majefty, and with the utmoft Zeal for 
the Welfare both of her and her People, and is not con- 
{cious to himfelf that he ever gave any Counfels, whereby 
the Truth and Sacrednefs, which ought to conftitute and 
accompany the Inftructions of publick Ambaffadors to 
Princes in Friendfhip and Confederacy, againft the com- 
mon Enemy, were in any wife prottituted, or the Ho- 
nour of her Majefty, and of the Imperial Crown of thefe 
Realms, in any Sort debas’d or betray’d; and he humbly 
hopes, no Inftance can be given, wherein che Royal Hand 
of her late Majefty was made the Inftrument to advance 

the Intereft of the common Enemy. 
Art. 1V. In Anfwer co the fourth Article, the faid Earl 
doth aot remember what Reprefentations were made by 
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Mr, Buys to her Majefty, in Relation to the Propofitions in 
the faid Article mention’d, bue fiich, thar if any Repre- 
fentations were made, the fame were noc render’d ineffe- 
étual by any Influence of the faid Karl ; and the faid Rarl 
coth admit, that at a Commictee of Council there might 
be made fome Declaration in her Majefty’s Name, to Mr. 
Buys, to the Effe& in the faid Article mention’d, bur dorh 
not admit that any fuch Decleration was made by him 
the faid Earl, or by his Management or Contrivance, 
And the faid Earl believes, thac what was fo declar’d to 
the faid Mr. Buys was agreeable to Truth, and to the real 
Sentiments and Intentions of her Majefty, nor doth he 
know wherein the faid Articles fign’d by Mr. Mefhager, 
and accepted by the Lord Dartmouth and Mr. St. John, if 
any fuch were then fign’d, were inconfiftenc with fach 
Declaration, or how her Majefty was thereby. difhonour’d, 
or her Allies abus’d, or that any Negociation enter’d into 
with France, was either dangerous to it felf, or facal in 
its Confequences. 

Art. V. In Anfwer to the fifth Article, the faid Earl 
admits, that her Majefty Queen Anne did, in due Form of 
Law, and under her Great-Seal, conftituce the Right Reve- 
rend John Lord Bifhop of Briffol, and che Earl of Strafford, 
her Plenipotentiaries, with full Power to meer, treat, and 
conclude with the Plenipotentiaries of tle Confederates, 
and thofe whom the French King fbould on his Parr depute 
for that Purpofe, the Conditions of a Good and General 
Peace, that fhould be fafe, honourable, and, as far as was 
poflible, agreeable co the reafonable Demands of all Parties; 
and believes Inftruétions were prepar’d and deliver’d to 
them, wherein they were inftruéted, amongtt other Things, 
* tothe Effeét in the faid Article fec forch; and is firmly 

perfuaded, thac when the faid Plenipotentiaries were to 
inftructed to infift that Spain and the Weft Indies thould not 
be allotted to che Houfe of Bourbon, no Treaty had been 
negociated and agreed, that Spain and che Weft-Indies frould 
remain in a Branch of that Houfe; and he has Reafon to 
believe, that at che Time when che faid Inftructions were 
given to her Majefty’s faid Plenipotentiaries, there was juft 
Ground to believe, that King Philip would be induc’d to a- 
bandon Spain and the Weft-Indies, and content bimfelf with 
the Dominions of Savoy, and the Kingdom of Sicily; and 
he believes he may fo far depend on his Memory, as to 
fay, that he heard the late Queen declare, fhe believed the 
ProfpecE King Philip had of fucceeding to the Crown of France, 
would be an Inducement to him to be eafy with that Allotment : 
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And it feem’d probable, that the Addition of the Domi- 
Nions of Savoy to the Crown of France, in Cafe King Phi- 
lip fhould fucceed to it, would be efteem’d by the French 
Court as a Thing more to be defir’d by them, than that 
Spain and the Indies fhould remain in the Poffeflion of a 
younger Prince of the Houfe of Bourbon, under the Con- 
dition of his renouncing the Right he would have to the 
Crown of France, if the eldeft Branch fhould fail. Thefe 
feem to him to have been her Majefty’s Views at the Time 
when the faid Inftruétions were given to the Bifhop of 
Briffol and the Earl of Strafford ; and he therefore believes, 
that whoever contrived or prepared the fame, did prepare 
them conformable to her Majefty’s real Sentiments, and 
was far from any Thought or Defign to abufe the Royal 
Authority, delude the States-General, prejudice his Impe- 
rial Majefty, or any of the Allies, or carry on the Mea- 
fures of France; and if King Philip afterwards, upon In- 
formation that the then Dauphin was likely to live, or at 
the prefling Inftances of the Spaniards, and Influence of 
Spanifb Councils, or upon any other Motives, refufed 
to accept of Savoy and Sicily, and chofe rather to renounce 
the French Monarchy; he thinks no Perfon who aéts in 
the Service of the Crown can be fafe, if ic may be charg’d 
on him as a Crime, that he advifed Inftruétions, which, 
by intervening Circumftances afterwards, became impro- 
per» But he the faid Earl doth not admit, that he con- 
trived or prepared the faid Inftructions, or was confenting 
or advifing to the contriving or preparing of them, or 
prevail’d on her Majefty to fign them; much lefs that he 
abufed the Royal Authority, to the Delafion of the States- 
General, or intended the Prejudice of his Imperial Majefty 
or any of the Allies, or was engag’d to carry on the 
Meafures of France, or had, when che faid Inftructions 
were prepared, negociated, and agreed with the Minifters 
of France, that Spain and the Weft-Indies fhould remain ina 
Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon, or had prevail’d on her 
Majefty to be Party to any private Treaty, wherein the 
fame was neceflarily imply’d, If the Plenipotentiaries 
were inftructed, that in Cafe the Enemy fhould object, that 
the fecond Article of the feven, fign’d by Monfieur Mef- 
nager, imply’d the Duke of Anjou fhould concinue on the 
Throne of Spain, to infift that thofe Articles were binding 
to France, but laid neither the Queen nor her Allies under 
any Obligation, the faid Earl does not apprehend how an 
Inftruétion to her Majefty’s Plenipotentiaries, to make a 
juft Anfwer to a falfe Inference, that might eae" be 
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drawn by the Enemy from the Words of fuch an Arrtieles 
can be incerprered an entring into a Confederacy, or Col” 
lufion, with the Minifters of the Enemy; or that her 
Majefty’s Confent co fuch Inftruétions could imply any 
Defign to impofe on his Imperial Majefty or phe Allies, or 
to conceal any Negociations between Great Britain and 
France, But the faid Earl is confident it will not appear by 
any of his Actions, on the ftriéteft Scrutiny, that he ever 
enter'd into any Confederacy or Collufion with the Mini- 
fters of the Enemy, or prevail’d on the Queen to give her 
Confent thereto, or had any Defigns to impofe upon his 
Imperial Majefty or any of the Allies, or ever was privy 
to any fecret Negociations or feparate Treaty between 
Great Britain and France, whereby either in che before- 
mention’d, or any other Particulars, any Reproach could 
be brought on the Crown of thefe Realms, or any Trea- 
ties wherein her Majefty was engag’d to her Allies, were 
violated. 

Art, VI. In Anfwer to the fixth Article, the faid Earl 
does admit, that after the Conferences of Peace between 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Allies, and thofe of the Ene- 
may, for negociating a General Peace, were opened, where- 
in he is perfuaded her Majefty and her Minifters did act 
in perfect Confidence with the Allies, and to promote the 
common Inrereft, and to obtain from the Enemy all juit 
and reafonable Satisfaction ; the Progrefs of the faid Ne- 
gociation was delay’d by Debates, concerning the Ene- 
my’s Refufal to give their Anfwer in Writing, to the De- 
mands of the Allies; but he doth not know that any of 
the Minifters of Great Britain did, by any Encourage- 
ment or Concurrence, contribute thereunto: And if du- 
ring that Time, her Majefty thought fic to authorize any 
of her Minifters to write or negociate upon particular 
Points relating to the Peace, direétly from Ergland to 
France, in order to facilitate the General Negociation of 
Peace, which he the faid Earl doth not admit to have 
been done by his Privity; yet he the faid Earl doth noc 
apprehend, that by the Confticution of the Kingdom, or 
any Law in being, the Queen was debarr’d from coing fo; 
or that by conftituting the faid Plenipotentiaries, the had 
fo far delegated to them her Royal Authority, as to be dif- 
abled, without revoking their Commiffion, to treat or ne- 
gociate any Matters conducing to that End, in fuch other 
Manner as fhe fhould think fic. The faid Earl faich, thac 
he did not advife, contrive, or promote any privare, i- 
Parate, or unjuftifiable Negociation with France, nor dorh 
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he know any Negociation, relating to the Peace, was car- 
ry’d on, without Communication thereof to the Allies. 
And the faid Earl denies, thar he ever affum’d Regal Au- 
thority, or that he treated of Peace with France in any 
Manner that could be liable to fuch Imputation, or did 
promote the Defign of the Enemy, to the Deftrnétion of 
the common Caufe of her Majefty, or of her Allies, con- 
trary to the Laws or Conftitution of this Kingdom, or in 
Violation of any of the Alliances her Majefty ftood en- 
gag’d in, or of the Affurances given by her Majefty, or of 
her Inftrnétions to her Plenipotentiaries; or that any 
Terms of Peace were, by him, at any Time concerted, 
prejudicial to the Intereft of her Majefty, or her King- 
doms, or Allies, or whereby the good Effects of the Gene- 
tal Negociation were defeated. 

Art. VI. In Anfwer to the feventh Article, the faid 
Earl faith, that he never advifed her late Majefty to ac- 
cept of a Treaty with France, on a Suppofition chat the 
Spanifh Monarchy fhould continue in the Pofleflion of a 
Branch of the Houfe of Bourbon ; nor did he advife, or car- 
¥y on any private or feparate Negociation with Franee, on 
the Subject of a Renunciation to be made by the Duke of 
Anjou, of the Right he might have to the Kingdom of 
France, or that fuch Renunciation fhould be the Security 
againft the Re-union of the two Kingdoms: Or that, by 
‘his Councils, her Majefty was prevail’d upon to accept, 
and finally to conclude and ratify a Treaty of Peace with 
France, wherein the faid Renunciation is taken as a fuffici- 
ent Expedienr to prevent the Mifchiefs that thresten’d all 
Europe, in cafe the Crowns of France and Spain fhould be u- 
nited upon the Head of one and the fame Perfon: Nor 
doth he know, that, during the faid Negociation, any 
fuch Memorial, as in the faid Article is fee forth, was 
tranfmitted by the faid’ Monfieur de Torcy to any of her 
Majefty’s principal Secretaries of State: But he the faid 
Earl doth freely acknowledge, that if he had been call’d 
upon to give his Opinion concerning the Leaving of Spain 
and the Indies in the Pofleflion of a Branch of the Houfe of 
Bourbon, and accepting the Renunciation of his Right to 
the Kingdom of France, by the Duke of Arjou, he doth not at 
prefene fee any Reafon why he might noc have been of 0- 
pinion for leaving Spain and the Wef-Indies to the prefent 
Poffeffor, and accepting the Renunciation, rather than 
have continued the War, fo burthenfome to the People, 
and fo impracticable upon the Foot on which it then 
Rood, efpecially fince all Endeavours to remove him by 
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Treaties or Force, had fo long prov’d ineffeétual. And in 
Cafe any fuch Memorial, as is fer forth in the faid Article, 
was fence by any Minifter of France to the Secretary of 
the late Queen, -he fhould look upon the fame as a Proof of 
the Earneftnefs of. the Court of France to avoid fuch Re- 
nunciation, which might more effectually prevent al! Pof- 
fibility of annexing the Crown of Spain to that of France. 
But whatever Inducements might be for fuch a Memoria! 
{if any fuch was tranfmitted) the faid Earl doth affirm, 
that he never gave any Councils, by which che Inrereit 
of the common Caufe could be betray’d into the Hands of 
the Enemy; nor doth he think ir was poffible, by any 
Power or Influence, to engage her Majefty to become Par® 
ty with France in any Deceit ; buc whatever Credit he a¢ 
any Time had by her Favour, he always ufed it, with the 
utmoft Sincerity, for her Service, and the Good of her 
People. 

Art. VIIT. In Anfwer to the eighth Article, the faid 
Earl believes that her late Majefty Queen Azne did, on the 
17th Day of December, in the Year of our Lord 1711, 
recommend it from the Throne, that Provifion might 
be made for an early Campaign, in Order to carry on 
the War with Vigour, and as the beft Way to render che 
Treaty of Peace effectual ; and he does believe, thar, in 
Order thereto, Supplies were granted and Magazines pro- 
vided, at a great Expence, for an early Campaign, and 
that, in Purfuance thereof, her Majefty might fend fome 
General Officers to explain her Intentions to her Allies ; 
and likewife inftruéted her General, the Duke of Ormond, 
to declare her Refolutions of carrying on the War, and 
tO concert, with che Generals of the Allies, the proper 
Meafures for ent’ring upon A‘tion ; and he doth believe, 
that the confederate Army was provided with all Ne- 
ceflaries ; buc whether che {aid Army had approach’d, or 
how near they had approach’d to the Enemy ; whether 
they had any, or what Supeviority, as toche Number of 
Troops, or what Likelihood there was, that they would 
have been able, either by Battle or Siege, to have bet- 
ter’d the Affairs of che Allies, or to have facilitated rhe 
Negociations of Peace, the faid Earl is not able ro fay 5 
but ic muft be obvious to every one, that any Mifcar- 
riage or Difafter, on the Part of che Allies, ac {uch a 
Junéture, muft have been fatal to them: And though 
the divine Affiftance had been very remarkable in the 
many Victories her Majefty’s Forces had obtain’d, yet 
her Majefty’s Piety was fo great, that it is not likely

fhe fhould, without the greateft Necefliry, have been 
willing to have tempted that Providence which had been 
fo fignal in her Favour, by hazarding the Blood of her 
Subjects, ac a Time when fhe had fo near a Profpeét of 
the Conclufion of a Peace; and the faid Earl believes it 
might be owing to this Piety of the Queen, and her 
Knowledge of fome important Matters then depending, 
that Direétions were fent to the Duke of Ormond, (if any 
fuch were fent) to avoid engaging in any Siege, or ha- 
zarding any Battle, till farther Orders ; which he fup- 
pofeth her Majefty might do upon any Caufes fhe thoughe 
proper, as well as the Deputies of the Srates, who, as the 
{aid Karl hath been inform’d, have often refus’d to en- 
gage in Siege or Battle, upon fuch Ground as they alone 
thought fit, when their own Generals, and the Gene- 
rals of the other Allies, were of Opinion, they had a 
vifible Advantage of the Enemy, and might engage in 
fuch a Siege or Battle, with great Probability of Succefs : 
But he doth affirm, that the Minifters of France never 
reprefented to him, or to any others, as far as he knows, 
during any Negociation, any Apprehenfions they had 
from the Bravery and good Difpolition of the confede- 
rate Army ; nor’ was he ever inform’d of any fure Pro- 
fpect, wwhich it is alledg’d, the Army of the Confede~ 
rates then had, of gaining new Conquefts over the Army 
of France, or whereby they would have been enabled 
zo have forc’d any berter Terms of Peace, than there 
was at that Time Likelihood of: But on the contrary, 
he has been inform’d, that the Forces of France, werg 
fuperior in Number to thofe of the Confederates, efpe- 
cially in Horfe. However, the faid Karl doth nor ad- 
mit chat he did advife or confent that any Order fhould 
be difpatch’d, in her Majefty’s Name, to the Duke. of 
Ormond, to the aforemention’d Effeét; nor had he any 
View or Defign to difappoint the Expectation of the 
Allies, or to give Succefs to any fecrec Negociations 
with the Minifters of France. The faid Earl likewife 
denies, thac he did confent or advife, that Orders fhould 
be fenr to the Bithop of Briffol, one of her Majefty’s 
Plenipotentiaries then. at Utrecht, to declare to the Dutch 
Minitters, that her Majefty look’d pn herfelf, from their 
Condu&, to be then under no Obligation whatfoever to 
them ; he doth not know'what Alarms the Allies might 
take, or what Reprefentations they made to the Bifhop 
of briffol, of their Diffatisfaction, or Confternation, but 
doubts nor the faid Bithop would readily reprefent what 
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they defir’d, tho’ fuch Reprefentation made by his Lord- 
thip, if any fuch there was, fell not under the Know- 
ledge of the faid Earl, nor doth he admit that any Ap- 
plication of that Kind was made to him. And in Cafe 
the States General made fuch Addrefs direétly to her 
Majefty, by a Letter of the sth Day of Fume, as in the 
faid Article is fer forth; he the faid Earl not being ac- 
quainted therewith, could neither advife her Majefty to 
hearken to the Inftances therein made, nor to difregard, 
or to reject the fame. He faith, he never enter’d into 
Meafures for the Advancement of the Intereft of the 
common Enemy, or countenanc’d, encourag’d, advis'd, 
or promoted any Negociations with France, without Par- 
ticipation of the Allies, or contrary to her Majefty’s 
Engagement, or to the Ruin of the common Caufe; nor 
ishe confcious to himfelf, that he ever gave any Coun- 
fels, by which the Progrefs of the victorious Arms of the 
Confederates was ftopp'd, or any Opportunity loft for 
conquering the Enemy, or which had any Tendency 
to deftroy the Confidence between her Majefty and her 
Allies, or make the French King Mafter of the Negocia- 
tions of Peace, or which could put the Affairs of Europe 

into his Hands, 
4rt. 1X. In Anfwer to the ninth Article, the faid 
Earl denies he was privy, or confenting to any Concert 
with the Minifters of France, for the feparating che 
Troops in her Majefty’s Pay from the reft of the confe- 
derate Army ; and not being privy toany fuch Concert, 
he hopes ic will not be imputed to him as any Want of 
Duty, that he did not advife againft fuch a Proceeding. 
He denies alfo, that he ever entertain’d the leait Defign 
of impofing upon the Allies any Neceflity of fubmitting 
to the Terms of France, or of leaving the confederate 
Army to the Mercy of the Enemy, or that he did con- 
fent or advife her Majefty, thar the Duke of Ormond, 
and the Troops in her Majefty’s Pay, or fuch of them 
as would obey his Orders, fhould feparate themfelves from 
the Army of the Confederates. The faid Earl hath been 
inform’d, and believes it to be true, that the Imperial 
General and fome other Generals, did propofe to the 
Duke of Ormond, in Fune or July, in the Year 1712, 
to decamp from the Ground where they lay, and to pro~ 
ceed towards Landrecy, in Order to form the Siege of thae 
Place,'and that the Duke of Ormond thought it not pro- 
per to confent thereto; and gave Notice to the Generals, 
that if they decamp’d, they muft not expect him to fol- 
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low them: And the faid Earl believes, Inftances may be 
given, where Generals of ocher Potentates in the Alliance, 
have refusd to camply with what has been propos’d to 
them by her late Majefty’s General. The faid Earl hath 
likewife heasc, that notwithftanding fuch Notice from 
the Duke of Ormond, the faid Generals feparaced chem- 
felves and their Forces from the faid Duke, and march’d 
towards Landrecy without him, and that the faid Duke 
continu’d for fome Time in bis former Camp, after fuch 
Separation ; and that che Generals of the Auxiliary Troops 
paid by her Majefty, altho’ requir’d by tbe faid Duke of 
Ormond, under whofe Command they then were, to con- 
tinue with him, and to obey his Orders, refus’d fo to 
do: He the fsid Earl fappofes ic might proceed from her 
Majefty’s Refentment of that Inftance of Difobedience in 
the Auxiliary Troops, to the Commands of her General, 
that dhe did nor think fic immediately to pay the Arrears 
of thofe Forces, which had fo obftinately withdrawn 
themfelves from her General, and marched without him 
towarc's Landrecy, as not apprehending her felf obliged by 
any Conventions, or the Provifion of any Act of Par- 
liament, fo todo, But whatever might be the Caufes 
or Occafions of her Majefty’s Refentmenr, the faid Earl 
faith, thac he being in the Office of High-Treafurer un- 
der her Majefty, could not, by the Dury of his Place, 
iffue cut any Monies, without a proper Warrant or Au- 
thority from her Majetty ; and denies that ever he receiv’d 
any Warrant or Authority from her Majcity, for iffuing 
any Sum or Sums of Money, for or towards che Pay or 
Subfidies, on Account of the faid foreign Tsoops, who 
had fo feparated, without which, the iffuing or direéting 
any Monies for the Payment of them, had been a Vio 
Jation of his Dury. And the faid Karl denies, that he 
did at any Time refufe or put a ftep to any fuch Pay or 
Subfidies 5 bur, on the contrary, when the Minifters of 
the Princes to whom thofe Forces Lelong’d, did apply for 
the Payment of the faid Troops, the faid Earl defir’d 
them to make Application to her Majefty, for the necefla- 
ry Warrants in Osder thereunto: And as the faid Earl 
had no Notice of any Separation intended beiween her 
Majetty’s Forces and thofe of che Allies, before the fame 
was made, fo he abfolurely denies, that, by his Advice 
or Council, or with his Privity, any fuch Separation was 
made: And humbly apprehends, that he ought not in 
Joftice to be charg’d with any Coufequences of it. He 
believes, that the Forces of fome of the Allies were en- 
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gag'd in the unfortunate Action of Denain, and that rhe 
Siege of Landrecy was rais’d, and the Towns of Quefnoy, 
Bouchain, and Doway were fometime after'retaken by the 
French Army: But whether chofe Difafters mighr noc 
have been prevented, by a Compliance with the Mea- 
fures ber Majefty had taken for the common Good, the 
faid Ear] fubmits co your Lordfhips. 

4rt. X. In Anfwer to the Tenth Article, the faid 
Earl denies, that he did carry on, or concert with the 
Minifters of France, a private or feparate Negociation for 
a general Sufpenfion by Sea and Land, between Great 
Britain and France ; or that he did advife her Majefty to 
fend over Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke to the Court of France, 
with Powers to fettle fuch Sufpenfion ; but hath been 
inform’d, and believes ic may be trne, that about the 
19th of Auguft, N.S. 1712, a Sufpenfion of Arms was 
agreed on in France, by the faid Vifcount Bolingbroke, on 
her Majefty’s Part, for four Months; but whecher fuch 
Agreement was made without the Knowledge or Parti- 
Cipation of her Majefty’s Allies, or how far the Terms 
of Peace were then fertl’d with France, either for Great 
Britain or the Allies, the faid Earl is not able ro fe 
forth: Bue from the Informations he hath receiv’d of 
that Affair, believes ic will appear, that the faid Suf- 
penfion was a Continuation only of a former Agreement 
for aCeffation of Arms, which had been not only com- 
municated to the Allies, but into which they had been 
invited ; and believes, her Majefty might be induc’d to 
dcfire fuch Ceffation, as what was ufual among Princes 
and States in War, during Negociations of Peace, by 
which Means the Britifs Merchants enjoy’d a free Trade, 
and had an Opportunity of carrying the Merchandizes 
of other Countries to feveral Parts of Europe, as the Dutcl 
had done during the War; and therefore the faid Earl 
doth not conceive that her Majefty, by the faid Sufpen- 
fion, did in the leaft intend che Violation of any Trea- 
ties between her and her Allies, or to deprive rhem of 
any Afiiftance to which they were entcitl’d, or to expofe 
them to the Infults of the common Enemy: Nor doth 
he difcern how chefe Confequences could enfue, withouc 
the Defaulc of the Allies themfelves, much lefs how the 
Ties of Union and Friendfhip, between her Majefty and 
them, were cuc afunder, or her Majefty’s Perfon or Go- 
vernment, or the Safety of her Kingdoms, or the Pro- 
teftane Succeflion, were expos’d thereby. But che fuid 
Earl affures himfelf, that he fhall never ftand chargeable 
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with any Confequences of fuch Sufpenfion, which he ne- 
ver advis’d; nor did he the faid Earl ever entertain the 
Jeaft Thought or Defign of occafioning the Deftruétion of 
the common Caufe of Europe, or hind’ring her Majefty 
from refuming the War againft France, in Conjunétion 
with her Allies, if ic had been fo thought fit, or of 
weak’ning the Union between her Majefly and them. 

Art. XI. In Anfwer to the eleventh Article, the faid 
Earl faith, he believes it to be true, that in or about the 
Month of September or October 1712, the States-General 
were in Poffeflion of the Town and Fortrefs of Tournay ; 
and that her Majefty, in her Inftructions of December the 
23d, 1711, to her Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht, did direct 
them to infift with the Plenipotentiaries of France, in the 
General Congref:, that towards forming a Barrier for the 
States-General, Tournay fhould remain to the Srates; and 
doth believe the French King did, at one Time, incline 
thereunto: Bot doth not know that her Majefty, in her 
Speech, in the faid Article mentioned, did declare herfelf 
as in the faid Article is fet forth. The faid Earl admits 
that until and after the Months of September and October 
1711, there was open War between her late Majefty and 
the French King; and that during fuch War, the French 
King and his Subjeéts were Enemies to the late Queen 5 bur 
the faid Earl hath been inform’d, and believes, that full 
Powers were given by her Majefty, and che States-General 
of the United-Provinces, to their refpective Minifters, 
and by the French King to his Minifters, to negociate and 
treat Of Peace between her Majefty, and the States-Gene- 
ral, and the faid French King ; upon-which Negociations, 
a Peace was afterwards concluded between them ; during 
which Negociations he hath heard, that the French King 
did infiftupon the yielding up the Town and Fortrefs of 
Tournay, by the States, to him; and the faid States-Gene- 
ral defir’d her Majefty’s Interpofition with the French King 
on their Behalf; and chat at fuch Requeft, her Majefty in- 
terpos’d her beit Offices, on Behalf of the States-General, 
and did at laft prevail, thac che faid Town and Fortrefs 
of Tournay fhould be, and he believes the fame is conti- 
nu’d to che Stares-General, as Part of their Barrier. But 
the faid Earl abfolutely denies, that he did defign to give 
Aid, or Succour, or to adhere to the French King ; or, that 
he aid in or about the Month of Offober 1712, or at any 
other Time during the faid War, aid, help, or aflift, or 
adhere to the faid French King ; or, that he did ever Coun- 
fei or Advife the faid Enemy in what Manner, or by what 
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Methods che faid Town and Fortrefs of Tournay, or either 
of chem, might be gain’d from the States-General to the 
French King, in Manner and Form as in the faid Article 
is charg’d. On the contrary, he the faid Earl did ufe his 
beft Offices to preferve the faid Town and Fortref* of Tour- 
nay to the Staces-General. But the faid Earl faith, thar 
during the Negociations of the late Peace, he had the Ho- 
nour to be one of her faid late Majetty’s Privy-Council ; 
and whatfoever Counfel or Advice he gave, relating to a- 
ny Terms of the faid Peace, he aéted. therein as a Privy- 
Counfellor and Minifter of Scate, and no otherwife: And 
doth infift, that for any Privy-Counfellor, or Minifter of 
State, during the Negociations of Peace, to treat, advife, 
or negociate, concerning the yielding or giving up any 
Town, Province, or Dominion, upon the Conclufion of 
the Peace, as Parc of the Terms and Conditions of fuch 
Peace, is not High Treafon \by Law of this Realm; and 
that fuch Conftruction might hereafter deprive the Crown 
of the Advice and Afliftance of feveral Members of che 
Privy-Council, in Matters of the greateft Importance, by 
deterring them from giving fuch Advice, as by their 
Oaths, and che Duty of their Place, they are oblig’d to 
do; would overthrow all Means of reftoring Amity be- 
tween Princes, and render the Law, in Cafe of High Trea- 
fon, uncertain, which, by Reafon of its being moft Penal, 
ought to be moft Plain, and would be highly dangerous 

and deftruétive to the Lives and Liberties of che Subject. 
Ars. XII. In Anfwer to the twelfth Article, the faid 
Earl not admitting that her Majefty Queen Anne, ftood 
engag’d by Treaties in Manner as in the faid Article is 
alledg’d 5 but referring himfelf to the Treaties, when 
they fhall be produc’d, for Anfwer, denies, that he did, 
in any of the Years 1710, 1711, and 1712, or at any 
other Times aid, help, aflift, or adhere co the Duke of 
Anjou, in the faid Article nam’d, or advife or counfel 
any of the Enemies of her faid late Majeity, or concer 
with any of them, or promote the yielding or giving 
up of Spain and the Weff-Indies, or any Pare thereof to 
the faid Duke of Anjou, in Manner and Form, as in the 
faid Article is alledg’d. And che faid Earl faich, as in his 
Anfwer to the eleventh Article he hath already faid, thac 
during the Negociations of the late Peace, he had the 
Honour to be one of her faid late Majefty’s Privy-Coun- 
cil, and whatever Counfel or Advice he gave, relating to 
any Terms of the faid Peace, he aéted therein as a Privy- 
Counfellor, and Minifter of State, and no otherwife; and 
infifts 
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infifts as in his Anfwer to the eleventh Article he has in- 





4rt. XUT. In Anfwer to the thirteenth Article, the 
faid Earl admits thac the flourifhing Condition of Trade 
and Navigation contributes much to the Riches, Power, 
and Strength of chefe Kingdoms; and believes that her 
Fate Majefty had a juft Regard thereto, and a fincere Defire 
to obtain fome Advantages therein for her People; and did 
make the feveral Declarations from the Throne, fer forth 
am this Article: And that both Houfes of Parliamenc did 
from Time to Time exprefs their grateful Acknowledments 
to her Majefty, for her great Care and Concern forsthe 
Welfare of her People; and believes her Majefty might 
think it reafonable, confidering che Share and Burthen fhe 
and her P:eple had fuftain’d in the War, that France thould 
in the firft Place adjuft the Interelts of Great Britain, which 
were to be fecur’d on the Conclufion of a General Peace: 
But the faid Earl doth not know, or believe, that at the 
ferting on Foot, or in the Progrefs of any Negociation, 
Letween the Minifters of Great Britain and France, it was 
laid down as a Principle, that France fhould in the firft 
Place confent to adjuft the Interefts of Great Britain, to the 
Incent that the Minifters of Great Britain might thereby 
be enabled to engage the Queen to make the Conclufion of 
the Peace eafy to France; nor doch he know that any Con- 
ceflions were made by the Minifters of Great Britain, with 
Intent to promote the Interefts of France againft the Allies; 
orthat any Meafures were enter’d into, or concerted be- 
tween chem, in order to ftrengthen the Hands of the 
Freneh, or to enable them to impofe the Terms of a Gene- 
ral Peace. And the faid Earl doth abfolutely deny, that 
he was engag’d in Concert with France, in any Negociati- 
ons ceftructive to his Country, or that he ever had the 
keaft Imagination or Thought tending that Way, or to 
the facrificing the Commerce of Great Britain to the Ag- 
grandizement of France; but, on the contrary, he hath 
always had the moft real and fincere Defires, to {ecure and 
advance the Commerce of Great Britain, and to preferve 
his Country, in whofe Service he hath been always ready 
to facrifice himfelf, and every private Intereft whatfoever. 
And the faid Earl is not confcious to himfelf of any Want 
of Duty, either in nor infifting upon, or not procuring 
the mott certain Securities that could be obtain’d for the 
Safety and Advantage of the Commerce of thefe King- 
coms. And the faid Earl doth not admit, that he did 
advife her late Majcfty, that any Propofition — 
ent 
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fent by Mr. Prior to France; or that any private or {epa™ 
rate Treaty, or the Preliminary Articles, which are fiid 
to be fign’d the 27th cf September 1711, fhould be fign’d. 
But the faid Earl hath been inform’d, and believes, that in 
a Paper intituled, the Anfwer of France to the Demands of 
Great Britain, more particularly, it is faid, that the entire 
Reffitution of Newfoundland, and of the Bay and Streights 
of Hudfon, was demanded for the Englifh: And that che 
French King’s Anfwer was, that the Difisffion of that Article 
Should be referred to the General Conferences of the Peace, pro- 
vided the Liberty of fifhing and drying of Codfifh upon the Ifle 
of Newfoundland, fhowld be referv'd to the French. And 
the faid Earl conceives that Paper not conclufive, but was 
to be the Subjeét of future Conferences, wherein’ the whole 
Matter might be entirely confider’d; and confequently 
that the entering into Conferences on that Paper, was noc 
the yielding to the French the Liberty of fifhing, and dry- 
ing Fifh on Newfoundland, which they infifted on, And 
the faid Earl demies, that he advis’d the Demands for Greae 
Britain, in Point of Commerce, fhould be made in loofe, 
general, or infufficient Terms; or that he advis’d the Li- 
berties infifted on by the French, fhould be given up to 
France, asin the faid Article is alledg’d: And he believes, 
that when it is confider’d what Advantages were likely to 
enfue to the Commerce of Great Britain, by the Affiento 
Contraét, and the Liberty of Trading to the Spanifh Weft. 
Indies, by the Ceffion of Accadia, the Bay and Streights of 
Hudfon, the Ifland of St. Chriffopher, Newfoundland, the 
Ifland of St. Peter, with other adjacent Iflands; by the 
Demolition of Dunkirk, and the Ceffion of Port-Mahon and 
Gibraltar, it will not be thought the Commerce of Grege 
Britain was neglected by her Majefty, in the late Treacy 
of Peace, And as the faid Farl doth not know that France 
was at any Time Mafter of the Negociations, fo he denies 
that he did engage her Majefty in any private Treaties 
with France, without Security for the Commerce of Great 
Britain ; or that he did contrive, with any of the Mini- 
fters of France, to keep in Sufpence any Matters that con- 
cern’d the faid Commerce ; or that he was any Ways in- 
ftrumental to the preventing any Advantages of the faid 
Commerce from being fettled; or that he endeavour'd to 
elude any Thing that had been agreed on in any Negoci- 
ation for the Benefic of Great Britain. And altho’ the faid 
Earl doth not admir, chat he advifed the ninth Article of 
the Treaty of Commerce with France, yet he begs Leave 
to obferve, that nothing is pofitively ftipulated in chae 
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Article, but the Whole is conditional, and left to be de- 
termined by the Wifdom of Parliament; and hopes it 
will never be thought an Act of Treachery, to refer an 
Article of any Treaty to the Judgment and Confideration 
of Parliament, whatever Judgmenc the Parliament fhall 
think fit to make theveon, And the faid Earl denies, that 
he advifed her Majefty to agree with France, that the Sub- 
jects of France fhould have Liberty of fithing, and drying 
Fifh, on Newfoundiend; but the faid Earl believes, chat 
whac her late Majeity agreed with Frame, relating chere- 
to, will not feem unreafonable, if it be confider’d, that 
the French long ago claim’d Right to, and were in Pof- 
feflion of great Part of Newfound/and, and that they were 
allow’d to continue in Poffeffion thereof by the Crown of 
England, in a Treaty made at Whitehall, in the Year 1686, 
and in another Treaty.made at Ry/wick, in the Year 1697. 
And the faid Earl doth not know that fuch Agreement of 
her Majefty is contrary to the exprefs Provifion of any Act 
of Parliament, fince, he prefumes, the Aét made in the 
roth and rith Years of the Reign of King William the 
IIId, entitled, An A‘F to encourage the Trade to Newfound- 
land, cannot reafonably be intended, or conftrued to ex- 
tend to airy Part of rhe Ifland, other than what was at 
the Time of making that Aét, in the Poffeflion of the Ex- 
ai glifh: And the faid Earl is inform’d, that at that Time 
i the Part of Newfoundland, where the Subjects of France are,

by the Treaty of Utrecht, allow’d the Liberty of fifhing, 

yy" and drying Fifh, was noc in the Poflfeflion of the Englifh, 
tithe The faid Earl denies, thac he advifed her Majefty te make 
a Ceffion to France of the Ifle of Cape Breton; or that he 
H advifed her Majefty to confent, that what is agreed in the 
Treaty of Utrecht, concerning the Fithery of Newfoundland, 
i or Cape Breton, thould be made an Article in that Treaty; 
i, However the faid Earl doth not know that Cafe Breton 
was Part of the Territories of the Crown of Great britain, 

nor does he apprehend, that her Majefty, who, in her 
i Speech from the Throne, declar’d, that France had confent- 
i ed to make an abfolute Ceffion of Annapolis, with the ref? of 
Hi Nova Scotia, or Accadia, fhould be underftood to {peak of 
Cape Breton, which is no Part of that Continent, but an 

f Tfland diftin’ from it. The faid Earl further faith, he 
Af conceives, that the only Advantages in Trade, ftipulated 
a for Great Britain, did not depend on Conditions to be made 
good by Act of Parliament; on the contrary, he doubts 
not to make it appear, that many Advantages in Trade 
were ftipulated for Great Britain, in the late Treaties of 
Peace 
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Peace and Commerce, which have been enjoy’d by che 
Subjects of Great Britain, fince the Conclufion of the faid 
Treaties, notwithftanding the Parliament had not though 
fic to make any Aét to enforce the ninth Article of che 
Treaty of Commerce with Francs. And the faid Ear! de- 
nies, that, by his Counfels, the good Intentions of her Sa- 
cred Majefty, to have obtained for her People advantage- 
ous Terms of Commerce, were fruftrated, or the Trade or 
Manufactures of Great Britain render’d precarious, or at che 
Mercy of the Enemy, or any beneficial Branch of Trade 
yielded up to the Subjects of France, And as the faid Earl 
difowns the being concern’d in any Violation of Treaties, 
or in carrying on the Meafures of France, or in any Nego- 
ciation, which could terminate in the Sacrifice of the 
Commerce of Great Britain to France; fo he obferves, with 
great Satisfaction, the flourifhing Condition of the Trade 
and Navigation of chefe Kingdoms, fince the Conclufion, 
and by Means of the late Peace, in the great Increafg ot 
the Number and Tonnage of Shipping, of the Exportation 
of the Woollen Manufactures, the Fiih, and other Prodyét 
of this Kingdom; in Confequence whereof the Cuftoms 
have been greatly advanc’d, near three Millions of Gold 
and Silver has been coin’d, and the Exchange has all a- 
long been in Favour of England, to and from all Parts of 
Europe. 

Art, XIV. In Anfwer to the fourteenth Article, the faid 
Earl doth not admit that he form’d any Project, or Defign, 
for difpofing the Kingdom of Sicily to the Duke of Savoy, 
from the Houfe of Anjiria; or that he did advife her Ma- 
Jefty to give any fuch Inftruétions to Henry Vifcount Bo- 
lingbroke, as in the faid Article mention’d, or ro confenc 
toany Treaty, wherein a Ceflign is made of the faid King- 
dom to his Royal Highnefs, without any Concurrence or 





. Participation of his Imperial Majefty ; nor doth he admic 


that her Majefty was prevail’d on, by his Advice, to affift 
his faid Royal Highnefs with her Fleet, againft the Emps- 
ror, in order to obtain the Poffeffion of thar Kingdom : 
But, in Juftification of her Majefty’s Proceedings, in Rela- 
tion to the faid Kingdom, the faid Earl doth beg Leave to 
obferve, that, by the’Grand Alliance, it was agreed, among 
other Things, that the Confederates fhould ufe their utmoj? En- 
deavours to recover the Kingdom of Sicily out of the Hands of 
the Enemy; and that the principal Ends for endeavouring the 
ecovery of Sicily were, that his Imperial Maje/ly might have 
a reafonable Satisfaction for his Pretenfion to the Spanith Méo- 
varchy, and that the Trade and Navization of the Subjects of 
sty Great 
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Great Britain and Holland might thereby be better fecured. 
Since therefore the Empire, and Hereditary Countries of 
Avftria, were now fallen upon Charles the IIId, who, at 
the Time of that Treaty, was a younger Branch of that 
Houfe: Since f-veral Towns in the French Flanders, which 
were not in the Poffeffion of King Charles the Ild, at the 
Time of his Death, together with Spanifh Flanders, Milan, 
and Naples, might feem a reafonable Satisfaction for his 
Imperial Majefty’s Pretenfions to the Spanifh Succeflion : 
And fince the Trade and Navigation of the Subjects of 
Great Britain and Holland would be as effectually fecur’d, 
by the Difpofition of the Kingdom of Sicily to the Duke of 
Savoy, as if the faid Kingdom had fallen to the Share of 
the Emperor: And greater Difficulties would be likely to 
arife in obtaining the Difpofition thereof co the Houfe of 
Aufiria, than to that Duke, inafmuch as King Philip might 
be more eafily induc’d to yield it to the Duke of Savoy, 
than to fo potent a Prince as che Emperor ; and rhere were 
Grounds to believe, that all, or moft of the Princes and 
States of Italy were fo apprehenfive of the growing Power 
of the Houfe of Auffria in Italy, that they would fuffer a- 
ny Extremities rather than fubmit that Sici’y, together 
with Aéilan and Naples, fhould be in the Hands of the Em- 
peror, the faid Earl doth not difcern how any Project to 
difpote of the faid Kingdom to that Duke, could be thought 
unjuft, difhonourable, or pernicious, or any Aét of Inju- 
ftice to his Imperial Majefty, or Violation of the Grand 
Alliance : Nor doth the faid Earl remember in what Ref- 
pect ic was Contradictory to any Declaration of her Maje- 
fty, or the Infruétions fhe had given her Plenipotentia- 
ries: And in Cafe her Majefty chought fir afterwards to 
employ any Part of her Fleet to affift that Duke, her good 
and faithful Ally, to take Poffeflion of that Kingdom, 
from the Enemy, in Confideration of the faid Duke’s ftea- 
dy Adherence to the Confederacy, and great Sufferings by 
fuch Adherence; he the faid Earl is not able to difcover 
why fuch Affiftance might not be given tothe faid Duke, 
as well as to any other of her Allies whatfoever, And 
fince it is allow’d by this Article, that the then Duke of 
Savoy never made any Application, in order to obtain the 
faid Kingdom for himfelf, in feems an Evidence at leaft, 
thac the Perfon or Perfons who advis’d the late Queen to 
agree to fuch Allormenr, did nor aét upon any private In- 
tereft, or had any otber View than che Prefervation of a 
Ballance of Power in Europe, and the Security of the 
Trade and Navigation of the Subjects of Great Britain and 

Holland ; 
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Holland; and cannot reafonably be thought, upon a fair 
and candid Interpretation, to have been guilry of betray- 
ing che National Faich, or Honour of che Crown, or em- 
ploying the Naval Power of thefe Kingdoms, or che Sup- 
plies granted by Parliament, againft any Ally of chis 
Kingdom. 

Art. XV. In Anfwer to the fifteenth Article, the faid 
Earl faich, he is and always was of Opinion, that the 
Word of the Sovereign is facred, and that all Communi- 
cations from the Throne to Parliament, ought to be crue, 
and that it becomes all Minifters of State, as far as in 
them lies, to maintain the Honour of the Crown, in fuch 
Cafes, with the urmoft Exaétnefs; nor doth che f.id Earl 
know, that he hath, at any Time, been defective in his 
Duty, in this Particular, or ever took upon himfelf any 
arbitrary or unwarrantable Authority, much lefs the chief 
Diteétion and Influence of her Majefty’s Councils: Nor 
did he ever proftitute the Honour of the Crown, or Dig- 
nity of Parliament, by mifreprefenting any Parc of the 
late Negociations of Peace, to deceive either her Majefty, 
her Allies, her Parliament, or her People; nor did he ever 
prepare, form, or concert, or advife her Majefty co make 
any Speech or Declaration, from the Throne, to her Par- 
liament, that was not conformable to Truth: He believes 
her Majefty might make feveral Speeches, from the 
Throne, to her Parliamentr, ac the feveral Times in che 
faid Article mentioned, to which the faid Earl refers ; 
and particularly, that her Majefty did, on the 7ch Day of 
December 1711, declare, that her Allies, efpecially the States- 
General, had, by their ready Compliance for opening the Treaty 
of @ General Peace, exprefs’d their Confidence in her : Buc che 
faid Earl not admitting there were fuch Reprefentations as 
fuggefted in chis Article, begs Leave, in Vindication of 
the Honour of his Royal Miftrefs, whq was~a Princefs of 
ftri&t Piety and Truch, cto obferve, that the Scates-Genera] 
fent over Monfieur Bujs to her Majefty, with Leccers full 
of Affurances of their Refpect for her Perfon, and their 
Refolutions not to feparace chemfelves from her; and like- 
wife fignify’d by him, to her Minifters, their Readine/s 
toconcur with her Majefty. And the faid Monficur Buys, 
immediately upon his Arrival ac London, deliver’d Pafl- 
ports for che French Minifters to come to Yrrecht ; and aca 
Meeting of feveral Lords of the Council, fhew’d his Ap- 
probation of fending circular Letters to invite che reft of 
the Allies to the general Congrefs: And the faid Monfieur 
Buys exhibited full Powers for preparing and figning a new 
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Treaty, whereby her Majefty and the States fhould be mu. 
tually engag'd to each other in making War and Peace, to 
guarantee the Peace when made, and to invite the reft of 
the Allies into fach Guaranty; all which Matters and 
Tranfactions being previous to the 7th of December 1711, 
her Majefty might juftly regard the aforefaid authentick 
Aéts and Affurances, as greater Proofs of the Confidence 
the States had in her, and of their Readinefs to concur 
with her, than any Reprefentations or Reports before that 
Time; and that the faid Declaration of her Majefty from 
the Throne, was founded upon the ftricteft ‘Truth. And 
the faid Ear] believes, that every one, who impartially 
confiders the Sceps taken in the late Negociations of Peace, 
the Length of che Treaty, the feveral Letters from one of 
her Majefty’s principal Secretaries of State to her Pleni- 
potentiaries at Utrecht, the Ratification of the Engage. 
ment fign’d by her Minifters and Monfieur Buys, the 18th 
of December 1711, and her exhorting the States to za- 
tify the fame, her prefling Inftances to the Princes and 
States of the Empire, andthe many other Acts which 
were done by her Majefty’s Orders, during that Tranf 
action, for the Service and Satisfaction of her Allies, will 
readily acknowledge, that her Majefty did her utmaft 
to procure for her Allies, and in particular for his im- 
perial Majefty, all reafonable Satisfaction, and to unite 
with them, in the ftricteft Engagements, to render the 
Peace fecure and lafting, agreeabe to her Speech of the faid 
4th of December,and her Meflage of the 17th of January fol- 
lowing, in this Article mention’d: And if by any ¢x- 
traordinary Demands, or groundlefs Jealoufies of any of 
the Allies, or other Accidents, her Majefty was nor able 
to obtain for them -all the Advantages fhe defir’d, this 
will not derogate from the Truth and Sincerity of her 
Majefty’s Expreflions: And it is evident, her Majefty did 
rocure them fo great Satisfattion, that the Allies did 
all fign the Peace acthe fame Time wich her Majefty,, 
excepting only the Emperor ; and even his Interefts were 
fo far adjufted, thac what remain’d in Difpute was .not 
thought of Confequence fufficient to delay fo great and 
good a Work : And it is well known, the Emperors of 
Germany have frequently declin’d figning their Treaties 
of Peace at the fame Time with their Allies: But that 
her Majefty was indue’d, by any Influence of the faid 
Earl, to enter into any Negociation with France, exclu- ' 
five of her Allies, or that the faid Earl carry’d on any 
fuch Negociation, or that the Intereft of the faid Allies, 
or, 
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or, in particular, of the Emperor, were, by any Pra- 
Cicés of his, given up to France, he utterly denies, And 
when it is confider’d, that much Britifh Blood and Trea- 
fare’ iad been fpent to recover Spain and the We/?-Indies 
from the Houfe of Bourbon, that an expenfive War had, 


. for many Years, continu’d, which her Majefty {till fup- 


ply’d with new Recruits and redoubl’d Expence ; thac: 
het Armies, and thofé of the Allies, had been beaten in 
Spain ; that Prince Eugene had declar’d, that Forty Thou- 
farid Men .and 4000000 Crowns per Aunum, would be 
neceeflary for carrying on that War, and chat his Mafter 
could fapply no more than a fourth Part.of that Charge ; 
that it was found by long Experience, how averfe the 
Peopis of Spain, in general, were, to fubmit themfelves 
to che Houfé of Aujiria; that her Majefty difcern’d the 
Charge of renewing che War with Spain would be a Bur- 
then coo great for her Subjects, and chat there was little 
Profabiliry of its being fuccefiful; char che hereditary 
Countries were chen, by the Death of the Emperor 7o/2p), 
falten t6 King Charles, who was foon after chofen Em- 
ee (by which Event che Intereft of the Princes and 
tates of Esrope was chang’d) ic cannot be doubeed Luc 
‘that her face Majetty had, ac the Time when fhe made 
the aforefaid Declaration, done her urmoft to recover 
Syain and the Wef Iidies by Force of Arms: And the 
moft fhe could do afterwards, was by Way of Negocia- 
tion, wherein fhe ivfifted with that Earneftnefs on King 
Phikp’s quitting Spain, that France comply'd with her Ma- 
jefty’s Propofals : But when King Philip could not be 
prevail’d on to give up Spain, her Majefty choughe his 
Renunciation of the Crown of France, as Circumitances 
then ftood, the moft practicable, if not the only -Me- 
thod lefe, co prevenc tie Union of thef: nwo Monarchies : 
Bat the faid Earl doth not chink it probable, tuat che 
leaving Spain and the Weff-Iidies to the Houle of Bowrbox, 
was the Foundation of the preliminary Articles fign’d 
by Monfieur Mefnager, and of the Declaration annex’d, 
which had been fign’d by the Lord Dartmouth and Mr. 
St. Fobn, with her Majeffy’s Confenet (and which the 
faid Earl fuppofes, is what is call’d the private Treacy 
in this Article) fince he believes ic was then thought more 
likely, that the Crown of Spain might fall to fome other 
Prince, And the faid Earl doth not obferve, how her 
Majefty can be charg’d with uttering any Falfiry in her 
Meffage of the 17th of fanuary, wherein fhe sakes No- 
tice, how ‘groundlefs the Reports were, that had been 
: F 2 {pread, 
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fpread, of a feparate Peace being treated, for which Re- 
port there was not then, nor at any other Time, the 
leaft Foundation ; fince only fome few Points were ad- 
joftec, relating to the particular Intereft of her own King. 
doms, and even thofe were to have no Effect but upon 
the Conclufion of a general Peace, and were likewife 
before fuch Conclufion, communicated to the Allies. And 
the faid Earl denies, that thenceforth, or at any Time, 
there were carry’d on, by him, any feparate Meafures 
with the Minifters of France; nor doth he conceive, that 
the Propofal about the Renunciation was merely fpecu- 
lative, but that ic was of fuch a Nature as would execute 
itfelf, and keep the Crowns of France and Spaiz more 
effetually divided than ever, if ic be confider’d, that 
it did not confift only in a Renunciation to be made by 
Philip, then in the Poffeffion of the Crown of Spain, of 
his contingent Right to that of France, but that there 
was a Title to che Crown of France thereby given to the 
Duke of Orleans, and after him to the reft of the Princes 
of the Houfe of Bourbon, who could not be prefum’d to 
want the Will, nor would be likely to want the Power, 
te take Poffeflion of the Crown of France, by Virtue of 
fuch Title, in Oppofition to a Prince at fuch a Diftance, 
and who had folemnly renounc’d all his Pretenfions to it, 
Nor can the faid Earl think, the Declaration of any Mi- 
nifter of France, againft fuch Expedient (if any fuch 
was made) a fufficient Ground for her Majeity to decline 
it. The faid Earl therefore muft beg Leave to repeat, 
that he is not able to difcover, from any Thing that ap- 
pears in thofe Speeches, that, in the Particulars afore- 
mention’d, or any other the effencial Points relating to 
the Peace and Commerce, or which concern’d the In- 
rerefts cither of her Allies or Great Britain, were mif- 
reprefented by her Majefty ; nor doth he know, or be- 
lieve, chat any Inftance can be given, wherein he abus’d 
the Favour of his Royal Miftrefs, to whom he did always 
bear and pay the moft fincere Veneration and Duty ; or 
‘wherein he did miflead her Parliament into any groundlefs 
or fatal Refolution, or prevented their Advice to her Ma- 
jefty, ‘or obtain’d their Approbation to any dangerous 
Practices, or whereby her Majefty could be ever depriv’d 
of the Confidence of her Allies, or expos'd to Contempt. 
Art. XVI. In Anfwer to the fixteenth Article, che faid 
Earl doth infift, that, by the Laws and Conftirution of 
this'Realm, it is that undoubted Right and Prerogative 
of the Sovereign, who is the Fountain of Honour, 
create 
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create Peers of this Realm, as well in Time of Parlia- 
ment, as when there is no Parliament fitting, or in Being; 
and that the Exercife of this Branch of the Prerogative 
is declar’d in the Form or Preamble of al] Patents of 
Honour, to proceed e# mero Motu, as an A&E of mere Grace 
and Favour ; and that fuch Acts are noe done, as many 
other Acts of a publick Nature are, by and wich the Ad- 
vice of the Privy Council ; or as Acts of Pardon ufually 
run, upon a favourable Reprefentation of feveral Circum- 
ftances, or upon Reports from the Attorney General, or 
other Officers, that fuch Acts are lawful or expedienr, or 
for the Safety or Advantage of the Crown ; bur flows 
entirely from the beneficent and gracious Difpofition of 
the Sovereign. He farther fays, that neither the War- 
rants for Patents of Honour, che Bills, or other Engrofl- 
ments of fuch Patents, are, at any Time, communicated 
to the Council, or the Treafury as feveral other Patents 
are ; and therefore the faid Earl, either as High Trea- 
furer or Privy Counfellor, could not have any Know- 
ledge of the fame: Neverthelefs, if her late facred Ma- 
jefty had thoughe fit to acquaint him with her moft gra- 
cions Intentions of creating any Number of Peers of chis 
Realm, and had «k’d his Opinion, whether the Perfons 
whom fhe then intended to create, were Perfous pro- 
per to be promoted to that Dignity? He does believe 
he fhould have highly approv’d her Majefty’s Choice ; 
and does not apprehend, that, in fo doing, he had been 
guilty of any Breach of his Duty, or Violating of che 
Truft in him repos’d ; fince they were all Perfons of Ho- 
nour and diftinguifh’d Merit, aud the Peerage thereby was 
not greatly increas’d, confidering fome of chofe created 
would have been Peers by Defcent, and many noble Fa- 
milies were then lately excinét: And the faid Earl be- 
lieves, many Inftances may be given, where chis Pre- 
rogative hath been exercis’d by former Princes of this 
Realm, in as extenfive a Manner; and particularly in 
the Reigns of King Henry the Eighth, King fames the 
Firft, and his tace Majefty King William. The {aid Earl 
begs Leave to add, that, in the whole Courfe of his Life, 
he hath always lov’d che eftablith’d Conftitucion, and in 
his private Capacity, as well asin all publick Stations, 
when he had che Honour to be employ’d, has ever done 
his Utmoft to preferve it, and fall always continue forodo. 
Anfwer to the firft additional Article. 

In Anfwer to the farther Articles of Impeachment ex-| 
Wibited againft the faid Earl ; as to che Firft of chofe 
. wo Articles 
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Articles he faith, that he believes; That in or about the 
Month of January 1710, an Expedition was projected, 
for making a Conqueft of the City Quebeck, on the 
River of St. Lawrence, Canada, or other Pofleffions of the 
French King in North- America 5 but denies he advis'd 
her Majefty either to confent to the making fuch Expe- 
dition, or co give Orders for detaching any Battalions 
of the Forces in her Majefty’s Service in Flanders, or 
to fend any fuch Battalions, or any Squadron of Men 
of War on the faid Enterprize; but having heard that 
the faid Project, or fome Expedition of the like Na- 
ture, had been, fome Time before, confider’d in a Come 
mirtee of Council, and afterwards laid afide for that Time, 
and not being fully apprized of rhe whole Projeét, nor fo 
-well vers’d in the Affairs of that Part of the World as o- 
thers, who had more Opportunity of knowing them ; and 
Jeft che Expedition might nor, at that Time, prove fo fea- 
fible or advantageous as others of better Knowledge in 
thofe Mattere than himfelf did expeét, he did all that he 
apprehends his Duty requir’d, to prevent the putting the 
fume in Execution, and expreffed his Concern at it to 
fome Perfons about the Qneen. And having fo far fhewn 
his Opinion of the faid Defign at that Time, believes it 
would not have been thought proper for him to have ap- 
pear’d ac the Meetings, where the Methods only of carry- 
ing on the Expedition were to be adjufted, of which Meer- 
ings there had been but few, before a Misfortune Lefel 
him, which confin’éd him to his Bed. Rut the faid Earl 

enies, that he knew the faid Expedition was dangerous 
or deftruétive, nor did he hear that it was laid afide 
formerly by a Cammitree of Council, as dangerous or im- 
practicable, but only as improper in the Circumftances of 
Affairs at that Time; nor doth the faid Earl know or be- 
lieve the faid Expedition was fer on foot with any Defgn 
to promote the Intereft of the French King, or to weaken 
the Confederate Army in Flanders, or to diflipate the Na- 
val Farces of this Kingdom ; and when others of her Ma- 
jefty’s Council, better acquainted with that Affair, did 
judge it to be proper and practicable, he did not think it 
became him, upon the Strength of his own fingle Judg- 
ment, further to oppofe an Expedition, which, if it had 
fucceeded, moft certainly would have given a great and 
fenfible Blow to the Settlements and Trade of France in 
that Part of she World. And the faid Earl, with good 
Reafon, is perfuaded your Lordthips will not think it unfit 
that ber Majefty should take the Opinion of ao 
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berter underftood Affairs of that Nature; or, that your 
Lordthips can judge the faid Earl, in that Refpect, to have 
been afy Way wanting in his Duty to her Majefty ; bur 
hopes it will be rather an Evidence of his Fidelity to the 
Queen and his Country, that he fo far difceuraged what, 
in his own Judgment, he was diffident of ; however, he 
is fatisfy’d, thac thofe of her Majefty’s Council who did 
approve the Expedition, aéted therein with a fincere De~ 
fire for the Publick Good, notwithftanding the ill Succefs 
it was attended with, which mighc chiefly be owing to 
Delays by contrary Winds, and other unforefeen Acci- 
dents, And he doth not believe that her Majefty’s Allies 
did fuffer any Prejudice, or the common Enemy receive 
any Advantage, by the Detaching of Forces from Flanders 
te ferve on this Enterprize; and is inform’d, thar, to 
prevent any fuch Danger, her Majefty’s General, who 
commanded at that Time in Flanders, had Orders for pro- 
viding other Forces in their Place, if he judged it necefla- 
ty. And the faid Earl doth acknowledge, that che Sum of 
twenty eight choufand Pounds, or thereabouts, was de- 
manded at the Treafury about Jwne 1711, on Account of 
Arms, Accoutrements, Goods and Merchandize, faid to 
be fent on the faid Expedition to Canada; but he faith, 
that he was fo far from advifing her late Majefty thar the 
faid Sum fhould be iffued and paid, that, on che contrary, 
he put a Stop to che Payment of the fame, until he had 
done all he could, at that Time, to examine into the Ex- 
penditure of the faid Money: But being then High Trea- 
furer of Great Britain, and having received her Majefty’s 
Orders to pay the faid Sum, and not being able, wich his 
utmoft Precaution, then to difcover any juft Caufe why ic 
fheuld not be paid, he did afterwards, in Obedience to 
thofe Orders, and according to the Duty of his Place, 
counterfign a Warrant to the Paymafter of her Majeity’s 
Forces, for the Payment of the fame, purfuant to which, 
he believes the fame was iffued and received. And as to 
that Part of the faid Article, which charges the faid Ear! 
with employing his Arts or Credit to keep the Haufe of 
Commons from examining into that Affair; he begs Leave 
tofay, that (whatever Sufpicions he might entertain in his 
own Mind) he did not, upon Examination, find, that 
there was fufficient Proof to juftify the Laying them be- 
fore either Houfe of Parliament, And altho’ he hath been 
inform’d, that the Papers relating to that Expedition were 
laid before the laft, and have been all along in the Power 
of the prefent Haufe of Commons, yet he hath not heard, 
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that any Fraud hath been made out in that Affair, not- 
withftanding the Gentlemen who had them under their 
Infpeétion, neither wanted Ability to make the utmoft 
Difcoveries, nor could be fuppofed to be prevented there- 
in, by any Influence of the faid Earl; and he hopes it 
will not be imputed to him as a Faulr, if he had us’d any 
Skill or Credit to keep the Houfe of Commons from exa- 
mining inco this Affair, at that Jun€ture, when, by an unfeas 
fonable Inquiry, before a proper Proof could be had, the 
Fraud, if any fuch there were, would he likely for ever 
to efcape unpunifh’d. Bur the faid Earl denies, chat he e 
ver exercifed or tiad any arbitrary Power or Influence, ei- 
ther in her Majefty’s private Council, or the Great Coun- 
cil of the Nation, or entertain’d any Defign to prevent 
the Juftice due to the Queen or the Nation, or that any 
Difcovery had been made to him, further than what 
might give Sufpicion to one who was always jealous (as 
became him) of any Mifapplication of the Publick Trea- 
fure. And the faid Earl faith, that he is not confcious, 
that, by any Letter, or Memorial to her Majefty, he had 
acted contrary to his Duty: Buc humbly hopes it may be 
allow’d to obferve, that it would be a Matter of particular 
Hardfhip, and what feems to him inconfiftene with the 
Rules of Honour and Decency, if the moft fecret and in- 
timate Papers and Letters, wrote to that moft renowned 
and pious Princefs, her late Majefty, by her own fpecial 
Command, and for her own private Perufal, fhould be im- 
puted to any asa Crime; and if any Quotation from any 
fuch Letter or Paper, could be alledged again{t the faid 
Earl, he doubts not but there might appear, from orher of 
her Majefty’s private Papers, what would juftify him in 
many Partuculars, wherewith he is charged, and wovld 
give further Proof (if it were needful) how tender and af- 
fectionate her Majefty was to all her Subjeéts. 
Anfwer to the fecond additional Article. 

In Anfwer to the fecond additional Article, the faid 
Earl doth admit, That about Offober 1711, her late Ma- 
jefty did figu a Warrant direéted to him, then her Trea- 
furer of Great Britain, for the iffuing and Payment of the 
Sum of 130001. ‘to John Drummond, Efq; in the Article 
nam’d; and chat on or about the 24th of November fol- 
lowing, in Purfuance of the faid Warrant, under her 
Majefty’s Sign Manual, he the faid Earl did fign a War- 
vant for che Payment of the faid ,13000/, but for more 
Certainty begs Leave to sefer to the faid feveral Warrants, 
when the fame fhall be produc’d: And the faid Earl takes 
the Words [for /pecial Services of the War} to ag 
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inferted by Miftake of the Clerks; for he abfolutely de- 
nies, that he gave any Direétion for thofe Words, or any 
other of like Import, to be inferred: And he believes all 
the Clerks of the Treafury know, that the Monies which 
arofe from the Sale of Tin, was the Queen’s proper Mo- 
ney, for the Support of her Houfhold, and fuch Occafions 
as the fhould pleafe co direét, and not appropriated ro the 
Services of the War, altho’ fometimes it hath been pra- 
&is’d, that Loans have been taken upon Tin-Tallies, for 
the Services of the War, and other publick Services, and 
afterwards repaid to the Civil Lift, which might poflibly 
give Occafion for fuch Miftake. And che faid Earl faich, 
that having been acquainted with the Services the faid 
Mr. Drummond had perform’d, by Order of the late Barl 
of Godolphin, in borrowing Money upon Tin at a low In- 
tereft, the faid Earl ask’d Mr. Drasmmond’s Confent, that a 
Sum in Tin-Tallies might be ftruck in his Name, and 
with fuch Confene did direét, that Orders amounting ro 
the Sum of 23000 4 fhould be charged in che Regifter of 
the Exchequer, on the Monies arifing by the Sale of Tin, 
in the Name of the faid Mr. Drummend, who afterwards, 
before his going to Holland, endors’d, the faid Orders ac che 
faid Earl’s Requeft, and lefe them in the Treafury; buc 
how long it was before the faid Orders were endors’d, or 
how long they remain’d afterwards in the Treafury, che 
faid Earl doth not particularly remember; but. dori ac- 
knowledge, that che faid Orders and Tallies came after- 
wards to his own Hands, and were difpos’d of for his own 
Ufe. But in Order to lay the crue State of this Affair be- 
fore your Lordfhips, the faid Earl humbly reprefencs, chac 
upon attending the late Queen, after his being wounded, 
her Majefty had the Goodnefs to tell him, that the defign’a 
him a Sum of Money: Upon which he reprefenced to her 
Majefty the bad Condition of her Civil Lift. Buc feveral 
Times after her Majefty afk’d him, why he did not find a 
Way for receiving the Money fhe inrended him, and bring 
the neceflary Warrants for that Purpofe? He ftill urg’d the 
fame Reafon againft it, and for near fix Monchs made no 
Step in ic, cill ac laft her Majefty was pleas‘d to fay, the 
was refoly’d to have icdone. And as her Majefty had, in 
Matters of her Bounty, made Ufe of Tin-Tallies for other 
Perfons, fhe was pleas’d to mention the fame her (elf, and 
order’d proper Warrants to be prepar’d forthe Sum, which 
her Majefty of her Royal Bounty intended him: That af- 
ter her Majefty had fo pofitively fignify’d her Royal Plea- 
fure, to beftow fuch a Mark of her Favour upon che {aid 
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Earl, the faid Tallies and Orders were ftruck in Mr. Drumr 
mond’s Name, with her Majefty’s Knowledge, and at the 
faid Earl’s Nomination; and from that Time the fame 
were kept under che faid Earl’s Direction, for his Ufe, 
And the faid Earl was advifed, that nothing further was 
requifite to be done, after the Aflignment of the faid Mr. 
Drummond, for fecuring the faid Earl’s Intereft in the faid 
Tallies, till an Accident happened, which made it ne- 
ceffary for further Security, to have the faid Warrant as 
a Declaration of Truft, which was accordingly fign’d by 
her Majefty, and is to the Effect following.

HEREAS in the Year of out Lord one thoufand feven 
‘ hundred and eleven, in Confideration of the many, 
Soot, faithful, and acceptable Services which before that Time 
had been performed unto Us, by our Right Truffy and Right 
Well-beloved Coufin and Counfellor, Robert Ear! of Oxford 
(then and now our High Trepfurer of Great Britain ;) Which 
Services have tended to the Quiet, Safety, and Profperity of wus 
and our Realms, though the fame were accompanied with great 
Difficulties upon Inmfeif, and Hazards to him and his Family, 
And parcicularly reflecting upon the impious Attempt made up- 
on his Life: We did then fully refolve, as a particular Mark 
of our Favour, and of eur gracious Acceptance of the faid 
Earl’s Services, to befiow upon him a Sum in ready Money, 
But the faid Earl reprefenting to ns, that the Arrears then due 
to our Servants and Tradefmen, chargeable wpon our Cixil 
Lif, were very great aud preffing, we did therefore agree 
and determine, that the faid Earl fhould have to his own 
Ufe, the feveral Sums amounting to thirteen thoufand Pounds, 
comprized in certain Orders of Loan bearing date on, on 
about the eleventh Day of December 1711, in your Name, 
and charg’d upon the Regifter in our Exchequer on the Mo- 
nies arifing by Sale of our Tin, which Orders are not yet in 
Courfe of Payment. 

Now we do hereby declare and make known, that the faid 
Several Sums amounting to thirteen thoufand Pounds, contained 
in the faid Orders, and the Interef? thereof, due and to be due, 
are, and fhall be the proper Monies of the faid Earl of Oxford. 

And we do hereby dirett and authorize you to transfer and 
affign the faid Orders, and the whole Right and Benefi¢ thereof 
to the faid Earl and his Affizns, or to fuch Perfon or Perfons 
as he foall appoint in that Behalf. And in Cafe any the Mo- 
nies due, or to be due, or payable upon the faid Orders fhall 
come to your Hands; in fuch Cafe our Peafure is, that you 
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forthwith pay over the fame to the faid Earl, his Executors, 
Adminifivators, or Affizis, to his and their own Ufe and Be. 
hoof, without any Account to be therefore rendred fo us, out 
Heigs, or Succeffors, And this our Warrant, or an atte/fed Co- 
py thereof, fhall be your fufficient Warrant and Difcharge for 
fo doing, 





Given at our Court at Windfor-Cafile the 14th Da y 
of December, in the twelfth Year of our Reign, 
Ana.

To our Trufty and Well-beloved 
John Drummond E/9; 


And the faid Earl believes the faid Warrant was drawn 
hy Mr. Lowndes, Secretary to the Treafury, and by whar 
Means the fame was omitted to be entred in the Treafury, 
he knows not; but upon hearing there was a Difcourfe a- 
bout the faid 13000 1. in Tin-Tallies, he fent a Copy of 
the faid Warrant ro the Officers of the Treafury, wirhout 
fignifying any Defire to have the fame encred, well know- 
ing ie receiv’d its Authority from the Sign-Manual, which 
wanred no additional Force from an Entry thereof in the 
Treafury Books. And the faid Earl faith, rhat her Maje- 
fty was pleas’d of her meer Goodnefs and Bounry, and of 
her own free Will to give him the faid Sum of Money, in 
Reward of his faithful Services, and for bis Sufferings in 
her Service. And che faid Earl faith, chat the faid Grane, 
according to the Difcount upon thofe Tallies at that Time, 
amounted to the Sum of 10,000 /. or thereabouts, wherein 
he acknowledgeth the great Bounty of her Majefty, and 
takes Notice, that Grants much larger have been made 
from the Crown, to other Minifters of State, while rhe 
Neceflicies of the Crown have been equally prefling, And 
the faid Earl doth not know that in this, or any other 
Part of his Adminiftration, he ever was guilty of any 
Corruption, or any Breach of his Ouch or Truft as High 
Treafurer of Great Britain ; or that he did in any Manner 
abufe her Majefty’s Goodnefs, or make an ill Ufe of his 
Accefs to her Majefty, or embezil the publick Treafure ; 
or did at any Time, knowingly injure or opprefs her Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects, but on the contrary the faid Earl faith, 
that he manag’d the Publick Money in the moft frugal 
Manner, in order to leffen, as much as might be, the 
Charge of the War; and co eafe, if he could, the Com- 
Mons of Great Britain from all gricvous Taxes. — in 
urther 
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further Vindication of himfelf, againft all the Imputation 
of Avarice or Corruption infinuated in this Article, the 
faid Earl faith, that in every Employment, to which he 
was called by her Mijefty’s Favour, he was always con- 
tented with the accuftomed Incomes and Profits of the faid 
Employment, without endeavouring to increafe his Gain 
by any unwarrantable or extraordinary Perquifites; that 
whilft he was in any Office of Truft about her late Maje- 

» he never abufed chat Truft in making any Manner of 
Profit or Advantage to himfelf, either by the Difpofal of 
Places in his own Gift, or by the Recommendation of 
Perfons to her Majefty for fuch as were granced immedi- 
ately by her felf; chat neither in, nor out of Place, did 
he ever receive any Penfion from the Crown; that as he 
came with clean Hands into her Majefty’s Service, fo 
went he not only with clean but almoft empry Hands out of 
it, having fpent therein moft Part of the Profits which 
accru’d to him from the Places he enjoy’d; fo that at this 
Time, notwithftanding all the Advantages he receiv’d 
from them, and the extraordinary Bounty of the Queen to 

,.him, in this Article mentioned, he can, with great Truth 
‘affirm, thae his private Fortune hath thereby receiv’d ve- 
ry inconfiderable Addition. 

Anfwer to the third additional Article. 

In Anfwer to the third additional Article, che faid Earl 
fays, that Matthew Prior E{q; being employ’d by her late Ma- 
jeity ac the Courc of France, Warrants were fign’d in che ufual 
Form for Payment of fevera] Sums of Money to the faid 
Mr. Prior, which he believes from the 27th of Auguf 
4712, to che 1och of Fuly 1714. might amount to the 
Sum of cwelve thoufand chree hundred and fixty Pounds, 
as in thie faid Article is fee forth ; and he believes he 
he did pay, or caufe tobe paid, ac feveral Times, the 
faid Sums, purfuant to the Authority, he had from her 
late Majeity for that Purpofe, which he conceives is not 
only lawful, but a Duty incumbent on him. He farther 
faith, that he doth noc know that by any Law there 
ought to be certain Appointments or Allowances for che 
Maintenance and Support of Embaffadors, Envoys, Pleni- 
potentiaries, or ozher Publick Minifters of the Crown in 
foreign Courts ; But that her Majefty was at Liberty to 
vary fuch Appointments, and the Manner of paying 
them, as fhe in her Wifdom fhould think fit, out of any 
Funds appropriated to the Civil Lift. He does believe, 
that there are feveral Inftances, where Perfons employ’d 
to negotiate Matters of Importance, as Embaffadors of 
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Plenipotentiaries, have been allow’d one thoufand five 
hundred Pounds for their Equigage ; one hundred Pounds 
a Week for their ordinary Entertainment, and one thou- 
fand fix hundred Pounds for Extraordinaries, and like- 
wife farther Sums for Services perform’d by fpecial Or- 
der: And if the faid Mr. Prior had been paid upon chat 
Foot, he would have been entitl’d to a greater Sum from 
the Crown for the Time wherein he was employ’d by 
her Majefty, as aforefaid, over and above all Ditburfe- 
ments for fpecial Services, And the faid Earl faich, 
that he takes the faid Matthew Prior to have been fenc 
by her Majefty into France for her Majefty’s Service, 
and in Order to carry on the Negociations of a general 
Peace ; but denies, that he was any Creature Of the faid 
Earl’s, or fent by the faid Earl into France, or that hecarry’d 
on any Negociations of the faid Earl, or that her Majeity 
was prevail’d on by his Counfels to fend the faid Matthew 
Prier as her Plenipotentiary ro tl. + french King, without the 
Privity of or any Communication with her Allies, or thac 
the faid Earl us’d the leaft Contrivance for carrying on, or 
did carry on or promote any dangerous Practices with the 
Minifters of France, or the Enemies of her Majefty or 
her Kingdoms, or that he did ar any Time combine with 
the faid Matthew Prior to defraud her Majefty of any Sum 
of Money whatfoever, under Colour of his Employmentc ; 
or that the faid Matthew Prior was fent into France with 
the Charaéter aforefaid, or without any fetcl’d Appoinr- 
ment or Allowance for any fuch End,. or that he the 
faid Earl did give the faid Matthew Prior, an unlimited 
Credit, or promifed to pay him any Bills whatfoever, o- 
ther chan what he fhould be duly authorized to pay; or 
thar any Bills of Exchange, in the faid Article men- 
tion’d, were drawnin Purfuance of any fuch Contrivance. 
The faid Earl faith, that Thomas Harley, Efq; having 
been twice fent by her late Majeity to the Court of Has 
never, he the faid Earl being then High Treafurer of Great 
Britain, paid or caus’d co be paid to the faid Mr. Harley 
the Sum of five thonfand five hundred and fixty Pounds, 
or thereabouts, by Authority from her Majefty, and 
according to the Duty of his Office, out of Monies ap- 
propriated to the Ufe of che Civil Lift. And he believes, 
thac if Mr. Harley had receiv’d an Allowance in Pro- 
portion to what hath been paid to Embafladors, ic would 
have amounted to a greater Sum. Buc denies, thar che 
faid Sum of five thoufand five hundred and fixcy Pounds, 
or any Part of it, was paid without Authority, or for 
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promoting any wicked Purpofes of the faid Earl, or that 
he did either illegally or fraudulently iffue, ‘or direét, 
or advife the Direction or Payment of any Sum or Sams 
of Money out of her Majefty’s Treafury, to any Perfon 
whatfoever, or that he ever enter’d into any €ombina- 
tion with rhe Perfons above-mention’d, or any other 
Perfon whatfoever, to defraud her Majefty of any of the 
publick Money which he was entrufted with the Ma- 
nagement of. 
Anfwer to the fourth additional Article. 

In Anfwer to the fourth additional Article, the faid 
Earl denies, that he ever held any Correfpondence with 
Mary, the late Confort of the late King Fames II. either by 
the Means of Mr, Prior, or by any others Means whatfo- 
ever, or that he ever intended, or had che leaft Defign any 
Way to promote the Incereft of the Pretender; nor doth the 
faid Earl know or believe, that Monfieur Gualtier, in 
the faid Article nam’d, was entrufted or employ’d as an 
Agent between any of the Minifters of Great Britain and 
France, in tranfacting any Affairs relating to the Pre- 
tender; and denies, that he the faid Earl had any Con- 
ferences with him the faid Monf. Gualtier on that Subje@: 
Nor doth the faid Earl know or believe, that he the 
faid Monf. Gualtier was empower’d to concert with him 
the faid Earl particularly, che fettling any Payment or 
Remittance of the Annuities hereafter mention’d, or any 
other yearly Sum to be paid or remitred out of her Ma- 
jefty’s Treafury into France: Neither had the faid Earl 
the leat Defign, that any of the Fruits or Advantages 
of the Peace fhould be made an Offering to any Adhe- 
rent of the Pretender ; nor did he agree or undertake to 
procure the Payment of the yearly Sum of forry feven 
thoufand Pounds, or any other yearly Sam, to the Ufe 
of the faid late Confort, during her Life. But the faid 
Earl doth admit, that the late King fames II. by Let- 
ters Patents under che great Seal of England, bearing Date 
On, or about the 28th Day of Auguff, in the Year 1695. 
granted unto Lawrence Earl of Rocheffer, Henry Earl of 
Peterborough, Sidney Lord Godolphin, Robert Worden, Efq; 
and Sir Edward Herbert, Kt, (who are ail fince deceas’d) 
divers Annuities or yearly Sums of Money, amounting 
to thirty feven thoufand three hundred twenty eighc 
Pounds, thirteen Shillings and feven Pence, payable out 
of the Hereditary Duty of Excife, and the Poft-Office, and 
other Revenues in che faid Letters Patents mention’d, 
to hold to chem, and their Heiss, daring the Life of “ 
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faid Confort, in Truft for her, And by other Letters Pa- 
tents, bearing date, on or about the third Day of December 
in the Year 1686, alfo granted unto the faid Confore a 
further Penfion, or yearly Sum of ten thoufand Pounds, to 
hold during -her natural Life; whereby the faid Revennes 
arifing from the Hereditary Excife and Poft-Office, and 
other the Revenues in the faid Letters Patents men- 
tion’d, became charged with, and were liable to che 
faid Annuities or yearly Sums, as in chis Article is 
mentioned, And the faid Ear] doth admit, that che 
faid Revenues were by feveral Acts of Parliament granred 
and fectled during the Life of his late Majeity King Willi- 
am the Third, for the Ufe and Service of his Houfhold 
and Family, and for other his neceflary Expences and Occa- 
fions; and after his Demife, during the Life of her late Ma- 
jefty Queen ANNE, were appointed ta be for the Supparc 
of her Houfhold, and of the Honour and Dignity of the 
Crown ; but faich, that im the fame Ac of Parliamenr, 
whereby the faid Revenues are fo appointed, there is a ge- 
neral Saving to all and every Perfon and Perfons of all 
fuch Rights, Titles, Eftates, Interefts, Claims and Demands 
whatfoever, of, in, or to, or out of the faid Revenues and 
Hereditaments, or any of them, as they, or any of them, 
had, or ought to have had, before the making the faid 
Act, as fully, to all Intents and Purpofes, as if the faid 
A& had never been made. And che daid Earl doth admic, 
that an A& of Parliament was made in the twelfth Year 
of her late Majefty’s Reign, whereby the Sum of five hun~ 
dred thoufand Pounds, for.the Caufes therein mentioned, 
was to be applied (in Aid of the Revenues or Branches 
which were appointed for the Support of her Majefty’s 
Houfhold, and of the Honour and Dignity of the Crown) 
for, or cowards the paying fuch Arrears of Salaries, Wa- 
ges, Diet-Money, and other Allowances, and fuch Debrs 
for Emptions, Provifions, and other Caufes as fhould ap- 
pear to be due and owing ta her Majefty’s Servants, Trade 
men and others. But the {aid Earl faich, he hath heard, 
that the faid late Confore of the late King James Ul. efteem- 
ing her felf to be entitled by the Laws of England, by 
Vertue of the faid Letcrers Patents to che feveral yearly 
Sums of Money therein mention’d, did by Letcer of Ar- 
torney impower and authorize the faid M. Gualtier to de-. - 
mand and receive for her only Ufe, Benefit and Behoof, all 
Sums of Money which from and after clie Feaft of the An- 
nuneiation of the Blefled Virgin 1713, were become dus 
and payable upon the faid feveral Aunuitics, amounting 
ig 
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to thirty feven thoufand three hundred twenty eight: 
Pounds, thirteen Shillings and feven Pence, and the other 
Annuity or yearly Sum of ten thoufand Pounds, and to 
give Acquittances and Diftharges for the Monies he fhould 
fo receive to her only Ufe and Behoof, as aforefaid; and , 
that thereupon he the faid Monf. Gualtier applied himfelf to 
her Majefty for the Payment of the Monies which were 
incurred or grown due on the faid feveral Annuities, from 
the faid 25th Day of March 1713, and that her Majefty 
was pleafed to fign a Warrant, directed to him the faid 
Earl, being then her Majefty’s High Treafurer, or to the 
High Treafurer, or Commiflioners of the Treafury for the 
Time being, in the Words, or to the Effect in the faid Ar- 
ticle fet forth; but for more Certainty refers himfelf to 
the faid Warrant, when the fame fhall be produced. And- 
that in Obedience to her Majefty’s Commands, fignified 
by che faid Warrant, he the faid Earl did direét two fe- 
veral Warrants to the Auditor of the Receipt of the Exche- 
quer, to the Effect in the faid Article fer forth; but for 
more Certainty refers to the faid feveral Warrants when 
the fame thall be produced, But he denies he advifed her 
Majefty to fign the faid Warrant of the 23d of December 
3723, but when fach Warrant was brought to him, and 
he knew that the fointure of the faid Confort had been 
confiem’d by Aé& of Parliament, and had heard, that by 
fome private Article or Agreement at the Treaty of Ry/- 
wick, Provifion had been made in relation to ic; and the 
Legality of the Demand not being doubted by her Maje- 
fty’s Counfel learned in the Law, the faid Ear] thoughe 
it his Duty to pay Obedience to it. And the Sum of five 
hundred thoufand Pounds intended to be raifed by the Ac 
of the twelfth Year of her Majefty’s Reign, rogecher with 
a great additional Sum in Tallies, being defign’d for dif- 
charge of her Majefty’s Debts, the faid Earl thought him- 
felf fufficiently authorized to direst that the faid Sum of 
Money, mention’d in che faid Warrants, which he was 
advifed was a Debt from her Majefty, fhould be paid out 
of the faid five hundred choufaud Pounds; yet the Sum in 
the faid Warrants mention’d, or any Part thereof, was not 
paid out of the faid appropriated Sum of five hundred 
thoufand Pounds or otherwife; but the whole Sum of five 
hundred choufand Pounds was applied to: other Ufes, for 
Which it was appropriated. And che faid Earl humbly 
hopes, that he hath not hereby betray’d the Honour of 
her lace Majeity, or che Imperial Crown of rhefe Realms, 
or acted contrary to his Duty; and the faid Earl doth ac 
knowledge, 
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knowledge,’ that the faid Monfieur Gualtier coming into 
land with Lettets of Credénce from the French King 10 
her late Majefty, after having refided fometime in Ang- 
land, her Majefty was pleafed, before his Deparrure hence, ta 
dire&t a Prefene fhould be made tothe faid Monfieur Gual- 
tier, as hath been ufual in like Cafes to Publick Minifters ; 
and he believes her faid Majefty was the rather inclined ro 
make fuch Prefene to the faid Monfiewr Gualtier, becaufe 
the faid Earl hath heard, and takes it to be true, that the 
faid Gualtier had been inftrumensal with the French King, 
to obtain the Delivery and Releaf: of thofe poor Prote- 
ftants, who had fuffer’d aboard the Gallies on Account of 
their Religion ; whofe Refcue from Slavery, her Majeity, 
out of her known Zeal to the Proreftant Religion, and onc 
of her wonted Piety and Compaflion to the Confeflors in 
fo good a Caufe, had much at Heart, and had prevailed 
therein beyond Expectation; ic being what, by his Maje- 
fty King William, had been ‘attempted in vain, and was 
thought, by many, impoflible ever to be obtain’d: And 
the good Offices of the faid Gwaltier, in rhat Affair, ha- 
ving been very actteptable to her Majefty, the was pleafed 
toincreafe his Prefenc in refpsct thereof, and therefore or- 
der'd it to be paid in the-farne Manner as had been done 
toothers, whofe Prefents her Majefty choughe fit to aug- 
ment.. And for chis End her Majefty, about the Time in 
the Article mention’d, did fign a Warrant direéting the 
Payment of one thoufand Pounds Sterling to Danie] Ar- 
thur Efq; in the fame Article mencion’d, to che Incent it 
might be paid to the faid Monfieur Gualtier, on the Acs 
count aforefaid. And che faid Earl believes, the faid Mo- 
nies were iffued and paid accofdingly, and doth not ap- 
prehend he hath cherein aéted contrary to his Duty. 
Anfwer to the fifth additional Article. 

In Anfwer co the fifth additional Article, the faid Earl 
doth admic, the Sovereign of this Realm may refufe to re- 
ctive any natural-born Subj:¢t, who hath committed, and 
isunder che Guile of High-Treafon as a Publick Minifter, 
ot with any Chara¢ter from any foreign Prince, State, or 
Potentarce: And chat where fuch Perfon is known to be 
guilty of fuch Crime, it may, in moft Cafes, be fic fo to 
to, But he the faid Earl apprehends, that the Sovereign 
isthe proper Judge whom to refufé or receive with fuch 
Character. The faid Earl believes, that a Perfon ftyling 
himfelf, or commonly known, by the Name of Lilcort, or 
lavlefs, did, about the Year 172 or 1713, come into Eng- 
lad with Leccers of Credence to her Majefty, from tue 
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King and late Queen of Spain, and Authority to treat a- 
bout carrying Britifh Merchandizes to the Spanifh Weft- Indies; 
and that her Majefty was pleafed to admit fuch Perfon 
with fuch Letters of Credence; and, before his Return to 
Spain, was yleafed to order, for che Ufe of fuch Perfon, the 
Sum of one thoufand Pounds, to be paid ‘out of the Mo. 
nies appropriated to the Civil Lift, which the faid Earl, in 
Obedience to fuch Orders, caufed to be paid, anc humbly 
apprehends ic was his Duty fo todo, But the faid Warl be 
lieves, that when the faid Lilcott, or Lawlefs, was fo admit- 
ted, he was generally thought to be a natural Spaniard, 
and that, from the Advantages of thofe Licences which he 
brought, for carrying the Britifb Merchandizes to the Wef- 
Indies, he expeéted a much larger Prefent; however, the 
faid Earl denies, that he knew, or was inform’d, before 
the Arrival of the fiid Lawlefs in England, any Thing of 
his coming hither, nor after his Arrival did he fee him, 
or know of his being here, before he had been introduced 
to her Majefty ; it being ufual for Publick Minifters to be 
introduced by rhofe Servants of her Majefty, to whofe Of. 
fice it belongs, as Matter of Duty and common Difpatch, 
withour confulring therein other Minifters of State. And 
upon the Notice taken of this Affair formerly in the Honfe 
of Peers, it appear’d, that the noble Lord who introduced 
the faid Lawlefs to the Queen, by Virtue of his Office, did 
it, as of courfe, and did not then know he was other than 
a Native of Spain. And the faid Earl faith, that of a 
long Time after he had been fo introduced, the faid Earl 
neither knew nor heard that he was other than a natural 

Spaniard; but when the faid Perfon had continued in Eng- 
Jaud a confiderable Time, there was a Rumour, and the 
faid Earl was afterwards inform’d, he was a Native of Ire- 

land, and departed out of that Kingdom in his Youth, and 

had fince been in the Spanifh Service; but doth not know, 

nor was inform’d, that he had committed or been Guilty 

of High-Treafon, or that he had ferved the late King 
James Wid in the War in Ireland, againft King William Ild, 

or had follow’d the faid King ames Ild into Franee, or 
been in his Intereft or Service, or had been in Rebellion a- 
gainft King Wiliam, or in Arms againft the late Queen, 
And the faid Earl having no Notice of the faid Perfon’s 
Arrival, before his being admitted to her Majeity, nor 
any Knowledge of any Crime he was guilty of, fubmits 
whether ic fhall be imputed to him as any Wane of Duty, 

that he did not advife her Majefty againft admicting & 
receiving him in the Chasatter aferefaidy or that he did, 
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by her Majefty’s Authority, meet, confer, or negociare 
with him, concerning any Affairs about which he was 
authoriz’d to treat, (in Cafe he had fo done, which howe 
ver the faid Earl doth not admic) or ‘that, by Authoriry 
from her Majefty, he paid the fid Sum of one thoufand 
Pounds to the faid Daniel Arthur, which after came to his 
Uf. But the faid Earl doth deny, that he advifed her 
Majefty to fign the Warrant for Payment of the faid one 
thoufand Pounds, or gave any Directions for Payment 
thereof, contrary to what was intended by her Majefty. 
And the faid Earl admits, that fome other Sums of Monies 
(which might amount in the Whole ro nine hundred and 
fifteen Pounds, or thereabouts) were paid in Satisfaction of 
Monies advanced to the faid Lawlefs, as Part of the Mow 
nies agreed to be advanced to his Catholick M.jefty by the 
Affiento-Contraét; but denies, that he direéted the Pay 
ment of any other Monies whatfoever out of her Maje- 
fty’s Treafury, to the faid Lilefb: alias Lawlef:, or knows 
that any other Monies were paid to him, befide the afore- 
mention’d Sum of one thoufand Pounds, and the Monics 
paid in Satisfattion of what was advanced ta him to 
wards the Part due to his Catholick Majefty, by che fuid 
Affiento-Contraé&t. And the faid Earl never affumed the 
fupreme Direction in her Majefty’s Councils, neither was 
he advifing, that the faid Perfon fhould be introduced tg 
her Majefty, or fhould be received or treated by her Mi- 
nifters, under the difguifed Name of Don Carlo Moro, or 
fhould at all be received as a Publick Minifter here. And 
the faid Earl doth acknowledge; that the Houfe of Lords, 
with commendable Zeal, made fuch Addrefs, and came to 
fuch Refolution, and.that her Maj-fty made fuch Anfwer, 
and iffued fuch Proclamatfon, as in the faid Article is 
mention’d. And asthe faid Earl had always the higheft 
Regard to the Safety of her Majefty’s Perfon, the Secu- 
rity of the Proteftant Succeflion, and Advice and Refo- 
lution of the Houfe of Peers; fo- he. denies, thar he had 
the leaft Knowledge, that the faid Lilefh alias Lawle/s had 
tver been Minifter or Agent of the Pretender ar the 
Court of Madrid, or the leaft Sufpicion that he was feng 
into England to promote the Intereft of the Pretender in 
thefe Kingdoms; nor is he confcious to himfelf, that he 
hath done any Thing to expofe the Perfon of her moft 
ficred Majefty, to enervate or render ineffectual the Ad- 
Vice of Parliament, or ber Majefty’s Declarations, to 
countenance any Ewiffary of the Prétender, or encourage 
his Adherents, to che Danger of the Proteftant Succeffion 
; G2 a 
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as by Law eftablifi'd in the Serene Houfe of Hanover; but 

on the contrary is perfuaded, his Conduét in that Affair is 

fo well known, as not to need any farther Juftification : 

Buc if it fhould at any Time be thought neceflary, he is 

able to produce thofe Proofs of it; which are the beft Au- 

thotity in the World, for his Vindication, 
Anfwer to the Sixth additional Article. 

In Anfwer to the fixth additional Article, the faid Earl 
hath been inform’d, and doth believe ic may be true, that 
after feveral unfuccefsful Attempts by her late Majefty, in 
Conjunction with her Allies, to eftablifh his prefenc Im- 
perial Majefty on the Throne of Spain, InftruStions ix, 
Writing were given to Mitford Crow, Efq; about the 7th 
Day of Marth 1705, taking Notice, that her Majefty had 
been inform’d, the People of Catalonia were inclin’d to 
‘caft off the Yoke impos’d on them by the French, and to 
retutn to the Obedience of the Houfe of Auffria ; and that 
her Majefty, defiring to maintain and improve that good 
Difpoficion in them, and to induce them to put the fame 
fpeedily in Execution, had made Choice of him to carry 
on fo great a Work, for the Advantage of her Service, and 
the Good of the common Caufe, as was the making 2 
Treaty with the Catalans, or any other People of Spain, 
for the Purpofes aforefaid 5 and that the faid Mitford Crow 
was thereby empower’d ta give the Catalans, or other Spa- 
niards, Affurances of her Majefty’s utmoft. Endeavours to 
procure the Eftablifhment of all fuch Rights and Immu 
Nities, as they formerly enjoy’d under the Houfe of Anfria, 
and the Confirmation of fuch Titles as had been conferr'd 
on any of them by the Duke of Anjou: And that, for cheir 
further Satisfaction, her Majefty had fent to King Charles 
the 3d, for Powers for confirming the fame to them ; and 
was willing, if they infifted on it, to become Guarantee 
thac it fhould be done. And the faid Earl hath been like. 
wife inform’d, That her Majefty, in a Commiffion grant- 
ed to the faid Mitford Crow, exprefs’d, That fhe thought fit to 
enter into a Treaty with the Principality of Catalonia, or ary 
other Province of Spain, on Condition they wold acknowledge 

and receive Charles the 34, as lawful King of Spain, and wt 
terly abdicate the Houfe of Bourbon, and join their Forces with 
her Majeffy’s. And that her Majefty was pleas’d alfo to 
fign and deliver to the faid Mitford Crow, Credential Let- 
ters, direéted co the Nobility, Magiftracy, and other Offi- 
cers of Catalonia, or any other Province of Spain, defiring 
them to give Faith to ‘every Thing the faid Mitford Crow 
fhould tell them in her Majefty’s Name: And chat In- 
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Rructions were likewife given to che Earl of Peterborough, 
and Sir Cloudefly Shovel, about the Time, and to the Effect in 
the faid Article mention’d ; and that a Manifefto or Decla~ 
ration was afterwards publith’d by the faid Earl of Peterbe- 
rough, to the Effect in the faid Article fec forth : But the faid 
Earl denies that fuch Manifefto or Declaration was prepar’d 
by his Advice or Privity. And the faid Earl believes it 
may be true, that fome Part of che Nobility, Gentry, and 
Inhabitants of the Principality of Catalonia, and alfo of 
the Inhabicanrs of the Ifland of Majorca, did afterwards 
acknowledge King Charles the 34 (now Emperor) for cheir 
lawful Sovereign, and did join their Arms with cthofe of 
her Majefty and her Allies, againft the prefent King of 
Spain ; buc by what Motives they were induc’d thereunto, 
the faid Earl does noc know. And the faid Earl does ace 
knowledge, ‘That, for fome Time, the Arms of her Maje- 
fty and her Allies in Spain, were atcended with confidera- 
ble Succeffes, in which the Bravery of che Catalans ap- 
pear'd, and the Forces of the Confederates twice encer’d 
the Capital City of that Kingdom ; by which fignal Con- 
quefts, and the great Supplies that have been granted by 
Parliament, for their Affiftance, the faid People were un- 
der the higheft Obligations of Gratitude to her Majelty ; 
bat che Advanrages thofe Succeifes had given King Charles 
the 3d, being loft, her Majefty found the Burcthen of chae 
War very heavy to her Subjeéts, the Conqueit of Spaiz for 
the prefent Emperor impracticable, and, after che Acceflion 
of the Empire, and D-fcenc of the Hereditary Countries to 
him, efteem’d inconfiftent with the Interefts of many of 
her Allies ; and cherefore thought it neceflary, for rhe Good 
Of her People, and the Tranquillity of Europe, co encer 
Into Negotiations for a General Peace. But che faid Earl 
denies, thac he enter’d into any Confpiracy for fubjecting 
the Spanifo Monarchy to the Houfe of Bourbon, or ever had 
the leaft Defigi’ of che Ruin or Deftruction of any of che 
Rights, Libercies, or Privileges of the Catalans ; or thac 
he ever form’d any Contrivance for abandoning chem to 
the Fury or Revenge of the Duke of Anjou, or his Adhe- 
rents or for che Extirpation of any of their Rights,. Li- 
berties, or Privileges; or that he advis’d her Majetty’to 
give Directions to the Lord Lexington to acknowledge the 
Duke of Anjou King of Spain, before any Negotiation ef 
Peace was fet on Foot in due Form of Law, between the 
Crowns of Great Britain and Spain. On the contrary, the 
fiid Earl faith, that, by Letcers and Papers fent by one 
of her Mijefty’s Principal Secretaries af Stace to che Lord 
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Lexirgion, ic will appear, thac after her Mujefty had hear- 
ken’d to the Propofsls for a General Peace, for the Good of 
her own People, and her Allies, the us’d her befl Endea- 
Vours for obtaining the Liberties of the Catalans, atthe 
Conclufion of the Peace, and that his Lordthip was dire. 
ed peremptorily and abfolutely to infift thereon : Nor doth 
the faid Earl know or believe, that any Orders were ever 
fent from, or given by her Majefty, to any of her Mini- 
fters, to recede from that Demand ; or that the faid Lord 
Lexington ever defifted from making the utmoft Efforts he 
could for obraining ir. And if, from any Meafures of the 
Catalans, or of his Imperial Majefty, or from any other 
Caufe, her Majefty’s Endeavours had not their full Effect, 
the faid Earl conceives it cannot be imputed to any Neg- 
leét of her Majefty, or any Want of Duty in him the fad 
Earl. He believes, that about rhe Time in the faid Article 
mention’d, his Imperial Majefty did enrer intoa Convention 
or Agreemenr for evacuating Catalonia; and that her Mae 
jefty, out of Inclination to perform her beft Offices to the 
Emperor, was prevail’d on to become one of the Guarantees 
thereof; buc denies that his Imperial Majefty was neceffi- 
tate’, by any Praétices of the faid Earl, to make any 
fuch Convention; and is ignorance for what Caufes his 
Imperial Majefty, whom it moft concern’d, omitted, in 
fuch Convention, tro make exprefs and poficive Stipulstions 
for the Liberties of the Catalans. If it proceeded from 
any Dependance upon the Declaration of her Majefty, ta 
interpofe her beft Offices on their Behalf, and the Promifes 
of the French King to join his Endeavours therein ; he is 
confident ic will appear, her Majefty’s beft Offices were 
employ’d in that Affair, when it is confider’d, what re- 
peared Inftances fhe made by her Minifters, and in the 
moft pithetick Manner, to obtain for them the Privileges 
they defir'd: And that her Majefty, by her earneft Inter- 
pofition, did obtain a Grant and Cenfirmation to all the 
Inhabitants of Catalonia, of a ‘perpetual Amnefty and 
Oblivion of all that was done in the late War, the full 
Poffeffion of all their Eftates and Honours, and a farther 
Grant of all their Privileges,. which the Inhabitants of 
both Caffiles, who, of all the Spaniards, were moft dear to 
the King of Spain, enjoy’d; or might at any Time after 
have, or enjoy ; whereby the Catalans, if they obtain’d 
not afl the ancient Drivileges they pretended co, receiv’d 
however, in Compenfation thereof, the Advantage of 
trading direétly to the Weft-Indies, and other Privileges, 
to which they were never before entitled. And the Houle 
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of Peers, upon Confideration of feveral Papers laid before 
them, relating to this Affair, in Purfuance of their Addrefs 
to her Majefty in that Behalf, exprefs’d their utmoft 
Thankfulnefs and Satisfaction for her Majefty’s repeated 
and earneft Endeavours for preferving to the Catelans the 
fall Enjoymenc of al) their juft Rights and anciene Liber- 
ties: And it is probable her Majefty had prevail’d to obtain 
for them their ancient Privileges and Liberties, in the 
Jargeft Extent, if.they had waiced the Bvent of her gra 
cious Interpofitions in their Favour, and not derermin’d 
tocarry on the War by themfelves, againft King Philip, 
after che Emperor had fign’d the Convention for evacua- 
ting their Country ; which incens’d the King of Spaix 
in the higheft Degree, and was look’d upon by him as the 
moft obftinate Rebellion. However, the faid Earl faith, 
he never amus’d the Cgtalans with any Expectations what- 
foever, Nor in any Degree contributed to engage them in 
any obftinate Defence againft the Duke of Anjou ; nor ad- 
vis'd her Majefty to conclude a Peace with Spain, without 
Security for the ancient Rights, Liberties, and Privileges 
of that People ; or to fend Sir James Wifbart with a Squa- 
dron of Men of War, for the Purpofes in che faid Article 
mention’d ; but believes her Majefty might think herfelf 
oblig’d, by being Guaranty to the faid Convention for the 
evacuating of Catelonia, to fend the faid Sir James Wifbare 
into the Mediterranean, with a Squadron of Men of War, 
altho’ he knows not rhe Orders or Inftructions given on 
that Occafion ; and humbly apprehends, that he cannor, 
in Juftice, be charg’d with any Confequences from thac 
unhappy People’s Refufsl to comply in.chetr Submiffion 
to the King of Spain, upon the Terms her Majetty had 
ttipulated for them. 
CONCLUSION. 
HUS the faid Earl has laid his Cafe before your 
Lordfhips, wherein he hopes he has fully anfwer'd 
the feveral Articles exhibited againft him ; yee left there 
fhould be any Omiffion in his Anfwer, which may be 
made ufe of to his Prejudice, he fays, he is not guilty 
of all, or any che Matters contain’d in the {aid Arti- 
cles, or any of them, in Manner and Form as they are 
therein charg’d againft him ; and hambly hopes that your 
Lordfhips will excufe any Imperfections or Defects in the 
faid Anfwer, with Regard to Expreflion or Form; and 
impute whatever of that Kind may appear, to the greac 
Weaknefs of Body, and ill State of Health, which the 
fgid Earl now labours, and hath for fome Months patt ie 
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bour’d under : And that your Lordthips will be induc’d to 
make all farther due Allowances in his Favour, from the 
following Confiderations, which relate to the Nature of 
the Charge in general, and the Difficulcies with which his 
Defence of himfelf, againft the Particulars contain’d in 
that Charge, is and muft be attended. Moft of the Arti- 
cles with which he ftands charg’d, relate entirely to the 
Negoriations of the Peace lately concluded at Usrecht 5 he 
doubts nor but your Lordfhips will confider, that he muft 
of Neceilicry be under greae Difficulties, in giving a 
full and particular Account of fuch a great Variety of 
Faéts 2s are contain’d in chefe Articles; that feveral of 
thofe Fa¢ts concern Tranfactions with the Minifters of 
foreign States, who cannot be produc’d as Witneffes in his 
Defence, be their Teftimony never fo material ; that 





_ many S:eps and Proceedings in an Affair of this Nature, 


where the Interefts of feveral Parties, not only feparate 
from, but fome of them alfo contrary to each other, are 
to be adjufted, do require great Secrecy and Addrefs in the 
Managemenc: And that in Treaties becween Enemies, 
fuch Terms are often propos’d, and fuch Arguments us‘d, 
as carry a different Appearance from the real Intentions of 
thofe that treat: Upon which Accounts, it muft be very 
difficulc to fet every Thing that pafs'd in the late ‘Nego- 
ciations, with Regard to the Enemy, and to the Allies, 
in a clear Light, and to juftify every Step that was taken 
towards conducting them to the End propos’d ; efpecially 
fince the Account of thofe Tranfa¢tions, and of che Rea- 
fons on which they were founded, cannot, as he conceives, 
be duly clear’d, bur by infpecting the entire Series of Let- 
ters and Papers, which pafs’d during the Continuance of 
thofe Tranfactions, and by comparing together fuch Paf- 
fages in them, as mighr give Light to each other, and-to 
the whole, All which Letters and Papers are (as he is 
inform’d) now in the Poffeflion of the Honourable Houfe 
of Commons ; nor was it thought fic, upon his humble 
Application to your Lordfhips, that he fhould be indulg’d 
with a Copy of any of them. He-hopes that it may not 
mifbecome him, on,this Occafion, to obferve to your 
Lordthips, that the Houfe of Commons, by being poflefs’d 
of thofe Papers, have a fuller View of the whole Brogrefs, 
and of all che fecret Steps of that Negociation, than per- 
haps was ever, in the like Cafe, imparted to any Houfe of 
Parliament ; and they have cherefore all the Advantage 
poflible, towards forming the Charge againft him upon 
she Articles of his Impeachment ; whereas he (the =) 
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Earl) being defticute of S11 Affiftance from thofe Papers, 
is under great and particular Difadvantages towards ma- 
king his Defence, in the Points whereof he there flands 
accus’d ; and he is therefore humbly affur’d, that as your 
Lordfhips, on the one Side, will not expect from him any 
fuch Proofs of his Inmocence, as can only be drawn from 
a Perufal of thofe Papers ; fo, on the other, you wil! not 
admit of all, or any of thofe Articles, as made good 
‘againft him, unlefs the Accufations therein contain’d, be 
fupported by the cleareft and moft unqueftionable Evi- 
dence, of whieh che Nature of the Faéts is capable. He 
fabmits it likewife to your Lordfhips Confideration, Whe- 
ther, in a Negociation drawn out into a great Length, 
where the Advice of all chofe in high Truft about her 
Majefty was to be taken, and where feveral Perfons were 
- to be intrufted wich the Managamenc of what was agreed 
upon, he can, with any Colour of Equity, be made an- 
fwerable for advifing and conduéting the whole? He 
defires alfo further to obferve, that every Thing wich 
which he is charg’d, was done in the Reign of a gracious 
Princefs, now deceas’d; who, by Reafon of the perfect 
Knowledge the had of the ill State of Affairs ac Home, 
of the Advances made towards Peace from Abroad, and of 
the Commands which fhe at feveral Times laid on her 
Servants, had been the beft, and, indeed, could be the 
only competent Judge, whether fhe was fraudulently 
dealt with, led, by ill Advice, into Meafures which the 
did not direét and approve, or made any Inftrumenr of 
facrificing the Interefts of her Kingdoms to the Enemy, 
It is with great Grief that he finds fach Things fuggefted, 
as feem to lay a Stain upon the Character of fo excellence 
a Queen, whofe Memory, he is confident, will be for ever 
dear to this Country. And therefore he takes Leave, in 
the moft folemn Manner, co affure your Lordfhips, that as 
far as he knows, or can remember, every Thing relating 
to the Tranfactions of Peace, was communicated to her 
late Majefty, and maturely confider’d by her, before any 
Thing was determin’d thereupon, nor was any Step taken, 
but in Purfuance of fuch Determination. As to the Peace 
in general, he the faid Ear?’ thinks he has very good Rea- 
fon to fay, That che Queer had nothing more at Hearr, 
than to procure fo great a Blefling for her People; and 
that when ic was obtain’d, fhe had chis Satisfaction in 
herfelf, that fhe had taken the moft proper Meafures to 
juftify her Conduét, both toward her Allies, and toward 
her qwn Subjects; for upon a Review of her Majefty’s 
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whole Proceeding, in Relation to War and Peace, he be- 
lieves ic will appear, and hath in Part appear’d, by the 
Aufwer of the faid.Ear]l to the faid Articles, That as her 
Majefty enter'd further into the War than fhe was oblig’d 
by any Treaties, fubfifting at the Time of her Acceflion 
to the Throne, fo the contributed more Men and Money 
towards carrying icon afterwards, than fhe was engag’d 
to provide by any fubfequent Treaties: That her earneft 
Defires of Peace being twice fruftrated, when fuch Condi- 
tions might have been obtain’d, as would have fully an- 
fwer’d the Ends for which the War was at firft declar’d : 
That all our Succeffes and Viétories ending in the annual 
Increafe of the Charge of England, without any further 
Afliftance from her Allies; and her Kingdoms being ex- 
haufted to fuch a Degree, (notwithftanding the great Ad- 
vantages obtain’d by her Arms) that fhe was not able to 
continue the War, upon the Foot ic then ftood, one Year 
longer ; whilft her Allies refus’d to continue it upon thofe 
equal Conditions, to which they were by Treaties oblig’d : 
She was at laft conftrain’d, in Compaflion to her People, 
to hearken to the Overtures of Peace then made her from 
France, without relying farther on the vain Hopes of gain 
ing more advantageous Terms, by protracting the War a 
Year longer ; fhe had carry’d it on for fome Time under 
that Profpeét, without reaping the Benefits propos d, even 
at Junétures that feem’d moft favourable to her Demands, 
and to the Precenfions of her Allies; fhe had, indeed, by 
that Means, rais’d che Glory of her Arms; but fhe could 
not think this a fafficient Recompence for the increafing 
Miferies of her People ; and therefore refolv’d to lay hold 
of the Opportunity chat offer’d to her of ending the War 
by a Peace, if it might be obtain’d upon Terms every 
Way juft, fafe, and honourable; and thofe who were 
then employ’d in her Majetty’s Counfels, thought them- 





felves oblig’d co fcond her good Intentions in this Cafe, 


and to obey her Commands with all Readinefs, The faid 
Earl prefumes, on this Occafion, to mention the S:ying 
of as wife a- Man, and as greag.a. General, as che lait Age 
produc’d, the Duke of Parmaj; when France was in a far 
Jower Condition than now, being almoft equally divided 
berween two contending Parties, and Spain was at the 
Heighth of its Glory, and he himfelf ac che Head of a 
Spanifh Army, fupporting one of thofe Parties, after Paris 
ic felf had Leen Lefieg’d by the other, it was his Opinion, 
(and the Advice he gave to his Maj-ity, the King of Spain, 
was grounded upon ir) That if France mere to be got ou 
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by reducing its Towns, the World would be fooner at an End 
than fuch a War. The Queen feem’d, at this Time, with 
becter Reafon to frame the like Judgment; and it was 
thercfore her Pleafure, and a great Inftance (as the faid 
Earl conceives) of her Wifdom and Goodnefs, to think of 
fecuring a Peace while the feem’d able to carry on the Wary 
her Armies being full and numerous, and before the ex- 
haufted Condition of her Kingdoms, and the Impoflivilicy, 
on her Side, of maintaining fo difproportion’d an Ex- 
pence, was difcover’d by her Enemies. At chis Juncture, 
the Queen enter’d upon a Negociation of Peace, wich 
Circumftances of great Honour to her'felf, France apply- 
ing to her firft on this Account, previoufly owning her 
Title, and acknowledging the Right of the Proreftanc 
Succeffion, two chief Grounds upon which the Declara- 
tion of the Jaft War was built. As tothe Allies, ic was 
conduéted in the fame Manner asall Treaties of Peace in 
Confederacies have ever been, and according to the known 
Laws of Nations in fuch Cafes; the firft Motion, and 
the feveral Steps of ir, as faftas they ripen’d into Propo- 
fals fic for Confideration, being, withouc Delay, commu- 
nicared to the Scates-General. By the Terms of this Peace, 
as all reafonable Satisfaétion and Security, due te any of 
the Allies by Treaty, were obtain’d for them by the 
Queen, and cheir juft Pretenfions effectually fupporced ; 
fo larger Advantages were actually procur’d for Great Bri- 
tgin in particular, than ever had been demanded before, in 
any Treaty and Negociation between this and any orher 
foreign State. The faid Earl craves Leave, on this Occa- 
fion, to appeal to your Lordfhips, Whether all the Ends 
for which the War was enter’d into, have not, by this 
Treaty, been fally ateain’d ? Whether it does not appear 
by the beft of Proofs, Experience, that the Kingdoms of 
France and Spain, are, by the Conventions of this Treary, 
moft effectually feparated ? And whether any other Expe- 
dient could have been fo fuccefsful ro this Purpofe, as chat 
whereby it is now happily brought about? Whether the 
Ballance of Power in Europe be not now upon a better 
Foot than ic has been for an hundred Years paft? Whether 
the Advantages that have accru’d to Great Britain, by the 
Treaty, do not appear, and have not appear'd, in the Se- 
curity of the Proceftant Succeffion, and in his Majeity’s 
peaceable Acceffion to rhe Throne, with the univerfal Ap- 
plaufe of his Subjeéts ; in the Addirions made to our 
Wealth, by the great Quantities of Bullion lately coin’d 
tr 7 3 € ’ " at 
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ac the Mint; by che vatt Increafe of Shipping, employ’d 
fince the Peace, in the Fifhery. and in Merchandize; and 
by che remarkable Rife of the Cuftoms upon Import, and 
of our Manufactyre, and the Growth of our Country, up- 





on Export. For the Proof of which Particulars he refers _ 


himfelf to thofe Offices and Books wherein an authentick 
Account of them is contained. And as the Terms of the 
Peace were, in rhefe, and other Re{p2cts, manifeftly profi- 
table to Great Britgin, fo the faid Earl begs Leave hum- 
bly to remind your Lordships, that they were communi- 
cated to the Parliament, and, with their Concurrence, a- 
greed on: That the‘Peace, thus cgncluded, was (aftewards) 
highly approv’d by both Houfes; that folemn Thanks 
were render’d to God for it in aJl our Churches, as well as 
in the Churches of the United-Provinces; and chat her 
Majefty received on this Subje@, the hearty and wofeigned 
Congratulations of her People from all Parts of hes Do- 
minions. 

Thefe being the real Effeéts, and this a true Reprefenta- 
tion of her Majefty’s Conduét, in the Affaiss both of War 
and Peace ; the faid Earl fees not how he, or any others, 
then in her Majefty’s Service, can be jaftly charg’d with 
betraying the Interefts of their own Country, and of the 


“Allies, by negociating and. promoting that Peace, which 


then was, and (as he has good Grounds to believe) ftill 
continues very acceptable and advantageous to thefe King- 
doms; and if the Peace ir felf be not condemned, and it 
be not even charged upon the faid Earl as a Crime, chat he 
advifed her Majefty to conclude that Peace, (neither of 
which appear to him from the faid Articles) be humbly 
conceives it is a particular and extraordinary Hardfhip up- 
on him, that rough Draughts and Effays towards a Peace, 
with other Preliminary Sceps in a Negociation, all lead- 
ing to an End which he looks upon'to be juft and profi- 
table, and which is not in any of che Articles alledg’d to 
be otherwife, fhould be brought into fo many diftin& 
Heads of Accufation againft hiny For fuppofing, that in 
the Procefs of fo nice and difficule an Affair, fubjeé& to di- 
vers unforefeen Obftruétions and Events, any improper 
Sceps had been taken, which the faid Earl doth not admit, 
buc altogether on his Part denies; yet if. Things were at 
laft condusted to a right Iffue, and ended in an honoura- 
ble and advantageous Peace, there can be (as he conceives) 
no juft Ground to find Faule with the Meafures made ufe of 


to compafs it, becaufe they feem’d before the Accomplifh: 


ment to have a different Tendency ; efpecially if ic be 
confidered, 
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confidered, that fcarce any Peace hath been made by a 
Confederacy, where lefs Occafion was adminiftred for Jea- 
loufy among the feveral Parties, and lefs Reafon given 
to complain, that every Nicety required, by the Letter of 
fuch an Alliance, was noc ftriétly obferv'd ; and therefore 
he humbly hopes, that no Steps taken for obtaining a 
Peace, approv’d by the Wifdom of former Parliaments, 
fhall by any fucceeding Parliament be accounted criminal, 
unlefs it can be made appear that thofe Steps were raken 
contrary to the Queen’s Orders, or upon Corrupt Views of 
private Advantage; but that no Charge of this Nature 
can be made good againft him, he prefumes to affirm, 
with great Aflurance, nor does he know of any other Per- 
fons juftly chargeable upon either of thefe Accounts, And 
asa farther Proof, that rhofe who had the Honour to ferve 
- her Majefty in the Negociations of Peace, acted wich up- 
_ sighe Views and Intentions, and without being confcious 
to themfelves of any failure in their Duty, either to their 
Queen, or their Country: The faid Earl craves Leave to 
obferve to your Lordfhips, that they never atcempred to 
cover their Actions from Publick Cenfure, by any Pardon 
or Indemnity, tho’ they had very good Reafon to believe, 
that had they judged, or imagin’d themfelves to have 
wanted fuch Security, it might (thro’ the Goodnefs of che 
Queen) have eafily been obtain’d. Nor can he think ie an 
Obfervation unfic to be made, that in few of the Arcicles 
which concern the Negociations of Peace, the Charge is 
founded on any Breach of the Laws of Great Britain, but 
it is in moft of them built chiefly on the fuppofed Infraét- 
ion of certain Treaties and Alliances with foreign Prin- 
ces or States; and he conceives, that fuch Infractions of 
Publick Treaties, where they do not particularly affect the 
Interefts of Great Britain, being cognizable by the Laws of 
Nations only, and not by thofe of the Realm, are nor 
wont to be examined into here at home, and profecured as 
criminal, but upon the Complaint of fome Prince or State, 
precending by that Means to be injur’d, and lodging fuch 
Complaint in fome reafonable Time with the Prince, by the 
Advice of whofe Minifters and Servants fuch Injury is 
fuppofed to have been done; but he knows not that any 
fuch Steps have been taken fince the Peace, by any of the 
Powers concern’d; on the contrary he believes thar al! the 
Allies, except the Emperor and Empire, made their Peace 
with the Enemy at the fame Time the Queen did, and 
that none of them did afterwards complain to her Majelty 
_ (who furviv’d the faid Peace a Year and almoft four 
eg noe es Months) 
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Months) of any Hardfhips impos'd upon them init. That 
the Princes of the Empire, who contributed very little to 
the War, might have concluded their Peace upon reafona- 
ble Terms at the fame Time the other Allies did; and 
would probably have done it, if the Emperor on his Part 
had been willing to fign together with them, which he is 
inform’d, at the Conclufion of any General Peace, has been 
feldom done ; and particularly at the feveral Conclufions 
of the Peace of Munfter, that of Nimeguen, and that of 
Ryfwick was not practiced. And he fubmits to your Lord- 
fhips Confideration, whether the Emperor, having had all 
reafonable and equitable Satisfaction made him for his Pre- 
tenfions ro the Succeffion of the Spanifh Monarchy, accord- 
ing to the Terms of the Grand Alliance, could have any 
joft Reafon to complain of the Queen’s Minifters, or thofe 
of her Allies, for concluding a Peace, without infifting, 
on his Account, upon impoffible Conditions; efpecially 
when no Provifion was made, or offer’d to be made, ta 
reimburfe her Majefty any Part of thofe vaft Sums fhe had 
already expended in Support of his Pretenfions, whilft he 
fail’d of fupplying his Quota, almoft in every Part of the 
War, notwithftanding his new and great Acquifitions. 
Buc whether the Emperor, or any other of the Allies, had 
any juft Ground of Complaine or nor, ftill the faid Earl 
prefumes to infift, that ic ought to have been fignify’d to 
the Queen, who, upon fuch Complaint, had fhe found any 
of her Servants juftly blameable, as difobeying her Orders, 
or mifleading her by their Advice, into unjuftifiable and 
difhonourable Meafures, might have punifh’d them forth- 
with as their Offences deferv’d; but nothing of this kind 
having been done, he humbly leaves it to be confider’d by 
your Lordthips, Whether the Silence of the Powers con- 
cern’d, doth not carry in it a ftrong Prefumprion, either 
that they had no real and juft Ground of Complaint, in 
Relation to the Terms of the Peace it felf, or ac leaft did 
not look upon the Minifters of the Queen as any Ways li- 
able to blame on that Account? And therefore he muft a- 
gain beg Leave to exprefs to your Lordthips his Concern, 





that he fhould be charg’d as a Criminal, by che Laws of, 


this Land, for fuppofed Breaches of Treaties wich Foreign 
States, woich neyer were complained of, as fuch, by the 
States themfelves, during the Life of her Majefty. He 
Gefires farther to obferve co your Lordthips, thac wherever 
he is charg’d with carrying on a private and feparate Ne- 
gociation, *tis all along underftood with regard only to 
the States of the United-Psovinces, no Step that was com- 

municated 
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municated to them being cenfur'd upon this Accounc ; 
whereas all the other Allies; had, by v,ertue of their Trea- 
ties with the Queen, a like Right to a Communication of 
Councils; and her Majefty was under no Stipulations to 
aét more in concert with any one than with all of them, 
He does indeed allow it to have been. moft agreeable to 
Reafon, and to the Interefts of Stare, that the Queen fhould 
aét in a clofer Conjunétion with Helland than with any o- 
ther of her Allies, becaufe that next to Great Britain, Hol- 
land bore the greateft Share in the Charge of the War; bue 
then he hopes it will be allow’d alfo, that the States be- 
ing more interefted in the Succefs of the War than Eng- 
land, and that England having fubmitted to a greater Share 
of the Burthen, in order to procure not only a fitting Se- 
curity for the States, but fuch as brought great Advantages 
to them, though no Benefit to England, it was very rea- 
fonable for the Queen to take Care of the Iftereft of her 
own Kingdoms fome other Way: And fince the Advan- 
tages fhe demanded from the Enemy, were fuch as fhe 
might obtain, without any Prejudice to the States, it was 
as lawful for her to negociate this Matter without commu- 
nicating it originally, and in the firft Rife of it to chem, 
as ic was for her and the States.to concert their mutual 
Interefts together, without the immediate and expre{S Par- 
ticipation of the other Allies, which being known to be 
done without a Defign to defeat any of the main Ends of 
the Alliance, was never complain’d of by any of the Con- 
federates. And as for the Matters concerted previoufly 
with France for the particular Intereft of England withouc 
the original Intervention of Holland, che States were fo far 
from protefting againft her Majefty’s Meafures, and con- 
demning her Conduct in this Refpect, that their Minifter 
profter’d feveral Times in their Name to have led the 
Way, in the moft difficult Part of the whole Negociation, 
and to have done his urmoft to facilitate the Conclufion 
of it, provided his Mafters might have a Share in the 
Affiento-Contra&t and Trade ta the Spanifh Weft-Indies, one 
of thofe Advantages which France had difcover'd its Wil- 
lingnefs fhould be allow’d previoufly and entirely to 
England. 

Thefe few.general Obfervations the faid Earl has thoughe 
fit to add in the Clofe of his Anfwer to the feveral Ar 
ticles of his Impeachment, not only in his own neceflary 
Vindication, but alfo in Defence of her lace Majeity’s 
Conduét in the negociating and concluding a Peace, the 
perfecting of which fhe eftcem’d as rhe greaceft Happinefs 
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of her Reign. Upon review of the twenty two Ar- 
ticles with which he is charg’d, as he is not con{fcious of 
any Offence committed by him, with refpeét to any one 
of them, fo it is with a particular Concern and Surprize 
that he refleéts on thofe two, wherein he is accufed of 
High-Treafon, for endeavouring to procure Tiwurnay to 
France, and fo depriye the States of that intended Part of 
their Barrier ; «nd for procuring Spain and the Wef-Indies 
to the Duke of Anjou, upon his Renunciation of the Crown 
of France: Referring himfelf to what he has faid in his 
Anfwer to both thefe Articles, he here further affures your 
Lordfhips (and thinks it is fufficiently known both at home 
and abroad) that his Opinion and Endeavour, as Occafion 
offer’d, always were for Towrnay’s remaining, as it now 
does, to the States-General ; and as co the latter, he doubts 
not but that what has lately happend in France, is a con- 
vincing Proof to your Lordfhips, and to all the World, 
that the Renunciation was the beft Expedient that could 
have been propofed towards hindring the two Kingdoms 
from being united under one and the fame Monarch ; that 
that Branch of the Treaty which relates co chis Expedient 
has fully anfwer'’d its End, and made good the Character 
given of it by the Queen, that it would execute it felf ; and 
therefore that whoever advifed this Method of {eparating 
the two Crowns, was fo far from being Guilty of any 


' traiterous Defign, that he eminently promoted the Welfare 


of Great Britain, and the Good of Chriffendom. The faid 
Ear], with all the Affurances of an innocent Man, begs 
Leave to repeat, that as well in this as in all other Affairs 
of State, in which he had the Honour to be employ’d by 
her late Majefty, he ever ated according to the ‘beft of 
his Skill and Judgment, with fincere Defires and Inten- 
tions to ferve the Publick, and without any View to his 
own private Advantage, As he was in feveral great 
Stations under her Majefty, he came into all of them by 
her own f{pecial Command, -without his feeking or defi- 
ring them, and he ferv’d in all with the utmoft Refpect, 
Zeal, and Faithfulnefs. And while he continu’d in thefe 
Stations for many Years, ic was with great Wonder and 
Pleafure that he obferv’d how her Majefty’s. whole Thoughts, 
Endeavours, and Time, were divided between her Duty to 
God, and her Love to her People, whofe Good and Secu- 
rity fhe preferr'd always to her own Eafe, and often ha- 
zarded her Healch and Life ic felf, to procure it. He knew 
that che moft effectual Way for any one to recommend 
himfelf to her good Opinion, was, to act upon the fame 
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Principles of Juftice, and Love to his Country, that fhe 
did: And as fhe abhorr’d the Thoughts of any ! hing bur- 
thenfome or injurious to her People ; fo the ofien exprefs'd 
herfelf with the greateft Satisfaction and Delight, when 
fhe reflected on the Advancages obtain’d by her for her 
own Subjects, and the Quiet and Repofe the had gain’d for 
Europe, by that juft and honourable Peace, for which, at 
the prefent Age does, fo Generations to come will biefs 
the Memory of chat excellent and renowned Queen, 





After che Reading of chis Anfwer, the Lords order’d the 
fame to be enter’d in the Books of their Houft; and on 
Wednefday the 7th of September, fent a Meff.ge to acquaint 
the Commons, char the Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer 
had put in his Anfwer to the Articles of Impeachment ex- 
hibited againft him for High-Treafon, and other High- 
Crimes and Mifdemeanours, and to deliver to the Houfe of 
Commons a true a Copy thereof. Hereupon the Commons 
order’d, that che faid Anfwer be read upon Friday Morning 
next; buc che fame was put off cill Monday che 12ch of 
September, when, che faid Anfwer being read accordingly, 
there arofe a fmall Debate. Mr. Walpole, among other 
Things, faid, * He had not yet had Time to perufe and 
* examine chat Anfwer, but that he now heard it read 
* with a great deal of Attention, and, in his Opinion, ic 
© contain’d little more than what had been fuggefted in 
® Vindication of the late Meafures, in a Pamphlet enti- 
€ tled, the Conduct of the Allies, and repeated over and o- 
§ ver in the Papers call’d the Examiner, That the main 
© Drift of this Anfwer feem’d to prove thefe two Affsr- 
‘tions, rft, That the Earl of Oxford had no Share in the 
© advifing and managing the Matters mention’d in the 
* Articles againft him, burt that the late Queen did every 
§ Thing 3 and 2dly, That che late Queen was a wile, good, 
* and pions Princefs. That if the fecond Propofition were 
“not better grounded than the firft, the Reputation of 
* that excellence Princefs would be very precarious: But 
6 as every-body muft own her to have been a good and 
‘ pions Queen, fo ic was notorious chat the Earl of Ox- 
‘ ford, as prime Minifter, was the chief Advifer, Promc= 
* ter, and. Manager, of the Matrers charged upon him in 
‘the Articles: And therefore his AnCwer was a falft and 
* malicious Libel, laying upon his Royal Miftrefs che 
* Blame of all the pernicious Meafures he had led her in- 
© to, againft her own Honour and che Good of iis Coun- 
‘try: That he hoped the Earl’s endeavouring to fereen 
‘ himfelf behind the Queen’s Name, would avail him no-

© thing: That ’tis, indeed, a fundamental Maxim of our 
© Conftitution, that Kings can do xo Wrong ; but that, at 
© the fame Time, ’tis no lefs certain, that Miniffers of 
© State ave accountable for their Actions ; otherwife a Par- 
© Jiament would be but an empty Name; the Commons 
© fhould have no Bufinefs in that Place; and the Govern. 
* ment woald be abfolute and arbitrary. That though the 
© Earl had rhe Affurance to aver, ‘that he had no Share in 
© the Management of Affairs that were tranfacted while 
© he was at the Helm, yet he pretended to juftify the late 
© Meafures: And therefore, in that Refpeét, his Anfwer 
© ought to be look’d upon 2s a Libel on the Proceedings of 
© the Commons, fince he éndeavour’d to clear thofe Per. 
* fons, who had already confefs’d their Guile by their 
© Flight.? Mr. Shippen could not be altogether filent oa 
this Occafion: He faid, * That it would not become him 

to defend the Earl’s Anfwer, fince, as a Member of that 
© henourable Affembly, he was become one of his Accu 
© fers: But that he could not forbear withing, that this 
© Profecution might be dropt, and that the Houfe would 
© be fatisfy’d with the two late Aéts of Attainder. That 
© this With of his was the ftronger, becaufe one of the 
© principal Reafons that induc’d the Commons to impeach 
© the Earl of Oxford, fubfifted no longer, the Affairs of 
© Europe having receiv’d a fudden Turn from the Death of 
© the French King; whereby the Renunciation of King 
© Philip began to take Place, in the Advancement of the 
© Duke of Orleans to the abfolute Regency of France.” Mr 
Aiflaby anfwer'’d thereupon, * He hop’d ’ewas to little Pur 
© pofe the Gentleman who fpoke laft, endeavour’d to move 
© the Pity and Compaffion of the Houfe, and perfuade 
© them to drop this Profecution, That this was not a pro- 
© per Time to-examine and reply to the Earl of Oxford’s 
© Anfwer; and therefore he would content himfelf with 
© faying, in general, that it was a Contexture of the 
© Shifts, Evafions, and falfe Reprefentations, contain’d in 
€ the three Parts of the Hifory of the White-Staff. That as 
© to what had been fuggefted, concerning the Event which 
© feem’d to have ftrengthen’d the Renunciation, he did 
© not deny, there might be fomething in it; which was 
© manifeft from the great Joy the well-affeéted to the Go 
© vernment had fhewn, on this Occafion, and from the 
© Mortification and Defpair that appear’d in the Faces of a 
€ certain Party: But that, after all, it could not yet be 
© afcertain’d, that the Renunciation was in Force; that 
* there was a vaft Difference between the Regency =

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€ the Crown ; that Time only would decide that Matter ; 
€ but that even fuppofing thar, by the Concurrence of uy- 
® forefeen Events, King Philip's Renunciation fhould, ae 
€ laft, take Place, yet the fame would not juftify rhe Mj- 
6 nifters who propofed and laid it as the Foundation of 
“the Jate Peace, fince they with whom they treated, 
‘ were fo frank and fo fincere as to cell them, that je 
* could never be vabid, by the fundamental Laws of 
‘ France. After fome other Speeches, ir was order’d, rit 
Thar the Anfwer of Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Abr. 
timer, be referr’d to che Committee appoinced to draw yp 
Articles of Impeachment and prepare Evidence againit 
the impeach’d Lords; 2dly, Thac the faid Commicree do 
prepare a Replication to the fsid Anfwer: Accordingly 
on Friday the 16th of Septeméer, Mr. Walpole, from zie 
Committee, reported the faid Replication, which he read 
in his Place, and afrerwards deliver’d in at the Table, 
where the {ime was read, agreed unto, and order’d to be 
ingrofs'd, Three Days after, the ingroffed Replication 
Was read, and order'd, that the Lord Coningsby do carry 
the fame to che Lords: Which his Lordfuip did accord- 
ingly. The faid Replication is as follows :

p aye Commons have confider'd the Anfwer of Robert Eat! 
of Oxford and Earl Mortigner, to the Articles of Im- 
peachment exhibited againft him, by the Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeffes, in Parliament affembled; and do with Aftonifhmens 
obferve, that the faid Earl, inftead of giving a reafonable 
Pertinent Anfwer, to the jnft and hetvy Charge brought 
againft him, by the Commons of Great Britain, has prefum'd 
not only to deny his advifing and being concern’d in any Mat- 
ters of State, in the Atticles charged azainft him, though con- 
feffed to be under an Adminifiration, wherein he was notori- 
oufly the firft Minifter and chief Direftor : But has alfo joined 
therewith a falfe and malicices Libel, laying wpon his Royal 
Miftrefs the Blame of every Thing, which, by impofing upon 
her, he had effeéted againf? her Honour, and the Good of his 
entry ; thereby attempting to reflect upon the Honear and 
Foftice of the Houfe of Commons, and to caft an Odium upox 
their Proceedings againft him, as tending to afperfe the Memory 

f the late Queen. 
Bue the Commons ate of Opinion, that if it were poffsble te 
tld te the heaty-Load of Guilt, in which the Treafons, ~— 
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ther moft flagitious Crimes, committed by the faid Earl, have 
already involved him; this bafe and ungrateful Attempt to 
impute them to his Royal Miftrefs, muft bring fuch a new 
Weight of Infamy upon him, and fo jufily provoke the Indigna- 
tion of the Commons, that they might think themfelves oblig’d 
to demand your Lordfhips immediate Fupfice, for this unwar- 
ranted Attempt upon the Honour of the late Queen, and the 
Proceedings of Parliament. 

But the Commons being fenfible, that the Treafons and other 
Crimes whereof the faid Earl ftands impeached, and the Necef~ 
fty of bringing him to fpeedy and exemplary Fuftice, require 
that all pow Se of Delay fhould be avoided; and not dowbt- 
ing that your Lordjbips will, in due Time, vindicate the Honour 
of the late Queen, and of the Commons of Great Britain, and 
the Fuftice z their Proceedings ; the Commons do aver their 
Charge againft the faid Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, 
for High-Treafon, and other High Crimes and Mifdemeanours, 
to be true; and that.the faid Earl is guilty of all and fingular 
the Articles and Charges therein refpettively contained, in fuch 
Manner as he flands impeached ; and that the Commons will be 
ready to prove their Charge againft him, at fuch convenient 
Time and Place as {hall be appointed for that Purpofe, 





The next Day, Mr. Walpole reported from the Committee 
appointed to draw up Articles of Impeachment, and to 
prepare Evidence againft che impesched Lords, that they 
having, purfuant to the Order of Reference from the 
Houfe, confider’d of the State and Circumftances of the 
Commitment of Mr. Prior, thought proper to make the 
following Report thereupon to the Houfe, 

That in che Perufal and Examination of the feveral 
Books and Papers referred to the Committee of Secrecy, 
Mr. Prior appeared, through the whole Progrefs of the fe- 
parate and pernicious Negociations, carried on between 
the Minifters of Great Britain and France, to have been 
principally concerned, as an Agent and Inftrument of 
thofe evil and traiterous Counfellors, fome of which are 
already attainted, and other ftands impeached of High- 
Treafon, and other High Crimes and Mifdemeanours: And 
the Committee conceiving there were Matters contained 
in the firft General Report, from which, Crimes of a very 
high Nature may be juftly charged and imputed to the 
faid Mr. Prior, whenever the Houfe fhould think it proper 
to enter into that Confideration, as likewife that Mr. Prior 
was able to give great Lights into all thofe dark and fecret 
Tranfactions, when he fhould be called apen by the great 
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Council of the Nation, or any Committee appointed by 
them, to give an Account of the Negociations in which 
he was concern’d as a Publick Minifter: The Houfe, upon 
a Motion from the Committee for that Purpofe, was plea- 
fed to order, before the Report was made, that Mr. Prior 
fhould be taken into Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms, to 
prevent his making his Efcape, upon Notice of what was 
contain’d in the Report. 

That this Method of confining Mr. Prior is not only a- 
greeable to former Precedents upon the like Occafions, buc 
neceflary and effential to that great Duty and Privilege of 
the Houfe of Commons, of redrefling Grievances, and 
bringing great Offenders to Juftice. 

That the Committee did, fometime after, purfuant to 
the Powers given them by the Houfe, proceed to examine 
Mr. Prior concerning feveral Matters, of which there can 
be no doubt but he was fully apprifed and acquainted 
with; in which Examination Mr. Prior did behave him- 
felf with fuch Cqntempt of the Authority of Parliament, 
and prevaricate in fo grofs a Manner, as moft juftly to de- 
ferve the higheft Difpleafure of the Houfe. 

But finding at laft, after an Examination of feveral 
Hours, that ic was impoflible for him to difguife or con- 
ceal fome Faéts that were before the Committee, he was 
induced to declare upon Oath fome Truths, which will 
be very material Evidence upon the Trials of the im- 
peached Lords, 

And the Committee having Notice, that Mr. Prior had, 
during his firft Confinement, met and conferred with the 
Earl of Oxford, and his neareft Relations and Dependants, 
which Mr. Prior confefs’d to be true, thought it their Duty 
to move the Houfe that Mr, Prior might be committed to 
clofer Cuftody. 

From chis fhort State of the Proceedings relating to Mr. 
Prior, the Commitcee fubmits ic to the Wifdom of the 
Houfe, Whether his Behaviour has fo far merited the Fa- 
vour and Mercy of the Houfe, as to make that Confine- 
ment more eafy to him, which his Contempt of the Com- 
mons of Great Britgin, and his notorious Prevarication, 
moft juftly brought him into? And it feems worthy of 
Confideration, How far it may be thought advifeable for 
the Houfe of Commons to fet at Liberty a Perfon in cheir 
Cuftody, and committed agcording to the anejent Methods 
and Prattice of Parliament; who is a material Evidence 
againft high Offenders, under Profecution of the Com- 
mons of Great Britain, and who, there is great Reafon to 
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apprehend, would immediately withdraw himfelf, and, 
as far as in him lay, defeat the Juftice of the Nation? 

After the Reading of this Report, the Commons order’d, 
that the Committee appointed to draw up Articles of Im- 
peachmenc, and to prepare Evidence againft the impeach’d 
Lords, he impower'd to fit, notwithftanding any Adjourn- 
ment or the Honfe. 

The other Proceedings againft the Earl of Oxford, together 
with his Trial and Acquittal, may be feen in the Hiftorical 
Reyifter, Page 313 t0 347. 

Having chus taken an uninterrupted View of the Pro- 
ceedings of both Houfes, relating to the impeached Lords, 
Jet’s now attend other concomiranc Tranfactions. 

On the 1ft of September, according to the Order of the 
Day, for chufing by Ballorring, feven Perfons to be Com- 
miflioners for purting in Execution rhe Bill to take, exa- 
mine, fate, and determine the Debts due to the Army: The 
Clerk and Clerk-Affiftant of the Houfe of Commons, went 
on each Side of the Houfe with Glafles, to receive from 
the Members, che Lifts of Perfons Names to be the id 
Commiflioners. The faid Lifts being receiv’d and brought 
upto the Table, a Committee was appointed immediately 
to infpeét the fame ; which they did accordingly. 

The next Day, Sept. 2, Mr. Yonge reported from the faid 
Commitiee, that the M.jority had fallen upon Thomas 
Smith of Glafgow, Efq, Thomas Pelham, Efq; Grey Nevil, 
Efq; John Plumptree, Efq; Leonard Smelt, Ef{q; Sir William 
Gordon, Bart, and Sir Thomas Palmer, Bart. After which, 
the Bill before mention’d being read the third Time, the 
Blank was fill’d up with the Commiffioners Names, and 
other Amendments were made by the Houfe to the Bill, 
which was pafs’d, and fenr up to the Lords, 

On the gd of September, the Commons order’d a Claufe 
to be inferted in tie Bill for the enabling his Majeffy to fet- 
tle a Revenue for fupporting the Dignity of her Reyal High- 
nefs the Princefs, Sc. That the Annuity of 100,000l. per 
Annum, intended to be fettled upon his Royal Highnefs 
the Prince of Wales, be paid clear of all Taxes, and other 
Charges wharfoever: After which, the Commons, in a 
grand Committee, of which Mr. Secretary Stanhope was 
Chairman, went through the faid Bill; which, on the 
gth of September, was order’d to be ingrofsd; and, on 
the 6th, pafs’d, Nemine Contradicente, and fent up to the 
Lords. ; 

The next Day, Sept. 7, the Lord William Powlet made 
the Report from the Committee appointed co enquire ns 
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the Author, Printer, and Publifher of the fcandalous and 
traiterous Libel, entitled, The Evening Poff, from Tueflay 
June the 21f, to Thurfday June the “234, which he read 
in his Place, and afterwards deliver’d in at the Table. 

On the 8th a Bill was order’d to be brought in, For 
paffing Accounts of Stewarts, Bayliffs, Chamberlains, or others

And refolv’d, 1ft, That an humble Addrefs be prefented 
to his Majefty, chat he will be gracioufly pleas’d to give 
proper Directions to the feveral Offices where Letters are 
= to prevent the Abufes in fending and receiving 

etters free of the Duty of Poftage.

Sept. 13. The Lords having fent for the Lieutenant of 
the Tower, and demanded of him, and of the Uther of the 
Black Rod, at their own Bar, whether fames Duke of Op. 
mond, or Henry Vifcount Bolingbroke, had furrender’d them. 
felves to either of them, purfuant to the limited Time 
given them ; and being anfwer'’d, They had not: Their 
Lordthips thereupon order’d the Earl Marfhal to raze out 
of the Lift of Peers, the Names and Coats of Arms of 
James Duke of Ormond, Gc. and of Henry Vifcount Boling. 
broke. Inventories were alfo order’d to be taken of their 
perfonal Eftares; and the Archievement of the Duke of 
Ormond, as Knight of the moft Noble Order of the Gar.

Sept. 21. Mr. Secretary Stanhope acquainted the Com- 
mons, That he was commanded by the King to commv- 
nicate to the Houfe, thar his Mijefty having juft Caufe to 
fufpeét, that Sir William Wyndham, Sir Fobn Packingtop, 
Mr. Edward Harvey, Sen. of Combe, Mr. Thomas Forfkr, 
Jun.

Purpofe. 

The f.me Dry, the Lords fent a Meffage to acquaint the 
Commons, That their Lordfhips having addsefs’d his Ma- 
jelty, humbly to defire, that he would te pleas’d to caufe 
Direétions ro be given to the proper Officers for preparing 
a Scaffold in Weftminfler-Hall, for the Trial of Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, who now ftands impzach’d 
by this Houfe of High Treafon, and other High Crimes 
and Mifdemcanors, his Majefty lad been gracioufly pleas’

The fame Day likewife the King went to the Houfe of 
Peers, and the Commonsattending, the Speaker, upon pre- 
fenting the Money-Bills, made the following Speech ta 
his Majefty : 


Moft Gracious Sovereign, 

OUR Majefly’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, the 

Knights, Citizens, and Burgeffes in Parliament affembled, 
have now finifh’d the Supplies granted to your Maje/iy four the 
Service of this prefent Year. Your Commons had much fooner 
offer’d thefe Supplies to your Majefty, had not their Zeal for 
your Majefiy’s Service, and the Duty they owe to their Country, 
led them into Enquiries which have drawn this Seffion to an 
umfual Length, 

But your Commons could not fee, without the utmoff Indig- 
nation, the Glories of her late Majefly’s Reign tarnijfh'd by a 
treacherous Ceffation of Arms; the Faith of Treaties violated ; 
that ancient Probity, fer which the Englifh Natien had been 
juftly venown’d throughout all Ages, expos'd to Scorn and 
Contempt ; and the Trade of the Kingdom given up by injidi- 
ous and precarious Treaties of Commerce, whilf? the People, 
amufed with new Worlds explor’d, were contented to fee the 
moft advantageous Branches of their Commerce in Europe Jo/, 
or betray’d. 

Such was the Condition of this Kingdom, when it pleas’d 
the Divine Providence to call your Majefiy to the Throne of 
gour Anceftors, under whofe aufpicious Reign your Commons 
with Pleafure behold the Glories of the Plantagenets (your 
Majefly’s Royal Anceffors) revive, and have an unbounded 
Profpeé# of the Continuance of this Happinefs,. even to the 
lateff Poflerity, in a Race of Princes lineally defiended from 
your Majefy.

The Reverue fet apart for the Ufes of the Civil Government, 
yur Commons found fo much intangled with Mortgages and 
Aiijticipations, that what remain’d, was far from being [uff- 
cient to fupport the Honour and Dignity of the Crown: This 
gonr Commons took into ferious Confideration, and being truly 
fenfible, that on your Majefty’s Greatnefs the Happinefs of 
yore Subjeds entirely depends, they have put the Civil Revenues 
‘into the fame State, in which they were granted to your Ma- 
jefly’s glorious Predeceffor, King William, of immortal Memo- 
ry; and thereby enabled your Majefly to make an ample Pro-

I foould but ill difcharge the Truft repofed in me by the 
Commons, did I not lay before your Majefiy, with what Cheer- 
fulnefs they receiv'd your Majefty’s gracious Intentions for her 
Royal Highnefs the Princefs and with how much Readinefs 
and Unanimity they enabled your Majefty to Settle a Revenue 
fuitable to the Dignity of a Princefi, whofe Piety, and fleady 
“Lidherence to the Proteffant Religion, is the Glory of the 
prefent Age, and will be the Admiration of all future Gene- 
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May it pleafe your Majefty, 

The Bills which the Commons have prepar’d to compleat the 
Supplies for this Year's Service, and for the other Purpofes I 
have mention'’d, are feverally entitled,

Fund of the South-Sea Company, Ge. 

3. An A& for making Provifion for the Minifters of the 
fifty new Churches, Gc. 

Which they with all Humility now prefent to your Majefty for 
your Royal Affent. 





After this, his Majefty gave the Royal Affent to the 
three Aéts before mention’d, as alfo to 


4. An A& to prevent Difturbances by Seamen and others, 
and to preferve the Stores belonging to his Majefty’s Navy 
Royal; and alfe for explaining an Act for the better prevent- 
ing the Embezilments of his Majefty’s Stores of War 5 and for 
preventing Cheats, Frauds, and Abufes, in paying Seamen's 
Wages; and for reviving and continuing an AG for the more 
fectual Suppreffing of Piracy. 

5. An AG -. appointing Commiffioners to take, examine, 
and flate the Debts due to the Army. 

6. An AG for taking and ftating the Debts due and grow- 
ing due to Scotland, by Way of Equivalent, in the Terms of 
the Union, and for Relief of the Creditors of the Publick in 
Scotland, and the Commiffioners of the Equivalent.

Am perfwaded you are all by this Time very defirous 
of fome Recefs, and that it cannot be deferr’d longer, 
without great Inconvenience to your private Affairs. 

But before I part with you, I muft return you my moft 
fincere Thanks for your having finifh’d, with fo much 
Wifuom and Unammiry, what I recommended to your

Ic was fcarce to be imagin’d, that any of my Prote- 
ftant Subjects, who have known and enjoy’d the Benefits 
of our excellene Conftirution, and have heard of the 
great Dangers they were wonderfully deliver’d from by 
the happy Revolution, fhould, by any Arts and Manage- 
ment, be drawn into Meafures that mutt at once deftroy 
their Religion and Libertics, and fubjeét them to Popery 
and arbitrary Power; but fuch has been’ our Misfortune, 
that too many of my People have been deluded, and made 
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Inftrumental to the Pretender’s Defigns, who had never 
dar’d to think of invading us, or raifing a Rebellion, had 
he not been eneourag’d by che Succefs his Emiffaries and 
Adherents have already had in ftirring up Riots and Tu- 
mults, and by the further Hopes they entertain of raifing 
Infurre€tions in many Parts of my Kingdoms. 

The endeavouring to perfwade my People, that the 
Church of England is in Danger under my Government, 
has been the main Artifice imploy’d in carrying on this 
wicked and traiterous Defign. This Infinuation, after che 
folemn Affurances I have given, and my having laid hold 
on all Opportunities, to do every Thing chat may tend 
tothe Advantage of the Church of England, is both un- 
juft and ungrateful: Nor can I believe fo groundlefs and 
malicious a Calumny can make any Impreflion upon the 
Minds of my faithful Subjeéts, or that they can be fo far 
mifled, as to think the Church of England is to be fecur'd 
by fetting a Popifh Pretender on the Throne. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

The Proofs this Parliament has given of their unfhaken 
Duty and Affection to me, and of their Love and Zea! for 
the Intereft of their Country, will recommend you to the 
good Opinion and Efteem of all who have their Religion 
and Liberty truly at Heart, and has laid a lafting Obliga- 
tion upon me; and I queftion nor, but by your further 
Afliftance in the feveral Countries to which you are going, 
with the Blefling of Almighty God, who has fo frequently

of his late Majefty King William for the Deliverance of 
this Church and Nation ; and that Sir fofeph Jekyll, Mr. 
Thomas Pelham, and Mr. Naylor do acquaint him cthere- 
with. Ic was order’d alfo, That Mr. Speaker do iffue out 
his Warrants to the Clerk of the Crown, to make our new 
Writs for electing feveral new Members, viz.

fince his Eleétion for the faid Town, had accepred the 
Office of being one of the Commiffioners for executing 
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the Office of Mafter of the Horfe, It was alfo order'd) 
That Robert Walpole, Efq; Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Daniel Lord Finch, and Sir Edward Northey, Attorney- 
General, be added to the Committee of Secrecy: The 
two firft having been rechofen Members of rhe Houfe, by 
Virtue of the new Writs iffu’d out, upon their being made 
two of the Lords Cammiflioners of the Treafury ; and as 
for Sir Edward Northey, he was added to the Committee 
of Secrecy, in the Room of Sir Richard Onflow, Bart. who 
fince his having accepted the Place of one of the Tellers 
of his Majefty’s Exchequer, was not rechofen, but gave 
his Intereft to his Son. Ic was order’d likewife, rhat Mr. 
Speaker do write circular Letters to all the Sheriffs of this 
Kingdom, to fummon the Members in their refpective 
Counties to attend the Service of this Houfe upon Tuefday 
the roth Day of January next: After which, Mr. Secre- 
tary Stanhope acquainted the Houfe, that he had a Meflage 
from his Majefty to this Houfe, fign’d by his Majetty; 
which he deliver’d to Mr. Speaker, who read the fame, 
and is as follows, viz. 


GEORGE R. 
IS Majefly underfanding, that many, both of the Houfe 
of Lords and Commons are detain’d in the Country, as 
well by their private as the publick Bujinefs; and the Holix 
days being fo near, (during which there is ufwally a Recefi) 
seis his Majefty’s Pleafure, that the Parliameut adjourn te 
Monday the Ninth Day of January next; at which Time his 
Majefty intends the Parliament fhall fit to do Bujinefs. 


Then che Honufe aecordingly adjourn’d *till Monday 


the gth of January next; and che Houfe of Lords did 
the fame.

On the 4th of May the Afflembly met in the great 
Church of St. Giles’s, where a Sermon was preach’d by 
Mr. Mitchel, the laft Moderator, according to Cuftom 3; after 
which, his Majefty’s Commiflion to che Right Honourable 
the Earl of Rothes was read; as was likewife his Majefty’s 
moft gracious Letter tothe Aflembly, which was to this

E are fo well fatisfy’d wich the Proofs the 

Church of Scotland have given of cheir fteady Ad« 
herence to the Proteftanc Succeffion in our Family; the 
Loyalry and Affeétion they have fhewn cto oor Perfor 
and Government, and their conftanc Zeal for che Pro- 
teftane Incereft, thac we very willingly countenance with 
our Authority chis firft Aflembly of our Reign. ; 

We have made choice of our right trufty and entirely 
beloved Coufin, John Esrl of Rothes, to be our Commif= 
fionery and co reprefen’ our Roya! Perfon in this Aflembly ; 
believing that none cam be more acceptabl+ to you chan 
he, who upon all Occafions has eminently diftinguifh’d 
himfelf for che Incereft of rhe Proreftant Succeffion, and 
of che eftablith’d Ghuarch of Scotland. We cheerfully em- 
brace this Opportunity of affuring you, that we will in- 
Violably maintain che Prefbycerian Church of Scotland, 
her Rights and Priviledges, as we engag’d to do upon 
our Acceffion to che Crown, and . will protect her from 
any illegal Infults and Encroachments being made upon 
her, of what Kind foever. 

Nothing can be more acceptable to us, than the promo- 
ting of true Piety, fuppreffing of Vice and Immoralicy, 
and preventing the Growth of Popery, as we have decla- 
red in our Royal Proclamation ; andve doubc nor bur you, 


on your Parts, willdo every ching that can comcribure 
therero, : 

We earneftly wifh that the vacant Churches may be 
fipplied with Men of Learning and Probiry; and we re- 
commend to you to take effectusl Care, on your Parts, to 
to every thing that may tend to fo good and pious ah 
kad, and in all your Actings, to ftudy Unanimicy an! Cha- 
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rity; and make our People fenfible of the Bleflings they 
enjoy, andof the bad Confequences any Kind of Divifions 
would have to the prefent Tranquility, as well as to their 
future Happinefs. 

We have had fuch fatisfaétory Accounts of your former. 
good Conduéct, as gives us full Confidence; that you will 
aét in fuch a Manner as we fhall have Reafon co be fatis. 
fy’d with: So we bid you heartily farewel.

After the Reading of this Letter his Majefty’s High Com- 
miffioner addrefs’d himfelf co the Affembly in the follow- 
ing Speech : 


Right Reverend and Right Honourable, 
T mouft be a very agreeable Reflection to us all, when 
we confider the great Share which this Church 
has in thofe Advantages which have accrued to the 
Proteftant Churches in general, by the happy and peace- 
ful Acceflion of a Prorteftant Prince to the Throne of 
Great Britain; whofe confummate sWifdom, Prudence, 
and fteady Adherence to the Proteftane Intereft, does at 
once leave our Eneinies without Hope, and makes us en- 
tirely fatisfy’d, that our Religion and Civil Rights are 
thereby (under God) fully fettled and fecur’d. What 
high Value ought we to put upon this happy Settlement, 
when we have fo fair a Profpeét of its being continued to 
us, by a Succeflion of Proteftant Princes defcended of his 
Majefty’s Royal Perfon ? 

It’s the greaceft Satisfaction to me, that I have che Ho- 
nour, by his Majefty’s particular Commands, to! give you 
new Aflurances in his Name, at this your firft Meeting 
under his Reign, of his firm Refolution to proteét and 
maintain the Prefbyterian Church-Government in Seot- 
land, and to fupport you in che Poffeffion of your Rights 
and Privileges, againft all illegal Infults and Encroach- 
ments whatfoever. 

His Majefty’s picus Intentions for promoting Religion 
and Virtue, and effectually difcouraging all Prophanenefs 
and Immorality, and bis Zeal againft Popery, are fo con- 
{picuous in the feveral Aéts of his Government, and his 
gracious Letter to you, that I need but mention them.

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The conftant Zeal which this Charch has at all Times 
fhewn for the Proteftant Succeflion, and whereof I my 
felf have with great Pleafure been a WitnefS, as it has 
united your Intereft to thac of his Majefty, fo your 
your fteady purfuing of thefe fame Meafures, mutt infal- 
libly fecure you to his Royal Favour and Countenance. 

I muft earneftly recommend to you that Unanimity and 
Moderation in your Proceedings, which is fo becoming 
and effential a Character of a Chriftian Church; you can- 
fot give a better Proof to his Majefty of your entire 
Confidence in him, than by difcouraging every thing 
that may tend to Divifion; and fure’tis the moft effectual 
Way to difappoint your Enemies, who would always be 
ready to improve it to your Hurt. 

I fhall believe, chac my Concern and Intereft in this 
Church are fo well known to you, asI may hope ye will 
all chearfully concur with me in bringing this Affembl y 
to fuch an Iffue, as may be for the Advantage of Religion, 
the Credic of che Church, and his Majefty’s Satisfaction, . 


































The Affembly being by the Lord Commiffioner directed 
tochufe a Moderator, the Choice fell on the Reverend 
Mr.Carfiairs, who immediately took.the Chair, and made 
the following Anfwer to his Grace’s Speech : 



















May it pleafe your Grace, 
T great Things that the God of Heaven hath done fince 
the Meeting of the laff general Affembly of this Church, 
fr preferving and fecuring our holy Religion and valuable Ci- 
vil Liberties, which ought to be our dearef? Concerns, as we are 
Men and Ghriftians, are of fo furprizing 4 Nature, that they 
may force an Acknowledgment of Divine Providence, even 
fm thofe that deny it, and cannot but raife Admiration in 
who believe and reverence it. 

That the Protefant Succeffor, upon the Demife of our late 
Swereign Queen Anne, fhould be brought to the Poffeifion of 
that Throne, to which he alone bad the juft and undoubred Ti- 
tes and that thofe who mere inveterate Enemies to his Rirht, 
td devoted Friends to the Intere/# of a Popifh Pretender, fhould 
mt dare to make the leaf? Oppofition thereunto, is plainly the 
Work of him who doeth in the Kingdoms of Heaven and of 
Urth what pleafeth him. 

When we confider the Mifery and Confuffon that thefe Na~ 

tons muff have been involved in, and that Popery and Slaves 

Qwould have been their Plagues, had the Wifhes and De 
Ta 
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Signs of the Enemies tothe Proteftant Succeffion taken Bett , we 
cannot but magnify the Divine Wifdom and Goodnefs, in 
giving us with fo much Tranquility fo happy a Settlement as 
zow we enjoy, under the Great King George, whofe fleady 
Adherence to the Protefiant Intereft, whofe Zeal for the Liber- 
ties of Europe, whofe Fuftice, Faithfulnefs to his Word, Ab- 
horrence of Oppreffin, and of firetching the Royal Prerogative 
beyond its juf? Bounds, andhis many other Heroick Virtues, are 
bright Ornaments to the Crown he is rightly poffefs'd of. 

As this great Bleffing was that which fome former Aftemblies 
did earneftly recommend to all the Members of this Church to 
be earneft in their Prayers ta God for 5 fo tis not to be doubted, 
but ’tis with a peculiar Satisfaction and Foy, that this venera- 
ble’ Meeting doth fee confpicuous Proofs of the wonderful Good- 
nefs of their God in giving fuch furprizingly kind Returns to 
their Prayers; and that it will be their particular Care to ma- 
nage themfelves, under Divine Direétion, fo as it may be feen 
they have a iuft Senfe of the fignal Mercies of the Father of 
Lights, and the Duty they owe to jo gracious a Sovereign as 
they are now bleffed with. 

The gracious Letter with which his Majefty hath been pleas’d 
to honcur this Affemb-', is fo full of Goodness, and gives fuch 
an Affurance that nothing {hall divert him from making good 
his Royal Word and folemn Engagements in protecting this 
Church in all her legal Rights and Privileges, and fecu- 
ving her againf? all tumultuary and illegal Injults, as that we 
may be fully at Eafe as to this Matter. 

There are indeed fome Grievances thta we grean under, to 

which our Sovereign alone cannot give 4 Redref;, whith ye 
we hope in good Time we may, through his Majefty’s kind It 
terpofition, be eafed of. But as there is a Seafon for evety 
whine in which alone ’tis beaysiful ; fo I hope this venerable Af- 
fembly fhall be fo guided by the good Spirit of God, as to 
have a Conduét that fhall be without Offence, either to God or 
their Sovereign ; and {hall give ne Handle to the Enemies of our 
happy Settlement in Cimrch and State, to flatter themfelves with 
Hopes of having any Advantage either by Divifion among 
our felves, or cooling in Affettion to our gracious King 
George. 





May. it pleafe your Grace, 
We cannot but with all Thankfulnefs acknowledge it: to be 
a@ fignal Proof of his Majefty’s particular Favour to this Church, 
thas he hath honour'd your Grace to reprefent his Royal Perfor 
in this Affembly, Yar Grace's noble Bissh, yous Ghriftian and 
picts 
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pious Education, your fteady and immoveable Zeal in all Cir- 
cemftances for the Proteftant Succeffion, and your known good 
Affection to our eftablifh'd Church, which was fo far from be- 
ing abated, that it was the more enflamed by the Oppo/ition 
that was made to it by many of your Grace's Neighbours, 
who were poffefs'd with groundle/s Prejudices againft it: Thefe 
Things and many other commendable Qualities that adorn your 
Grace, cannot but endear your Grace to this Affembly, and 
pofefs them with fuch thankful Refentments of your kind Ape 
pearances for the Intereft of this Church, as will influence then 
tohave a Management that may be a Proof of the high Value 
they have for your Grace, and their fincere Concern for your Sa- 
tisfaction 5 and I affure your Grace it fhall be my Endeavour, 
in my Station, to contribute what I can to.its being thus. 





After this, the Affembly appointed feveral Committees : 
One for preparing an Anfwer to his Majefty’s moft gra- 
cious Letrer ; one for receiving Overtures; on for Bills of 
References and Appeals ; and another for revifing ehe Com- 
mifions to the Members of this general Aflembly, for cen- 
faring Abfence, and for taking Lifts of Probationers for 
the holy Miniftry, andScudents of Divinity. 

The Affembly fpent the fecond Day of their Meeting 
wholly in praying to God Almighty, for his Blefling on 
their Proceedings; and the next Day, after they had na- 
med a Committee ro revife the Proceedings of the late 
Commiflion, and another for examining the Books of the 
ftveral Synods ; the Committee appointed to draw up an 
Anfwer to his Majefty’s moft gracious Letter, reporced 
the fame as follows : 


May it pleafe your Majefiy, 

T was with a particular Joy and Satisfaction, that we 

received the gracious Letter with which yourMajefty was 
pleas’'d to honour us. We efteem’d your peaceable Accef- 
fion to the Throne of thefe Nations, upon the Demife of 
our late Sovereign Queen Anne, fo great a Blefling, that 
we were fervent in our Prayers to God for it, and we can 
never be thankful enough for the merciful Return he hath 
given to our Requefts: For it is to your Majeity, under 
God, we owe che Prefervacion both of our holy Religion, 
and our valuable Civil Liberties; and we muft have been 
Betrayers of both, if we had not been zealoufly concern’d 
for the Succeffion in your Royal Family.

concern’d to manage our felves fo, as not to lofe the 
Happinefs of the good Opinion your Majefty is pleas’d to 
have of us, 

We cannot but look upon it as a fignal Proof of your 
Majefty’s Favours to us, that you honour us with fuch a 
noble Perfon as the Earl of Rothes, to reprefent your Ma- 
jefty in our Affembly: None cou’d have been more ac- 
ceptable ro us than he, who in all Turns and Changes of 
Affairs, did, with a peculiar Zeal, ftand up for the Pro- 
teftant Succeflion, as the true Intereft of his Country, 
and who was never either afraid, or afham’d to manifett 
his unbiafs’d Affection to our Church ; and we hope that 
there fha}l be nothing in our Management that fhall give, 
him the leaft Uneafinefs, in che Difcharge of the Duties 
of his high Truft. 

The folemn Engagement your Majefty did cheerfully 
come under, at your firft Accefion to the Crown, to main- 
tain inviolably che Rights and Privileges of the Prefby- 
rerian Church of Scotland, of which you have the Good- 
nefs to give us renew’d Affurances, as alfo of protecting 
us againft all illegal Infulrs and Encroachments being 
made upon us, of wiat Kind foever, leaves us 0 Place 
for Doubtsand Fears, astoany Succefs that our Enemies 
may have in their Defigus againft us, under your Ma- 
jefty’s happy Government, and obligeth us cto all the Res 
turns of Gratitude and Dury chat we are capable of, 

Your Majefty’s pious Concern for fupprefling Vice and 
immorality, and preventing the Growrh of Popery, can- 
not but endear your Royal Perfon and Government to all 
truly wife and good Men, and we hope fhall bring down 
Bleffings from Heaven, upon your Majefty and Royal Fa- 
mily, and prevent Judgments from God upon your Peo- 
ple, and we have good Grounds to be affur’d, chat under 
your Majefty’s aufpicious Reign, fuch fhall be employ’d 
as fhall fairhfully execute the Laws againft Popery, and 
all fuch Praétices as are a Stain to the Chriftian Profeflion, 
and againft weich, your Majefty hach fignify’d your Dif- 
pleafurs in your Royal Proclamation.

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We are deeply fenfible of the Necflity of a holy 
and well-qualify’d Miniftry for advancing the great Ends 
of the Gofpel of our Redeemer, and chat prophane Church- 
men are one of the greateft Plagues that either a Church 
or Civil Society can have; and we fhall not be wanting 
in ufing ourucmoft Endeavours to anfwer what your Ma- 
jefty can expeét of us in our prefent Circumftances as to 
this Matter. 

We fhould be unworthy of your Majefty’s Favour, if we 
had not a duriful Regard to what you are in your great 
Goodnefs pleafed fo kindly to recommend to us, even with 
Refpec&t to our own Intereft, as to Charity and Unani- 
mity. We ase, Sir, very fenfible that it muft be a great 
Unhappinefs, efpecially to religious Societies, to be pla- 
gued with Divifions, and therefore we look upon our 
felves as under peculiar Obligations ro be aware of them : 
And we beg Leave to aflure your Majefty, that as we have 
mnanimoudly, at all.Times, witneffed our hearty Zeal and 
Affection for che Proteftanc Succeflion in your Royal Fami- 
ly; fo it is our firm Refolution, to ceftify, by all Methods 
proper to be taken by us, the Senfe that we have of the 
wonderful Goodnefs of God in Blefling us with fo good 
and fo wife a Sovereign, and to poflefs all under our 
Charge with juft Impreffions of the Mercy of the over-ry= 
ling God, in bringing your Majefty to the Throne, which 
hath confounded the Hopes of the Enemies tothe true [nrereft 
of thefe Nations, and given a comfortable Profpe@ of 
greac Advantages to the Proteftanc Churches at home and 
abroad: And ic fhall be. our Care, ro manage our felves f@ 
in all our Proceedings in this Aflembly, as ic may appear, 
that, next to our Duty to God, it is our fincere Defire to ap- 
prove our felves to your Majeity, in bringing this Aflem- 
bly to fuch an Iffue as fhall thew our hearty Concern for

This Anfwer having been unanimoufly approved, was 
prefented to the High Commiffioner to be tranfmitred to 
his Mijefty 5 after which, three Lerers direéted to the 
Moderator, were deliver’) to him, vz. one from the Sy- 
nod of Perth, another from Sterling, and another from 
Fife, containing a R-prefenration of the Hardfhips chat 
had been pur on the Church of Scot/and by the lote Aéts of 
Toleration, Patronage, Yule-Vacancé, @e. and defiring 
the Aflembly ro addr:f the King, that he would be plea- 
fed to procure the Repeal of ‘thofe Aéts, as alfo an A& to 
reétify the Abjuration Osrh; and to vett the Kirk with 
the fole Power of ordaining and appointing Fafts and 
Thankfgivings. The Modcrator having, ‘privately, look’d 
over thefe Letters, and judging that fuch extravagant De 
mands could never be obtain’d, would fain have lain them 
afide; but fome Members, who took Notice of the Deli- 
very of che Letters, and knew already the ‘Contents of 
them, moved that rhey might be read to rhe Affembly: 
However, after a Difpute that lafted near four Hours, it 
was carried thae they fhould noc be read, bue referr'd to 
the Committee of Overtures, who fhould report the ‘famé 
tothe Aflembly. — yg 

The next Day, the Affembly took into Confideration 
the Affair of Mr. Simpfon, Profeffor of Divinity in the 
Univesfity of Glafgow, who was charged by Mr. Webfer, 
one of the Minifters of Edinburgh, with Socinianifm, Armi- 
siamifn, and with teaching many Heretical Opinions, 
particularly, that the Damed in: Hell cannot Sin; that the 
Children of unbelieving Parents may be faved withont Baptifm, 
end the like. And afer fome Debate, that a ae 
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seferr’\ to the Committee of Overtures, The fame Day, 
the Aff:mbly heard the Report of che Commirtee for con- 
fidering the Commiffions to che Members of the Aflembly 
which were all approved, 4 

Mr. fames Maitland, Minifter of Innerkethie, and his 
Brocher Mr. John Maitland, Minifter of Forgws, having 
been fufpended by the Provincial Synod of Aberdeen, for 
not obferving the 20th of Fanwary laft, as the Day of 
Toankfgiving for his Majefty’s Acceflion to the Crown, 
and for not praying for his Majefty by Name, they did 
appeal from the faid Synod to the General Affembly, who 
having confider'd the Appeal, and rhe Reafons alledg’d for 
and againft ic, did on Monday the gth of May, by an una~ 
nimous Vote, approve the Synod’s Proceeding in char Mat- 
ter; and the two faid Minifters refufing to anfwer any 
Queftions for removing the Sufpicion they lay under of 
Difaffeétion to his! Majefty, the General Affernbly did by 
another Vote, depofe them /implicirer from the Office of 
the Miniftry, and appointed cheir Churches co be decla- 
red vacant. ies 

The fame Day, the Committee of Overtures, came to a 
Refolution, that the Affair of Mr. Webfter and Mr. Simpfon 
fhould be referr’d to a fele&t Commictee of thirty fix Mem- 
bers, who fhould examine the Matter, and report the {ime 
to che nexe General Aflembly. The next Day, che Affem- 
bly did nothing material; and only tranflated a Minifter 
from one Place near Dundee to another. 

All chis while, the Jacobices and other dififfeéted Per. 
fons, were not wanting in their Endeavours to fow Dif- 
cord among the Members of the General Affembly, In 
Order thereto, they publith’d and difperfed {everal Libels 
and among the reft the following Letter from a Scots 
Member of Parliament at Lendon, to a ruling Elder of 
the General Affembly.

No Man is more fenfible than I am, of the Encroachments 
made by thoft Matters upon the Sestlement of our Church, fo 
i A site unalterably 
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unalterably fecured to us by the Articles of Union; and no 
Doubt, in this our united State, we of the Church of Scotland 
frall have a very conftant and unequal Struggle with the Power 
of the Church of England, fo far predominant in 4 Britihh 
Parliament. 
‘Jam aftaid-we fhall not eafily get thefe Matters repair’d in 
an open Way, and therefore we myft move with more than ordi- 
nary Caytion, efpecially at this Time, when our Enemies, the 
Jacobites, are ready to catch all Opportunities of doing us Mif- 
chief, by prompting us to give Uneafinefs to the Government ; 
and I wif fome fF their hellifh Craft has not made its Way at 
prefent among fome well-meaving Men among/? you, to tempt 
you te pufh on @ Matter of this ind, which though juf? in it 
Self, may perhaps be very unfeafonable, in the fame Manner, 
and with the fame pernicious Views as they promote a National 
Addrefs for diffolving the Unign. 

You may remember, Sir, what I wrote againf? that Addrefs, 
in a Paper entitled, Circular Letter anenc addrefling againft 
the Union with the Jacobites. I now earnefily recommend to 
you, and all our hone Friends, the perufal of that and fome 
other Papers written at that Time, .and there, no doubt, you will 
obferve, that the fame Objections which we raifed againft thofe 
Addreffes at that Time, are fill in Being againft, your moving 
at this Time in the Matters contained in the Memorial you fent 
me, as will appear by drawing the Parallel betwixs that Cafe 
and this. 

At that Time the Grievances mentioned in thefe Addref*s af- 
fetked the whole Body of the Scots Nation; at this Time the 
Grievances ‘mentioned in your Memorial affect a great Part of 
the Nation. 

You will obferve, that in thofe mentioned Papers we told the 
Nation, shat though their Addreffes were in dutiful Terms, 
praying a Redrefs of thefe infupportable Grievances, yet it was 
not now the proper Seafon; that their addreffing was a Jacobite 
Plot, contrived to diflurh the Government, and to firaiten the 
King and lis Minifiry with Addreffes, aud if you should now 
addre(s the King and Parliament, what fhould hinder the Péo- 
ple to return our own Argument upon ws, and what Defence can 
we make for forbidding our People to fign thefe Addreffes in fo 
National a Concery ? Sn ' 

At that Time we told our honeft Friends, that the King and bis 
Minifiers fhould not be. difturbed with Addreffes for repairing of 
Grevances; until firft the King’s Title were recognized, and 
fome new Laws made, for the farther Security of the Prote- 
fant Succeflion. The fame Objettion flands good at thjs 
ime agairft your Memorial, and indeed, I apprehend, ever will ; 
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for to be plain, the Succeffion feems to want ng farther Security 
of new Laws, and if we foould now move in fuch Matter as you 

vint at, the Nation would open their Mouths againft ws, and 
would fay, our Prattices betray our Principles. 

Befides, Sir, I muft acknowledge, that the Proteftant Succef- 
fion being now effectually fecured by his Majefty’s happy Acce/= 
fin, the People of England feem very eafy about the Diffale- 
tion of the Union; and according to my beft Obfervation, the 
Tories, as one Man, and not 4 few of the Whigs, are defirous 
to have it diffolved. 

But here, perhaps, you will fay, that feeing, on the one Hand, 
we foall have a very hard Labour in obtaining 4 Redrefi of 
thefe Grievances of our Kirk ina Britifh Parliament, where 
the Church of England Party may chance to be alarmed, and 
may obftrutt our Demands; aid that, on the other Hand, we 
may have a more eafy Profpett of obtaining the Diffolution of 
the Union, our Enemies will reproach us for obfirutting fo fa- 
vourable an Opportunity of having all our Misfortunes cured at 
once; that if we are refforcd to the fame State we were in be- 
fore the Union both in Church and State, (the Settlement of 
the Succeffion being only excepted and preferv'd) in that Cafe, all 
the Grievances mentioned in your Memorial, with a great many 
thers, are firuck off at once. That therefore, it were more to 
our Honour and Interef? to repent in Time, and to concur witl> 
thefe National Addreffes for diffolving the Union. 

As to this, Sir, it’s true we lie sabe Some {mall Difficulties, 
and perhaps Reproach in this Point. But in the firf? Place, tho 
Iconfe[s the Facts freely to you as a Friend, yet we are by 
no Means to own thenrto our Enemies , we muft deny the Poffisi- 
lity of obtaining a Diffolution of the Union, and if we the 
Scots Members fiand firm, I can promife, it fhall not be diffi 
ved; nay, rather than fail, you muft preach up, that the Umon 
sa good Thing, that we fhall amufe the Englifh, and gee iz 
nade better ; you know we have a gracious Proteftant Prince of 
tonfummate Wifdom, who gives every Man lis own, and theree 
fore he muff not be difquieted by begging Addreffes of any 
hind ; that we have a faithful felf-denying Minifiry, who regard 
neither Place uor Penfion ; that they have nothing in their View 
but the true Interef? of the Conftitution both in Church and 
State; that we need only whifper to them our Grievances, and 
we forall be fure of a Remedy in due Time; that we cannot be 
Safe in joining with the Tories, even in the bef? of Things ; that 
we oughe not to defire any Thing where the Jacobites can share 
in the Benefit. Thefe Jacobites join with thefe Egyptians: No, 
Lies ave their Refuge, Deceit is in their Lips, Villany in their 
Defigns; be [ure to oppofe all Manner of Addreffes (even ix 
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the General Affembly) which point at redreffing of Grievances, 
except in moft general Terms, otherwife they may prove unfea- 
fonable. Be conftant and fervent in Prayer, and leave the E- 
vene to kind Providence, our gracious Sovereign, and difintereft- 
ed Minifiry, This, Sir, is the moft fincere Advice of, 





Sir, @e. 
P. S. We may redd our Fate very plainly 4 the Difap. 
pointment our Friends the Presbyterians, and other Diffenters 
in England, are like to meet with, They promifed themfelves 
from this honeft Patliament, whete we have fo great a Majo- 
rity, a great many Redreffes, and no {mall Encouragement ; but 
when they addrefs their beft Friends in Parliament to execute 
theit Promifés, all the Anfwer they get #, That it i not now 
feafonable; That the Church of England muft not be alarmed 
at this Time; it is not wnlike’y indeed that we may get the 
Term of the Chriftmas Vacance fomewhat abridged in Scot- 
land, but £ fear we fhall not get it quite taken away. 


At the fame Time, there was publifh'd at Edinburgh, the fol 
lowing Difcourfe of the Neceffity and Seafonablenefs of an u- 
nanimous Addrefs for diffolving the Union. 


W HEN now, after a long Train of Mifmanage- 
ments in the Publick Councils of State, which 
wert like to have funk the Proteftant Intereft, endanger’d 
the Succeflian, in the [iluftrious Houfe of Hanover, and 
ruined the Liberty, Trade, and Publick Credit of Britain; 
to have brought in a Popifh Pretender, a Creature of 
France, to rule over us; and to have eithe fubjeéted us an 
irretrievable Condition of Slavéry, or made the Kingdoms 
a Field of Blood, by a Civil War: When, I fay, after all 
thefe Mal-adminiftrations, we are, in the unfpeakable 
Goodnefs of God, in a great Meafure emerg’d out of that 
imminent Danger, and by his Majefty’s happy and peace- 
able Acceffion to the Throne, have our Religious and Civil 
Rights fecured from thefe impious Attempts of a Popith 
Jacobite Faétion: No Man that was then touclied with a- 
ny jat Concern for the finking Condition of thefe valua- 
ble Tnterefts, but now begins to haye a more pleafing Re- 
tith of true Liberty, and in his proper Capacity, to en- 
quire how che Blefling miy be borh more largely diffufed a- 
mong us, and more firmly eftablifhed and continued to 
Pofterity. 

Several convincing Inftances of this Temper have i 
appeared, both here and in England, among .Perfons of a 
Ranks and Qualities, fince itis lace happy Turn Sah 2 
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fairs. The univerfal Joy that appeared in the Counte- 
nances and Conduct of all well-affeéted to the Proreftane 
Intereft upon his Majefty's Acceffion, in hopes of having 
our Religion fecured, and our Grievances redreffed ; che 
Care that has been taken to elect for the prefene Parlia- 
ment, fuch Men as would enquire into the late Councils 
and Projeéts that had been calculated for the Overthrow of 
the prefent happy Settlement; the Forwardnefg of many 
for fetting on Foot an Addrefs to lay before his Majetty 
the Grievances and Miferies we in Scotland groan under, 
on Account of the Union, and to pray that he would be gra- 
cioufly pleafed co grant us his Royal Affiftance for difiol- 
ving thereof. Thefe and other Things of like Nacure, 
are very encouraging Proof, that People univerfally be- 
gin to have a more fenfible Value for Liberty, and che 
Security and Settlement thereof in this Ifle. 

This Jaft, is what I intend to fay fomething about 5 
not that there are no other Papers writ upon the fame 
Subjeét, or chat I pretend to do it better than ‘tis done al- 
ready, but to do my Part iu reminding my Counrrymen, 
ina few Words, of what I think moft neceilary and pre- 
fent Dury. 

That the Union was, and ftill is, a Thing moft de- 
ftructive to the Intereft of this ancienc Kingdom, is whae 
needs not matty Arguments to make it evident. If one 
reviews but the great Number of Addsefles from all Cor- 
ners of the Kingdom, that crouded the laft Parliamenc of 
Scotland, he may eafily fee, that this was then the Senfe 
of the Nation; chat that Treaty was violently crammed 
down our Throats; and that it was not any privace View 
or Intereft that fo entirely engaged the whole People, of 
whatfoever Station, Principles or Intereft, to declare a- 
gainft ir, bue a hearty Concern for their own and Coun- 
try’s Good. 

I will not here make any Reflections on thofe who had 
the chief Handin making the Union; Idan’c doubt, but 
many who went too eafily into. it, had fome good Ends in 
View, as judging ic the beft, nay only Means of fértling 
and fecuring the Succeflion in his prefent Majefty’s Royal 
Family, and difappointing the Defigns of facabises here, 
(yet I muft fay thefe good Ends mighr have been obtained 
with Iefs Coft than the Rnin of Scotland: ) Hawever, - 
Now chat thefe Views are no more to influence the Con- 
tinuance af the Union, and that it is found fuch an ine 
fupportable Burden and Grievance to this Nicion, chae rill 
We be rid of it, and reftored to our former Stare, the 
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‘Minds of the People can never be eafy, nor the Effe‘ts of 
his Majefty’s benign Adminiftration fo fenfibly felt and 
acquiefced in, or mutual Jealoufies and Seeds of Difcord re- 
mnoved, which in Time may produce the fame or worfe 
Effects, than‘what the Union was at firft defigned to pre- 
vent; it naturally follows, that we fhould .betake our 
felves to fome expedient and proper Means for having the 
Union diffolved, and the Nation’s former Privileges te- 
dintegrated. 

There has not yet; for what I know, any Meafure or 
Concert beeti entered into for that End, more proper and 
reafonable, or that in Appearance will be more fuccefsful, 
than addrefling his Majefty, and laying before him the 
Uneafinefs of the Nation under it, and their univerfal In- 
clinations of being reftored to their former Eftate; nor 
can any other Way be more Dutiful towards his Majefty, 
or more acceptable to him, than the legal Way of hum- 
bly addreffing. 

A tumultary Way of Proceeding; is what I believe no 
good Subject will be fond of ; and as ic would be. unjuftifia- 
ble, without the utmoft Neceffity, and failing of all other 
Means of Redrefs, which we have no Ground to fufpet 
under fo good a King, if ic be not our own Fault; fo the 
Event would be uncertaif, and the Mifchiefs certain and 
unavoidable. 








Nulla falas Bello.— , 

To bring in a Bill in Parliament for its Diffolution, 
without firft laying before his Majefty the Neceflity and 
Expediency thereof, and acquainting him with the uni- 
verfal Inclination of his People in this Kingdom there- 
anent, would be both unmannerly and prepofterous, and 
in all Probability have che like Succefs as a former At- 
tempt of that Nature, and be turned off with the like 
Arguments, viz. That her late Majefty having had a great 
Share in the making, it’s fic his prefent Majefty be firft 
applyed unto, for the diffolving of it. That the Union 
having been defigned for fecuring the Succeffion in his 
Royal Family at firft; none is more deeply incerefted in 
its Diffolution, than his Majefty and his Progeny. 

It remains then, that in the firft Place an Addrefs be 
framed, wherein his Majefty nay be informed of our Suf- 
ferings and Miferies, under that Treaty; of the unallaya- 
ble Difcontent and Uneafinefs of the Whole of his People 
under it, and their prefling and earneft Defires of having it 
@iffolved, as the only poflible Way to deliver us from Ruin 
and Deftruction, render us eafy under his Mejefty’s juft 7 
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wife Adminiftration, and remove all thefe Difconcents 
and Marmurings amongft the Subjeéts, which may in 
Time be improved, for the Intereft of a Pretender, and 
weaken or obftruét the Peace of his Majefty’s Govern- 
ment. 

Next, that this Addrefs be fo conceived, that his Maje- 
fty’s Title be therein folemnly acknowledged, and the Peo- 
ple engaged to fupport it, in Oppofition to all Pretenders 
whatfomever ; and our National Church, as eftablifhed iz 
Doétrine, Worfhip, Presbyterian Church-Government and 
Difcipline, be exprefly and plainly afferted, and all neceflary 
Care taken for fecuring thereof to us; and removing all 
the Invafions and Encroachments made thereupon fince 
the late Union, and providing againft the like in all Time 
coming, and that our Pariiament and all our Civil Rights 
and Privileges be reftored intirely, as before the Union. 

An Addrefs of this Nature and Comprehenfion, {0 con- 
trived as to take in all che Interefts both of his Majefty and 
Succeflors, and of his People’s Sacred and Civil Liberties, 
asit cannot but be very acceptable to his Majefty, wha 
being Pater patrie, is of fuch remarkable Humanity, that 
the Groans of fo many of his People cannot but touch his 
Royal Heart with a fenfible Refentment, when he {ees 
they are not the defigning Intrigues of a Faétion difaffect- 
ed to his juft Title, buc the earneft Complaints of thefe 
who have remarkably fhown the higheft Regard and hear- 
ty Affection to his Majefty and the Succeflion in his RoyaF 
Family ; fo it cannot be thought that any will fcruple the 
Subfcription of it who are Friends to his Majefty and their 
Country ; and if any who have formerly been in the Fre- 
tender’s Intereft fhall fubfcribe, who fhould or can hinder 
them ? Since thereby they fhall plainly renounce their for- 
mer Principles; or if they diflemble and fecretly retain 
them, yet their joint Subfcription of that Addrefs can do no 
teal Prejudice to his Majefty’s Government, and the pre- 
fent Settlement, feeing it tends to extinguifh the Hopes of 
the Pretender and his Friends, by removing thefe Seeds of 
Difcontent, upon which alone he and they do ground 
their Expeétations, and confequently confirms his Maje- 
fty’s Government. . 

I thall not need to infift much longer on the Reafona- 
blenefs and Expediency of addrefiing his Majefty ; for un- 
Iefs People intend only to put off the Thing with fome 
tifling Amufements; I fee mot what they can object a- 
gaint it, 
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If they fay, we are as happy now, as we can be fuppo- 
fed to be withour the Union; fuch may delude themfelvet 
with that Way of Thinking, who having enjoyed Place’ 
of Profit under the Government all the while, have not 
felt the miferable Effeéts of it; buc if they take a View 
of the State and Circumftances of their Country, the Ex- 
perience of almoft all, will tell them the contrary. 

They have told us, this Parliament would take Care ta 
relieve us of the Hardfhips which are laid upon us in our 
Sacred and Civil Concerns, contrary to the Stipulations of 
the Union, though it be a Doubt with many, if we get 
Relief until we afk it; yet the eafing us in fome Things, 
takes away the Mifchiefs of the Treaty itfelf, nor gives 
us Security for the future, that we fhall not be further en- 
flaved by fome fubfequent Parliament of Great Britain, 
And though the Juftice of our King, and the prefent Par- 
liament, fhould make us eafy for the Prefent, yet we ought 
not to abandon the Interefts of Pofterity, nor entail Slave+ 
ry on them for the prefene Eafe: And the moft proper 
Time to prevent the evil Confequences of a bad Govern- 
ment, is, that People beftir themfelves when it’s in good 
Hands, and the Parliamene fitting. And yet we have 
heard of no Motion made that Way, though it’s fever 
Weeks fince the Parliament begun. 

If it be faid, chat it’s the Bufinefs of a Parliament, and 
therefore to what Purpofe crouble his Majefty with addref- 
fing ; his Majefty cannot relieve us if he would, unlefs 
the Englifs confent. I grant it’s che the Parliament’s Af- 
fair; but I don’t fee that our Addrefling his Majefty tends 
to hinder, but rather makes Way for its being debated in 
Parliament. And none can deny, buc as it is a Bufinefs 
which eminently concerns his Majefty, confidering his 
Intereft in, and tender Concern he was for the Good and 
Welfare of fo great a Body of his loyal Subjects; fo the 
Matter may fucceed the betcer in Parliament, if we firf 
fatisfy his Majefty, thac what we demand does not weaken 
his Right and Title, is bue doing Juttice to Scotland, and 
may prevent furcher Mifchiefs both to England and us, 

Nay, it is noc improbable, the Englifo, ac leaft a good 
Part of them, would not ftick much to give their Confent 
to fuch a Diffolucion, when they fee us unanimous and 
earneft for ic; for whatever Gain fome few of them my 
have by the Bargain ; fure [ am, the Advantage that Na- 
tion has, is noc equally fenfible ro them, as our Lofs tous 
But if we fhall poftpone the Publick Good of our Country 
to our own private Views, and be indifferent or divided 
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in our moving for the Diflolution, who can blame them to 
hold what Benefit they have got? Or if by our faint afk 
ing and divided Management, we teach them to deny ? 

Come we now to enquire into the Seafonablenefs of this 
Motion, and that there cannot be any Time more feafon- 
able, will be abundantly evident, if we confider, thac the 
propereft Time of reprefenting the Nation’s Grievances to 
our Sovereign is, at, or fhortly after his Acceflion to the 
Crown, and when his firft Parliament is fitting. This has 
always been the Practice of this and all well-governed Na- 
tions, that che Grievances complained of in the former 
Adminiftrations be reprefented to the new King ; elfe how 
fhould he know to redrefs them, or to make his Govern- 
ment more eafy and acceptable on the People than the laft? 
This is almoft a general Cuftom of Nations, as appears, . 
from the Popifh Patta Conventa an{wering to our Claim of 
- Right, which are renewed with proper Amendments on 
the Acceflion of each King to the Throne: From the un- 
happy Inftance of the Jfraelites Application to Reboboam - 
And even in Britain, the Englifh in the Beginning of King 
Charles che Firft’s Reign, obtained their Petition of Righe 
for Redrefs of Grievances, to be paft intoa Law: And ac 
King William’s happy Revalution, both Scots and Englife 
had their Claims of Right, and Enumeration of Grievances, 
which in a great Meafure had a good Return by following 
Laws to the fame Effect ; and though thefe were by Natio- 
nal Meetings, which can’c be expected now, when by the 
Union, the Scots Reprefentative is in a Manner extinét ; yec 
it ought to be done, as far as poflibly, nationally by the 
Confent of all the Shires and Burghs, feparately ceftified, 
fince they are not allowed to meet in a Body: And the 
Privilege of petitioning is by the Claim of Right, as well 
as Law of Nations, fecured to all che Subjects. 

And it being certain, that one of the chief Caufes of 
the Union’s being confented to, was the eftablifhing and 
fecuring the Proteftant Succeflion in the illuftrious Houle 
of Hanover, which otherwife might have been endanger- 
ed by the Prevalency of facobitifm in our Parliament, and 
that had his prefenc Majeity been then upon che Throne, 
the Union had never been; ’tis very natural, now he is 
in peaceable Poffcflion of the Crown, to addrefs him for its 
Diflolucion. And as it was Scotland’s Zeal for bis Maje- 
fty’s Title, made them confent to an Union ; fo it’s nor 
doubted Lut his Majefty’s Juftice and Generofiry will, with 
an equal Zeal, interpofe for that his ancient Kingdom's

Relief from thefe Miferies, into which their Affection to 
him hath involved them. 

It cannot now be objected with any Colour of Reafon, 
that the diffolving the.Union will endanger che Succef. 
fion, as was afged againft a Motion made about three Yeas 
ago, for its Diffolution, And if there were any Danger 
fuppofeable; yet that may, and no doubt will be provided 
againft, by Laws, as well in the Diffolution, as Contin. 
ance of the Union; fince what hinders the Britifh Parlia. 
ment to make the Diffolution with a Salvo to his Majefty’s 
Right, and the firft Scots Pathiament to recognize it; or 
both, which would not be fcrupled, even by thefe who 
are fulpected of Facobitifm : And though they fhould, their 
Weaknefs appeared fufficiently by the laft good Elections: 
And why may there not be a Meeting of the Eftates of 
Scotland by Allowance of the Britifs Parkiament, previous 
to the Diffolation, who might give their Authority for 
fecuring the Succeffion further, and do any Thing elfe 
may be ufeful for both Nations, in Cafe of a Diflolution 
to follow. Befides, that I always reckon his Majefty’s Ti- 





tle to be founded in the exprefs Words of the Claim of’ 


Right fecluding Papifts, and even on an elder Foundation, 
viz, The Laws at the Reformation, debarring them from 
all Publick Truft. 

Neither can it be pleaded as before, that it may provea 
Handle for Facobites, to embarrafé and difturb the Eletti- 
ons, thefe being now happily over, and his Majefty’s 
beft Friends having delayed Addrefling for feveral Months, 
only on that Account; but if we fhall delay the Matter, 
till there be Occafion for a new Parliament, that we have 
a while longer fmarted under che Senfe of our Miferies, it 
is probable ic may influence the Eleétions at another 
Rate, than now it could have done; yea, and weaken his 
Majeity’s Incereft with many who wifh him well, in Cafe 
of an After-attempt in Favour of the Pretender. 

Noristhere more Reafon to plead that the Addrefs muft bs 
delayed, till his Majefty’s Title be firft recognized in Parlia- 
ment; for befides, that before an Addrefs of this Nature 
can be regularly fufcribed, the Recognizing his Majefty’s 
Title in Parliament will be over, if it be choughe necefla- 
zy; fochere is no Inconfiftency betwixt an Addrefs from 
Scotland, folemnly acknowledging his Majefty’s juft Title, 
and the Recognizing of it in Parliament, nor any Hazard 
which of them take Place of the other, : 

To pretend it neceflary to wait fome Years till his Maje- 
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brances, and his Government over us ftrengthened and 
confirmed, is really of no Weight at all; for, as we fee 
nothing now difturbing the Quiet of ‘his Majefty’s Admi- 
niftration, fo it’s to be fear’d, in Cafe a new War break out 
abroad, which is not altogether improbable from rhe pre- 
fent State of Affairs, we fhall not in hafte regain the like 
Opportunity of having this grand National Mifcief re- 
drefled.: And if the Union fhall be for any confiderable 
Time longer born with, and no proper Effays made at this 
Jun&ure for diffolving it, we fall find ic fo rooted, as to 
continue a lafting Mifery and Slavery on us and our Po- 
Rerity, and its Diffolution through Length of Time be- 
come impradticable, chat though we would, we fhal! not 
have Accefs to endeavour it. Every fudden Change in che 
State, even for the better, is accounted dangerous; and 
when this Union fhall have got Prefcription of Time to 
authorize it, ic will prove too effectual an Argument a- 
gainft its Diffolution. And if fome have the Confidence to 
infift on this Topick already, when it’s but of few Years 
ftanding, what may we fuppofe will be done, when buc 
few are alive who ever faw our Independent Parliamenr, 
= had both Inclination and Power to do Scotchmen Ju- 
ice ? 

I know nothing that has been, nor fee I what can be, fur- 
ther urged for the Unfeafonablenefs of the Motion. Upon 
the whole therefore, it is evident, thac it is che Duty of e- 
very honeft Scotchman, to beftir himfelf in his Capacity, 
i all Humility, to lay before his Majefty the deplorable 
State of this poor Nation, and the Neceflity of the Diflo- 
lution of that Treaty, into which we were anaccountably 
and inconfiderately involved, contrary to all the Maxims 
of Honour, Juftice and Prudence: And thereupon to ex- 
pe from his Majefty’s Royal Wifdom, Goodnefs, and Ju- 
fice that he will have Compaflion upon the finking Con= 
ition of this his ancient Kingdom, and interpofe his In- 
tueft, for our Delivery: Of which we have now no 
Ground to doubt, confidering his Majefty’s princely Quali- 
ts, unlefs fome defigning Perfons, on private Views, 
make ic cheir Bufinefs to imprefs his Majefty wich Mifre- 
Mefentations of our honeft and laudable Intention, or that 
Wt, through our own Mifmanagements and Divifions, fru- 
fate his Majefty’s Purpofes. 

And as it’s our Duty, fo it’s the moft feafonable one we 
owe our Country at this Time, the Neglect whereof will 
nily be held by the impartial World, the moft unaccounta- 
lleFolly and Stupidity thatever a Civilized Nation was guil-

ty of; and Iam perfuaded fhall be more refleéted on, as fuch, 
by Pofterity, than the Treaty itfelf. °Tis not by one Half 
fo great an Argument of Folly and Senflefnefs, to be 
cheated and cajol’d into a Misfortune, as after finding our 
felves in the Mire, to lie ftill contented, without endea- 
Vouring to get out. 

Mean Time, as we ought to obferve and acknowledge 
the Juftice of God, in fuffering us to be involved into theft 
Miferies, as the juft Punifhment of our many crying Sins, 
and of our Ingratitude for the National Bleflings he was 
pleafed to confer upon us ; fo let each of us by ferious Re- 
pentance and real Amendment of Life, return to him, and 
humbly implore his Mercy, through his Son Jefus Chrift, 
to us and our poor ruined and finking Land, and that he 
would of his infinite Goodnefs, blefs and profper our En- 
deavours for retrieving the priftine Beauty and Glory, Li- 
berty and Freedom, wherewith he formerly bleft us, both 
as Chriftians and Scotchmen.

His Majefty’s High Commiffioner, and the Moderator of 
the General Affembly, being apprehenfive that the Difaf- 
fected might improve the prefent Opportunity to fet a 
float the ill Humours which, for fome Time, had been gr 
thering in Scotland, thought it advifeable to prorogue the 
General Aflembly 3 which his Grace did accordingly on 
the 17th of May, to the firft Thurfday of May 1716; after 
they had appointed a Commiffion, that is to meet from 
Time to Time, and confider of fuch Affairs as fhall be laid 
before them.

We have no more to add concerning the Tranfa¢tions of 
Great Britain, fave what the Reader will find in the Chro- 
nological Diary at the End of this Volume. We proceed 
now to foreign Affairs; and becaufe the following Treatits 
of Peace give a great Light into the Hiftory of the Time 
we have undertaken to write of, we will firft infert them 
at large, and then prefent the Reader, with a general 
View of the State of Affairs in Europe, as they ftood at 
the Beginning of the Year 1715. 


Treaty 
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TREATY of Peage and Commerce, concluded between Phi- 


lip V. King of Spain, and the States-General of the Uni- 
ted-Provinces. 


‘Art, 1. HERE fhall be for the future, 2 good, firm, 
fincere and inviolable Peace between the faid 
Lord the King Don Philip V, and his Succeffors the Kings 
of Spain and his Kingdoms, on the one Part, and the 
States General on the other, and immediately after the 
figning of this Treaty, all Acts of Hoftility, of what Na- 
ture foever, between the faid Lords, the King, and the 
States-General, as wel] by Sea and jn other Waters, as by 
Land in all their Kingdoms, Countries, Lands and Lord- 
fhips, and between all their Subjects and Inhabitants of 
what Quality or Condition foever they be, fhall ceafe, and 
be laid afide, without Exception of Places or Perfons. 
Art, 11. There thall be a general Oblivion and Amnefty 
for all Things tranfaéted on both Sides, on Account of the 
laft War, and confequently all the Subjects of faid Lords, 
the King and Scates-General, of what Quality or Condition 
foever they are, without Exception, may and fhall re- 
enter and be effectually lefe and be re-eftablifhed in the 
Poffeffion and peaceable Enjoyment of all their Eftates, 
Honours, Dignities, Privileges, Franchifes, Rights, Exemp- 
tions, and Conftitutions, without being queftion’d, troulled 
or molefted in general or particular,for any Caufe or Pretexe 
whatever, on Account of what has paft fince the Begin- 
ning of che faid War, and in Purfuance of the prefene 
Treaty ; and after it is ratify’d, ic fhall be lawful for all 
and every one to return in Perfon to their own Houfes, 
and to the Enjoyment of their Lands, and all other Eftates, 
and to difpofe of them in fuch Manner as they fhall chink 
fit, 
4rt. IIL. In like Manner thofe whofe Eftates have been 
feiz’d or confifcated on Account of the faid War, their 
Heirs or Affigns, fhall enjoy the faid Eftates, and take 
Poffeffion of their loft Authority, and by virtue of the 
prefene Treaty, without need of having any Recourfe to 
Juftice, notwithftanding the Incorporations in the Fifcal 
Engagements, Gifts by Deed, Treaties, Agreements, and 
Tranfactions, or any Renunciations which may be term’d 
Tranfaétions for excluding the Proprietors from any Part of 
their faid Eftates: And all and fingular the Eftates and Rights 
which conformably to the prefent Treaty fhall be reftor’d 
seciprocally to the firft en their Heirs or Afligns, 
' may 
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may be fold by the faid Proprietors without need of obtain- 
ing particular Confént for ¢fiat End; and afterwards the 
Proprietors of the Rents which fhall be conftiruted on the 
Part of the Confifcations in the Room of Eftates fold, as 
alfo of Rents and AStions canftitured on Account of the 
Coiififtatidns tefpéttively, may difpofe of them by Salé 
or othetwife, as well as of their Gwii proper Goods, 

Att. TV: The Subjeets and Inhabitants on both Sides, 
may alfo recliim theit Goods and Effééts which were de- 
tain’d tipon Accotint of thé War, either by cheir Corref- 
pondents 6t any otliéts whatever; and in Café the faid E- 
ftates and Effects ate fold by any Perfon wharfotver, oy 
may demand the Prodtice of them; and in Cafe of a Dil- 
pute thereupon, ic fhali be lawful for them to feize what 
is detain’d of theit Goods and Eftates, or to profecure their 
Debtors by Methods of Juftice, and the Judges fhall be ob- 
Jig’d to render chem due and fpeedy Juftice, and in the 
Tryal of fuch Ptoceedings to lave regard only to thé Me- 
rits of the Caufe, withdar reflecting it any wife upon the 
paft War. 

Att, V. The Subjects of the faid Lord the King fhall not 
take up any Comimiflions for particular Armaments or Let- 
ters of Reptifils from fuch Princes or States as are Enemies 
to the faid Lotdé the Sratés-General, and much lefs moleft 
or hurt them in any wifé by virtue of fuch Commifiions 
of Letters of Réeprifal, nor goa Cruizing with them, on 
Pain of being profecutéd atid panifh’d as Pyrates; which 
thall be likewift obterv’d by the Subjeéts of the United- 
Provinces towards the Subijetts of thé faid Lord the King; 
ahd always, and ag often as it fhall be requir’d on either 
Side, moft éxprefs and punétual Decrees fhall be publifird 
and renew’d in the Dominions of the faid Lords, the King 
and the States Gérierdl, prohibiting their Subjeéts to make 
any Manner of Ufe of fuch Commiflions, or Letters of 
Reprifal, undet che above-mention’d Penalty, which fhall 
be feverely executed again{t the Conrraveners, befides the 
entire Reitirution which they fhall be oblig’d to make to 
thofe who faftain any Daimage froin them. 

Art. VI. And for better preventing all Inconveniences 
which happéh by thé taking of Prizes before this Peace 
comes to be known, aiid efpecially in Places that are re- 
mote; “cis Ripulaced arid agreed, That if any Prizes are 
taken on either Side in the Baltick or the North Sea, from 
Newfoundland and Norway to the End of the Sereights, after 
the Space of twelve Days, or from the End of the faid 
Sit¢ights to Cape St. Vintent after ché Space of four — 
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and from thence to the Mediterranean, and as far as the 
Line, after the Space of fix Weeks, and beyond the Line, 
and in all other Parts of the World, after the Space of fix 
Months, to be computed refpectively from the Day of the 
figning the prefent Treaty of Peace, rhe faid Prizes and 
Damages which thal] be made after the Expiration of thofe 
Terms, as alfo the Prizes and Damages which fhall be 
made within the fuid Terms, by fuch as fhall have Notice 
of the Conclufion of this Peace, fhall be brought to Ac- 
count, and all chat has beem taken, fhall be reftored, with 
Compenfation for all Damages from chence enfuing. 

Art. VII. All Letters of Mart and Reprifals which may 
have been heretofore granted for any Canfe whatfoever, 
are declared null; nor fhall any che like Letters be hereaf- 
ter granted by either of che Covenanters, to the Prejudice 
of the Subjects of the other, unlefs it be firft made mani- 
feft that Injuftice has been done, which fhall not be taken 
for granted, unlefs the Petition of the Perfon who defir: s 
the Letters of Reprifal, be firft fhewn to the Minifier refi- 
ding there on the Part of the State againft whofe Subjects 
thofe Letters are to be granted, that within the Space of 
fix Months, or fooner (if poflible) he may enquire into 
the contrary, or procure the Satisfaction due to Juftice. 

Art. VIII. The Subjects of the faid Lord the King fhal] 
not be profecuted or arrefted in their Perfons or Goods, for 
any Thing which his Catholick Majefty may owe, nor 
fhall the Subjects of the faid Lords the States be proceeded 
againft for the Publick Debts of the State. 

Art. IX, A Peace, good Amity and Correfpondence be- 
ing thus reftored between che Lords, the King and the 
States-Genera], as alfo between their Subjects and Inhabi- 
tants reciprocally, and it being likewife provided, char 
nothing may happen to breed any Enmity, the faid Lords, 
the King and the States-General fhall promote and ad- 
vance the Good and Profperity of one another, by all 
Manner of Support, Aid, Counfel, and Afliftance, upon ali 
Occafions, and at all Times, and {hall noc confent, for the 
future, to any Treaty or Negociation which may preju- 
dice either, but fhall break them, and give Advice of them 
reciprocally with Diligence and Sincerity, as foon as they 
fhall have Notice of them. 

4rt. X. The Treaty of Munffer concluded the 3eth of Fa 
auary 1648, between the late King Philip 1V. and the Lords 
the States-General, fhall ferve as the Bafis of the prefene 
Treaty, and take Place in all Things, fo as not to be 
changed by the following Ariicles, And as for what is 
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applicable and relates to the sth and 16th Articles of the 
faid Peace of Munfter, they thall only take Place in what 
concerns the faid two high covenanting Powers and their 
Subjests. 

Art. X10. The Subjeéts and Inhabitants of the Countries 
of the faid Lords, the King and the States, fhall keep an 
entire good Correfpondence and Amity together, and may 
frequent, fojourn, and dwell in the Dominions of either, 
and there exercife Trade and Commerce refpectively, as 
well by Sea and other Waters, as by Land, with all Man- 

er of Safety and Freedom, and without any Hindrance, 

4rt. XIL, They may alfo have in the Lafids and Domi- 
nions of either, their own Houfes to refide in, their Ware. 
houfes and Cellars for ftowing their Merchandizes, and 
may reciprocally enjoy all Manner of Freedom and Secu, 
rity, as an Effeét of the Peace, and not be fubjet to any 
greater Duties or Impofitions than the Subjects of either ; 
neither fhall they be examin’d, vifited, or molefted, be 
cauf: of their Trade or Traffick, in ‘their Honfes, Ware- 
houfes, or Cellars, whether chey own them, or only rene 
them, unlefs upon Advice, and fufficient Proof of fraudu- 
lent and contraband Commerce: In which Cafe, the Com- 
miffary and Factor of the Farmers may make fuch a Scru- 
tiny as he fhall agree upon with the Permiffion of the 
Judge-Confervator of the Cuftoms, and other Revenues; 
and the Trader who fhall thus be fearch’d, may fummon 
the Jucge-Confervator, or the Conful of his Nation to af- 
fit at the Scrutiny, who fhall be a fufficient Witsfefs, and 
hall not permit any Injury to be done to the Merchant or 
his Commerce; it being always under{tood, That if the 
natural Subjects of the {aid Lord the King, or of any other 
Prince, State, Nations or Towns have already been, or 
fhall be hereafter treated more favourably on that Ac- 
count, the Subjects of the faid Lords the States-General 
fhall be treated in the fame Manner. 

4rt, XII. The faid Subjeéts on borh Sides may alfo 
frequent the Countries, Lands, Towns, Harbours, Places, 
and Rivers of the Dominions of either, with their Mer- 
chandizes and Ships, and may carry and fell them to all 
Perfons without Diftintion, and may buy, traffick, and 
tranfport all Sorts of Merchandize, whofe Importation and 
Exportation is not prohibited generally and univerfally to 
all, both Subjects and Foreigners, by the Laws and Ordi- 
nances of either State, paying the Duries of Import and 
Export, and the others which fhall be paid by the natural 
Subjects, and other Nations in Amity, che moft favour'd ; 
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and confequently the Entrance and Departure of their Ships 
fhall be facilitated, without any Delay or Hindrance. 

Art, XIV, The faid Subjects on both Sides fhall not be o- 

bliged to pay greater and other Duties, Charges, Gabels, or 
other Impofitions whatfoever, on their Perfons, Goods, 
Merchandizes, Commodities, Ships, or Freights, directly 
or indirectly, under any Name, Title, or Pretence what- 
foever, chan thofe which fhall be paid by the natural Sub- 
~ jeéts of either. 
Art. XV, And that the Officers and Miniffers may not 
~ demand or claim from the refpective Merchants and Sub- 
jects, greater Taxes, Duties, or Salaries, than what they 
ought to take by virtue of this Treaty; and that che faid 
Merchants and Subjects may know with Certainty the Or- 
ders thereupon, *ris agreed, That there fhall be Lifts in all 
Places where thofe Duties are generally paid, in which 
fhill be fet down the Duties payable for Importation and 
Exportation: And fince it has been reprefented co his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, That the Inf{pectors, commonly call’d Miffas, 
do too much favour the Farmers of the Cuftoms, particu- 
larly im exceffive Valuations of fuch Merchandizes as are 
not plainly fpecified in the faid Lifts ; and fince this would 
be extreamly prejudicial to Commerce and Traffick, his 
Majefty is willing to remedy it, and will give the necef= 
fary Orders that fuch Complaints may entirely ceafe. 

4rt, XVI. The faid Subjeéts on both Sides having once 
paid the Duties of Importation compriz’d in the Tariffs 
and other Laws, fhall not be obliged to pay any more, 
though they cranfport their Merchandizes by Land, or 
enter out of one Kingdom or Province into anorher in 
Spain; and this fhall alfo be obferved in the States United- 
Provinces: And as for the other Duties, they fhall pay the 
fame refpectively as are paid by the natural Subjects, or o- 
ther Nations moft favour'd. 

Art. XVII. Neither fhall the Subjeéis of the faid Lords 
the States-Genera], be treated in Spain, or in the King- 
doms and States thereon depending, otherwife, or with 
Jefs Favour than the Nation that is moft favour’d: Bue 
they fhall there enjoy, in Point of Commerce and Navi- 
gation, and generally in all Things, without Exception 
or Referve, the fame Privileges, Franchifes, Exemptions, 
Immunities and Securities which they enjoy’d before this 
War, and which other Nations and trading Towns, the 
moft favour'd, can or may enjoy hereafter over and above, 
whether by virtue of Treaty of Peace or Commerce, or 
by Contracts, Ordinances, and particular Aéts; fo rhat rhe 
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fame Privileges, Pranchifes, Exemptions, and Immunities, 
which were granted, or may be granted hereafter to the 
King of France, the Queen of Great Britain, or to any o- 
ther Kingdom, Nation, or City whatfoever, or to their 
Sabjeéts, thal] be likewife granted to the faid Lords the 
Scates, or to their Subjects, with all rhe Claufes and advan- 
tageous Circumftances which may be added thereto; and 
the fame fhall alfo take Place with refpeét to the Subjedts 
of the faid Lord the King, who in a}j Countries whatever, 
under the Obedience of the faid Lords the States, fhall be 
treated as favourably as the Nation that is moft favoured. 

Art. XVIII. Merchants, Mafters of Ships, Pilots, Mari- 
ners, their’ Ships, Merchandizes, Commodities, or other 
Eftates to them belonging, fhall not be feiz’d and ftopp’d 
either by virtue of any general or fpecial Mandate, nor 
for any Caufe of War whatfoever, or otherwife, nor even 
on Pretence of ufing them for the Prefervation and De- 
fence of the Country. Excepted neverthelefs, all Seizures 
and Arrefts of Juftice by the ordinary Methods, ‘on Ac- 
count of the proper Debts, Obligations and valid Contracts 
of thofe on whom the faid Seizures fall be made: And 
the Procedure in fuch Cafes fhall be according to the ufual 
Methods of Law and Reafon.” 

Art. X¥X. Ships laden by the Subjects of either of the 
contracting Poivers paffing before the Coaft of the other, 
and putting into the Roads or Harbours for Anchorage by 
Tempeft or otherwife, fhall not be obliged to unlade there, 
or to fell their Merchandizes in Whole or in Part, nor 
forced to pay any Duty there, unlefs they unlade them 
there of their own Accord, and fell fome Part of them, 
Neverthelefs they fhall be at Liberty, after having ob- 
tain’d a Permiflion from thofe who have the Direétion of 
the Maritime Affairs, to unlade and fell a {mall Part of 
their Cargo, only for buying Provifions and Necéffaries for 
refitting the Ship; and in this Cafe, no Duties fhall be 
demanded for al] che Cargo, but only for that fmall Part 
of it which fhall be unladen and fold: But in Cafe they 





unlade more than the Permiffion given them {pecifies, they : 


thal! pay for the whole Cargo. 

Art, XX. The Ships of War on both Sides fhall find the 
Reade, Rivers, Ports and Harbours, free and open to goin 
and our, or ftay at Anchor, as long as fhall be neceflary, 
without having their Cargo view’d. Neverthelefs they 
fhall be obliged ¢o ufe Difcretion, and not to give any 
Canfe of Jealonfy, by too great a Number of Ships, by a 
too long and aftected Stay, nor otherwife, to the Gover- 
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nors of the faid Places and Harbours, to whom the Cap- 
rains of the faid Ships fhall notify the Caufe of their 
Arrival and their Stay. But as to the Merchant Veflels of 
the Subjeéts of either, the Farmers and Officers of the 
Cuftoms ihall be permitted to fet Guards on them, as foon 
as they are entér’d into the faid Ports or Harbours. “© 

4rt. XXI. The Ships of War of the faid Lords, the King 
anid the States-General, and thofe of their Subjects, whieh 
thall be arm’d for War, fhall, with al! Manner of Free- 
dom, convoy the Prizes which they fhall take from their 
Enemies whither they pleafe, without being oblig’d to 
any Duties, whether of Admirals, or Admiralties, or any 
other, in Cafe that the faid Prizes don’c unlade; which 
fhall be permitted neverthelefs, after having obtain’d a 
Permiffion: And in this Cafe, the Duties of Importation 
thall be paid refpectively, according to Laws of the Place ; 
provided .neverthelefs, chat they fhall not be permitted to 
uilade any contraband or prohibited Merchandize. And 
when the faid Prizes enter the Harbours or Ports of the 
faid Lords the King and the States-General, thofe Prizes 
hhall not be ftopp’d or feiz’d, nor fhall the Officers of the 
Places rake any Cognizance of the Validity of the Prizes, 
which may go out, and be convoy’d freely, and with all 
Manner of Liberty, to the Places fpecify’d in the Com- 
miffions, which the Captains of the faid Ships fhall be 
oblig’d to make appear: And, on the other Hand, no 
Shelter or Retreat fhall be given in their Ports or Har- 
bours, to thofe who thall take Prizes from the Subjects of 
his Catholick Majefty, and the Lords the States-General ; 
bue if ftopped there by the Difficulty of the Weather, 
or Dangers of the Sea, they fhall be oblig’d to go out as 
foon as poffible. 

Art. XXU. The Confuls whom the faid Lords the States 
fhall _conftiture in the Kingdoms of the faid Lord the 
King, for the Aid and Proteétion of their Subjects, fhall 
there have and enjoy the fame Power and Authority in 
Exercife of their Office, as alfé the fame Exemptions and 
Immunities, as any other Conful heretofore had, or may 
hereafter have in the faid Kingdoms; and the Spani/h Con- 
fuls who live in the United-Provinces, fhall there have 
and enjoy all that any Conful of any Nation whatfo- 
Ver has had hitherto, or may hereafter have in the faid 
Provinces. 

Art, XXTD°The Subjeéts and Inhabitants of the Ne- 
therlands may, in all Places that are under the Obedience 
of the faid Lord the King, make ufe of fuch Advocates, 
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Procurators, Sollicitors, and Executors, as to them {hall 
feem good, to which they fhall alfo be delegated by the 
ordinary Judges, when Need fhall be, and thofe Judges 
fhall be requir’d ; and the Subje¢ts and Inhabitants of the 
faid Lord the King, coming into the Country of the 
faid Lords the States, fhall reciprocally enjoy the fame 
Affiftance. 

Art. XXIV. Alfo the Subjects and Inhabitants on both 
Sides, fhall not Le oblig’d to thew or make out their Re. 
gifters, or Books of Accompt, to any one whomfoever, 
unlefs only for Proof-Sake, to avoid Procefs and Difputes; 
neither may they be put on Board, detain’d, or taken out 
of their Hands, under any Pretence whatfoever; and it 
fhall be lawful for che faid Subjects on both Sides, in the 
refpective Places where they dwell, to keep their Books 
of Accomprt, Trade, and Correfpondence, in what Lan- 
guage they pleafe, whether in Spanifh, Flemifh, or any 
other Language whatfoever, and they fhall not be molefted — 
on that Account, or fubject to any Examination what- 
foever, and any other Claufe which is granted by the 
one or the other of the high covenanting Powers to any 
other Nation, fhall likewife be underftood to be granted 
to this. 

Art. XXV. The Subjects and Inhabitants of the Conn- 
tries of the faid Lords, the King and States General, of 
what Quality or Condition foever they are, are declar’d 
capable of fucceeding refpectively to one another, as well 
by Will as withour Will, according to the Cuftoms of the 
Places; and if any Succeflion has fallen heretofore to 
either, they fhall be therein preferv’d and maintain’d. 

sirt, XXVI. The Goods, Merchandize, Papers, Wri- 
tings, Books of Accompt, and all that may belong to the 
Subjeéts of the faid Lords the States that dy’d in Spaia, 
thall immediately devolve to their Heirs, who being pre- 
fent, and of Age, or rather the Executors or Truftees of 
the Will, or thofe by them aurhoriz’d according to the 
Exigency of the Cafe, may alfo take immediate Poflefii- 
on, adminifter, and freely difpofe of chem as of Right : 
But in Cafe the Heirs of the Caid Subjects, who have dy’d 
in Spain, fhould be abfent, or under Age, and chat the" 
Deceas’d, has not provided for thofe Cafes, and that the 
abfent Heirs who fhall be of Age, have not made fuch 
proper Provifion by Letter of Attorney ; then rhe Goods, 
Megchandize, Paper, Writings, Books of Accompr, and 
all the reft belonging to the Deceas’d, fhall be inventory'd 
by a Notary-Publick before the Judge Confervator of the 
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Nation ; or in Cafe there be none, before the ordinary 
Judge, affifted by the Conful, or other Minifter of the 
faid Lords the States, and two Merchants of the Nation, 
and difpos’d in the Hands of two or three Merchants, who 
fhall be appointed by the faid Conful or Minifter, in order 
to be kepr and fecur’d for the Proprietors and Creditors. 
And in chofe Places where there is neither Conful, nor 
any other Minifter, all this fhall be done in the Prefence 
of two or three Merchants of the fame Nation, who 
fhall be delegated by the Majority of Voices; which fhall 
be obferv’d in the like Cafe to the Subjects of his Catholick 
Majefty in the United-Provinces. 

4rt. XXVII. Forafmuch as a convenient Place is already 
appointed at Cadiz, for the Interrmenc of the Bodies of 
fuch of the Subjects of the faid Lords the States-General 
who dye there, the faid Lord the King will forthwich 
give the neceflary Orders, that in other trading Towns 
honourable Places may likewife be appointed for the Bu- 
tial of the Bodies of thofe that belong to the faid Lords 
the Scates, who fhall happen to die in the Dominions of 
the faid Lord the King. 

Art. XXVIII. And tothe End that the Laws of Com- 
merce, which have been obtain’d by the Peace, may not 
lie dormant, as it would happen, if the Subjeéts of the 
faid Lords the States fhould be molefted for the Cafe of 
Confcience when they go and come, or ftay in the Do- 
minions of the faid Lord the King, there to exercife Com 
merce, or otherwife: For this Reafon, to the End that 
Commerce may be fafe and fure as well by Sea as by Land, 
the faid Lord the King fhall give the neceffary Orders, 
that the Subjeéts of the faid Lords the States be nor mo- 
lefted, contrary, and in Prejudice to the Laws of Com- 
merce ; and that neither of the two be molefted or tron- 
bled for his Confcience, as long as they give no Offence, 
and commit no publick Crime, from which the faid 

’ Subjeéts fhall be oblig’d to abftain, and to govern and 
demean themfelves with all Modefty. The fame fhall 
alfo be done by, and obferv’d towards the Subjects of the 
faid Lord che King, who fhall be, or dwell in the United- 
Provinces. 

Art, XXTX. The faid Lord the King fhall preferve to 
the Subjects of che Lords che States-Genera!, in the tra 
ding Towns of his Kingdoms, where they had Judges Con- 
fervators in the Reign of the late King Charles II. the 








fame Power; and they fhall likewife enjoy ic in the 
other Towns, where other Nations enjoy it, or may here- 
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after enjoy it, inthe fame Manner, and with che fame 
Authority, as the Judges Confervators ufed, during the 
Reign of che late King Charles II. and an Appeal from the 
Sentences of chofe Judges Confervators, may alfo be 
brought in and profecuted, as was practis’d during the faid 
Reign ; and all chis thall be obferv’d, unlefs ic be other- 
wife agreed on. 

Art. XXX. The Duties laid upon the Merchandizes and 
Manufactures of the Subjeéts of the United-Provinces, du- 
ring, and by Reafon of the War, above thofe {pecify’d by 
the Tariffs in the Reign of King Charles II. fhall ceafe 
immediately after the figning of the Peace, as well as 
thofe which have been laid, during, and by Reafon of 
the War, upon the Merchandize and Manufa¢tures export. 
ed from Spain: And henceforward the faid Subjects of the 
Uniced-Provinces fhall pay the fame Duties as the Subjedts 
of other Nations the moft favour’d. 

Art. XXXI. His Catholick Majefty engages not to per- 
mit any foreign Nation whatfoever, for any Reafon, or 
under any Pretence whatfoever, to fend any Ship or 
Ships, or to go for trade into the Spanifh Indies ; but, on 
the contrary, his Majefty engages himfelf to reftore and 
maintain the Navigation and Commerce in thofe Indies, 
in the fame Manner as it was in the Reign of the late 
King Charles IT. and conformably to the fundamental Laws 
of Spain, which abfolutely forbid all foreign Nations 
from going and trading in thofe Indies, and referve both 
only to the Spaniards, Subjects of his faid Catholick Ma- 
jefty: And for the Performance of this Article, the Lords 
the Srates-General do alfo promife to aflift his Catholick 
Majefty. Provided neverthelefs, that this Rule shall 
not prejudice what is contain’d in the Affento Contract 














for Negroes, made lately with her Majefty the Queen of - 


Great Britain. 

Art. XXXII. The Prifoners on both Sides fhall be deli- 
ver’d up without Ranfom 3 and as to their Debts, the re- 
Lpective Sovereigns fhall each pay thofe of his own Sub- 
jects, within the Term of three Months after the Ex- 
change of the Ratifications. 

Art. XXXIII. And for rendering Commerce and Navi- 
gation on both Sides ftill more free and fafe, *tis agreed to 
confirm the Treaty of Marine, made at the Hague, De- 
cember 17, 1650, between the late King Philip IV. and 
the faid Lords the Scates-General; and that chis Treaty 
fhall be obferv’d and executed in all Things, as if i¢ were 
inferted hercin verbatim, except the Prohibition included 

in 
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in che 34 and 4th Articles of that Treaty, which shall 
not take Place. 

Art. XXXIV, Tho” ’tis faid in feveral of the preceding 
Articles, that the Subjects on both Sides may freely go, 
frequent, ftay, fail, and traffick in the Countries, Lands, 
Towns, Harbours, Places, and Rivers of either of the 
high covenanring Powers ; “tis neverthelefs underftood, 
that the faid Subjects fhall only enjoy that Liberty in 
fuch of their Dominions as lie in Europe ; becaufe ‘tis ex- 
Pprefly agreed,’ that as to the Spanifh Indies, Navigation 
and Commerce fhall be carry’d on thither only conforma- 
bly to the 3rft Article of this Treaty ; amd that in che 
Indies, as weil Eaft as Weft, which are under the Domi- 
nions of the Lords the Srates-General, Navigation and 
Commerce fhall be carry’d on thither, as they have hi- 
therto manag’d it ; And as to the Canary Iflands, the Na- 
vigation and Commerce of the Subjects of the Lords the 
States, fhali be carry’d on thither in the fame Manner, as 
in the Reign of the late King Charles Il. 

Art. XXXV. If by Inadvertency, or otherwife, there 
fhould arife any Neglect of, or Inconvenience to the pre- 
fent Treaty, on the Part of the faid Lords, the King and 
the States, or their Succeffors, this Peace and Alliance 
fhall neverthelefs be fubfifted in its full Force, withouc 
Proceeding to the Breach of Amity and good Corref{pon- 
dence ; but then the faid Contraventions fhall be imme- 
diately repair’d ; and if they proceed from the Faule of 
any particular Subject, they only fall be punith’d for 
it; and the. Damage fhall be made up in the fame Place 
where the Contravention is made, if they are there fur- 
priz’d, or elfe in the Place of their Habitation, withour 
proceeding elfewhere againft their Bodies or Goods, in any 
Manner whatfoever. 

Art, XXXVI. And for the better Maintenance of the 
Commerce and Amity between the Subjects of the faid 
Lord the King, and thofe of the faid Lords the States for 
the future, *tis agreed, That if any Interruption of Ami. 
ty, or any Rupture happen hereafter between the Crown of 
Spain, and the faid Lords the States, (which God forbid) the 
Term of a Year and a Day, after the faid Rupture, fhall 
always be allow’d to the Subjects on both Sides, to retire 
with their Effects, and to tranfport them whither they 
pleafe, for which they fhall have a Permiflion ; as alfo to 
fell or tranfport their Goods and Moveables with all Free- 
dom, foas that they fhall not be hinder’d, or their enn 
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feiz’d, nor much lefs their Perfors arrefted, during the 
faid Term of a Year and a Day. 

Art. XXXVII. Since the happy Continuance of this 

Peace, as well as the Repofe and Safety of Europe, princi- 
pally depends on this, vis. That the two Crowns of 
Spain and France continue for ever independent one on 
another, and can never be united upon the Head of one 
and the fame King; and that his Catholick Majefty, for 
this End, and by the Confent of the Moft Chriftian King, 
on the sth of November, in the Year 1712, did renounce 
for himfelf, his Heirs, aud Succeflars, for ever, and in the 
ftrongeft Terms, all Manner of Right, Title, and Preten- 
fion whatfoever, to the Crown of France; and that, an 
the other Hand, the Princes of the Royal Family -of 
France, have alfo renounc’d for themfelves, their Heirs, 
and Succeflors, for ever, and in the ftrongeft Terms, all 
Manner of Right, Title, and Pretenfion whatfoever to 
the Crown of Spain; and fince thofe Renunciations, .and 
the Declarations which follow’d thereupon in Spain and in 
France, are alfo become fundamental and inviolable Laws 
of both Kingdoms; his Catholick Majefty does, by this 
Treaty, in the ftrongeft Manner, farther confirm the faid 
Renunciation to the Crown of France; and he promifes 
and engages, as well for himfelf, as for his Heirs and 
Succeffors, religioufly to obferve, and to caufe this Renun- 
ciation to be obferv’d, without permitting or fuffering 
any Contravention to be made to it, direétly or indirect. 
ly, either in Whole, or in Part ; as alfo to ufe all his 
Power, that the faid Renunciations of the Princes of the 
Royal Family of France, may have their full and entire 
Effeét, and that confequently the two Crowns of Spain 
and France may always continue fo feparate one from the 
other, that they may never be united, 
_ rt. XXXVI. In this prefent Treaty of Peace and 
Alliance, fhall be included all Kings, Princes, and States, 
that fhall be nam’d by the common and reciprocal Con- 
fenc and Satisfaction of both Sides, within a convenient 
Time. 

Art. XXXIX. And for the greater Security. of this 
Treaty, and of all che Points and Articles therein con- 
tain’d, the faid Treaty thall be publifh’d, verify’d, and 
regifter’d on both Sides, in the Councils, Courts, and other 
Places, where fuch Publications, Verifications, and Re- 
gifters are ufally made. 

4rt.. XL. The prefene Treaty fhall he ratify’d and ap- 
prov’d by the faid Lords, the King and the Graces Gemeints 
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and the Letters of Ratification fhall be exchang’d wichin 
the Space of fix Weeks, or fooner, if poflible, reckoning 
from the Day of the Signing.

The Solemn Treaty of PEACE, fign’d the 27th of Septem- 
ber, 1714, at Baden in Ergaw, in the Name of his Sacred 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and the Holy Roman Em- 
pire on one Part, and of his Sacred Moft Chriftian Majefty 
on the other, by the Imperial and French Embaffadors. 


In the Name of the moft Holy Trinity, the Father, Son, and

E it known to all Men, That whereas in the Tieaty 

of Peace concluded by the Grace of the Almighty 

2t Raftat on the 6th Day of March laft, between the molt 

Serene and moft powerful Prince and Lotd, the Lord

of France and Navarre, on the other, it was agreed, That 
fuch Things as had been tranfacted at Rafat for accelera 
ting fo good a Work, without having obferv’d the due For.

IL HE Chriftian Peace, concluded at Raffat the 6rh 
of March lait, fhall be and remain perpetual and 
univerfal, and produce a true Amity berween his Sacred 
Imperial Majefty, his Succeffors, the whole Holy Roman 
Empire, his Kingdoms and hereditary Dominions, the 
Vaflals and Subjeéts thereof on one Part, and his Sacred 
Royal Moti Chriftian Majefty, and his Succeffors, Vaffals 
and Subjeéts on the other; and be fo fincerely obferv’d 
and refpeéted, that the one undertakes nothing, upon any

There fhall be ‘on either Sidea perpetual Oblivion 
and Amnefty of what has been done by Reafon or Occa- 
fion of the Jate War, in whatever Manner or Place chat 
Hoftilities have been made ; fo that upon that Account, or 
any other Pretence, nothing fhall be done or fuffer’d co 
be done for the future to the Prejudice of either Side, di- 
rely or indirectly, neither by Way of Righc or Fact, 
within or without the Extent’ of the Empire, the Here- 
ditary Countries of Lis Imperial Majefty, and the King- 
dom of France; but, on the contrary, all the Injuries that

Which Ceflions, demolifhing of Places and Fortifications

or Pretenfion, has been referv’d to his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty, on the faid Places and their Dependencies. 
Nothing fhall be likewife pretended for the Charges 
of Fortifications, or auy other private or publick Edi- 
fices, nor any other Pretence made ufe of to retard 
the full and entire Reftoration of the faid Places, 
which fhall be made within 30 Days after the Exchange 
of the Ratifications; and the French Garrifons fhall then 
march out without molefting the Inhabitants, or putting 
them to any Damage, nor any other Subjeéts of his Im- 
perial Majefty and the Empire, upon Pretence of Debrs, 
o¢ other Pretenfions, whatever they be; likewife the faid 
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French Troops fhall not be allow’d to continue any longer 
in the Places to be reftor’d beyond the Time hereafter 
mention’d, nor in any Country not belonging to his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and take Winter Quarters therein, but 
thal) be oblig’d forthwith to retire into the Dominions of 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty. 

VIII. His Moft Chriftian Majefty likewife will caufe 
the Fortifications ereéted over-againft Huninghen on the 
Right of the Rhine, and the Ifland therein, to be demo- 
lith’d at his Charges, as alfo the Bridge made on the Rhine 
at that Place, reftoring the Ground where thofe Forts 
ftand, with the Edifices, to the Houfe of Baden. The 
Fort of Selingen, and the Forts in the [lands between the 
Fort aforefaid of Selingen and Fort-Lewis, fliall be likewife 
demolith’d ; as alfo that Part of the Bridge from the Fort 
of Selingen to Fort-Lewis, ihiall be deftroy’d ; and likewife 
wharever has been erected on the Right of the Rhixe, over- 
againft the faid Fort Lewis ; and it fhall not be lawful for 
any of ehe Parties to re-eftablifh the fame : The Ground, 
with the Houfes, to be reftor’d to the Houfe of Baden; but 
the Fort-Lewis, and the Ifland wherein it lies, fhall remain 
to the Moft Chriftian King. In general, his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty fhall caufe to be raz’d, at his Expences, all the 
Forts, Intrenchments, Lines, and Bridges, fpecify’d in 
this Treaty, and that of Ryfwick, and fuch as have been 
erected fince that Peace, either along the Rhine, or in the 
Rhine, or elfewhere in the Empire, and its Dependencies, 
which it fhall not be lawful to re-eftablifh. 

IX. The Moft Chriftian King fhall likewife canfe the 
Caftle of Biefth to be evacuated, with all its Dependencies, 
as alfo the Caftle of Homburgh, after having demoliflrd 
their Fortifications, which are not to be re-eftablifh’d; but 
however, in fach a Manner, that the faid Caftles and 
Towns adjoining to the fame, may not receive any Da- 
mage thereby, but remain as they are. 

X. The Towns and fortify’d Places above fpecify’d, and 
in general, all others which are to be reftor’d by Virtue 
of the prefent Treaty, and that of Radfad, and that of 
Ryfwick, whereof the Articles are to be deem’d as included 
in this Treaty, and therefore to be punétually executed, as 
if they were verbatim inferred in thefe Prefents, fhall be 
deliver'd within 30 Days after the exchange of che Ratifi- 
cations of this prefent Treaty, and to fuch Perfons who 
fhall be authori2’d for that Purpofe by the Emperor and 
the Empire, or other Princes thereof, who are to poflefs 
the fame by Viriue of the Ryfwick Treaty ; and in the 
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mean time, no Part of the Fortifications, or publick or 
private Edifices, fhall be demolifh’d or damag’d, and no~ 
thing fhall be pretended for Expences made in the fame 
Places upon that Account, The Archieves and Documents 
belonging either to the Emperor, or the States of the 
Empire, or the Places which the Moft Chriftian King 
promifes to.reftore, fhall be likewife deliver'd ac the fame 
Time. 

XI. As the Intentions of the Moft Cbriftian King is to 
execute, as foon as poffible, the Conditions of the prefent 
Treaty, his faid Moft Chriftian Majefty promifes, that che 
Towns and Places to be demolifh’d at his Charge, fhall be 
raz’d to the Ground, that is to fay, the moft confiderable 
within two Months at the fartheft, and the leaft confide- 
rable within a Month after the Exchange of the Ratifica- 
tions of the prefenc Treaty. 

XII. His Sacred Royal Moft Chriftian Majefty, promifes 
to his Sacred Imperial Majefty, and the Empire, to reftore 
to all the Members, Subjects, and Vaffals of che faid Em- 
pire, both Ecclefiafticks and Seculars, namely, to the Lord 
Eleétor of Triers, the Lord Eleétor Palatine, the Great 
Matter of the Teuionick Order, and Bithop of Worms, and 
tothat illuftrious Order, to the Lord Bifhop of Spires, to 
the Houfe of Wirtemberg, and in particular to the Duke of 
Montbeliard, 10 both Houfes of Baden, and, in general, to 
all fuch as are included in the Peace of Ryfwick, though 
they are not herein {pecially mention’d, all the Lordthips, 
Towns, and ‘erritories which he has taken from them in 
the late War, by his Army, or Confifcations, or any other 
Means whatever, contrary to the Peace of Ry/wick, al- 
though the faid Territories, Towns, and Lordfhips, are 
not ‘exprefly mention’d in the prefent Treaty; as alfo 
fully and exaétly to execute all the Conditions and Claufes 
of the Peace of Ryfwick, from which ic is not exprefsly 
derogated in the prefent Treaty, if it appears, that if any 
of the faid Articles of the Ryfwick Peace were not execu- 
aed after the Conclufion, or were chang’d afterwards. For 
the fame Reafon his Moft Chriftian Majefty promifes and 
engages to excute Bona Fide, and as foon as poflible, all the 
Articles of the faid Peace of Ryfwick, concerning the 
Lord Duke of Lorrain, which are fully confirm’d by thefe 
Prefents, On the other Hand, his Imperial Majefty and 
the Empire, promife to perform all the Conditions and 
Claufes of the Peace of Ryfwick, concerning the Reftitu- 
tions to be made according to the faid Peace, and namely, 
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in relation to the Cardinal de Rohan, by Reafon of his 
Bifhoprick of Stratzburgh. 

XIII. The Moft Chriftian King has acknowledg’d by 
the preceding Treaty, and will acknowledge, for the Time 
to come, the Eleétoral Dignity conferr’d with the Confenc 
ef the Holy Roman Empire, to the Houle of Brunfwick- 
Hanover. 

XIV. His Imperial Majefty and the Empire being will- 
ing, on their Part, to exprefs their good Affection towards 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, and maintain with him 
henceforth a fincere Amity and perpetual Correfpondence, 
and by Virtue of the Ryfwick Peace, re-eftablifh’d by the 
prefent Treaty, confent that the Town of Landau, with 
its Dependencies, confifting of the Villages of Nufdorf, 
Dauheim, and Quiechem, with their Diftriéts, fuch as they 
were enjoy’d by the Moft Chriftian King before this War, 
remain with its Fortifications to his faid Moft Chriftian 
Majetty. 

XV. As to the Houfe of Bavaria, the Emperor and the 
Empire confent, in Confideration of the Publick «Tran- 
quillity, that, by Virtue of the prefent Peace, the Lord 
Fofeph Clement, Archbithop of Cologn, and the Lord Maxi- 
milian Emanuel of Bavaria, be reitor’d generally and en- 
tirely to all their Dominions, Ranks, Prerogatives, Rega- 
lias, Eftates, Eleétoral Dignities, and others, with all the 
Rights, and in the fame Manner as they enjoy’d or might 
have enjoy’d them before this War, and which belong’d to 
the Archbifhop of Cologn, and other Churches, nam’d 
hereafter, or to the Houfe of Bavaria mediately or imme- 
diately, All their Archives, Papers, Moveables, Jewels, 
and other Effects whatever, fhall be Bona Fide reftor’d to 
them; as alfo all the Ammunition and Artillery fpecify’d 
in authentick Inventories that fhall be produc’d on both 
Sides; that is, all fuch as have been remov’d by Order of 
the Emperor and his Predecefiors, of glorious Memory, 
fince they took Pofleflion of Bavaria, their Palaces, Caftles, 
Towns, Fortrefles, and other Places whatever, that be- 
long’d to them, and which fhall belong to them, except 
the Artillery which belong’d to the neighbouring Towns 
and States, which has béen reftor’d to the Owners; but 
for fuch as fhall be found wanting, and other Things, 
which it will not be poffible to reftore without great Diffi- 
culties, the fame fhall be paid for at a reafonable Rate 
in ready Money, or otherwife agreed for. 
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Thé faid Lord Archbifhop fhall be reftor’d to the faid 
Archbifhoprick, the Bifhopricks of Ratisbon and Liege, 
and the Prepofiture of Berchtelfgaden ; he {hall take like- 
wife fpecial Poifeffion of the Bifhoprick of Hildefheim, 
with all the Rights and Appurtenances as belonging tg 
that Church, in fuch a Manner as the Bifhops thereof his 
Predeceffors, and che Church have enjoy’d, or were to en- 
joy before the laft War, and that encire Reftoration fal] 
not be alter’d or retarded in any wife, upon Account of 
any Law Suits or Pretenfions, whatever they be. This, 
however, without any Prejudice to fuch as had any Pre. 
tenfions againft them, who may ‘profecute their Righrs 
againft both the faid Electors, after they are actually re- 
eftablith'd, as they did before the prefent War, according 
to the Courfe of Juftice obferv’d in the Empire. This 
fhall likewifé no Ways prejudice the Privileges of the 
Chapters and Srates of the Archbifhoprick of Coleg, and 
other Churches, fuch as they were eftablifh’d before, by 
their Unions, Treaties, and Conttirutions. 

And as'to the Town of Bon, there fhall be no Garrifon 
therein in Time of Peace, but the Guard thereof fhall be 
trufted to the Burghers alone ; and as ro the Guards of the 
faid Archbifhop and the Palace, they fhall be reftrain’d 
to fuch a Number, as he fhall agree with che Emperor 
and the Empire; provided, however, that in Time of 
War, or when there fhall be a likelihood of a War, the 
Emperor and the Empire {hall be allow’d to puc therein 
fuch a Number’ of Troops, as the Reafon of War {hall 
require, according to the Laws and Conftitutions of the 
Empire. 

In Confideration of the faid entire Reftoration, the 
faid two Lords of the Houfe of Bavaria, fhall renounce 
for ever all Pretenfions, Satisfaétions, or Indemnifications 
whatever againft the Emperor, the Empire, and the Houle 
ef Auffriay upon Account of the laft War, which, by 
thefe Prefents, are declar’d void and of no Effect, and fhall 
remain null for ever: But this fhall no Ways prejudice the 
anciene Rights and Pretenfions they had before this War, 
which they may fue for as before, according to the Laws 
of the Empire ; but this entire Reftoration fhall give them 
no new Rights againft any one whatfoever; and likewife 
all Pretenfions, Demands, Satisfaétions, or Indemnifica- 
tions againft the faid Lords fofeph Clement, Archbifhop of 
Cologn, and Maximilian Emanuel, fhall be deem’d void and 
abolifh’d ; as alfo all Demands and Pretenfions, by Reafon 
of this War, againft the Houfe of Bavaria, the Arch- 
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bithopricks, Bifhopricks,; and Prepofitures aforefaid, by 
whomfoever they may be made, 

By Virtue of this total re-eftablifhment of the Lords 
aforefaid, Fofeph Clement, Archbifhop of Calogn, and Maxi- 
milian Emanuel of Bavaria; will pay Obedience, and con- 
tinue faithful to his Imperial Majefty, as the other E- 
Jeétors and Princes of the Empire, and fhall be oblig’d to 
defire and receive from his Imperial Majefty the renew- 
ing of the Inveftiture of their Electorates, Principalities, 
Fiefs, Titles, and Rights, in the Manner and Time pre- 
fcrib’d by the Laws of the Empire, and whatever has hap- 
pen’d on either Side during this War, fhall be bury’d in a 
perpetual Oblivion. 

XVI. The Minifters and Officers, Ecclefiaftical, Civil, 
and Military, of what Condition foever they be, who 
have ferv’d either of the Parties, even thofe who are 
Subjects and Vafialsof the Emperor, the Empire, and the 
er of Auffria ; as alfo all Domeftick Servants of the 

oufe of Bavaria, and the Lord Archbifhop of Cologa, 
fhall be likewife reftor’d to the Poffeffion of all their 
Eftates, Imployments, Honours, and Dignities, as before 
the War, and enjoy a general Amnefty for whatever is 
paft ; provided, and upon this exprefs Condition, that the 
faid ‘Amnefty be reciprocal towards thofe of the Subjects, 
Vaffals, Minifters, and Servants of the Houfe of Bavaria, 
and the Archbifhop aforefaid, who have follow’4, during 
this War, the Party of his Imperial Majefty, and the Em- 
pire, who, upon this Account, fhall not be molefted or 
difturb’d in any Manner whatever, 

XVII. As tothe Time of executing the total Reftora- 
tion fpecify’d in the two foregoing Articles, ic fhall be 
made within 30 Days after the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations, according to what has been agreed concerning 
the Evacuation of the Places and Towns which the 
Moft Chriftian King is to reftore to the Emperor and 
the Empire, infomuch, that the one and the other, 
as alfo che Reftitution to be made to the Emperor 
of the Countries which the Houfe of Bavaria pof- 
f-ffes now in the Netherlands, be made at the fame 
Time. 

XVIII, If the Houfe of Bavaria, after her entire Refto- 
ration, finds it convenient to exchange fome of their 
States with fome others, his Moft Chriftian Majefty thal 
not make any Oppofition thereunto. 
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XIX. His moft Chriftian Majefty having given up, and 
caufed to be given up tothe Scates-General of rhe Unired- 
Provinces, in favour of the Houf: of Auffria, all that his 
faid Majefty or his Allies had remained in their Pofleflion 
of the Low Countries, commonly call’d the Spanish Nether- 
lands; fo as the late King of Spain Charles II. pofleffed or 
ought to have poff:ff=<d chem, conformably to the Treaty 
of Ryfwick, his moft Chriftian Majefty confents, that the 
Emperor enter into Poffeflion of the faid Spanifh Nether- 
lands, to enjoy them himfelf, his Heirs and Succetfors, 
henceforward and for ever, fully and peaceably, according 
to the Order of Succeflion eftablifhed in rhe Houle of Au- 
fria; faving the Agreements which the Emperor fhall 
make with the faid Scates General of the United-Provinces, 
touching their Barrier, and the giving up of the under- 
mention’d Towns and Places. 

’Tis neverthelefs ftipulated, that the King of Pruffiz thall 
keep al] that he actually poffeffes of the Upper-Quarter of 
Gelderland, namely, the Town of Gelder, the Prefecture, 
Bailiwick, and Under-Bailiwick of Gelder, with all chae 
belongs to and depends thereon, as likewife particularly 
the Towns, Bailiwicks, and Lordfhips of Sthralen, Wach- 
tendonk, Midelaar, Walbeck, Aertfen, Afferden and Weel, as 
alfo Racy and Klein Kevellaar, with all their Appurcenan- 
ces and Dependences: Befides, there fhall be given up to 
the King of Pruffia, the Ammanie of Krickenbeck, with all 
that belongs to or depends thereon, and alfo the Country 
of Kefel, with all its Appurtenances and Dependencies, 
and generally all chat che Ammanie and the faid Diftrict 
contain, without excepting any Thing bur Erkelens wich 
its Appurtenances and Dependencies, the Whole co belong 
to the faid King, and to the Princes or Princefles his Heirs 
and Succeffors, with all the Rights, Prerogatives, Reve- 
Nues, and Advantages, by what Name foever call’d, in the 
fame Quality and in the fame Manner as the Houfe of 
Auftria, and particularly the late King of Spain, poflefled 
them; yet with the incumbence Charges and Mortgages, 
the Prefervation of the Koman Catholick Religion, and 
the Privileges of the States. 

XX. And as befides the Provinces, Towns, Places and 
Fortrefles which were poflefled by the late King of Spain, 
Charles 11. on the Day of his Deceafe, the moft Chriftian 
King has made over, as well for his moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty himfelf, as for the Princes his Heirs or Succeflors, born 
or to be born, to the States-General, in favour of che 
Houfe of Anfiria, all the Right which he had or mighe 
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have, to the Town of Menin, with all its Fortifications and 
with its Verge, to the Town and Citadel of Tournay, with 
all the Tourne/is, without referving to himfelf any Part 
of his Right to them, or to any of their Dependencies, 
Appurtenances, Appendages, Territories, and Territories 
mixed with or inclofed in other Territories; his Majefty 
confents, that the States-General of the United-Provinces 
fhall reftore the faid Towns, Places, Territories, Dependen- 
cies, Appurtenances, Appendages, and other Territories 
mixed with or inclofed in other Territories, to the Empe- 
ror, as foon as they fhall have agreed thereon with his Im- 
perial Majefty, as it is ftipulated in the preceding Article, 
to be enjoyed by him, his Heirs and Succeffors, fully, 
peaceably and for ever, as well as the Spanifh Netherlands 
which belong’d to the late King Charles II. at the Day 
of his Deceafe. °Tis provided however, that the faid gi- 
ving up of the Spanifh Netherlands, Towns, Places and 
Fortrefies yielded by the moft Chriftian King, fhall not 
be made by the faid Staees-General, till after che Exchange 
of the Ratification of the Treaty of Peace between his Im- 
perial Majefty, the Empire and his moft Chriftian Maje- 
ity ; “tis alfo provided, that St. Amand with its Depen- 
dencies, ad Mortagne without Dependencies, fhall remain 
to his faid moft Chriftian Muajefty, on Condition never- 
thelefz, that it fhall not be permitted to make there any 
Fortification or Sluice of what Nature foever they may be. 
XXI. In like Manner the King confirms, in favour of 
the Emperor, and of the Houfe of Anffria, the Ceffion, 
which his Majeity has already made in favour of the faid 
Houfe, to the States-General of the United-Provinces, as 
well for himfelf as for the Princes his Heirs and Suc- 
ceflors born or to be born, of all his Rights to Furnes and 
Furnambacht, therein including the eight Parifhes, and the 
Fort of Knogue, to the Towns of Loo and Dixmude with 
their Dependencies; to the Town of Ypres, with its Caftel- 
lanie, Rouffelaer therein included, and with the other De- 
pendencies, which henceforward fhall be Popperinghen, Var- 
neton, Commines, and Warwick ; thefe three laft Places, becaufe 
they are fituate on the Side of the Lys towards Ypres, and 
what depends on the Places here above fpecified, of which 
Rights thus transferred to the Emperor, his Heirs and Suc- 
ceffors, his moft Chriftian Majefty referves none to the 
faid Towns, Places, Forts and Countries, nor to any of 
their Appurtenances, Dependencies, Appendages, or Ter- 
ricories mixed with or inclofed in other Territories; con- 
fenting thac the States-General may give them up to the 
- Houfe 
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Houfe of Auffria, to be enjoyed by that Houfe irrevocably 
and for ever, as foon as they fhall have agreed with that 
Houfe on their Barrier, and the Ratifications of the Treaty 
of Peace between the Emperor, the Empire, and -his mott 
Chriftian Majefty fhall be exchanged. 

XXII. The Navigation of the Lys upwards from the 
Mouth of the Dewle, fhall be free, and no Tolls or Impo- 
fitions fhall ever ve eftablifhed upon the fame. 

XXIII. What has been agreed to in the 2d Article of this 
Treaty concerning a general Amnefty, fhall be deemed to 
be repeated here, and therefore there fall be on either Side 
an Oblivion, and perpetual and reciprocal Amnefty of all 
Wrongs, Injuries, and Offences, which may have been com- 
mitted during the War, by Way of Faéts, Words or ang 
o.her Manner, by the Subjects of the Spanifh Netherlands, 
and of the Places and Countries yielded or reftored, and 
on the other Hand by the Subjeéts of his moft Chriftian 
Maj<fty, infomuch, that none of them on either Side 
may be difturbed or called toan Account by reafon thereof. 

XXIV. By virtue of this Peace, the Subjects of the moft 
Chriftian King, and thofe of the Spanifh Netherlands, and 
the Places yielded by his moft Chriftian Majefty, fhall be 
allowed to Travel, Traffick, and Commerce as fair Mer- 
chants in each others Territories, in obferving the Laws 
arid Cuftoms thereof, and to fell, alienate and otherwife 
difpofe of their Eftates, Effects, Moveables and Immovea-~ 
bles, fituated in the Territories on both Sides; and any 
One, either Subjeéts or not Subjects, fhall be allowed to 
purchafe the fame without being obliged to obtain any o- 
ther Permiffion than the prefent Treaty. The faid Sub 
jects of the Places and Territories refpectively reftored, as 
alfo all thofe of the Spanifh Netherlands, fhall be permitted 
to remove from the faid Places and Countries, and retire 
Wherever they pleafe, within a Year, with Power to fell 
their Eftates and other Effeéts to whom they fhall chink 
fit, both before and after their Removal, -without any 
Hindrance or Moleftation, directly or indirectly: Laitly, 
whatever has been eftablifhed by former.Treaties, and Roy- 
al Decrees, on both Sides, for the Abolition of the Righe 
of Aubain (Efcheat) for the Subjects of France and the 
Netherlands, as the fame has been hitherto obferv’d, hall 
be deemed as confirmed by thefe Prefents, and inviolably 
—" for ever, as if the Whole was exprefly mentioned 

ere, 

XXV. The fame Subjeéts on either Side, Ecclefiafticks 
and Seculars, incorporated Bociss, Commonalries, Uni- 
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verfities and Colleges, fhall be reftored to the Pofleffion of 
the Honours, Dignities and Benefices which they poffefs’d 
before the War; and alfo to all their refpeétive Eftates, 
Moveable and Immoveable, Rents and Incomes, that have 
been feized, by Reafon of the War; as alfo their Rights, 
Aétions, and Succeffions, fince devolved unto them, even 
during the War; but fhall not be allowed to claim the 
Revenues thereof during the Courfe of the faid War, till 
the Publication of the Treaty of Raffat, which Reftora- 
tion fha]! be reciprocally made, notwithftanding all Dona- 
tions, Conceflions, Declarations, Confifcations and Sen- 
tences that have been pronounced by Contumacy, without 
hearing the Parties, which fhall be void and of no Effed, 
with an entire Liberty to the faid Parriesto return into 
the Countries from whence they removed by Reafon and 
upon Account of che War, to enjoy their Eftates and In- 
comes by themfelves, or by Procuration given by them to 
others, comformably to the Laws and Cuftoms of the faid 
Countries and States; in which Reftiturion are included 
fuch who in the late War, or by Reafon thereof, have fol- 
lowed the Party of the two Powers who have made the 
prefent Treaty. Neverthelefs the Arrefts and Judgments 
given by the Parliaments, Councils, and other fuperior 
or inferior Courts, from which ic fhall not be exprefly de- 
rogated by the prefent Treaty, fhall take Place, and have 
their full and entire Effeét; and fuch who. by virtue of 
the faid Arrefts and Judgment fhall be found in Pofleflion 
of Eftates and Lordfhips, fhall be maintained therein; 
however, without Prejudice to the Parties who fhall think 
themfelves aggriev’d by the faid Judgments and Arrefts, 
who fhall be allowed to apply themfelves to competent 
Tribunals, in order to obtain che redreffing of their Grie- 
wances by the ordinary Courfe of Juftice. 

XXVI. As to the Rents afligned on the Generality of 
fuch Provinces of the Netherlands, which fhall appear to 
be poffeffed in Part by his Imperial Majefty, and partly by 
his moft Chriftian Majefty, and others, ic has been agreed, 
that each fhall pay his Quota thereof; and Commiflarics 
fhall be appointed on all Sides to fetrle the fame, and ad- 
juft all other Difficulcies and Difputes which are already in 
Being, relating to the Countries to be poflefs’d by the re- 
fpeftive Parties, and their Limits, or may arife hereafter 
by Reafon of the executing of this Treaty; which Com- 
miffaries fhall meet in a Town to be agreed upon, and 
thall be nam’d within two Manths after the Conclufion of 
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this Treaty, lin.arder codetermine the faid Difpures with 
all poflible Expedition. vt 

XXVIL. As:in thé Countries, Towns, and Places of- the 
Spanifo Netherlands, ‘yiélded ‘by the mott Chriftian King ‘to 
the Emperor, feveral Benefices have been conferr’d by hig 
mot Chriftian Majefty to Perfons of known Capacity, che 
faid; Benefices, fo grameed, fhall be preferved to fuch as 
poflefs them at prefenc and wh.tever concerns the Catlio- 
lick, Apoftolick, and Roman Religion, hall be mainrained 
in thé:Condition they were in before the War,'as Well in 
refpe€t co the Magiftrates, who are to be Roman Catholicks, 
a in Times pafty-as-in tefpect co the Bishops, Chaprers, 
Monafteries, thé Eftates belonging to the Order of Ma/ra, 
and in general of ‘dll: che Clergy, who fhall be maincained 
in-and reftored to ail their Chtirches, Liberties, Franchifts, 
Immunities, Rights,-Prerogatives, and “Honours, as they 
have been’ under the preceding Sovereigns of che Roman 
Gatholick Religion, All and every one of the fuid Clergy 
in Pofleflion of any Ecclefiaftical Eftates, 2s Commanderics, 
Prebends, Parfonagésj Provoftfhips, and other Benetices 
whatever, fhall be maintain’d therein, without being de- 
priv’d. of the fame, and thall enjoy their Revenues and In- 
comes, and caufe. the fameito be adminiftred and received 
a before 5. as alfo all Perfons having Penfions afligued on 
the fame Benetices, either Created by the Court of Rome, or 
by Briefs granted before the Beginning of the laft War, 
fall enjoy thé fame 4s before, wirhouc ‘being depriv’d of 
the fame’ upon any Pretence whatfoever. 

XXVIIL. :The Commonalties and Inhabirants of all the 
Places; Towns and Countries yielded by the moft Chriftian 
King in the Gacholick Netherlands by the prefene Treacy, 
fhall be: maintained-in the free Enjoyment of all cheir Pri- 
vileges, Prerogatives; Cuftoms, Exemptions, Rights, Grants 
general and particular; Places and Hereditary Offices, with 
the fame Honours, Salaries, Profits and Exemptions, as 
they enjoyed under thé moft Chriftian Kiag, which is on- 
ly to be underftood of rhe Commonalcies and Inhabicancs 
of the Places; Towris and Countries, which his faid Ma- 
jefty poflefs’d. immediately after the Conclufion of the 
Treaty of Ryfwick, and not of the Places, Towns and 
Countries which were: poffefled by the late King of Spain 
Charles Il. at the Time of his Deceafe, whereof the Come 
monalties and Inhabicants fhall be maiucain’d in the Pri+ 
vileges, Prerogatives, Cuftoms, Exemptions, Rights and 
Grants general and particular, Places, and Hereditary Offi- 
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ces, which they enjoyed at the Time of the Death of the 
late King of Spain aforefaid. 

XXIX. Likewife, if befides thofe Places in the Nether- 
lands yielded to his moft Chriftian Majefty, for which itis 
provided in the 27th Article, any Ecclefiaftical Benefi 
mediate or inmmediate, which have been beftow’d during 
the War by either of the Parties, in the Countries or Pla- 
ces that were then in their refpective Subjection, upon 
Subjects who are capable thereof, according to the Rule of 
their firft Inftirution, and lawful, general, or particular 
Statutes made on that Subjeét, or by other Canonical Dif- 
pofitions made by the Pope ; the faid Benefices, and fach as 
were given before the War in the fame Manner, thall be 

- Ieft to the prefent Poffeffors, in fuch a Manner, that they 
may not be difturbed in the Poffeffion and lawful Admini- 
ftration thereof, nor in the Enjoyment of their Revenues; 
neither fhall it be lawful, upon any Reafon, either paft or 
prefent, to cite them before any Tribunal, or moleft them 
In any other Way whatfoever, upon Condition neverthe 
Iefs, that they thall perform and difcharge whatever they 
are oblig’d to by Virtue of the faid Benefices. 

XXX. His Imperial Majefty, and his moft Chriftian Ma 
jefty, thall not for any Caufe henceforward interrupt the 
Peace which is eftablifhed by the prefent Treaty, refame 
Arms, and begin, under any Pretext whatever, any AG 
of Hoftility the one againft the other; but on the contra- 
ty fhall endeavour fincerely, and Bona Fide, and as rei 

riends, to corroborate more and more this mutual Friend- 
fhip and good Underftanding, fo neceffary for the Good of 
Chriftendom. And whereas the moft Chriftian King, fin- 
cerely reconciled with his Imperial Majefty, will not 
henceforward create any Trouble or Prejudice to him; his 
moft Ciriftian Majefty promifes and engages to let his Im- 
perial Majefty enjoy quietly and peaceably all the Tesrito 
ries and Places which he aétually poffeffes, and which were 
formerly pofleffed by the Kings of the Houfe of Anjfria in 
Italy, namely, the Kingdom of Naples, as his Imperial Ma- 
jefty pofleffes ir; the Dutchy of Milan, as his Imperial Majefty 
actually pofleffes ir, the Ifland and Kingdom of Sardinia, as 
alfo the Ports and Places on the Coafts of Tufcany, which 
his Imperial Majefty poffeffes, and which were formerly 
pofleffed by the Kings of Spain of the Houfe of Aufiria, to- 
gether with all the Rights belonging to the faid — 
Italy, which his {aid Imperial Majefty effes, as the 
Kings of Spain exesoutlll therm from = en As, the l@ 
deceafed King; hisfaid moft Chriftian Majefty giving his 
Royal Word never to trouble or difturb the Emperor es 
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the Hooft of Aufria in that Poffeffion, direétly or indireét- 
ly, under any Pretext, or by any Way whatever, nor to 
oppofe the Poffeffion which his Imperial Majefty and che 
Honfe of Auffria have, or may hereafter acquire, either by 
Negociation, Treaty, or other lawful and peaceable Way, 
in fuch Manner however, as that rhe Neutrality of Jtaly 
may not be troubled thereby; the Emperor promifing and 
engaging his Word, not to trouble the faid Neutrality, 
and the Quiet of Italy, and confequently not to proceed 
by Way of Arms, for any Caufe, or any Occafion what - 
ever; but on the contrary to abide by, and obférve, pun- 





. Aually che Engagements which his Imperial Majefty is un- 


der, by the Treaty of Neutrality concluded at Utrecht the 
14th of March 1713, which Treaty fhall be deemed as re- 
cited here, and fhall be exaétly obferved by his Imperial 
Majefty, provided that on the other Part the Obfervarion 
be reciprocal, and that he be not attacked; his Imperial 
Majefiy engaging for the fame Purpofe to let every Prince 
in Italy enjoy peaceably his own Dominions, of which he 
is a€tually poffeffed ; yet this without prejudicing the Right 
of any Perfon wharfoever. 

XXXI. In order that the Princes and States in Italy may 
tnjoy the Fruits of the Peace between the Emperor and 
the moft Chriftian a the Neutrality fhall not be only 
obferved with Punétuality in that Country, but likewife 


' the Emperor fhall do fpeedy Juftice to the Princes or Vaf- 


fals of the Empire, for the other Places and Countries in 
Italy, which have not been poffcfled by the Kings of Spaix 
of the Houfe of Aufiria, and to which Places and Coun- 
tries the faid Princes may have lawful Claims and Preten- 
fions, viz. the Duke of Guaffalla, Prince of Miraudola, and 
the Prince of Caffiglione ; but this fhall not however inter- 
tupt the Peace and Neutrality of Iraly, nor be a Subject of 
anew War. 

XXXIL. As his Imperial Majefty, and his moft Chriftian 
Majéfty, have nothing fo much at Heart, as to fee the 
publick Tranquillity re eftablifhed as foon as paflible ; and 
that in order to obtain fo defirable an End, which is co 
prevail Over all other Confiderations, they had fixed a cer- 
tain Term for perfecting this Treaty; but haying at laft 
perceived, that the Time limited was not fufficient for 
examining and adjufting the Affairs referr’d on both Sides 
to this Congrefs, by the 32d Article of che Treaty of Re- 
flat, ‘it tas been judg’d more convenienr, thar che Parties 
‘mentioned in the faid Article, fhall be allow’d refpettively 
to preduce their refpective = and Pretenfions, before 
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his Imperial Majefty, and his moft Chriftian Majefty, who 
promife again to have Regard thereunto in al] Equity ; 
which Deluy however fhall not retard in any wife what- 
foever, the full Execution of this Peace, or prejudice the 
Rights of any one whomfoever. 

’ XXXII, Whereas by virtue of the Peace of Rafat, all 
Manner of Hoftilities and Violences were to ceafe from 
the Day that the Treaty was figned, as alfo all Contribu- 
tions, éither in Money or Forage, and all Impofitions or 
Demands whatever, upon Occafion, or by Reafon of the 
late War, as well on the Pare of his Imperial Majefty, as 
on the Part of his moft Chriftian Majefty ; fo the fame 
fhall not only ceafe for the future, and nothing fhall be 
exacted upon any Pretence whatfoever, but alfo ail Ex 
actions whatever, in Money, Forage, or other Things, 
which fhall appear to have beeri_ mace upon ary Precence 
whatfoever, on either Side, fince the Date of che Ratifica 
tions of the Treaty of Rafat, againft the Tenor, of the 
35th Atricle of che fame, fhall be. reftored Bona Fide and 
without Delay, to fuch who fhall prove the fame by fafi- 
cient Documents and Evidences ; and all Hoftages given or 
Carry’d away for any Pretence whatfoever, fhall be'relea- 
fed, without paying aiiy Money, and allowed to return 
Home without any Hindrance, pe as co what remains due 
for Contributions on either Side, to the Time limited.in 
the Treaty of Raflat as aforefaid, the fame fhall be paid 
within three Months, to be reckoned from the Day of the 
Exchange of the Ratifications of this prefent Treaty ; but 
however, it fhall nor be Jawful within that Space of 
Time, to make ufe of any Execution againft fach as fhall 
be flow in their Payments, provided neverthelefs, chat 
they be ablig’d to give fufficiene Security for difcharging 
the fame. 

All Prifoners, either of War or State, taken in. the lat 
War, who fhall appear ftill to be detained, fhall , be forth- 
with fee ac Liberty, without any Ranfom, and fhall be 
allow’d to retire whither they fhall think fir. 

Likewife, if it appears that any of the Troops on each 
Side, which according to the 35th Article aforefaid, were 
to evacuate the Places not fortify’d, and rerire into theit 
ref{pective Territories within 15 Days after the Ratifications 
of the Peace of Rafat, are {till in the faid Territories, 
which ‘tis hop’d they are not, they fhall be recall’d im- 
mediately, without any Delay, that the Subjeéts on both 
Sides may the fooner enjoy the Benefits of Peace and Trat- 
quilliry: And as his Imperial Majefty and the Empire were 
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likewife to recall cheir Troops from the open Places in rhe 
Archbithoprick of Cologn, and Electorate of Bavaria, if a- 
ny remain therein, they fhall be immediately withdrawn, 
As tothe reft, the Reftitucion of che faid Provinees and 
Countries fhall remain limited according to che Form and 
Tenor prefcribed in the rgch, 16chy17ch, and 28ch Arricles, 

XXXIV. The Commerce between the Subjeéts of his Im- 
perial’ Majefty and the Empire, and chofe of his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty and the Kingdom of France, fhall be free, 
from the Dace of the Signing of the prefene Treaty, with 
the fame Liberty as they enjoy’d it before rhe War; and alland 
every one of them, and namely, the Citize ns and Inha- 
bitants of the Imperial Cities, and Hans Towns, fhall enjoy 
a full Security, both by Sea and Land, and of their anci- 
ent Rights, Privileges and Immunities, which have been 
acquired to them, either by folemn Treaties, or ancienc 
Cuitom, the further Agreement about che fame being re- 
ferr'd till after che Ratifications of the Peace. 

XXXV. All the Conventions made by this Peace, fhall 
be in Force, and.for ever obferv’d and execuced, neotwirh- 
ftanding any Things that may be alledg’d or invented to 
the contrary, which Things fhall remain void and abo- 
lihed, alchough fome of them fhould be of fuch Narure 
as to deferve co Le mentioned in a more {pecial Manner, 
and be declar’d void, and of no effect. 

XXXVI. All fuch as fhall be nam’d within fix Months, 
after che Ratifications of the prefenc Treaty by cicher of 
the Parties, with their mutual Confenr, fhall be included 
in this Peace. 

XAXVIL, The Embaff.dors Extraordinary, and Plenipo- 
tentiaries of both the Parties, promife refpectively, chac 
the prefenc Peace, concluded as aforefiid, thall be rarify’d 
by the Emperor and the Empire, and the moft Chriftian 
King ; and thae chey will infallibly procure, thac che fo- 
lem. Jnftraments of che Ratifications fhall be exchang’é 
cag fix Weeks after the Signing of this Treaty, or 
looner, if poffible. 

XXXVIIL. ‘And whereas his facred Imperial Majefty was 
defired wich due Decency by the Ele¢tors, Princes, and 
States of che Empire, by a Refolusion dated the 23d of A- 
pri! laft, under the Seal of the Chancery of Mentz, and 
communicated to the French Embafladors, that he would 
order his Embafladors to take Care of the Concerns of che 
fiid Eleétors, Princes, and States of the Empire, in che 
prefent Congrefs, the faid Imperial and French Embaila- 
dors have fec’ their Hands and ~— to che prefeng Treaty 
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of Peace, in order to corroborate the fame, and all the fin. 
gular Contents thereof, promifing to exchange the Ratifi- 
cations of the faid Treaty, within the Time limited, and 
that no Proteftation or Contradi¢tion fhall have any Force 
againft che fame. ¥

S amengft the Titles taken by his Imperial Majefty 
A in the prefent Treaty, there are fome which cannot 
be acknowledg’d by his Moft Chriftian Majefty, it has 
been agreed by the prefent Separate Article, fign’d before 
the Treaty, that the Titles ufed or omitced in this prefent 
Treaty, or in that of Rafat, on either Side, fhall never be 
deemed a Prejudice to the Rights of the other, nor give a 
ny new Right to any one of the Parties; and that this 
Article fhall have the fame Force, as if it were Verbatim 
inferred in the Treaty. Done at Baden the 7th of Septem- 
ber 1744.

The following Treaty of Peace between the Kings of 
Spain and Portugal having been concluded in the Year 1715, 
may not be omitted in this Coljection, 


The Treaty of PEACE between the moft Hich and mof? Power- 
fal Prince Dom John V. by the Grace of God, King of Por- 
tugal; and the moft High and mioft Powerful Prince Dom 
Philip V. by the Grace of God, Catholick King of Spain. 
Contluded at Utrecht, the 6th Day of February 1715. 


In the Name of the Holy TRINITY. 
RB it known to all prefénr afid to come, that the grea- 
teft Part of Chrifendom finding it felf afflifted by a 
Jong and bloody War, it has pleaftd God to par into the 
Minds of the moft high and moft powerful Prince Dom 
Joba V. by the Grace of God King of Portuga/, and on 
mo! 
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moft high and moft powerful Prince Dom Philip V. by the 
Grace of God Catholick King of Spain, a fincere and ar- 
dent Defire to contribute to the umiverfal Repofe, and ro 
fecure the Tranquillity of their Subjects, by renewing 
and reftoring the Peace and good Amity which there has 
been formerly between the Crowns of Portugal and Spain ; 
To which Purpofe, their faid Majefties have given their 
full Powers to their Embafladors Extraordinary and Pleni- 
potentiaries, namely, his Portugueze Majefty to the moft 
excellent Lord John Gomez da Silva, Count de Tarouca, @c. 
@c. and to the moft excellent Dom Lewis da Cunha, Com- 
mander of St. Maria d’Almenda, and of his Majelty’s 
Council; and his Catholick Majefty to the moft excellent 
Lord Dom Francis Maria de Paula Telles Giron Benavides Ca- 
villo and Toledo, Ponce de Leon, Duke d’Offuna, @c. (We 
omit the Titles of thefe Lords becaufe of their Length.) Who 
being come to Utrecht, the Place defign’d for the Congrefs, 
and having reciprocally examin’d their full Powers, Copies 
whereof fhall be inferred at the End of this Treaty, and 
after having implor’d the divine Affiftance, have conclud- 
ed upon the following Articles : 


I, Tae fhall be a folid and perpetual Peace, and a 

true and fincere Amity, between his Portugueze 
Majefty, his Defeendants, Succeffors, and Heirs, and all his 
Dominions and Subjeéts, on one Part; and his Catholick 
Majefty, his Defcendants, Succeffors, and Heirs, and all his 
Dominions and Subjects, on the other Part: Which Peace 
thall be ftriétly and inviolably obferv’d, as well by Land 
as by Sea, without permitting that any Hoftiliries fhall be 
committed between the two Nations, in any Place, or on 
any Pretence whatfoever: And if contrary to all Ex- 
pectation, any Thing fhall be committed contrary to the 
Tenor of this Treaty, the Treaty fhall neverthelefs remain 
in fuHl Vigour, and fuch Contravention fhall be faichfully 
repaid, without Delay or Difficulty, in rigoroufly pu- 
nifhing the Contraveners, and in reftoring all to the for- 
mer Srate. 

II. In Confequence of this Peace, all Hoftilities to this 
Time fhall be put into entire Oblivion, in fuch Manner, 
that none of the Subjeéts of the two Crowns fhall have 
Right to demand Satisfaction for Damages fuffer’d, either 
by the Way of Juftice, or any otherwife howfoever ; 
neither fhall they alledge againft one another, the Lofles 
which they may have fuffer'd during this War; bur all 
that is paft thall be forgotten, as if there had never been 
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any Interruption in the Friendfhip which is by thefe Pre- 
fents re-eftab]ifh’d, 
IIIf. There fhall be an Amnefty for all Perfons, as well 
Officers as Soldiers, and others, who, during this War, or 
upon Occafion of ir, have chang’d Service; excepting 
thofe who fhall have taken Party, or have engag’d them. 
felves i in the Service of fome other Prince than his Porty. 
geese Majefty, or his Catholick Majefty; and there hall 
e only thofe who have ferv’d his Portugueze Majetty that 
fhall be compriz’d in this Article, who {hall alfo be com- 
priz’d in the XIth Article of this Treaty. 
_ IV, All Prifoners and Hoftages fhall immediately be re- 
ftor’d and fet ac Liber: ry on both Sides, -wichout Excepti- 
on, without afking any Thing for their Exchange, or.for 
the Expence they haye made, provided they ett the 
particular Debts they have contracted. 

V. The’ Places, Caftles, Towns, Villages, Territories, 
and Lands belonging to the two Crowns, as wel] in Ey 
rope, as in any other Past of the World, fhall be encirely 
reftor’d without any Referve, in fach Manner, that the 
Limits and Confines of the two Monarchies: fha]l remain 
in the fame State they were in before the prefenc War: 
And particularly the Caftle of Nowdar, with its Territo 
ry, the Ifland of Verdocjo, and the Territory and Colony 
of the Sacrament, fhall be rettor’d to the Crown of Portu- 
gal; and in Jike Manner the Places of Albuquerque and 
Puebla, with their Territories, fhall be. reftor’d to the 
Crown of Spain, in the State they are in at prefent ; and 
the King of Portugal fhall not demand any Thing of the 
Crown of Spain tor the new Fortifjcations which he bas 
added to chofe Places. 

VI. His Catholick Majefty thall not only reftore to his 
Por:uruexe Majefty, the Territory and Colony of the Sa- 
crament, ficyate upon the Northern Banks of che River 
de la Plata in America, but fhall alfo refign up in his own 
Name, and that of al! his Deicendants, Succefiors, and 
Heirs, all Aé¢tion and Right which he could precend to 
have upon the faid Territory and Colony, making the 
faid Ceflion or Refignation in the moft forcible and mo 
authencick Terms, and with all the requifite Claufes, as if 
they were inferted here; to the End that the faid Terri-

| Portugueze Majefty, his Defcendants, Succeffors, and Heirs, 
as Part of his Dominions, with all the Rights of Sove-

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his Catholick Majefty, his Defcendants, Succeflors, and 
Heirs, {hal} never difturb his Portugwene Majefty, his De- 
fcendants, Succeffors, and Heirs, in the faid Pofleffion, 
And by Virtue of this Ceffion, the provifional Treaty con- 
cluded between the two Growns on the 7th of May, 1681, 
fhall be of no Force. or Vigour, His Portnguexe Majeity, 
in the mean time, engages, not to confent thar any Na» 
tion of Europe, except the Portugucze, thall fecrle or crade, 
dire@tly or indire&tly, in the faid Colony, under any Pre- 
tence whatfoever; and he furthermore engages, nat to 
lend a Hand, or give Affiftance to any Stranger Nation, 
to introduce any Trade into the Countries of the Do- 
minion of che Crown of Spain in America, which is 
alfo forbidden to the proper Subjects of his Portuguese 
Meiefty. 
. VIL, Alehough his Catholick Majefty gives up by theft 
Prefents to his Portuguexe Majefty, the Territory and Co- 
lony of the Sacrament, according to the Tenour of the 
preceding Article, his faid Catholick Majefty may never- 
thelefs offer an Equivalence for the faid Colony, which 
fhall be agreeable to, and tp the Satisfaétion of his Portu- 
gueze Majelty ; and that Offer is Jimiced to a Year and a 
half, to commence from the Day of the Ratification of 
this Treaty ; with this Declaration, That if the faid E- 
quivalent be approv’d of, and accepted by his Portuguexe 
Majefty, the faid Territory and Colony fhall belong to 
his Catholick Majefty, as if ic had never been reftor’d or 
given up; buc if the faid Equivalence fhall be not ap- 
prov’d and accepted by his Portugueze Majefty, he thali 
keep the Poffeffion of the faid Territory and Colony, as ic 
is declar’d in the preceding Article, 

VIII. Qrders fhall be difpatch’d to the Officers and other 
Perfons to whom it is neceflary, for the reciprocal Sur- 
render of the Places, as well in Europe as in America, men- 
tion’d in the sth Article. And with Refpeét co the Colony 
of the Sacrament, his Catholick Majefty fhall not only 
fend his Orders direétly to the Governor of Buenos-Ayres 
to make the fuid Surrender; but he fhall alfo give a Du- 
plicate of the faid Orders, with a precife Recommenda- 
tion to che faid Governor, that he may not, upon any 
Pretence, or even in Cafe of Want of Forefighr, defer the 
Execution of it, although, he hath not yet receiv’d che firft. 
That Duplicate, as alfo the Order which refpeét to Nouder 
and the Ifle of Verdoejo, fhall be exchang’d againft rhofe 
of his Portugueze Majefty for the Surrender of Albuquerque 
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‘and Puebla, by the Commiffaries who fhall come for that 
Purpofe to che Corfines of the two Kingdoms; and the 
Surtender of the faid Places, both in Europe and America, 
fhall be made in the Term of four Mohchs, to commence 
from the reciprocal Exchange of che faid Orders. 

IX. The Places of Albuquerque and Puebla fhall be re- 
ftor’d in the fame Condition they now are, and with as 
much Military Ammunition, and the fame Number of 
Cannon, and of the fame Bore, ‘which they had when 
they wete taken, according ‘to the Inventories which 
were chen made of them. The other Cannon, Ammiunition, 
and Provifion, which fhall be found there over and above 
that Quantity, being to be carry’d back co Portugal. All 
thet has been now faid concerning the Reftirution of Am- 
munition and Cannon, fhall be underftood equally with 
Refpeét co tlie Caftle of Noudar, and the Colony of the 
Sacrament. 

X. The Inhabitants of the Towns and Places above- 
mention’d, and of the other Places that have been pof- 
fefs'd during the prefent War, who are not willing to 
remain there, fhall be at Liberty to retire, and fell or 
difpofe of, as they thal] think fir, all their Goods movea- 
ble and immoveable 3 and they fhall enjoy all the Fruits 
which they have cultivated and fow’d, although the 
Latids and Farms may be transferr’d to other Profeflors. 

XI. Confifcated Eftates on both Sides, upon Occafion of 
the prefent War, fhall be reftor’d to their ancient Pofleffors, 
or their Heirs, they paying for the Improveménts that 
have been made upon them ; but they fhall not ever pre: 
tend upon the Perfons who have hitherto held thofe E- 
ftates, tothe Value of the Revenues from the Time of the 
Confifcation to the Day of the Publication of the Peace. 
And to the End that the Reftitution of the Propriety of 
the faid confifcated Eftates may be duly executed, the Pur- 
ties interefted fhall prefene themfelves within the Term of 
a Year, before the Tribunals to whom it thal! belong, 
where they fhall plead their Rights; and their Canfes 
fhall be judg’d and detérmin’d within the Terto of ano- 
ther Year. 

XII. All che Prizes made on one Side or other during 
the Courfe of the prefent War, or upon occafion of ir, 
fhafl be efteem’d good ; and the Subjeéts of both Nations 
fhall have no Right nor Aétion at any Time to demand 
that they be reftor’d; their faid two Majefties acknowledg- 
ing the Reafons they had for making the faid Prizes. 





XILL. For 
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XIII. For the better Secarity and Validity of rhe pre- 
fent Treaty, that made between the two Crowns the 
33th of February, 1668, is again confirm’d ; and all tha 
fhali not be revok’d by the prefent Treaty, fhall remain 
valid; and particularly the 8th Article of the faid Treary 
1s confirm’d hereby, as if it were inferted Word by Word ; 
and their Portugueze and Cathdlick Majefties offer recipro- 
cally togive their Orders for granting a prompt and en- 
tire Juflice to the interefted Parties. 

_ XIV. In like Manner are confirm’d and comprehended 

in the prefene Treaty, the fourteen Articles contain’d in 

the Treaty of Tranfaétion, made between the two Crowns 

Fauuary the 18th, 1701, which fhall remain in full Force 

= Pie aan as if they were here inferted Word by 
ord. 

XV. By Virtue of what was ftipulated in the fiid 
Tranfaction of the Affiento for the Introduction of Ne- 
Broes, his Catholick Majefty owes to thofe interefted in 
the faid Affento, the Sum of 200000 Crowns of Antici- 
pation, which the interefted lent to his Carholick Maje- 
fty,with Intereft at 8 per Cent. from the Day that Sum was 
lent, to the Time of Repayment, which, reckoning from 
the 7th of July, 1696, to the 6th of Fan. 1715, Comes 
to the Sum of 224000 Crowns; as alfo the Sum of 
300000 Crufadoes of Portugal Money, which, by Redutti- 
on, amountto 160e0 Crowns. Thefe three Sums are re- 
duc’d by the prefent Treaty to the fingle Sum of 600000 
Crowns, whith his Catholick Majefty promis’d to pay in 
three equal and confequent Payments of 200000 Crowns 
each ; the firft Payment’ro be made at the Arrival of the 
firft Flora, Flotilla, or Galleons, which fhall arrive in 
Spain after the Exchange of the Ratifitations of the pre- 
fent Treaty ; and chac firft Payment fhall be plac’d upon 
the Intereft due for the Capital of the 200000 Crowns of 
Anticipation. The fecond Payment at the Arrival of the 
fecond Flota, Flotilla, or Galleons ; and that fhall be for 
the Capital of 200000 Crowns of Anticipation. The 
third Payment fhall be made at the Arrival of the rhird 
Flora, Flotilla, or Galleons, for the 300000 Crufades va- 
li’d at 160000 Crowns; and the remaining 40000 for 
Intereft, The Sams co make up thefe three Payments fhall 
be fent to Portugal either in Silver Money, or in Ingots 
of GoldorSilver. In Confideration whereof, the Inrereft 
upon the 200c00 Crowns of Anticipation, fhall ceaft from 
the Day of the figning this prefent Treaty : But if his Ca- 
tholick Majefty does mot pay the faid Sum at che Arrival of 
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the fecond Flota, Flotilla, or Galleons, the 200000 Crowns 
of Anticipation fhall again bear an Intereft of 8 per Cent. 
from the Time of the Arrival of that fecond Flora, ’Flo- 
tilla, or Gajleons, and continue to the Time of che entire 
Payment of chat Sum. 

XVI. His Portugneze Majefty gives up, by this prefene 
Treaty, and promifés to make a Surrender to his Catho- 
lick Majefty, of all the Sums which are due by his Ga- 
tholick in the Spanifh Indies, to the Portugueze Comypany of 
the Affiento, for the Introduction of Negroes, excepting 
the 600000 Crowns mention’d in the xsth Article of this 
Treaty. His Pertugueze Majefty gives up alfo the Pretenfi- 
ons of the faid Interefted tq the Imheritance of Dom 
Francis Marin. maces” Sy oS 

XVII. Commerce fhall be equally open between the 
Subjeéts of the two Majefties, with the fame Liberty and 
Security which they bad before the prefent War. And in 
Teftimony of the fincere Amity which is intended, not 
only to be reftor’d, Luc to be even augmented between che 
Subjects of the two Crowns, his Portugueze Majefty grants 
to the Spanifh Nation, and his Catholick Majefty grants to 
the Portugueze Nation, all the Advantages in Commerce, 
and all che Privileges, Liberties, and Exemptions which 
they have granted hitherto, or fhall grant hereafter, to 
the Nation the moft favour’d, and the moft privileg’d of 
al] chat traffick in the Countries and Dominions of Portu- 

ga! and Spain; Which ought not however to be underftood 
but of the Countries fituated in Ewrope, feeing that che 
Commerce and Navigation of the Jadies is folely referv’d 
to rhofe two Nations only, in the Countries of their re- 
{pe&tive Dominions in America , excepting what has been 
lately ftipulated in the Contract of Affente of Negroes, 
concluded between his Catholick Majefty and her Britannick 
Majefty, 

XVIII. And becanfe in the good Correfpondence which 
is to be eftablith’d, Care ought to.be taken co prevene Da- 
mages which may happen reciprocally, feeing that che 
Concordate made between the two Crowns in che Time 
of the King Dom Sebaflian, of glorious Memory, has de- 
clar’d che Cafe wherein the Criminals on one Side and the 
other are to be given up, and Refticution made for Thefis ; 
the Cafe of Tobacco, which was not then known, could 
not be comprehended therein ; Lut is, however, fince. be- 
come fo much in Vogue, both in Portuxal and Spaing that 
a great Revenue arifes from the Farm or it ; his Catholick 
Majefty engages to prohibic che bringing the Tobacco of 
; Portugal 
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Portugal into the Kingdom of Spain, or any other of bis 
Dominions, and to give Orders, rhat all the Pabricks of 
Portugal Tobacco, which -fhajl. be found in his Kingdom 
and Dominions, fhall be deftroy’d, as alfo all that fuall be 
made hereafter, and impofe great Penalties upon. the Of- 
fenders 3« and: give Charge not. only to the Officers of 
Juftice,..buc.alfo to thofe of War, to caufe the fame to be 
duly obferv’d.and executed. And his Portugueze Majetty, 
in like Manner; engages to. make, the fame Prohibition, 
and with the, {.me Circumftances as his Catholick Ma- 
j-fty, with Refpeét to the Tobacco of Spain in all the 
Countries. of Portugal, and all.bis other Dominions. 

XIX. Ships, as well Mem of War as Merchants, of both 
Nations, may enter reciprocally into the Ports of che 
Dominions of the two Crowns, where they have been 
ufed toventer in Times paft 3 provided, chat in the largeft 
Ports there fhall not be at the fame Time above fix Men of 
War,:nor more than three in fmaller Ports. And in Cafe 
a greater Number of Memof War of either of the two 
Nations arrive before any Port of the other, they fhall 
not enter without Permiflion of the Governor or Magi- 
ftrate. of the Place: If, however, they are oblig’d by 
Strefs of Weather, or by fome prefling Neceflity, to enter 
withone demanding that Permiffion, they fhall be oblig’d 
to give. Notice. immediately of their Arrival, and they 
thall not, taery.a longer Time than is granted to them, 
takirig. great Care to do no Damage or Prejudice to the 
faid Port. 

XX. Their Portugueze and Catholick Majefties defiring 
the fpeedy Accomplifhment of this Treaty, it is agreed, 
That it Shall be in full Force and Vigour immediately after 
the Ptiblicatién of the Peace; and the faid Publication 
fhall be made in all the Places of the Dominions of the two 
Majefties as foon as poffible ; and if fince the Ceffation of 
Arms any Thing has been done contrary to it, Juftice 
fhall. be done on both Sides. 

XXL. If ic happen that by any Accident (which God for- 
bid) there fhould be any Interruption of Amity, or any 
Rupture between the two Crowns of Portugal and Spain; 
in fuch Cafe, the Subjects of the two Crowns are granted 
the Term of fix Months after the faid Rupture, to retire 
and fell their Goods and Effects, or to tranfport them, 
whither they, fhall chink fic. 

XXIL And. becaufe the Queen of Great Britain, of 
moit glorions Memory, had offer’d to be Guarancee of 
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the entire Execution of this Treaty, of its Validity, and 
of its Duration; their Portuguese and Catholick Ma- 
jefties accept the faid Guarantee in all its Force and Vi- 
gour for all che prefent Articles in general, and for every 
one in particular. 

XXUIL. Their faid Portugueze and Catholick Majefties, 
will accept alfo the Guarantee of all che other Kings, 
Princes, and Republicks, who, in the Term of fix Months, 
are willing to be Guarantees of the Execution 6f this 
Pe provided it be to the Satisfaction of both their 
Majefties. 

XXIV. All che Articles above-written have been treated 
on, agreed to, and ftipulated between the faid Embafis- 
dors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of the Lords, the 
Kings of Portugal and Spain, in the Name of their Ma- 
jefties , anid they promife, by Virtue of their full Powers 
that the faid Articles in general, and every ‘one of then 
in particular, fhall be inviolably obferv’d, accomplifird, 
and executed, by the Lords che Kings their Mafters. 

XXV. The Ratifications of the prefent Treaty, given 
in good and due Form, fhall be exchang’d on toth Parrs 
within the Term of 50 Days, to commence from the Day 
of Signing ; or fooner if poffible. 

In Teftimony whereof, and, by Virtue of thé Orders 
and full Powers, which we the under-written have 
receiv’d from our Matters, rhe King of Portugal, and 
the Catholick King of Spain, we have fign’d this pre- 
fent Treaty, and have put to it the Seals of our Arms. 
Done at Utrecht, the 6th Day of February, 1715.

¥ the prefent Separate Article, which fhall haye the 
fame Force and Vigour, as if it were comprehended 

in the Treaty of Peace concluded this Day between their 
Portugueze and Catholick Majefties, and which ought to 
be ratify’d as the fard Treaty, ic has been agreed by the 
Fxtraordinary Embaffadors and Plenipotentiaries of their 
two Majefties, that the reciprocal Commerce of the two 
Nations fhall be reftor'd, and continue in the'fame Form, 
and with the fame Securities, Liberties, Bxemptions,Fran- 
chifes, Rights of coming in and going our, and all the 
other Dependencies with which it was made before the 
prefent 
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prefent War, “till fuch Time as it is otherwife difpofed 
of, and thac no Form is declar'd, by which the Commerce 
between the two Nations ought to continue. 

In Teftimony whereof, and by Virtue of the Orders and 
full Powers which we the under-written have receiv’d 
from onr Matters, the King of Portugal, and the Ca- 
tholick King. of Spain, we have fign’d the prefent 
Article, arid put the Seals of our Arms toit. Dove at 
Ucrecht the 66) of February, 1715.

We will, in the next Place, give the Reader a general 
View of the State of Affairs in Eyrope, as they ftood at 
the Beginning of the Year 1715, and to that End will 
barely mention the moft material Occprrences of the Year 
1714, and make fome General Refieftions on each of 
them, ws 


T HE firft material Occnrrence we fhall take Notice of, 
is the Conclufion of the Peace between the Emperor 
and France. The Conferences that were fet on Foor ‘at 
Raftat on the 27th ‘of Nevembér, 1713, were continw’d 
*rill the Beginning of March, when Prince Eugene fecing 
that the French infifted on fome Articles, which had been 
rejected at tlit Opening of the Negociations, and receded 
from feveral others which had been agreed upon, thought 
fie to break’ off thofe Conferences, and to fet out rhe 7th of 
February from Raffat. Ic was then generally believ’d, thae 
the Continuation of the War was inevitable, and borh Par- 
ties prepar’d chemfelves for it ; but the French Court, con~ 
trary to the general Belief of the World, receded from 
their former Declaration, and the Conferences were re- 
new'd by che latter End of chat Monch, and a Treaty 
fign’d at Raffat the 6th of March, N.S. which put an 
End to all Hoftilicies. The French yielded up what chey 
had conquer'd from the Germans: The Eletors of Cologn 
and Bavaria were re-eftablifh’d in their Scates and Digni- 
ties: In fhorr, all Matrers were reftor’d as they were fec- 
tled’by the Treaty af Ry/wick, between the Empire and 
France, and the particular Interefts of the Emperor, in 
Relation to the Netherlands, and ocher Parts conquer'd 
from the Spanifb Monarchy, regntaced. This Treaty of 
Raflat having .been manag’d and concludcd without the 
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ufual, Formalicies obferv’d in the Empire, ic was agreed, 
that a Congrefs fhould be held in Switzerland, ro conclude 
a Treaty in the ufual Form between the Emperor and the 
Empire on one Part, and the moft Chriftian King on. rhe 
other, and that the Interefts of feveral Princes which could 
noc be taken into Confideration at Rastat, fhould be ad- 
jufted in that Congrefs. , « 

The Town of Baden in Switzerland was chofen for the 
Conferences, which begun the §th of June, and a general 
Treaty was fign’d the 7th of September, whereby the Re- 
ftoration of the Electors of Cologn and Bavaria, and all o- 
ther Matters between the Empire and France, which had 
not been decided at Rafat, were determin’d ; the Neutra- 
lity~of Italy was confirm’d, and the feveral Interefts of 
the Princes thereof referr’d to another Opportunity, The 
Places to be reftor’d on both Sides, were to be evacuated 
within two Months, after the Exchange of the Ratifica- 
tions, but this was deferr’d mtich longer, and the Treaty 
was not yet executed-at the End of the Year 1714, through 
fome unexpected Difficulties which were afterwards re- 
moved, 

The Treaty of Baden was manag’d with no lefs Secrecy 
than that of Rastat; no Minifters, except the French 
and Imperialists, were admitted into the Conferences, u pon 
Pretence of Difpatch ; but it appear’d coo evidently, chat 
this was but a Pretence to cover the very difhonourable 
Part that was a¢ting therein againft che Proteftants, con- 
trary to the Word and Engagemetits of the Treating 
Parties. ’ ; 

The fatal Claufe about Religion inferted in the 4th Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty of Ryfwick, by the Artifices of rhe 
Count de Seyterm, one of the Imperial Plenipotentiaries, 
had been fo bitterly exclaim’d againft, and complain’d of 
by the Proteftants of the Bmpire, that the Emperors Lee- 
pold, fofeph, and his prefent Imperial Majefty, had {o- 
lemnly promis’d, That the Affairs of Religion fhould Le 
regulated in che fucceeding Treaties, to be made according 
to the Tenor of the Peace of Weftphalia. This was fo ma- 
terial an Article, that the late Queen of Great Britain, the 
King of Pruffia, and the States-General, made it a par- 
ticular Convention with the moft Chriftian King, in their 
refpective Treaties with him eoncluded at Utrecht, that 
he fhould confent to it; and yet Princé Eugene, and the 
Marfhal de Villars, confirm’d that Claufe by the 3d Articlé 
of the Treaty of Rafat. ‘ : 
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The Proteftants were univerfally aftonifh’d at that Pro- 
ceeding, and could fcarce believe it. They made a great 
Noife of this Infidelity, as they ftiled ics; and therefore 
in the Powers that were given to the Imperial Minilfters, 
who were to manage the Treaty of Baden, they made a 
Refervation, that the Affairs of Religion fhould be reftor’d 
according to the Tenor of the Peace of Wefiphalia. he 
Imperialif?s forefaw the ill Confequences of oppofing direét- 
ly the Proteftants, and therefore they feem’d to concur 
with them, and affur’d them, thac the Emperor would 
give fuch Inftruétions to his Minifters, that their Grie- 
vances occafion’d by the Treaties of Ryfwick and Raftat, 
fhould be redreffed in that of Baden; but that this Re- 
fervation ought not to be mention’d in the full Powers of 
the Diet, becaufe the French would not enter into any Ne- 
gociation, if the Power of the Imperialists was not as ge- 
neral as theirs, and without any Limitations. They gain’d 
that Point, buc notwithftanding the many Reprefenca- 
tions made to the Emperor, and the Sollicitations of the 
Minifters of the Proteftanc Powers at dugsburgh and Ba- 
den, the 4th Article of the Ry/wick Peace was confirm’d at 
Baden. The Imperialifts, to colour this Proceeding, alledg’d 
the ill Condition of the Affairs of Germany, and the Power 
of the French; but it was too plain, thac no real Satisfa- 
&ion was ever intended on either Side to the Proteftants ; 
and therefore when Count Paffionei, Minifter of the Pope, 
arriv’d at Baden, he told the Imperial and French Plenipo- 
tentiaries, that he was fent to take Care of the Concerns 
of the Catholick Religion, only for Form fake; for the 
Pope, and all the World befides, were fully perfuaded, 
that there was not the leaft Caufe of Apprehenfion, thar 
the two chief Supports of the Holy See thould ever ftipu- 
late any Thing contrary to the Intereft of the Church, 
and repeal a Claufe fo advantageous to the Catholick Re- 
ligion. 

The Reftoration of the Elector of Bavaria to his former 
Rank and Dignity, met with a World of Difficulties; for 
the Eleétor of Palatine was very loth to become che laft 
Ele&tor, after having been che firft, as he muft have been, 
if the King of Great Britain, as Eleétor of Brunfwick, had 
perfifted in the Refolution of preferving the Rank he then 
had in the Eleétoral College, as it was declared in his 
Name to the Diet of the Empire fince the Conclufion of 
the Treaty of Baden. 

The Affairs of Spain were not regulated in the Trea- 
ties of Raitat and Baden, becaufe the Emperor would by 
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No Means renounce his Pretenfions to that Monarchy, the 
Cafe of the Catalans grew worfe and worfe. Barcelona had 
been invefted in June 1713, immediately after the Impe- 
rial Troops had quitted that Country, according to the 
Convention made at Utrecht ; and the French and Spaniards 
feeing that it was in vain to flatter themfelves with the 
Hopes of bringing that People to the Obedience of King 
Philip, unlefs their ancient Privileges were confirmed, 
which the CaStilians would not do, refolved to reduce Bar- 
telona by Force of Arms. The Duke of Popoli was com- 
manded to try whether a general Bombardment both by 
Sea and Land, would fhake the Refolution of the Inhabi- 
tants; but that terrible Execution ferved only to exafpe- 
rate them the more, and the moft Chriftian King was at 
laft obliged to fend the Duke of Berwick with a good Ars 
my, and a Squadron of his Men of War, to make a for 
mal Seige of that Place. 

That General arrived in the Camp in fuly, and on the 
30th of che fame Month, caufed the Cover’d-Way to be 
attack’d, in which he met with very little Refiftance. 
This made the French and Spaniards believe, that the Place 
would be foon taken; but they were miftaken; for the 
Catalans defended themfelves with fo mueh Bravery, that 
having repulfed their Enemies in feveral Attacks, the 
Siege continued tothe 12th of September, when the Duke 
of Berwick caufed the Town, which was ruined by the 
terrible Fire that had been made during that long Siege, 
to be attacked with 49 Battalions, and 44 Companies of 
Grenadiers ; and yet che Catalans defended themfelves for 
eight Hours together, repulfed the Enemy feveral Times, 
and fought with fach a defperate Refolution, that a Baftion 
was taken and re-taken eleven Times that Day. They 
yielded at laft to the Number of their Enemies, and reti- 
ring into the new Town, beat a Parley and furrendred 
to the Duke of Berwick. They obtained their Lives and 
Eftates; but that Capitulation was foon after violated: 
The brave Commanders of the Catalans were feized, and 
fent Prifoners to Alicant and other Parts; and a great ma- 
ny Clergymen commanded to depart that Country, not- 
Withftanding the Catalans had punétually comply’d with 
the Capitulation, deliver’d up Cardona, and laid down 
their Arms, 

Thus were the Liberties of that People deftroy’d ; but 
it muft be confeffed, chat Modern Hiftory does not afford 
any Inftance of a Place fo well defended as Barcelona. 
Polterity will fcarce believe, that the Catalans, forfaken 
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by all cheir Allies, were able to make fo long a Defence 
againft the united Forces of France and Spain. Their Cafe 
was deplorable in feveral Refpects ; but efpecially, in ha- 
ving too much Reafon to complain, that rhofe who en- 
couraged them to declare for the Houfe of Austria, aban+ 
doned them, withour obtaining for them the Confirma- 
tion of their Privileges, as they had folemly promifed. 

The hafty Revenge of the CaStilians upon the Cata/ans, 
render’d the Majorcans more cautious, who feeing how the 
Capitulation of Barcelona had been infringed, rejeéted rhe 
Propofitions that were made them in order to their Sub- 
miffion, and refolved to defend themfelves to the laf 
Extremity. The Spaniards made the neceffiry Prepara- 
tions to atcack that Ifland, the French King affifting them 
with Ships, Men, and Ammunition. This obliged the 
Emperor co aflift that People, the Confequences of which 
we fhall fee hereafter. 

The reducing of Barcelona made King Philip abfolute 
Mafter of the Continent of old Spain, Gibralear excepted, 
which was yielded to England; and although the Empes 
ror difputed his Title, his Poffeflion was fo well fecur’d, 
as to feem beyond che Reach of any Reverfe of Fortune. 

Before we leave Spain, we fhall take Notice ef fome o- 
ther Tranfaétions which deferve a particular Attention, 
Such is the Concluficn of the Treaty of Peace between 
that Crown and the States-General, which was at laft 
figned in the Month of June by the refpective Plenipo- 
tentiaries, without inferting therein the Claufe which 
had been fo long infifted upon in Behalf of the Princefé 
Urfint, to fecure unto her an independent Principality 
out of the Netherlands to be yielded to the Houfe of Ax- 
ria, of the yearly Value of 3co00 Crowns. This Affair 
alone had retarded the Treaty ; buc notwichftanding the 
Menaces of the Spaniards, and the Inftances of Great Bri- 
tain which was engaged by their Treaty with Spain ta 
procure that Principality to the Princefs Urfini, the States 
temained inflexible, and declared, that as the Spanifh Ne- 
therlands did not belong to them, they could not by any 
Means difpofe of the fame, and efpecially in Favour of 4 
Princefs who had no Manner of Claim thereunto. The 
moft Chriftian King feeing their Firmnefs, interpofed in 
this Affair, and prevailed over his Grandfon to recede 
from his Pretenfions, and fign the Peace. 

This was che firft Difgrace chat Princefs received after 
the Death of Marie Lowifa de Savoye, Queen of Spain, wha 
@eparted this Life ap Madrid che 14th of February, N, S, 
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after a very long Indifpofition, in the 25th Year of her 
Age. She was certainly a Princefs of great Merit, and of 
great Help to King Philip to govern his Kindom; Lur, 
on the other Hand, her unbounded Favour for the Prin- 
cefs Urfini, made the Spaniards fo very uneafie, that there 
were ftrong Reports abroad at that Time, as if her Death 
had been fomewhat haften’d, The King was fenfibly af- 
flictted ; but however forgot her in a little Time; for 
within three or four Months after, there was a Negocia- 
tion fet on Foot for his Marriage with the Princefs Eliza- 
beth of Parma, which was at laft folemniz’d the r6th of 
September at Parma, and that Princefs fer out four Days after 
for Madrid. This compleated the Misfortune of the Prin- 
cefs Urfini, who having met the Queen at Xadraques, not 
far from Guadalaxara, before fhe had feen the King, fpoke 
to her with fo much Haughtinef?, that her Majefty com- 
manded a Detachment of Guards to convey her immedi- 
ately to the Frontiers of France, and forbid her to return 
into Spain. This was certainly a mafterly Stroke, and 
the King approv’d the fame; from whence it is reafona- 
bly conjeétured, that the Provocation fhe gave to the 
Queen, muft needs have been very great. 

Thus ended for ever the great Influence of the Princefs 
Urfini at the Court of Madrid, where the had appear’d like 
an unaccountable Meteor, and vanifh’d as unaccountably ; 
for, in fhort, few can pretend to know exactly how and 
why fhe came there, and how and why fhe was unexpett- 
edly difmiffed. 

The Affairs of Italy received but little Alteration during 
the Year 1714. The new King of Sici’y having been 
crowned, and taken the neceflary Meafures with the Par- 
liament or States of that Kingdom, for the Security of that 
Ifland againft the Imperialists, and likewife againft the 
Spiritual Pretenfions of the Court of Rome, returned to 
Turin, to watch the Defigns of the German Troops in 
Lombardy; but every Thing remained quiet on that Side, 
by virtue of the Ceffation of Arms for Italy, agreed to at 
Utrecht, and confirmed by the Treaties of Raitat and Ba- 
den. The Court of Rome ufed all imaginable Means for 
perfuading the new King of Sicily to give up his Legan- 
tine Power, whereby he aéts in his Kingdom with as 
much Authority in Spiritual Matters, as if he were Pope 
himfelf; but notwithftanding all Solicitations, that Prince 
perfifted in his former Refolution, to affere chat and other 
Rights enjoyed by his Predeceflors, Kings of Sicily, and 
by virtue of his Legantine Power, fufpended or me 
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void all the Bulls iffu’d out from the Vatican againft him. 
This occafion’d great Troubles in his Kingdom, for too 
many of the Clergy obey’d the Orders of the Court of 
Rome; but the greateft Part of rhe Bifhops, and in general 
all che Magiftrates engaged to affert che Royal Authoriry. 

The Republick of Venice thought themfelves fecure, and 
expected to enjoy a profound Peace, during which their 
State would recover the great Lofles their Territories fu- 
ftain’d by Reafon of the late War in Italy, but they were 
awaken’d by the unexpected Declaration of War made a- 
gainft them by the Ottomans; but before we proceed fur- 
ther, we think our felves oblig’d to give fome Account 
of the previous State of Affairs at the Turkifh Court. 

The Turks profecuted in the Beginning of this Year, 
the fame Maxims they had obferv’d fince the Retrear 
of the King of Sweden into their Dominions. They would 
not openly refufe to enter intoa Negociation with the Czar 
and the King of Poland, but the Ratifications of the Trea- 
ty concluded wich the former in 1713, were déferr’d a- 
bout a Year, and the Treaty concluded with the later, in 
April 1714, was not ratify’d till September following, 
when being inform’d of the Conclufion of the Peace be- 
tween the Emperor and France, they thought fic to con- 
clude rhofe Treaties, and che Polifh and Mufcovite Embafla- 
dors were difmifs’d with great Civilities. 

The Treaties being thus concluded, the Zurks thoughe 
itna longer advantageous to chem to detain the King of 
Sweden in their Dominions. That Prince, whofe Prefence 
in Turkey had given fo much Uneafinefs to the Poles and 
Mufcovitesy and induced them to agree to certain Articles 
of Peace, which in all Probability they would never have 
done, fet out in the Beginning of October from Demir 
Tocca, paft the Danube, and was attended and defray’d ta 
the Frontiers of Tranfilvania by the Turks. Being arriv’d ac 
Pedeffi in Walachia, he fent an Exprefs to Vienna with 
fome Propofals relating to the Paflage of his Troops 
through the Hereditary Dominions, giving out, that he 
would not fet his Foot in Tranfilyania till cthofe Articles 
were regulated. Ic was given our, at the fame Time, thac 
his Majefty was indifpofed; but few Days after he 
fer ouc with all imaginable Privacy, in Company of 
Lieutenant-Colonel During, in the Service of Ho//eir, 
and two trufty Servants, he himfelf being difguis’d, and 
pretending to be a Swedifh Courier, for the Regency of 
Pomerania, which was eafily credited, That Prince rid 
Poft with a Difpatch that feems incredible, feeing, chac 
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in fourteen Days he rode from Pede/fi to Stralfund, which 
isa Diftance two hundred eighty feven German Leagues. 
His Majefty arriv’d at Siralfund on the 22d of November, 
to the unfpeakable Joy of his Subjeéts, who after the ma- 
ny falfe Stories that had been publith’d in Relation to that 
Prince, did not certainly know whether he was dead or 
alive. His Majeity wenc through Vienna, but did not dif- 
cover himfelf, and order’d his Secretary to wait upon 
Prince Eugene, fome Hours after his Departure, to acquaint 
him with the Reafon of his pafling Incognito, and defire 
him to return his Thanks to the Emperor for his Civili- 
ties, but made it his Requeft, that this fhould not be made 
publick, till they heard of his fafe Arrival in his Domi- 
nions. 

The Return of that Prince fomewhat revived the Con- 
rage of the Swedes, who were difpirited to the laft Degree, 
through the many Loffes they had fuftain’d, and the con- 
tinual Progrefs of the Mufcovites, who having reduc’d Fia- 
land, driven the Swedes from East Bothnia, and made a 
Defcent into West Bothnia, put them in fear for Stockholm 
ir felf. 

The Prefence of the King of Sweden opened a new Scene 
of Affairs on that Side the Baltick ; for that Prince did not 
think fie to declare his Mind on the Propofitions made to 
him immediately after his Return, viz. 1/7, To confirm 
the Treaty for the Sequeitration of Stetin; and 2d/y, To 
promife to forbear all Hoftilities againft the Danes and 
Saxons within the Empire ; his Pruffiin Majefty engaging on 
his Part, that the Kings of Puland and Denmark fhall not 
attack the Swedijh Pomerania. ‘This Refufs] of the King of 
Sweden to declare himfelf on thofe two Articles, the Le- 
vies that he made, and the Troops he fenc for from Swe- 
den, were a plain Indication, that he defign’d to renew 
the War in the Lower Saxouy, for recovering the Dutchy 
of Bremen, and reftoring the Ducal. Houle of Holfein; 
waucreupon the King of Prujfiz affembled-his Forces, which 
were quarter’d in his diftane Dominions, to be in a Rea- 
dinefs to form an Army for fecuring Stetina, and preferv- 
ing the Peace of the Lower Saxony in’ concert with the 
Houfe of Brunfwick, and other Princes concern’d therein. 
Tis certain that the Freach aflifted the Swedes with Money 
for making thefe Preparations, and that che Landgrave of 
Heffz Caffel was earnettly folliciced to aflift them with his 
Forces, 1n Confideration of the Marriage of the Heredita- 
ry Prince his Son with the Princes Ulrica Eleonora of Swe- 
@ery which was celebrated about this Time.) .  - ph 
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The Czar on the other Hand declar’d, chat as he 
withdrew his Forces from Pomerania, only upon Account 
of the ftrong Inftances of the King of Pruffia, who there- 
by fecur’d the whole Country to Sweden, he was refolv’d 
to fend a powerful Army to affift his Allies, and drive en- 
tirely the Swedes from Germany, unlefs the King of Sweden 
accepted the Propofitions of the King of Prujffia, and con- 
fequently a Neutrality for the Territories belonging to the 
re{petive Parties in the Empire. This being the true 
State of Affairs on that Side, it is eafy to imagine, thac 
the Princes of the Lower Saxony were under the greaceft 
Uneafinefs, for they‘could not but forefee that their Terricto- 
ries would become in Time the Seat of War, and cherefore 
they were certainly in the Right to arm chemfelves, in 
order to prevent the breaking out of thofe new Flames, 
and fall on the Party who fhould refufe co agree to the 
Neutrality propofed,as aforefsid. 

The Joy the Swedes conceiv’d upon the firft News of the 
Arrival of their King in Pomerania, was very much lef= 
fen’d by the Refolution of his Majefty to continue the 
War in Germany, and his forbidding all his Subjects in ge- 
neral to come to him without exprefs Leave. He promi- 
fed them that he would give fuch a Diverfion to the For- 
ces of the Czar, as fhould oblige him to abandon his En- 
terprizes againift Sweden, 

In the mean Time, the Czar having gain’d in Perfon a 
Sea Victory over rhe Swedes, was fo much encourag’d rhere- 
by to augment his Fleer, thar he had nexc Summer a Fleec 
of his own, confifting of s0 Ships of the Line of Bartle, 
and refolv’d to engage the whole Swedifh Fleec, in or- 
der to carry on his Defign of attacking Stockholm. 

The Departure of the Kitig of Sweden from Turkey, and 
the Affairs between him and the Northern Allie, having 
oblig’d us to aciend him in Pomerania, we fhall refume our 
Account of the Affairs of Turkey which bas been inter- 
tupred thereby. 

The Ottomans having concluded the Treaties with Poland 
and Mufcovy, as we have obferv’d, ic was believ’d, chac 
they would immediately reduce their Forces, and fend 
back into Afia, thofe that were brought from thence into 
Europe upon the breaking out of the War with the Czar; 
bur, to che great Sarprize of the Chriftians, they conrinu’d 
their Preparations for an early Campaign. This allarmed 
firft of all’ the Maltefe, and afterw:rds fucceflively che 
Poles and Mufcovites; but the Turks choughe fit to unde- 
ceive chem, and in the Beginning of December, declar’d 
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War againft the Venetians ; and as there is fCarce any Na- 
tion fo brutifh as to enter upon a War without offering to 
Mankind fome Reafons to juftify the Neceflity thereof; 
the Turks acquainted the Minifters of the other Chriftian 
Potentates with the Reafons of their Rupture, which in 
Subftance were as follows; that the late Hofpodar of Wa- 
lachia, (who has been depos'd and maffacred by the Turks) 
having lodg‘d great Sums of Money in the Bank of Venice, 
the fame belong’d to the Grand Signior, and therefore 
the Venetians ought not to have refus’d to deliver it up. 
2. That the Republick having declar’d War againft the 
Porte, and made the Conqueft of the Morea in 1687, be- 
fore the Truce between them and the Tartars was expir’d, 
the Grand Signior demanded, that the Venetians reftore 
thac Country, and all the Dependencies, cogether with 
the Revenues thereof fince their Conqueft, which we rec- 
kon at one Million of Ducats a Year. | 

If Reafon could have fatisfy’d the Ottomans, it would 
have been eafy to fhew them, that their Pretenfions were 
groundlefs and ridiculous; but as they alledged chefe Par- 
ticulars only as a Pretence to cover their laying hold of 
an Opportunity to recover the Morea, which they thought 
fair and fure, che Venetians did not argue with them, but 
prepared for their Defence with all imaginable Zeal. They 
repaired their Frontiers, augmented their Troops and Na- 
vy, and in fhort, hoped to be in a Condition to ftop the 
firft Efforts of the Ottomans. Mean Time, they follicited 
the Emperor, Poland, and the Pope to prepare themfelves 
to affift them by virtue of their perpetual Alliance: And 
as this Quarrel could not be made up by amicable Interpo- 
fition, the faid Powers found themfelves obliged to 
come into this War, not only becaufe of the Alliance 
aforefaid, but alfo upon the fame Motives that produced 
that League; for it would have been highly imprudent 
and impolitick in them to fuffer the 7urks co devour the 
Venetians, and not fulfill the Condition of an Alliance, 
which procur’d them fuch great Succefles in the lace War. 

The Conclufion of the Treaty of Baden open’d a new 
Scene of Negociations, for the Emperor demanded imme- 
diately to be put in Pofleflion of the Netherlands 5 but the 
States anfwering, That they could not deliver up thofe 
Provinces, till cheir Barrier was adjufted, Conferences were 
fet on foot at Antwerp to adjuft that Matter, and a Treaty of 
Barrier was accordingly concluded and fign’d the 15th of 
Nov. 1715, and is inferted in the Hiff. Reg. N°. I. Pag. 52+ 
The moit Chriftian King had ingaged by the 26th e} 
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of his Treaty of Peace with the Srates-General concluded ac 
Utrecht, to procure, that the Eleétor of Cologn fhould con- 
fent, that the Garrifons of the States fhould continue in 
Leige and Huy, and that the Fortifications of Bon fhould 
be demolifhed three Months after the Reftoration of rhe 
faid Eleétor ; and yet ftipulated in the rsth Article of the 
Treaty of Baden, That the {aid Eleétor fall be reftor’d 
generally and entirely to all his Dominions; that there 
fhall be no Garrifon in Bon in Time of Peace; but thae 
in Time of War, the Emperor and che Empire fhall be al- 
low’d to put therein fuch a Number of Troops as the Rea- 
fon of War fhall require. This fheweth bow little Trea- 
ties have been regarded fince the fatal Diffolution of the 
Grand Alliance, which open’d a Way to the French to {et 
at Variance thofe very Potentates, whofe Union hati 
been fo terrible to them, and who were upon the very 
Point of reducing their exorbitant Power within its anci- 
ent Bounds. The Difficulties the States met with from 
the Court of Vienna, in refpect to their Barrier, convin- 
ced them that the greateft Services are foon forgorten ; and 
who would have thought a Prince fhould have difpured fome 
Acres of Land to a People who had fpent fo many Mile 
lions to procure him the vaft Territories that have been 
difmember’d from the Spanifh Monarchy, and who would 
have made ftill greater Effortsto put him in Pofleflion of 
Spain, if they had not been forced to yield to an inevi- 
table Neceflity of making their Peace. 

The great Difputes amongi{t the French Clergy, occafion- 
ed by the Bull of the Pope againft the Book of Father 
Quefnel, are to be ranked amongi{t the moft memorable E- 
vents-of the Year 1714, not only becaufe ic was litcle ex- 
pected that the united Power of the Pope and the moit 
Chriftian King fhould be fo vigoroufly refitted by a Clergy 
fo long ufed to be Slaves to thofe two Powers; but chief- 
ly, becaufe of the Confequences it was foreften thefe Dif- 
putes would have, if the French King departed this Life 
before they were accommodated. This was probably one 
of the chief Reafons which determined the ‘Court of France 
to fend a Minifter on Purpofe to Rome, to follicie the 
Pope to confent to the calling of a National Council, for 
compofing thefe Differences. 

Another confiderable Tranfaction at the French Court 
which we fhall mention in this Recapitulation, is, an E- 
di& publifhed by the moft Chriftian King in July 1714, 
whereby his Natural Sons, the Duke dw Maine and the 
Count de Thoulowfe, and theis Male-Pofterity, are called co 
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the Succeflion of the Crown of France, in Cafe of the Fai- 
lure of al] the lawful Princes of the Houfe of Bourbon. 
The moft Chriftian King having caufed this extraordi- 
nary Edi&t to be regiftred in Parliament, tranfmitted to 
them fhortly after his laft Will and Teftament fealed up, 
which was order’d to be kept in a fafe Place for that Pur- 
pofe, under three different Keys, to be opened immedi- 
ately after the King’s Deceafe, in the Prefence of all the 
Chambers of the Parliament, the Princes of the Blood, 
the Dukes and Peers of France, and other great Officers of 
the Crown. This Teftament, and the Ediét afore-menti- 
oned that preceded it, were intended ro colour the Calling 
of the Natural Children to the Succeflion of that Crown; 
a Thing till then held fo facred, that ir has been an in- 
difputable Maxim in France, That the Right of the Suc- 
ceffion to their Monarchy could not be alter’d 5; chat Is, ta- 
ken from any who had a juft Claim to ir, nor cransferr’d 
to any who had a Natural Right to the fame. But for 
this Teftament of the late King of France, and what hap- 
pen’d upon it after his Deceafe, we refer the Reader to our 
Hif?. Reg. No. I. Page 37. 

Thefe are the moft material Tranfactions Abroad: Let 
us now conclude our Account with the great Events that 
happen’d at Home, during this Year 1714; and _ becaufe 
they are fully and particularly related in the Beginning 
of this Work, we willin this Place only give a fhort Re- 
capitulation of them, deducing them only to the Year 
1715, without which thefe general Keflections would be 
improper, 

Thofe Tranfadtions are great in themfelves, and indeed 
amazing; for what Pen can defcribe the Uneafinefs of 
Great Britain and Ireland, their Fears of the Pretender, 
and confequently their Concern for the Proteftant Succed- 
fion, which they thought in a manifeft Dangers the Pro- 
teftanrs amongit themfelves being unhappily divided, On 
the other Hand, who can defcribe the Malice and Info- 
lence of the Enemies of our Religion and Conftitution, 
who carried ic to fuch a Height, as to publifh Books in 
Favour of the Pretender, Lift Men for his Service, and 
threatning the Friends of the Proteftant Succeflion. In 
fhort, they were grown to rhat Degree of Arrogance, that, 
to ufe the Expreflion of a Magiftrate in a Publick Speechy 
* they feemed fo far to have compafled their Defign, as to 
flatter themfelves, chat their Projects could not mifcar- 
ry, and thar the pucting them in Execution, depended 
entirely on their Will and Pleafure.’ 
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This Impudence awaken’d the Parliament: Borh Hou- 
fes addreffed the Queen; a Proclamation was publithed, 
with a Reward for feizing the Pretender; feveral of his 
Emiffaries were taken in Ireland, try’d and condemn’d for 
High Treafon, for being Inlifted, or Lifting Men in his 
Service. Thefe Steps frighted them into fome Caution ; 
but they had conceived fuch Hopes upon the Account of 
the Refentment exprefled by the Court againft the Envoy 
of Hanover, for demanding the Writ for the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, and of the Death of the Princefs Sophia, who de- 
parted chis Life the 8th of June, N.S. in the 84th Year 
of her Age; that they were not difcouraged, and conti- 
nued their Intrigues, till the very Moment that the Pro- 
teftant Succeffion took Place by the Death of her late Ma- 
jefty Queen Anne, which was fo much the more furprizing 
and unexpected, that few Days before her Death, flie ap- 
peared to be in a much better State of Health, than fle 
had been for fome Years patft. 

It would be very improper in an Epitome of the Tranf- 
actions of the Year, which requires the greateft Brevity, 
to enquire into the probable Caufe of the Death of thac 
great Princefs, This however we may fay, that ic was 
generally believ’d, chat as the Divifions thar broke out a- 
mongft her Minifters, gave her Majefty great Uneafine({s, 
fo they did not a little contribute to fhorten her Days. 

The Earl of Oxford was removed from being High-Trea- 
furer of Great Britain on the 27th of July, and before 
his Place could be fupply’d by another Perfon, or by Com- 
miffioners, the Queen was taken ill. Her Majeity was 
feiz’d on the 29th of the fame Month, wich a violence 
Pain in her Head, and the next Morning with convul- 
five Fits; which being over, fhe appointed the Duke of 
Shrewsbury High-Treafurer of Great Britain, that the Pub- 
lick might not fuffer through the Vacancy of thac high 
Office, and dy’d on the rft of August, in her Palace ac 
Kenfington, in the fiftieth Year of her Age,-and the chir- 
teenth of her Reign; whereupon the High and Mighry 
Prince George Elector of Brunfwick, was proclaimed, few 
Hours after, King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, 
with the ufual Solemnity, and the univerfal Acclamati- 
Ons of the People without any Manner of Oppofition. 

His Majefty King George was proclaimed with the fame 
Zeal and Demonftrations of Joy at Edinburgh, Dublin, and 
other'Parts, and:the Lords Juftices, appointed for the Ad- 
miniftration of the Government, gave fuch Orders, that 
the Publick Peace was no Ways interrupted. , 
BEtn hy i es t ' The 
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The Pretender expected, it feems, that his Friends 
would have appear'd on this Occafion ; for immediately af- 
ter he had received Advice of rhe Death of the Queen, he 
pofted to Paris, with a Defign to proceed further ; but the 
French Court having Notice of his Coming, a Secretary of 
State was fent to meet him, and tell him, that the moft 
Chriftian King was under fuch Engagements by Treaties, 
that he could not permit him co continue in his Domini- 
ons; and fo he returned to his Refidence at Barleduc, and 
publifh’d a Declaration or Manifefto, wherein he has gi- 
ven us a Key tounfold many Myfteries and Politick Rid- 
dles, which for fome Years paft had fufficiently puzzled 
the World. 

The Parliament met the sth of August, and both Honu- 
fes having voted very Loyal and Dutitul Addreffes, which 
were tranfmitted to his Majefty, and paft a Bill for the 
better Support of bis Majefty’s Houfhoid, and of the Ho- 
nour and Dignity of the Crown of Great Britain, with 
fome other neceflary Bills, which receiv’d the Royal Af- 
fent from the Lords Juftices the 21ft of Auguf#; both 
Houfes adjourn’d to the 25th, when che Anfwers of his 
Majefty to their refpeétive Addreffes, were prefented to 
them ; after which, they were prorogued. 

The King was detained at Hanover fomewhat longer 
than it was believed, and in Holland by contrary Winds; 
but on che 16ch of September, his Majefty and che Prince 
embarked about eleven in che Morning, and fafely arri- 
ved at Greenwich the a8th, where he was received with 
all poflible Demonftrations of Joy, Zeal, and Affection, 
The 2oth, his Majefty made his Royal Entry from Green- 
wich through the City of London to his Palace of St. James, 
amidft che Acclamaiions of a faithful People. 

The Princefs of Wales, with the two eldeft Princefles 
her Daughters, landed ac Margate, and arriv’d the 13th of 
O¢tober at St. James's, being welcom’d likewife with the 
univerfal Acclamations of the People. The 2oth of the 
fame Month, the King was crowned at Weftminfler, with 
the ufual Solemnity. 

Thus we have given a general Profpeét of the State of 
Affairs in Exrope, as they ftood at che Beginning of the 
Year 1715 3 and having in che Regi/fers for che Year 1716, 
taken a curfory View of the chief Tranfactions of the 
preceding Year, we will add in this Place what we judge 
neceflary to make thofe Accounts perfect: To begin there- 
fore with

N the Regiffers Numb. IV. VII. and XII. we have gi- 

vem an Account of a Controverfy that happen’d be- 
tween the Princes of the Blood, and the legicimated [flue 
of the lace King Lewis XIV. but were forced for Want of 
Room to omit the Particulars of the Ground of that Dif- 
puce; which Defect we will now fupply. 


N the 2d of August 1714, the Duke Anghien and the 
Prince de Conti, the Duke du Maine, and the Counc 

de Touloufe, went tothe Parliament. The Peers affembled 
there, were the Archbifhop Duke of Rheims, the Bithop 
Count de Noyon, Ecclefiafticks: The Duke d'Ujfez, che Duke 
de Sully, the Duke de Saint Simon, the Duke de Ja Force, the 
Duke de Rhean, the Duke de Luxembourg, the Duke d’Effrees, 
the Duke de Grammont, the Duke de Mazarin, the Duke de 
Trefmes, the Duke de Noailles, the Duke de Charoit, the 
Duke d’ Albret, the Duke de Tremouille, the Duke de Chaulens, 
the Duke de Villars, and the Duke d’Avtin. The Bufinels 
Was to canfe to be regiftred an Edict iffued by the King, 
in Favour of the Duke du Maine and of the Counc de 
de Touloufe, by which his Majefty fignified that he had 
obferved with Satisfaction that they had rendred them- 
felves worthy of the Name they bear; that he had judg- 
ed likewife he ought co enable them to enjoy the Prero- 
gatives of their Birth, by carrying his Views further in 
Favour of thofe Princes ; and prudent Forefighe requiring 
from his Love for the Tranquility of his Kingdom, that 
he fhould prevent the Calamicies'and Troubles which 
might arife, if all the lawful Princes of his Auguft Houfe 
fhould come to fail, fo that not one fhould Le lefe to be 
Heir to the Crown; his Majefty’s Will was, that the 
Crown fhould devolve and be transferred with ful] Righe 
to his faid legitimated Sons, the Duke dw Maine and the 
Count de Touloufe, and to their Male-Children and Def- 
cendents for ever, born and to be born in lawful Marri- 
age; preferving among themfelves the Order of Succeflion, 
and preferring always the elder Branch co the younger, 
declaring them by this Ediét, capable, in the fore-men- 
tioned Cafe only of the Failure of all che lawful Princes of 
his Blood, of fucceeding to the Crown of France, exclu- 
fively of all others; his Will being likewife, chat cheir 
Defcendents for ever, born in lawful Marriage, have En- 
trance 
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trance and Seat in his Court of Parliament, at the fame 
Age as the Princes, though they fhould have no Peerages, 
without being obliged to take an Oath there, and that 
they there receive and enjoy the fame Honours that are 
paid to the Princes of his Blood; that they be in all Pla- 
ces and on all Occafions looked upon and treated as Princes 
of his Blood, after (however) all the faid Princes of his 
Blood, and before all the other Princes of Sovereign Hou- 
fes, ‘and all other Lords of what Dignity foever; and that 
this Right and thefe Prerogatives be attached to their Per- 
fons and to thofe of their Defcendents for ever, becaufe of 
the Honour and Advantage which they have to be {prung 
from his Majefty, derogating from his Edicts of May 1694, 
and May 1711, in whatever they may be contrary to this 
prefent Edict. M. de Mefmes, firft Prefident, having ex- 
plained the King’s Intentions, M. folins de Fleury, Advocate- 
General, prefented his Majefty’s Edi¢t, which was read ; 
The Chambers affembled, the Arreft for regiftring it was 
pronounced comformably to the Conclufions of the Attor- 
ney-General, as appears by the following Extraét, 





Extract from the Regifters of the Parliament of Paris, 
of Thurfday, Auguft the 2d, 1714. 


This Day the Chambers being affembled, the firft Prefi- 
dent taking off his Cap to fpeak, the Duke du Maine and 
the Count de Touloufe rofe and went out of the Affembly ; 
and then the firft Prefident {poke as follows ; 


Gentlemen, 

HE King having commanded his Attorney-General 
T and me to attend the 29th paft at Marli, there to re- 
ceive his Orders, we went thither about Noon, and after 
his Majefty had dined, we were introduced to him in his 
Clofet. 

The King did us then the Honour to tell us, that after 
much mature Reflection he had refolved to change the 
Rank of the Duke du Maine and of the Count de Touloufe, 
and of their Male-Children, born or:to be born in lawful 
Marriage; to put them upon a Level in all Things with 
the Princes of the Blood; that it was his Will they fhould 
have Right to take their Seats in Parliament at the Age of 
fifteen Years, even though they fhould not have any Peer- 
age, as is done by the Princes of the Blood; that they 
fhould not take any Oath ; chat they fhould pafs crofs the 
Parquet of the Grand Chamber; that in taking their Suf- 

frages, 
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frageg, they fhould not be called to by Name; in a Word, 
that his Will was, we fhould render the fame Honours here 
to them as to the Princes of the Blood, without any Ex- 
ception. 

That extending his Views furcher, in Cafe God in his 
Difpleafure fhould take from France, all that remain of 
the lawful Princes of the Auguft Houle of Bourbon, his In- 
tention was, much more for the Inrereft of the Scare, 
than for the particular Benefic of his legitimated Sons, 
that the Duke du Maine and his Male-Childreu, the Counce 
de Toulowfe and his Male-Children, and their Male-Defcen- 
dents for ever born in lawful Marriage, fhould be declared 
capable of fucceeding to the Crown, in the Cafe folely of 
no one lawful Prince of the Royal Houfe being left: Thac 
he looked upon it as an indifpenfible Duty towards the 
innumerable Multitude of People, who compofe this greac 
Kingdom, not to leave them expofed to Troubles and ta 
Ambition, which would infallibly tear the Bowels of the 
State, if the Sueceffion to the Crown were noc regulated 
and eftablifhed, 

His Majefty added, that the Precaution he had raken to 
caufe to be repeated feveral Times in the Edict, after the 
laf of the Princes of the Blood, had perfwaded him th.c 
he did no wrong to any Perfon, the Princes of che Blood 
only having a lawful Right to this great Succeflion. 

I judged, Meditieurs, that before the Reading of che Edit 
which the King’s Attorney-General is going to produce, 
it was my Duty to give you an Account of the King’s 
Pleafure, as his Majefty allowed me co do. 





The Prefident having ended, the King’s Counf<! were cal- 
led, and being come to the Bar as ufual, M, de Fleury, Advo- 
cate of the faid Lord the King, fpeaking for che reft, faid, 

That the Ediét which the King had ordered chem to 
bring to the Court calls to the Crown the Duke du Maine, 
the Count de Towloufe, and their Male-Ds:fcendents, after 
all che Princes of the Blood Royal: That before this Edict 
was deliver’d to them to prefene ic to the Court, che King 
had done them the Honour to fend for them to Marly, to 
acquaint them himfelf with his Inrencions, and give 
them his Orders on this Subject ; thac they received thofe 
Orders with all due Refpect, aud told him chat a Difpoli- 
tion of this Nature was of fo great Confequence, that they 
did not doube but he had made al] the Reflections on ic cha 
his profound Wif™om could fuggeft to him; and chat be- 
fides, if Merit gave a Right co che Crown, none could af 

pire 
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pire to ic more juftly, if the Princes of the Blood fhould 
fail, than thofe whom he had honoured with his Choice, 

That the King had done them the Honour to fay to 
them, that the Refolution he had taken was not fo much 
the Effet of his Affection for Princes fo worthy of his 
moft tender Regards, as of his Love for his People, and of 
a juft Forefight and Care of Futurity. 

That after the Lofs of fo many Princes of the Blood 
Royal, which had taught him that the moft deplorable 
and leaft likely Events were not impoffible, he had judged 
that Prudence required he fhould look forward to what 
might happen in his Kingdom, if God fhould take from 
France even the laft Hopes of an Houfe, which he has pre- 
ferved for fo many Ages, that for preventing the Diflenfi- 
ons and civil Wars with which France would then be 
threatned, he thought he could do nothing better than to 
eftablith from this Time a fecond Order of Succeflors to 
the Crown, and to fubftitute them, in Failure of thofe 
whofe Birth gives chem a Right to afcend the Throne. 

That thefe were the Views of his Majefty in the Edi& 
they were to prefent, and his Motives which he himfelf 
had done them the Honour to explain to them, and which 
they held themfelves obliged to impart to the Court ha- 
ving nothing further chan to require the regiftring of the 
Ediét ; which they left on the Table with the King’s Let 
ter under his Royal Sign Manual. 





The King’s Counfel being withdrawn, the King’s 
Edi& was read as follows, 


EWIS by the Grace of God, King of France and Na- 
varre: To all prefent and to come, Greeting: The 
Affeétion we bear to our moft dear and well-beloved Son, 
Lewis Augufius de Bourbon, Duke du Maine, and to our 
moft dear and well-beloved Son Lewis Alexander de Bowr- 
bon, Count de Towloufe, induced us to legitimate themy 
and to give them the Name of Bowrbon, by our Let- 
ters of the Month of December 1673, regiftred, in all 
Courts where ‘twas neceflary: We have obferved fince, 
with entire Satisfaction, that they have rendred them- 
felves worthy the Name they bear: The dutiful Re- 
gard they always had to our Perfon, the Zeal they have 
fhewn for the Good of che State, made us judge chem ca- 
pable of being put into the higheft Employments, and in- 
to the Governments of the chief Provinces of the King- 
dom: We likewife judged they ought to be admitted to 
the Prerogatives and Advantages due co their Birch, and 
therefore 
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therefore granted them, in the Month of May 1694, Letcers 
for claiming and taking, they. and their Defcendencs in 
lawful Marriage, che firft Rank immediately after che 
Princes of the Blood Royal, in all Places, Procedures, Ce- 
remonies, and Affemblies publick and private, even in 
our Coure of Parliament ac Paris and elfewhere, in all 
Acts of Peerage that may be done; and for preceding 
all che Princes of Houfes who have Sovereignties out of 
our Kingdom, and all other Lords of Quality or Dignity 
foever ; ordaining, chat in all Ceremonies performed in 
our Prefence or elfewhere, our faid Sons the Duke dx 
Maine and his Children, and the Count de Towloufe, and 
his Children, fhall enjoy the fame Honours, Ranks, and 
Diftinétions, which che Princes of our Blood have at any 
Time cuftomarily enjoyed, immediately after the faid 
Princes of our Blood ; which we confirmed to them by 
our Letters of the ewentieth and twency firlt of May 1715. 
But being defirous to confer on them ftill greater Marks of 
our cender Affeétion and Efteem, we think we ought co 
extend our Views yet further in their Favour, by making 
at the fame Time fuch a Provifion as we judge to be for 
the Good and Advantage of our State. And though con- 
fidering the great Number of Princes of che Blood who 
do at prefent compofe the Royal Houfe, there is all Ground 
to hope that God continuing to difpenfe his Bleffing on ir, 
the Crown will remain therein a long Courfe of Ages; 
difcreet Forefight does however require from our Love for 
the Tranquility of our Kingdom, to prevene che Troubles 
and Calamicies chat mighe happen in ic, fhould all the 
Princes of our Royal Houfe,come to fail, which mighc 
breed Divifions among the great Lords of the Kingdom, 
and make Way for Ambition to acquire the Sovereign 
Authority by che Fortune of Arms, or by other Means e- 
qually fatal to the Sate. The Apprehenfion of fo difmal 
an Occurrence, which we befeech God ever to avert, 
moves us to fecure co our Kingdom Succeflors, who are al- 
ready ftrongly engaged by cheir Birth co maintain ic, and 
to nominate thofe cn whom this Crown ought to devolve 
in Time to come, if it Should happen chat not ene lawful 
Prince of the Blood and Houfe of Bourbon fhould remain, 
to wear the Crown of France: In.fuch a Cafe, we judge 
that the Honour of fucceeding would be due co our faid 
legitimated Sons, and to their Male-Children and Defcen- 
-dants born in lawful Marriage, as long as their Races hall 
tubfift, as being our Iffue. For thefe Caufes, and other 
-good and great Confiderations moving us thereto, wich 

Vou. Il. fa) the 
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the Advice of oat Council, and of our own meer Motion 
Certain Knowledge, full Power, and Royal Authority, we 
pronounce, declare, and ordain, by this prefene perpetwal 
and irrevocable Edict, that if in the Courfe of Time, all 
the lawful Princes of our Auguft Houfe of Bourbon fiould 
come to fail, fo that not one fhould remain to imherie oar 
Crown, it fhall, in that Cafe, devolve by full Right to 
our faid legitimated Sons, and to their Male-Children and 
Defcendents for ever, born and to be born in lawful Mar- 
riage, obferving among them the Order of Succeffion, and 
always preferring the eldeft Branch to the younger, de- 
claring them by chefe Prefents, capable, in the faid Cafe 
only of the Failure of all the lawful Princes of our Blood, 
of fucceeding to the Crown of France, all others to be ex 
cluded. °Tis alfo our-Will, that our faid legitimated Sons, 
their Male-Children and Defcendents for ever, fhall en- 
joy, as well at all Ceremonies which are or fhall be pers 
formed in Prefence of us, or of the Kings our 

as on all other Occafions and in all other Places, the fame 
Ranks, Hanours, and Precedencies which are due to all the 
Princes of the Blood Royal, after, however, all the faid 
Princes of our Blood——And this becaufe of the Honour 
and Advaatage they have to be fprung from us—Given

Then the firft Prefident collected the Votes in the ufual 
Manner, viz. from the feveral Ranks and Orders of Coun- 
fellors, @c. beginning from che loweft, pafling up the 
Bench of Dukes and Peers to the Archbifhop Duke de 
Rheims, without taking off his Cap, and-calling to them 
by the Names of their Peerages: Then he took the Suffra- 
ges of the Prince of Conti, and of the Duke of Bourbon, 
without naming them, with his Cap in his Hand, and 
making a low Row; and laftly of the Prefidents of the 
Court, with his Cap in his Hand ftill, and with the ufual 
— After which, the Arreft was given, and is a 


"THE Court conformably to the Conclafion of the King’s 
Attorney-General, orders, that the Edict aforefaid 
fhall be read and pubitfhed during the Audience, and en-

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and likewife that collated Copies of the fuid Edi@ fhall be 
fent to the Bailiwicks and Stewartries of the Reffort to 
be there read, publifed and regiftred, requiring the Sub/fi- 
tutes (Deputies) of che Astorney Genera! in thofe Trily- 
nals, ca cawfe the fame to be executed, and inform the 
Court thereof in 2 Month. 





This being done, the Duke du Maine, and the Count de 
Toulouse, who withdrew, as it has been faid, and conei- 
nued all che while in che Clofer of the firft Prefident, were 
called in, and as foam as they had taken their Seats, the 
firft Prefident, taking off his Gap, and putting on the 
fame again, faid : 

MESSIEURS, 

T HE Edi& which the Court has juft now regiftred by 

the King’s Order, is the moft evideat Proof that his 
Majefty can give, not only to France, but alfo toall the 
World, of his Efteem and Affection for you: ’Tis at the 
fame Time, the higheft Picch of Glory for your whole 
Polterity. 

The great Qualities the King has obferv’d in you, Mef- 
furs, almoft from your Infancy, the Honour you have 
to be iffued of a Blood fo glorious, your faithful Attaoh- 
ent and Affection to his Perfon, had already induced 
m to raife you in the State by a particular Diitinétion, 
in giving you by his Declaration of the Month of Mey 
1694, and to your Children and Defcendents by lawful 
Marriages, the Rank and Precedency on all Occafions, im- 
mediately after che lawful Princes of his Blood, over all 
the Princes of foreign Sovereign Houfes, and all other 

eat Lords of his,Kingdom, of what Rank, Dignity, or 

ality foever they be. 

On this Day, that wife and judicious Prince, in order 
to fecure the Happinefs.and Tranquility of his People, and 
maintain a Crown which he has carry’d to fo high a Pitch 
of Glory, being .more fenfible than ever of your Merit 
aad Virtues, of your Affection.to his Perfon, of your Ca- 
pacity in State-Affairs, unites you entirely, and puts you 
upon a Level, in every Thing, with the lawful Princes 
of the Augutt Honfe of Bourbon; preferving to all and 
every one of them to rhe laft, the lawful Right of Pre- 
ference which is fo juftly due to them. 

Through fo prudent a Difpofition, that illuftrious Pre- 
sogative is fo much the more render’d fecure, becaufe none 
of his Subjects being prejudic’d thereby, it cannot reafon- 
ably excite the Envy of any againft you.

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*Tis your Part, Meffieurs, and we are perfwaded that it 
is your Intention, to redouble, if poffible, your Attention 
to eafe his Majefty in his laborious Cares, that we may 
fee his Days prolong’d beyond the ordinary Bounds, for 
the Honour of Humanity, the Glory of Religion, and the 
Happinefs of the whole World. You are, Meffieurs, to u- 
nite your felves more and more ftriétly with our Princes 
by a renewing of Affection, and we dare fay, of Refpect, 
which you owe to them more than ever, finding your 
felves fo intimately Partakers of their Rights and Ho 
nours, 

Caufe, as much as it will be poffible for you, the Re- 
membrance of this great Favour, to be tranfmitted from 
Race to Race, to all your Defcendents, and that the Me- 
mory of the great King, who by an extreme Goodnef:, 
put chem fo near the Crown, may tye them to it for ever 
more chan their Birth and their own Intereft. 





The Duke du Maine taking off his Hat, and putting it 
on again, fpoke as follows, directing his Difcourfe to the 
firt Prefident. 


MONSIEUR, 
Fter the immenfe Favour wherewith the King has 
now been pleafed to crown all thofe which he tad® 
heretofore beftowed upon us, nothing is more honourable 
to us than the Suffrages of this famous and Auguft Affem- 
bly; nor can any Thing flatrer us more agreeably, than 
Whar you have been pleafed to tell us in their Name. We 
are really affected with all chefe Circumftinces, none of 
which can efcape our Regard ; buc give us Leave, Sir, to 
look upon thefe Praifes, which we have heard from you, 
only as important Leflons, by which we are to regulate 
our felves for the future, to merit the Honour we have re- 
ceived this Day. We fee with Uneafinefs that the En- 
gagements which thofe diftinguifhing Favours lay upon 
us, are of fuch a Nature as never to be totally difeharged: 
However, we defire you, Sir, to believe, that being to fa- 
crifice our Days for the Service of his Majefty, and the 
Good of the State, we fall efteem our felves infinitely 
happy, to find an Opportanity to thew this Affembly, to 
every one of its illuftrious Members, and to you, Sir, who 
fo worthily prefide therein, particular Marks of our moft 
perfect Veneration, and ucmof Gratitude.

MEMORIAL, 


HE Duke du Maine is inform’d on all] Sides that the 

Duke of Bourbon has prefented a Petition againft (2) 

a folemn Edict which fectles his Scare and Condition, and 

fecures unto bim after the Jaft of the lawful Princes of the 

Blood; the Succeffion to the Crown, and which in Con- 

fequence thereof gives him all the Prerogatives of the faid 
Princes. 


KEMARKS. 


(4) This EdiG of 1714, which renders the legitimated 
Princes capable of fucceeding the Crown, cannot be call’d 
folemn, but in a contrary Senfe, as Sacer and Famo/is are 
taken in Latin, becaufe “tiscontraty co the fundamental 
Laws of the Kingdom, and che Principles whereby che 
Nation has govern’d itfelf during fo many Ages. Ic is 
not on the other Hand, by an Ediét, thar che Condition 
of the legitimated could be fettl’d upon a Level with che 
lawful Princes. Nature alone gives thefe Princes, and ic 
is not fic we fhould owe them to the WeaknefS that 
our Sovereigns may have for their unlawful Iffue. 

Mem, The Duke du Maine maintains, that fuch a Petition 
cannot be receiv’d in any Tribunal for feveral Reafons, 
and amongft others for the following : To prefent a Reri- 
tion to the Parliament, is (4) to require of them to dero- 
gate from the Authority of an Edict, which they them- 
felves have folemnly regifter’d, without any Contra- 
dition or Remonftrance ; which confequently has been 
regifter’d in the other Parliaments of the Kingdom, and 
which thae illuftrious Body have executed an f{everal Qc- 
‘ 0 3 c@fions, 
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-cafions, and namely, in the Affembly, on the King’s 


holding his Seat of Juftice, the moft folema chat has been 
known fince the Meeting of the State-General of the 
Kingdom. ‘Tis to require of the Parliament to decide 
what they have already decided, contrary co the Law, 
bis non judicatur in idem. *Tis to require them to pronounce 
a Judgment contrary to their former, and to retract che 
fame in the Face of the World ; and that, co fatistie the 
Duke, chat auguft Body fhould give all the Kingdom Caufe 
to fafpeét that they did not know the Confequences of 
what they did when they promulgated a Law iffuing 
from the Royal Authority, and lefs ftill when they ob- 
ferv’d it on fo many Oceafions. 

Remarks. (b) Whomdoes the Author of this Memorial ima- 
gine to impofe upon, when he fays, that the Parliament 
cannot receive any Perition againft this Edi¢t, becaufe 
they did themfelves folemnly regifter ic without any Con- 
tradition : Thar this is to require them to decide what 
they have already decided, @c. Had that Anguft Body 
atthe Time of the regiftring of the faid Ediét, any 
Means left to oppofe the fame? The Privileges of Remon- 
ftrances was taken from them fince the Years 1667 and 
1668 ; and therefore they had no other Way left then'a 
formal Difobedience, which was inconfiftent with their 
Z:al for their King, and the Charaéter of that Prince, who 
would not allow of any Delay in the Execution of his 
Orders. It cannot therefore be inferr’d, that che Pazlia- 
ment, the natural Guardians of our Kings, the Protectors 
of the Laws of the State, who on fo many Occafions, 
have fo vigoragfly afferted and maintain’ the wife De 
cifion thereof ; and particularly in the Year 1593, when 
they preferv’d chat which is the chief Foundation of che 
ether, did nor know, and were not fully perfwaded of the 
irregular Conduét, which was obferv’d in Refpeét to the 
Legitimated Princes; bat being convine’d of the Weaknefs of 
its Foundation, they preferr'd a refpeétful Silence to an nfe- 
leis and unfeafonable Refilance, at a Time when it was 
fill indiff:renc how ‘the Succeffion was regulated, To 
conclude, from the inferting in their Regifters the Dif- 
pofitions of a Prince who would be obey’d, that they 
acquieic’d therein; to call their fore’d and unvoluntary 
Submiffion, a free Decifion: Thefe are Confequences which 
none can juftly infer. 

Mem. Furthermore, this Petitio n is odious in the Per 
fon of the Duke: It ftrikes at the Royal Authority the 
fole Arbiter and Difpofer of Renks and Dignisies, Ik 
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injurious to the Authoricy of the Parliament, and of 
dangerous Example in the State, (c) odious in the Perfon 
of the Duke, who now oppofes and contradicts what 
he has himfelf authoriz’d and executed, feeing he not 
only approv’d (d) the Edict, when before it was made pu- 
blick, the King fpoke to him about it, as well as to the 








‘Duke of Orleans, and that the Dutchefs Dowager (che Duke 


of Bourbon’s Mother) in his Prefence, and of the Prince 
of Conti, thank’d his Majefty, and faid, that fhe had an 
extream Joy of the Favours granted to her Brothers (the 
legitimated Princes) but alfo becaufe he gave his Vote 
for the regiftering of che Edié&t. He has feveral Times 
fince feen the Duke du Maine, the Prince of Dombes, and 
the Counce de Thowlowfe, fic by his Side, and take their 
Places, as Princes of the Blood; and namely, when the 
King came to the Parliament, and fat on his Seat of Ju- 
itice, and receive the fame Honours as himfelf. It was inthe 
firt Moments in which the King was pleas’d to reveal 
his Difpofition, and feem’d to advife about it, with his 
Family, and difcover’d his unwillingnefs to do any 
thing againft their Mind, that Repugnance fhould have 
been fhewn, 

Remarks. (¢) This Divifion of the Memorial into feveral 
Parts, begins in a very flurring Manner, in Refpect to 
the Duke. A Petition againft che Edit of 1714 would 
be odious in his Perfon, fays the Author of the Memo- 
rial; bet without examining whether it would not 
have been better to have avoided Expreflions which ure 
fo unbecoming, it does not appear how it could be o- 
dious in the Dake, in a Time when Laws may take Place, 
to oppofe an Ediét, whereby the legitimated Children 
are declar’d Princes of the Blood, and are rais’d to the 
Rank and Honours which he owes only fo his Birth. 
Let us fuppofe all Things to be in the fame Situation as 
they were in under the Reign of the moft abfolute Prince 
that ever {way’d the Sceprer. Had the Duke any other 
Party to take, than. to fubmit to the King’s Difpofition ? 
His Submiffion could not long continue, becauife that 
Prince was already very old, Would his Oppofition have 
been of any Effed& or Service ? Would the King have al- 
terd his Refolution thereupon ? What other Fruit conld 
he have reap’d from his ufelefs Remonftrances, then to 
fee them defpis’d; and have drawn upon him the Indig- 
nation of a Prince, whom no body will fufpece to have 
lov’d. to be contradiéted ? Who knows befides, whether 
fach Remonftrafices -would not have induc’d him to ofe 
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other Precautions, for rendring his Difpofitions more firm 
and durable, which it would be now more difficult to 
overthrow, It was then more prudent to fuffer that Dif- 
pofition to be promulgated, without obferving the necef- 
fary and effential Formalities, when the regulating of 
the Succeffion of the Crown was concern’d, than to a- 
wake by ill-tim’d Remonftrances, the Attention of o- 
thers on its Nullity. 

(d) Bot, fay they, the Duke has approv'd that Edi&, be. 
eaufe his Mother told the King, when he {poke to her a. 
bout it, that fhe was extremely glad of the Favours grant- 
ed to her Brothers. The Author of fuch an Argument 
might have ftill added, that before and after the Publi- 
cation of the faid Ediét, the Duke always. exprefs’d him- 
felf, as it was convenient, tothofe whohave the Honour 
to fee him more intimately ; and that he has communi- 
cated to them the Senfe he had of fuch an extraordinary 
Difpoficion. In fine, that he did his uemoft to imitate 
the Duke of Orleans, and avoid being prefent at the re- 
giftering of the Ediét; that they waited for him about 
an Hour, and he never came “till he was fent for, and 
told that they waited for him. Do thefe known Faéts 
plainly prove, that the Duke willingly and freely confent- 
ed to that Edict? Does what has follow’d prove it better? 
God had fcarce taken the late King to himfelf, when the 
Duke prepar’d to make Ufe of the Liberty, wherein the 
State found itfelf through the Death of preg eH and 
wonld have effectually have done it, if his Zeal for the 
Nation had not prevail’d over him che Day that the Re- 
gency was fetrled, to prefer the moft urging Bufinefs 
to thofe which could admit of fome Delay. Who does 
not know that he had a Petition ready to be prefenced 
againft the Creation of Princes of the Blood, and 
- it was impatiently ¢xpected by the whole Affem- 

"stim. The Duke of Bowrbon might have refpectfully 
seprefented at that Time his Interefts, and would have at 
the utmoft but expos’d himfelf. to be told that it was 
furprizing he fhculd have other Thoughts¢hereupon than 
the, firft Prince of the Blood ; yer .did heoffer chen any 

-Oppofition, and even in) that Time, which is callda 
Time of Liberty by thofe who would atiufe it, was he 
nor fenfible of che Impofiibility of oppofing the Edict, 
and (¢) having it revok’d ? What does he then pretend to 
now ?. Does the. Growth of his Hatred change the Nature 
of Things, and can an Edics) of »this Kind be annull’d 
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or alter’d by (f) any but by a King of Age; ahd even upon 
moft important Confiderations ? a3 

Remarks, (e) t was not upon any Confidetation of an 
Impoffibility to oppofe this Ediét, that the Duke ‘has de- 
ferr’d to do it fince the Regency, but only becaufe the 
Good of the State irfelf requir’d from him thac he fhould 
not do it fooner. Mit the Prudence and Goodnefs which 
he has exprefs’d on this Oceafion, be imputed to him as a 
Fault, and do they deferve this Expreffion of che Anthor, 
that the Growth of his Hatred docs not ¢hange the Nature 
of Things ? 

(f) What great Knowledge of the Law does this Anthor 
difcover, when he fays, that an Edié of this Nature can- 
not be annull’d or modified, but by a King who is of Age, 
and on very important Confiderations, This Importance 
is not wanting in che prefent Cafe, when the Matrer in 
Queftion is, whether Princes of tlie Blood can be created, 
and whether Mafters can be impos’d upon the Narion, 
whom they are not naturally to have, and chat without 
theig own Knowledge and Confenr. But lec us leave 
this laft Queftion to examine che former, and enquire whe- 
ther there is an abfolute Necefliry thar a King be of Aye 
to abrogate fach an Edi&t? The King in what Age foever he 
be, fays Charles VI. in his folemn Edié of the 26th of 
December, 1407. is te be ca!l’d and reputed King of France, 
and enjoy all the Rights and Prerogatives belonging to a King 
of France. The King now reigning, is therefore as much 
a King as if he was of Age; and if he cannot for Wane 
of it, make Ufe by bimfelf of his Authority, the fame 
1s fully and entirely depofited in the Hands of the Auguit 
Prince who governs under him, Therefore his Royal 
Highnefs may, and has a Right to make new Laws, and 
abrogate thofe which are contrary to the Maxims and 
Good of the State, and that he may do with che fame 
. Extent of Power as the King himéfelf, and in the fame 

Manner as other Regencs his Predeceflors. The Regen- 
cies under Charies VI. and Lewis XIV. alter’d the Difpofi- 
tions which the preceding Kings had made at their Deaths 
for the Government of the Srate, and fubfticuced others 
in their Room, quite different from the former. Cathe- 
aine of Medicis revok’d what Francis 1. Henry IL. and Fran- 
eis IT, (all Kings ‘of Age) had done and enacted againit 
the Exercife of the new Religion (the Proreftanc) and 
permitted che fame; a Matter of as nice a Narure as any, 
and in which the State is as much concern’d: The fame 
Regency decided the Differences between the firlt Princes 
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of the Blood, againft‘what had been. praétis’dsin che prece- _ 


Ging Reigns. Laftly, the Regency, af Mary of Medicis had, 
in an Affair of «the fame Nature as that which is now in 
Queftion, thefame Right and Power which the Author 
of the Memorial will not acknowledge in the Duke of 
Orleans. Cafar of Vendofme bad obtain’d from Henry IV, 
his Father, a Declaration which gave bim the immediate 
Rank after the Princes of the Blood, That Declaration, 
which was regifter’d May 4, 1610, was obferv’d for the 
ten following Days, that is, to the Death of Henry IV. 
bac at che very Moment of the Death of that Prince, it 
ceas’d to be valid, and was infring’d in the very firft 
Act of the Regency. Every Body knows the fmart 


Word which the Duke of Vendofme was.told on chat Oc-, 


cafion. 
“No Bady can difpute, but the, Regency of his Royal 
Highnefs has the fame Power as.cheformer: And befides, 
to abrogate an Edidt which has no Foundation, ’tis doing 
an Act of Juftice, Now this is what the Parliament 
thinks of a Minority as to Juftice: Sir, A'tho’ you were 
but 4 Day old, you would be as much of Age as to Fuftice,as, 
if you were thirty Years, feeing "tis admimifter'd by the Power 
which God has given you, and in your Name, The Regency 
of his Royal Highnefs can therefore, and ought todo an 
At of Juftice, in abolifhing a.

Mem. (g) An.Arreft of Parliament cannot abolifh an E- 
diét, which they have themfelves acknowledg’d, and 
could a (h) Council of Regency without Confufion.and Blufh- 
ing, make a King but fix Years ald, {peak to.overthrow in 
a Matter, which cannot but proceed from bis own Know~ 
lédge, the Work of a King, his Great Grandfather, and 
(4Y'diMonour che Perfon to whom the Gare. of hisEducation, 
ias been folemnly committed. But, befides, if che Thing 
Was feafible, what would the Duke be,the better for fuc- 
cteding in his unjuft Precenfions? ;, Would, he be a greater 
Prince of the Blood? No, bur he weuld have the Satis, 
fa&tion of having degraded the (4) Brother. of his own, Mo, 
ther, the Hyfband of his awn Aunt,.the Brother of the 
Wife of the Prince Regent, and whe San,of ,sbe moft. ily 
lnftrious of his Grandfathers and of, his. King, who has

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Aneap'd Favours upon him, often ac che Defire of him 
whom he now attacks, 

Remarks. (g) The Author of the Memorial will nor, ’cis 
hop’d, deny, chae an Arreit of Parhiament may revoke 
the regiftering, made at a Time whea they bad no Lij- 
berty, of an Edict which is contrary m Law, as he 
cannot neither deny, thie the Parliament regifters every 
Day Revocations of Ediéts which they have themfelves 
regifter’d. The regiftering of the Letsers Parent, which 
gavean extraordinary Rank, contrary co Cultam, to the 
two Pavourices of Henry Ll. (the Dukes of Jayemfe and 
Epernon) and the regiftering of che Revocation of the faid 
Letters made by Henry LV. are Precedents and Inftances f 
conform co the Affair in Queltiéa, that every Body mutt 
‘be fenfible of it. 

(bh) Whatdoes the Author mean by che Confufion he talks 
uf ? Would the Regency caft any Blemith on the Memory 
of the late King, in deftroying 4 Work fo unworthy of 
the Greatnefs of Soul, which he exprefs’d onjall orher 
Oveafions ? Far from it: And what Eulogies would nor che 
Regency deferve, if they took off for ever from che Eyes 
of the Publick chat Monumentr of the only Weaknefs he 
ever bad in his Life; a Weaknef, which he has carry’ 
to Excefs, for Children whofe Birth made him weep fo 
bitterly, ac the very fame Time that he overtura'd 
al} the Laws, to raife them to a Rank altogether un- 
hwful. 

(i) Can the reftoring of the Perfon to whom the Hononr 
of che King’s Education is commitred, be call'd a dithe- 
nouring of him ; and on the contrary, would ic nor be 
a Difhonour to the Princes of the Blood, if they did 
not endeavour to take off che Level which is now between 
them, and the Sons of Madame de Afontefpan? *Tis how- 
ever what the Memorial prefiuumes to call che unjuft Pre- 
tenfions of the Duke. The Auchor adks whether his Serene 
Highnefés will be the more a Prince of the Blood thereby ? 
and we anfwer, No. He might have ask’d another Que. 
ftion, which would have. been more reafonable ; Is che

Onght he to value himfelf upon char Quality, if it be- 
longs tothem as well as tohim? The Nation does fee 
in him a poffib.e Mafter, that is, one who may become 
foch ; but they have made lately a new and numerons 
Recruit out of the Children of the leaft lawful Love chat 
eyer was, The Refpe& and Veneration of she People are 
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to be divided and fhar'd between him and thefe Fruits of

” (k) Afcer thefe Natura} Reflections, to what Purpofe is this 
Jong Enumeration of the Degrees, in which the late King 
would have the Duke to be related to his legicimated.Chil- 
‘dren ? The Alternative is indifpenfible: Either the Duke 
muft degrade thofe Princes fo many Ways related to 
him, or muft look upon himfelf a: difhonour'd ; fo thae 
if he be tender of their pretended Honour, he mutt lofe 
his own ; 2nd furthermore abandon the Honour of the 
Nation, which is concern’d therein, and to whom he owes 
himfelf, preferrabJe to all other Confiderations. Her Law 
are invaded in what is moftfacred and inviolable: Whofe 
‘Province and Bufinefs is ic to defend them? Who are the 
Truftees thereof when the Nation is not affembled? Muft 
the Princes of the Blood difpenfe themfelves with their

‘guft Ceremonies, receiv’d by all the People, executed by 
all the Parliaments, even in chofe Times of Liberty fo 
often alledg’d by the Duke, (m) approv’d at the Seat of 
‘Jouftice, Nemine contradicente, ve liable and expos’d to che 
“Caprice of the firft Comer, (n) who will oppofe the fame, 

*and theWork of a Regency fhal} be rhonzhe to have more(o) 
Solidity, than that of the greareft Kingtn the World? Ifa 
P.rfon lefs confiderable fhonld make fuch an Attempr, how 
would he be Jook’d upon by the Publick? The Quality 
of Princ of the Blood does not, appear to me to (pf) import 
‘a Priv lege to a&t againft Laws and Reafon. 

Rem.’(?) The Will and Difpofition of a Great King will 
“he always refpected when they are noe contrary to 
‘Law: Bécaule Charles V1. was a Prince who has defery’d 

the Sir Name of Well-beloved ; becaufe his Will and Dif 
‘poficiony whereby the Crown ‘was transferr’d to) a Fo- 
*reigner, were executed; and that that Foreigner had ac- 
cordingly ‘taken upon him the Title of Regent and Heir 
‘of France > And lattly, becanfe the faid Difpofition was 
* corroborated by the moft Auguft of our Ceremonies, that 
is, the Coronation: Recaufe of:all chis, I fay, was the 


Nation oblig’d co conform tothat Difpofition, and does it 
follow, 
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follow, that Charles VII. Son and next Heir to Charles 
VI. thould have been depriv’d of his Rights? The Ten- 
dency of this Principle is eafily difcover’d, and it was 
partly co remedy che fame, chat they eftablith’d this wife 
Maxim, that our Kings are always Minors (under 
Age.) They are thereby reliev’d againft the Damages 
which the Prodigality, Errors, or Weaknefs of their 
Predeceffors may have brought upon them. The Applica~ 
tion of this Maxim to the Matter in Hand, is obvious to 
every Body. 

“(m) The Author of the Memorial repeats 2 or3 Times, 
that che Will or Difpofition of the late King for his legici- 
mated Children, was approv’d in che Affembly of the Seat of 
Juftice, the moft folemn that ever was fince che laft Meeting 
of che States-General of the Kingdom ; whereupon it may 
be obferv’d, x. That this Aflembly was not more folema 
than the others of the fame Kind. 2. It has been already 
obferv’d, that the Confideration and Regard the Princes of 
the Blood had for the publick Good of the State, was 
the only Motive which induc’d them to poftpone and de- 
lay on that Occafion the Difcuffion of the Edi& of 
1714. The Matters that were then regulated, were & 
urgent and impartant, chat it was noc poflible to enter 
into the Difcuffion of others in that Aflembly ; bur it does 
not follow, that thofe which could nor then be difcufs’d, 
were nor look’d upon as Affairs in which the Nation was 
concern’d, and which deferv’d to be exafhin’d at another 
Time. 

(n) Can the Oppofition form’d by the Duke againft an un- 
watrancable Ediét, be call’d the Caprice of the Firf? Comer 2 
One cannot believe that the Author of this Memorial had 
his Thoughts about him, when he ucter’d thefe Expreflions, 
and fome others of the like Nacure, but that he dropt them 
unawares. 

(0) ‘Tis needlefs totake Notice of the Maligniry of the 
Comparifon he offers between che Solidity of a Work or 
A& of a Regency, and the Aét of che greateft King in 
the World. The fame is too palpable, and it will be fuffi- 
cient to tell this Author, and advife him to confider of ir, 
that the Laws and Maxims of State are che crue Scales 
‘whereby to judge of the Solidity he talks of. 

(p) The Quality of Prince of the Bloodis fo far from gi- 
ving the Privilege to act againft Laws and Reafon, char 
it implies, on the contrary, an Obligation to maintain 
thofe Laws, and oppofe whatever has a Tendency to ftrike 
at them, and invalidate their Authority, The DifCharg- 
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ing of this indifpenfible Duty canont appear a Crime to. 


any but the Author of the Memorial alone, ; 

Mem. The Petition (*) is injurious to the Authority of the 
Parliament, becaufe it requires that their Authority be de- 
fpis’d ; that whar they have done fhould be look’d upon 
as not done at all ; that the Bounds and Limits they have 
fo wifely fec, be tranfgrefs’é ; that a Tribunal fo famous 
and refpectable, fhould ont of meer Complaifance alcer the 
Purity of their Oracles, an Aé contrary toan Edi&, only 
to divert and gratifiethe (r) Princes of the Blood, whaare 
10 Ways aggriev’d thereby, and the firft of whom, whe 
ought to be as a Compafs for the others to con‘lué& 
themfelyes by, istoo wife to make himfelf a Party in 
this Affair. z 

Rem (q) Let the Parliament be confulted on this Article, 
and then it will be feen, whecher a Petition on che Part of 
the Duke againit the Ediét of 1714, would appear injurious 
unto them, This would be onthe contrary, 2 favourable Op- 
portunity for chat wife Body to let all the World fee, that 
they never confented but by Force, to the regiftring of 
Difpofition fo. contrary to Law and their Principles ; that 
they had not the Liberty to give their Opinion; the Or- 
Gers of the Prince requiring abfolutely that no Difficulty 
fhonid be offer’d againft his {aid Difpofition, This they 
fofficiently manifefted by their Manner of voting in that 
Affair. Their Dean was the only Member of it who {pake; 
and when he gavehis Opinion, he faid only, that he con 
form’d himfelf to the Conclufions of the King’s Counfel. 
All the other Members voted only with an Inflexion of 
theit Head, and kept as fad and melancholy a Silence as 
the Edié& they were forc’d to regifter, appear’d unto them 
thameful and difgraceful. 

(r) Only to divert and gratifie the Princes of the Blood, 
who are not, aggriev’d thereby, What Malice, and how 
many Abfurdities are sentain’d in thefe few Words? The 
Wrong done to the Princes of rhe Blood by the Edict in 
= is evident, as it has been already demonttra- 
ted. 

Mem. Laftly, Such a Petition would be of (s) dangerous Ex- 
ample in the State,becaufe the (¢) People would learn thereby, 
thatthere is nothing firm and fettled ;. chat Ediots and Arrefts 
may be flighted and inrerpreted as every one famcies. Such 
a Petition would be fufficient, which I cannor fay without 
Horror, to infinuate to difsffected and (x) turbulenr People, 
that the facred Arreft of Regency, theoalyFour: lation of che 
publick Tranquility, may be impunibly attack’d : For that 
very 
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Very Atreft, which appointed for our Governor that Rer- 
fon, who fo worthily difcharges that Office; that Avreft 
pronoanc’d by the King on his Seat of his Juftice, is the 
very (x) fame which confers’d on the Duke du Maine, what 
the Duke pretends to rig haley himat this Time. 

Rem (y) Ic is not the Example of fuch a Petition that can 
datigerous co the Srate, but “tis chat of thar Edict; and co 
convince the Auchor of the Memorial of Jit, ler us take « 
View of fome Confequences. which naturally refule from 
thence. If che moft inviolable Laws, and the molt con 
ftant Maxims cannot reftrain the unlawful Will and Difpe- 
fitions of a Monarch: If he has a Right to call eo the 
Throne whom he fhall think fic, there remains nothing 
fix’d and fettled in the Government: The Order of Suc» 
ceffion will be chang’d and interrupred : The facred Bigch- 
Right will become vain and infignificant, whenever @ 
King fhall have a Mind to gratifie his Paffions: He will 
bring near the Throne his moft vile Favourires, whenever 
he fhall think fic, and remove from it the true and neceffa- 
ry Heirs: He will make as many Princes of the Blood, 
as the late King has made Dukes and Peers, and that wich 
as mtich Choice atid Reafon. In fine, he will give eve- 
ty Day new Mafters ta the Stace, who will nor yield 
one to another in Rank, becaufe they will have equal 
Pretenfions to the Crown. This is the horridt@enfafion 
that muft be expeéted, when Priciples are aban@Bned, and 
when the Laws, which have for fo many Centuries 
preferv’d the Monarchy in fo flourifhing a Condition, are 
trampl'd under Foot. We may already difcover the fad 
Effects of this Confufion in the Drift of this Memorial, 
and more ftill in a Libel lately come our, and which feems 
to have the fame Father, 1 mean, 4 Letter from 2 Spaniard 
to@ French Maz, According to the Syitem which they en- 
deavour to eftablifh in both thefe Works, viz. That a 
Prince without regarding the Laws, may make his legiti- 
mated Sons Princes of the Blood, and render them capable 
‘to fucceed to the Crown, we are oblig’d to. commend the 
Modefty of thofé who are call’d thereunto in the Year 
1714; for having contented themfelves with the Rank 
that was given them next to the true Princes of the Blood. 
They were the eldeft by their Right, and therefore it was 
out of Moderation and Goodnefs they yielded the Prece- 
dence ro the youngeft, a Goodnefs which they will eafily 
throw off one Time or other, to refume the Order and 
Rank which the Honour of having been acknowledg’d by 
Lewis RIV. for his Sons, does neceflarily give them. [| 
eave any one to judge, which can be of more dangerous 
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Canfequence, either an Ediét which authorizes fuch Pre- 
tegfions, or a Petitian which defiring the anulling of thar 
Edi&, will reftore to che Nation their Laws and Maxims, 
which have been violated thereby. 

(t) There che Publick fhall not learn by the annulling and 
Revocation of che Ediét, chat there remains nothing fix’d 
and fetgled, but they will learn thereby, thac an Edict con- 
trary and directly oppofice to the Laws, ought to be re- 
vok’d whenever People are at Liberty to do it. Withour 
this, it would follow, that whac has once been promul- 
gated, tho” unjuft in ir felf to the higheft Degree, and 
vifibly tending ta the Ruin of the State, ought co fub- 
fift by this only Reafon, thac che Publication thereof 
Was made in a Time when che leaft Qppofitcon was not 
permiceed. 

(™) There is till lefs Reafon to apprehend, that the annul- 
ling of the Ediét of 1714 Mhould be capable to make difaf- 
feéted and turbalent People believe, that the Arreft of 
Regency may be impunibly ateack’d. It is not that Part 
of the Arreft, whereby his Royal. Highnefs is declar’d Re- 
gent, that can be actack’d; becanfe chat Declaration is 
conform to the Laws of the State, and the Nation had 
an unfpeakable Joy to fee the Prince, the moft worthy of 
the Regency, and the very Perfon whom they with’d to 
have At Poffeffion of ic. There is indeed another Pare 





of the which difaffeéted People might perhaps attack, 
that is, that Part which relates to the Superinrendency of 
the King’s Education, As it is authoriz’d by no Law, it 
is the meer Effect of good Pleafure, which having no 
Foundation, may be retracted whenever it is thought 
fic. 

# (x) It is not the Arreft of Regency which gave thelegiti- 
mared Princes the Rank which is now difputed. Who can 
believe thit they ever would have pretended to the fame, if 
the lace King had deferr’a ’cill che rit of September, 1715, to 
give it them ? 

Rem. To attack this Arreft in one Article, is toatttack it 
in all its Parts; and chis is even to begin to fap the Foun- 
dation of (7) another, to which France owes the happy 
Peace it enjoys. 

Mem. (¥) This ought to bea {ufficient Warning,to ufe inTime 
fuitable Precautions againft che Meafures, which ic feems 
fome have taken, for attacking the Renunciations. The 
Author of the Memorial has already intimated, tivat thd 
Arreft of the Regency may be attack’d, and concludes with 
infinuating the fame Thing as to the Arreft of Renunci- 
atione 
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ation, Such Menaces are ferious, and what cam be of 
more dangerous Confequence than the flighting of them ? 





The Author of the Remarks on the Memorial of the 
Duke du Maine, had Reafon to fufpeé that the Letter from 
a Spaniard to a Frenchman, and that Memorial, came 
from the fame Pen, for they are written in the fame Stile, 
and wich the fame Defign. Having been already very 
long on this Subjeét, I thall content my felf co obferve, 
that the Spaniard. endeavours to prove, yx. That che 
Law of Nature admits Baftards to the Succeffion of 
their Fathers, and that the Law of Grace has not abolifh’d 
the former. 2. That under che firft and fecond Races of 
the Kings of France, their natural Children have undi- 
ftiné&tly, and withont any Difference, inherited their Fa 
thers Scates, as well as cheir lawful Children, 3. That 
Baftards being not guilty of the Crime that attends their 
Birth, it is not juft to deprive them of the Right and 
Title they have thereby to the Succeflion of the State of 
their Fathers. 4. That Kings may call to the Succeffion 
of the Crown any one they pleafe, to the Exclufion of 
the prefumptive Heir. 5. That inftead of envying the 
Duke dw Maine and the Count de Towloufe the Rank of 
Princes of the Blood, and the Right conferr’d to them by 
the late King in the memorable Edit of 1714, to be 
capable to fucceed to the Crown in Cafe of Failure of the 
lawful Hue of the Houfe of Bourbon, they ought to be 
thank’d for their Moderation, feeing they might have 
claim’d greater Advantages. 6. The Spaniard makes an 
odious and injurious Parallel between the Houfe of Conde 
and thofe of the Duke dt Maine and the Count de Toulow/e, 
and malicioufly infinuates, that the Parliament of Paris 
prevaricated, when they declar’d Henry of Bourbon lawful 
Prince of the Blood Royal. 


The Sequel of this Affair, and how the Duke du Maine 
and the Gount de Touloufe were depriv’d of all thefe Ho- 
Mours, and afterwards in a great Meafure reftor’d to them, 
the Reader will find in our fubfequenr Regiffers. We pro- 
ceed now to fome other Occurrences that happen’d in 
France during the Courfe of this Year r7r5. One of the 
moft remarkable was, the Embafly fene by the King of 
Perfia to the moft Chriftian King, of which the following 
ig an Authentick Account. 
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An Abftra&t’ of the Hiftorical Diary of the fourney of the 
- Perfian Embaffador to France. Printed at Paris with the 
Privilege of the King. 


> HEN M. de Feriol was Embaflador from the King 
at the Ortoman Porte, the Court fent M. Fabre to’ 
Perfia, in order to conclude there a Treaty of Commerce } 
but he could not execute his Commiflion, dying at Erivan 
in Armenia, the Capital City of the Province of that 
Name. Wherenwpon M. Michel, Conful of Aleppo, and 
who was at that Time at Conffantinople, was chofen by the 
Court to fucceed him in his Miffion. He repair'd without 
Delay to Erivan, and next to I/pahan, where he tranfaéted 
a Treaty of Commerce, whereby the King of Perfia did 
confirm all the Privileges which had been granted to that 
Time in Favour of the Merchants and Miffionaries, out of 
Regard to the Emperor of France. 

Not long after that M. Michel had difcharg’d his Com- 
miffion, and that he was fet out from Perfia, the Arme- 
nians ufed their utmoft Endeavours to break. the Meafures 
he had taken for the Secarity of thofe Privileges. They 
prefented a Petition tothe King, ferring forth, That the 
French Miffionaries, not fatisfy’d to take away their Wives 
apd Children, did befides pretend to compel them to 
change their Religion. This Petition was back’d by fome 
great Lords of the Perfian Court, who ‘obtain’d of the 
King, by Surprize, an Order contradiétory to the Princi- 
pal Artieles of the Treaty; by Virtue of which, che 


erchants and French Miffionaries fpread in che Provinces _ 


of the Kingdom, fuoffer’d very much, efpecially at Amaé 
dan, Tauris, Chamakee, and Gandia. 

En this Condition ftood the Affairs of the Merchants 
and Frenel Miflionaries, when M. de Galiffon, Bithop of 
Agathopolis, and Coadjutor of M. Pidon of St. Olon, Bithop 
of Babylon, arriv’d in Armenia, with a Letter from the 
King of Prance forthe Emperor of Perfia. He gave No- 
tice of it tothe Kan of Erivan, who prefently acquainc- 
ed the Court of it ; and after three Months Stay at Erivan, 
he caufed him to be honourably attended to I/pahan, where 
he was allow’d 60 Crowns per Day, tho’ they knew he 
had no Character, 

No fooner was he arriv’d at I/paban, but he apply’d 
himfelf entirely to undeceive the Court, in Refpeét to 
the Calumnies which had been fpread againft the Miflio- 
waries and French Merchants: He reprefented, That the 
, Armenians 
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Armenians, and chiefly their Patriarch, were open Ene- 
mies of the Miffionaries, and that they had combin’d 
with the Englifh and Dutch againft the French) Merchants. 
The War was then kindled over all Europe, and the Ene- 
mies of France ufed all poffible Means to fpread the Noife 
of their Victories to the very Ends of the World; rheir 
Letters and Difcourfes ‘produc’d at that Time fuch Effeéts, 
as were fenfibly felt by us every where. The Bifhop of 
Agathopolis had hardly begun to execute the Defigns he had 
projected for reftoring the Credit of the Miffionaries and 
French Merchants, when Death took him away; and 
thereby all Things fell again into the fame Confufion that 
he had found them in at his Arrival. 

M. Richard, Miffionary of the Foreign Miffions, being 

at that Time at Erivan, teceiv’d feveral Letters from the 
Bifhop of Babylon, which made him refolve at laft to go 
to Ipahan, Few Days after his Arrival, he had the good 
Fortune to have a Petition prefented to the Sultan Ufain, 
who was fo fenfibly mov’d with the Particulars of the 
Things contain’d therein,that he order’d him 2500 Crowns 3 
that is,80e to pay what the Bifhop of Agathopolis owed at hie 
Death, and che reft for his Subfiftance, He gave him 
afterwards an Allowance of 10 Crowns per Day, befides 
his Lodging, and admitted him to the Number of his 
Guefts. 
_ About this Time, M. des Allens, Embaflador of the 
King at Conftantinople, {ent to Ifpahan the printed Advices 
of the total Defeat of the Enemies at Marchiennes and at 
Denain, and cthofe of the Raifing of the Siege of Landrecy, 
with all the Particulars of the great Circumftances of 
that memorable Day, The Exprefs charg’d wich thofe 
Letcers, .deliver’d them into the Hands of M. Richard, 
who had them immediately tranflared into the Perfian 
Language, and prefented chem the next Day to the Court, 
The Sultan had them read to him in Prefence of all his 
Women and Eunuchs ; afid to acknowledge the Pleafure he 
had at the Recital of chat great News, he order'da Pres 
fent of the Value of above 200 Crowns to be made ta 
M. Richard. 

The Affairs of the French took then quite another Face 
in Perfi2, and the King refolv’d to fend forthwith an 
Em of to Frante; bar it was highly importance not to 
give any Sufpicion of it to the Ottoman Porte} and the 
Secret of that Negociation was of fo great Conftquence, 
thac the Life of the Embaflador depended thereon, as long 
aa he was in the Ti#rkif Dominions. The Motives of thac 
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Fear, determin’d the firft Minifter of Perfia to intruit M 
Richard with the Letters and the Treafure of that Embafly, 
in order to deliver them to che Kan of Erivan. 

Upon Afcenfion-Day, 191¥3, he took his Way towards 
Armenia with a Guard of 40 Men, and after go Days 
March he arriv’d at Erivan, where he prefently made a 
Vific to the Kan, and deliver’d him the Prefents he had 
in his Charge. As foon asthe Kan had receiv’d the Or- 
ders of his Mafter on that Affair, he left it to M. Richard 
to return into Europe which Way he pleas’d; which he 
did through Georgia, Mingrelia, and ‘by the Way of the 
Black Sea. 

The Kan, who was authoriz’d to name the Embaffador; 
caft his Eyes upon Mehemet Riza Beg, Intendant of the 
Province of Erivan, and Native of Perfia; and he in- 
trufted an Armenian, the richeft Merchant of the Country, 
with the Prefents defign’d for the King of France. 

The 15th of March, 1714, Mehemet Rina Beg fet out 
from Erivan, and after 40 Days March arriv’d at Smyrna 
the 28th of April, with all his Retinue, which was then 
very numerous. He prefently, with great Privacy, gave 
Notice of his Commiffion to M. de Fontenu, the French 
Conful, recommended to him Diligence and Secrecy for 
his Imbarkation, and introfted him with his Letters, and 
the Prefents of the King his Mafter. 

The Confal caus’d them to be imbark’d upon a French 
Veffel bound for Marfeilles, and four or five Days after, the 
Armenian, in a Seaman’s Habit, went on Board another 
Ship, and follow’d his Prefents. The Embaflador divulg’d 
that he was a Pilgrim going to Mecca; but the Head 
Officer of the Cuftoms of Smyrna fufpeted what he was, 
and had him clofely obferv’d by his Spies, that he might 
not go away either by Sea or Land, which made the Em- 
baffador refolve, after having tarry’d 27 Days at Smyrna, 
to take the Way of Cenffantinople, in Hopes of a more 
convenient Paffage. ' 

The Head Officer of the Cuftoms at Smyrna caus’d him 
to be follow’d, and acquainted the Porte with his Sufpi- 
cions; fo that two Days after his Arrival at Conffantinople, 
he was feiz’d by Order of the Grand Seignior. He was 
examin’d feveral Times, and they would have conftrain’d 
him to confefs chat he was Embaflacor of the King of 
Perfia, going to France; but he declar’d ftill, even upon 
Oath, that he was a Pilgrim going to Mecca. The Thing 
more grievous for him in the Rigoor of thofe Inquifitions, 
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was to fee himfelf oblig’d to tear and {wallow a Bill of 
Exchange for 10000 Piftoles. M. des Alleurs, who then 
refided at Conffantinople as Minifter from the King of 
France, neglected nothing to bring him out of fo dange- 
rous a Pafs. He imploy’d his Cares, Prefents, Gold, Silver, 
and his Friends, which, together with the Conftancy of 
the Perfign Embaflador, who was refolv’d to fuffer every 
Thing before he would betray the Secret of the Emperor 
his Mafter, procur’d him at laft his Liberty, as well as to 
his Men, whom the moft horrible Torments could not 
fhake off. 

The Chiaoux Bifhaw, by whofe Means this Liberty 
was obtain’d, was oblig’d to be Security for him, ’cill he 
fhould be put under the Guard of the Conductors of the 
Pilgrims, who were to be charg’d with the Care of con- 
ducting him to Mecca, and at their Return, to fend him 
back by the Way of Damafcws into Perfia 5 befides thar, 
the Perfien Embaffador was oblig’d to give another Secu- 
rity for his Perfon and for his Men; but he had the Luck 
to find two rich Perfian Merchants, fettled of a long 
Time at Conffantinople, who willingly did ingage for 
him. 

When he was out of Prifon, he went privately to M: 
des Alleurs, where they concerted together the neceflary 
Meafures for his Paflage into France, which were, that 
the Sieur Padery, Secretary Interpreter of the King of 
France, an Athenian by Birth, fhould make Ufe of the 
fame Veffel, which, at his Arrival at Conffantinop/e, was 
to take him at Troy, to go and ftay for him at Payas or 
Seanderoon ; and that he the Embaflador, being arriv’d 
with the Caravan near the laft Place, fhould go and im- 
bark upon the fame Veffel. 

The Day following, which was the 7th of Augu/?, 
1714, the Chiaoux of the Port went to take the precend- 
ed Pilgrim at his Houfe, and put him into the Hands of 
the Chief of the Caravan. The Sieur P4dery having caus’d 
privately feven or eight Men of the Retinue of the Em- 
baffador, whom he had left at Conffantinople, ta be em- 
bark’d, fet fail the trth of the fame Month. The Cara- 
yan, after 31 Days March, arriv’d within half s League 
of Scanderoon, which is the general Rendezvous of the 
Pilgrims. The-18th of September, the Embaflador of 
Perfia made Ufe of the Stratagem he had meditated in his 
Journey, for taking the neceflary Meafures with the Sieur 
Padery, without running any Rifk: He feigned that a 
Slave (this was concerced with him) had ftole from him a 
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Precious Jewel, and he appear’d fo terribly angry with 
him, that rhey advis’d the Slave to avoid the Preience of 
his Mafter. The Slave alfo plaid extreamly well his Pare; 
hz run up and down to the Sea Side as a Madman, calling 
to the Trees and Rocks in his Way to witnefs his Inno- 
cency; and being come to the Place where the Sieur 
Padery was, they concerted together whatever was necef- 
fary ; after which, he recurn’d towards the Caravan, with- 
out difcontinuing his feigned mad Fits. 

“When he was near the Caravan, he fiw fome Men 
coming to him, who brought him Tidings, that his Ma- 
iter had found again his Jewel, that he was forry to have 
fufpested him, and abus’d him unjuftly, and chat he 
himfelf defir’d him to come back again. The Slave was 
thus brought back, as he expected, to the Tene of his 
Mifter, to whom he give an Account of the Meafures he 
had taken with the Sieur Padery. Whereupon che Em- 
baffador -prepar’d himfelf to deparc , and betwixt the firft 
and fecond Watch of the Night, he gave Notice to all 
fuch of his Men as were ready. co follow him; he lefe 
behind him his Tents, and all his Baggage, and betook 
himfelf to the Sea Side, where the Sieur Padery receiv’d 
him in his Boat, and brought him on Board his Veffel, 
which prefently fail’d away, viz, the 1gth of September, 
and the 23d of Offcber arriv’d happily at Marfeilles. 

The fame Day that the Perfian Embaffador arriv’d in 
the Port of Marfeilles, which was the 231 of October, he 
Janded at the Infirmaries or Hofpital, with all his Reti- 
nue, to the Number of feventeen Perfons. He fent for 
the Armenian Agoubehant, who had been intrufted with 
the Prefents at Erivan, and who was come a Month be- 
fore him to Marfeilles ; he treated him very ill, upon Suf- 
picions either well or ill grounded, and order'd him after- 
wards to bring him five Bundles belonging to him, and 
which he had deliver’d to him feal’'dup. The Armeniqn 
caus'd them to be brought immediately; but they were 
open’d, and many Things were wanting in them. The 
Embafiidor afk’d him, Whence came [uch Diforders, and who 
had safeal’d them? The Armenian anfwer'd, It was the 
Magijirates of Health, How, faid he, then in a violent 
Paflion, Do they open here the Trunks of Embaffadors? And 
turning tewards fome French that were there, he told 
them, When your Envoys, whofoever they be, come in Perfia, 
loaden with all Sorts of Goods, doth ary Body prefume to infpect 
them? I have loft all my Equipage; I have expos'd my Life 4 
hui. dred Times to difcharze a Commiffion fo dangerous ; 1 = 
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but five little Bundles more remaining, which yet with much 
ado they bring here, and they open them: They have alfo, 
without doubt, open’d the Prefents; I will fee them; in @ 
Word, I will have them brought me here. M. Arnout, Inten> 
dant of the King’s Galleys, who had been acquainted 
with all thefe Things, fignify’d to him, Thar he would 
‘caufe allthe Inquiries poflible to be made about his Goods ; 
and for his Prefents, he did not think fic to deliver chem 
to him before he had made his Entry into Marfeilles. Latt- 
ly, after all che Inquiries made, the Armenian confefs'd it 
was he that had unfeal’d che five Bundles, left they fhould 
be fpoil’d by the Worms. 

The 28th of Ofober the Embaflador made his Entry 
into Marfeilles. The Intendance fence the Provoft with his 
Officers and Guards a Horfeback, and three Coaches, with 
which M, de Beauvais, Commiflary of the Gallies, wene 
to receive him atthe Porc. He had then with him bue 
the Sieur Padery and two Officers, one of whom carry’d 
his Sword, and the other his great Pipe. The Cavalcade 
pafs’d under the Balcony where the Queen of Spain was, 
who had che Pleafure to fee a Perfian Embaflador in France. 
He was broyght to his Lodgings at M. de Cartigzi’s, In- 
{peftor-General of the Gallies, where four Archers 
mounted the Guard every Day during the Stay he made 
at Marfeilles. 

The grft the Prefents were fetch’d from che Houfe of 
the Armenian who had brought them; they were in am 
Iron Cheft, which was lpck’d ap ina Cabiner, the Keys 
of which the Armenian had. The Latendant, in order to 
honour the Prefents of the King of Perfia, {ent the fame 
three Coaches, with a magnificent Chaife, accompany*d 
by the Provoft, his Officers and Guards, by the two prin- 
cipal Officers of the Embaflador, by the Armenian, and 
the Sieur Padery, to bring them in Pomp to the Houfe of 
M. de Cartigni. The Embaflador came to receive the 
Cheft without the Doors ; as foon as he faw ir, he proftrared 
himfelf with Hands a-crofs before thac Cheft with which 
he had been entrufted by the Emperor his Matter: He 
fhed Tears for Joy when he beheld ic, and at laft. cry’d 
our, That he was contented with his Fate; and that he 
did forget all the Perils he had been expos'd to, {teing 
that God had granted him the Favour to fee again che 
Prefents of the Emperor his Mafter, and ro deliver them 
into his Hands, to carry them to the great Emperor of 
France, who fhines upon Earth, as the Sun fhines in the 
World. Moreover, faid he to the Company, Know ye Gens 
| riage # ‘y e='F = P 4 : . ‘ semen,

tlemen, that I owe the Obligation of this Happinefs only to the 
Embaffador who is at Conttancinople, who has refcu'd me out 
of the Hands of the Turks, and given me all Manner of 
Affifance;, be has procur'd me the Veffel that has brought me 
hither ; given me the Interpreter you now fee, who has fo well 
executed his Orders, feeing he took me out of the midft of Ten 
Thoufand Men; and has , Hat me hither. Then he went 
into his Chamber with his Prefents, and caus’d 30 or 40 
Pieces of Eight in Mouey-to be thrown from the Window 
of his Apartment co the People. 

Few Days after che Arrival of the Embaffador at Mar- 
feilles, Monfieur and Madam Arnouwt, accompany’d with 
all the Perfons of Diftinétion in the Town, went to make 
him a Vifit ; and during his Stay there, Feafting, Affem- 
blies, and orher Diverfions, were not fpar’d, 

There was then at Marfeilles a Chiaoux of the Grand 
Seignior, who was Witneis of the Honours the Perfian 
Embaffador receiv’d every Day, being lodg’d within four 
Steps of his Honfe, The Embaflador hearing that this 
Chiaoux was to return in a few Days to Conffantinople, 
and being defirous to fee him before his Departure, he 
fent for him by one of his Domefticks, who brought him 
along with him. Dof thou know me? faid he, to him, as 
foon as he faw him. No, my Lord, reply’d the other, due 
Ihave heard of you. Well then, continu’d he, feeing that 
thou knoweft that Iam he whom they nam’d at Conttantino- 
ple Kadgi Mehemet, go and tell from me that Wretch, that 
Son of a Fifher, that Dog Mehemet Aga, Grand Officer of 
the Cuftoms, that I was neither a Merchant nor a Pilgrim; that 
he is the Caufe of my having loft a hundred Purfes; (s50000 
Crowns) but if God grants me the Favour to return into Per- 
fia, Iwill canfé 500 of your Merchants to have their Eyes 
nail’d up. Have we War or Peace with you ? 

We have Peace. my Lord, reply’d the Chiaoux trembling, 
This being fo, faid he, what Hurt was there that I fhould be 
Embaffador here? Do they fend me hither to do any Harm? 
Z come hither to renew an ancient Friendfhip between the Em- 
peror of France and mine, and you flop my Paffage; you 
confine me in your Prifons ; you put to the Rack my Domefficks, 
and you piunder my Goods! I know you, wretched Sons of 
Fifhermen, by thefe Marks of Unfaithf{ulnefs. °Tis in my 
Power to cut off thy Head; but it would be unjuff. Thou are 
not in our Dominions, and I am in the State of our Fyiends, in 
whofe Country 1 would not violate the Right of Hofpitality they 
Lrant you.

My Lord, faid the poor Chiaoux, in a great Fright, it 
is the Grand Officer of the Cuffoms who is the only Cause of 
your Misfortunes : Do not lay it to my Charge ; Iam not con- 
cern’d in it. 

No, ne, reply’d he, neither do I lay it upon you; but tell 
him only what thou haf? juf? now heard Sa‘ute, from me, the 
Chiaonx Bafoaw, he ts a very honeft Man; and the Emir Che- 
leby, whom I much refpeft. I will give you Letters for them ; 
come again to fetch them before thy Departure. 

The Chiaonx promis’d not to fail; but he took great 
Care not to doit ; and he was no'fooner out of his Houfe, 
but he fwore never to return there again. 

M. de St. Olon being come to Marfeilles from the King 
to attend the Embaffador to Paris, he regulaced che Order 
and the Ceremonial of the Journey ; and che 224 of De- 
cember, 1714, he lefc Marfeilles, preceded with a Detach- 
ment of Horfe, follaw’d by the Guards of the Count de 
Grignan ; the Guards and the Sieur des Marais, their Ex- 
empt, being about che Litter, carry’) by two Mules, 
wherein the Prefents were : The Officers, and other Men 
of the Retinue of the Embaflador, before and about his 
Perfon. The Marfhalfey of Provence having advanc’d 
upon the Road from Aix to Marfeilles, were drawn up 
before the Emibaflador as he pafs’d by, and march’d after 
him. He took his Way by dix, Avignon, Orange, Va- 
lence, Lions, Moulins, Montargis, Melun, and arriy’d at 
Charenton the 26th of Fanuary, 1715. 

In pafling by Aix, Orange, and Vienne, he treated thofe 
who came to vifit him, and defir’d them to dance, At 
Lions he went to fee the Church of St. John, and had the 
great Bell rung. He defir'd alfo to fee the Town-Houfe ; 
but he faw, the Day he defign’d to go thither, fo great a 
Crowd of People, that he ftaid ac his Lodgings. Ae 
Moulins he gave a magnificent Treat to above 40 Perfons, 
after che Perfian and French Manner. He gave Prefents of 
rich Stuffs, and alfo of Money, in al] che Places where he 
was receiv'd according to his Liking. 

Being come to Charenton, he lighted at the Honfe of 
M. Dyonis, where they had taken great Care to prepire all 
the Conveniencies imaginable. A World of Perfons from 
Paris came to fee him at Charentov, an co partake of the 
Entertainments, Mofick, and Liquors ie gave every Bod Ys 
during the 13 Days he ftay’d is ciiar Places The a8ch of 
January, the Baron de Bretewi!, { \cro.uétor of Embafladors, 
went to compliment him from the King; an Honour 
which his Majefty feldom beftows, but upo. Jingulir Oc-

cafions. This Compliment was made in the following 
Speech, in which the Introductor feems to have affected 
the lofty Expreflions of the Eaftern. Nations. 





HE Emperor of France, my Mafter, the Greateft and 

moft Pious of all che Chriftian Emperors, the moft 
magnificent of the Kings in Europe, the moft powerful in 
War both by Sea and Land, always Invincible, the De- 
light of his People, and the perfect Model of all Royal 
Virtues, has fent me, Sir, to make you a Compliment on 
his Part, and congratulate your fafe Arrival near Paris, 
the Capital of his Empire, the richeft and the maft 
glorious of the Cities of this Part of the World we 
inhabit. 

He knows that the Emperor, your Mafter, is the moft 
magnificent and moft powerful Emperor of the Eait, and 
is perfwaded, that having at his Court fo great a Number 
of illuftrious Perfons, he has chof-n you amongft them, 
as one of a diftingnifl’d Merit, and capable of being. 
the Bond of the Union of two fo powerful Monarchs, 
He will give you, Sir, on all Occafions, Marks of his 
Elteem, and of the Confideration he has for an Embaffador 
who comes from fo great an Emperor. 

As for me, Sir, I reckon it as a good Fortuee to be the 
firft whom he has commanded to compliment you in his 
Name ;'I fhall, after this Conference, give him an Account 
of the Execution of his Orders, and receive others for 
your Entry into Paris, and your Audience at the magni- 
ficent Court of his Imperial Majefty. 


On the 7th of February, Mehemet Rize Beg, Embaffador 
of Perfia, made his publick Entry into Paris, The Mar- 
thal de Martignon and the Baron de Breteuil} went to re- 
ceive him in the King’s Coach, follow’d by "chofe of the 
Princes and the Princefics of the’ Royal Family, and 
brought him in that Coach to the Entry of the Suburb 
St. Antony, where they alighted, and wenc-into the Houfe 
of che Sieur Tigon, and then mounted all three’ on Horfe+ 
back, and queer’ Davie in, the following Order. © The 
Company of Infpeétors of the Policy on Horfeback, ‘ha 
bited all alike, march’d firft; ac the Diftance of 30 0r 40 
Paces came the Coach of the Baron de Breteuil, and thafe 
of the Marfhal de Matignon; a Brancard carry’d by two 
of the King’s Mules, upon which were plac’d the Prefents 
which the Embaffador brought to his Majefty from che 
King of Perfic. * Before and bebind the Brancard march’d 
7 8 Trumpets 
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8 Trumpets of the King’s Chamber on Horfeback ; 12 led 
Horfes of the King’s Querries, magnificently harnefs’d, 
and led by his Majefty’s Grooms; four of the King’s 
Horfes, with Harnefs in the Perfian Fafhion, and led by 
Perfians ; 10 Perfians or Armenians on Horfeback, carrying 
Fulils upright, refting upon their Thigh ; rwo Armenians 
on Horfeback, who had the Charge of the King of Per/ia’s 
Prefents; two Pages of the Embaflador, his Mafter of 
Ceremonies, and his Secretary ; the Interpreter ; the Em- 
baffador upon his Horfe, with Perfign Harnefs, che Mar- 
fhal de Matignon on his Right, and the Biron de Breteuil 
on his Left, march’d all three in a Rank; che Per/ian and 
Armenian. Footmen of the Embaflador walk’d by his 
Horfe, the Footmen in their Liveries of the Marfhal and 
Baron, walk’d alfo by the Side of their Horfes; the Em- 
baflador’s Efquire on Horfeback, carrying the Standard of 
the King of Perfia, march’d immediately behind him, 
with a Page, who carry’d the Embaflador’s Sabre refting 
on his Thigh, The March was clos’d by the King’s Coach, 
and thofe of the Dutchefs of Berry, Madame, and Monfieur 
the Duke of Orleans, thofe of the Princefs of Conde, the 
Dutcheff-s Dowager of Bourbon, the two Princefs Dowager 
of Conti, the Prince of Couti, the Princefs of Conti, the 
Duke and Dutchefs of Maine, che Dutchefs of Vendome, the 
Count de Toulowfe, and that of the Marquefs de Torey, Mi- 
nifter and Secretary of Scate for foreign Affairs. 

The Publick Audience of thar Embaffador was deferr’d 
much longer than it is ufual after Publick Entry, becaufe 
of the Time of the Moon, obferv’d by the Mahometans, 
and other Reafons; but all Things being ready, and the 
rgth of the Month being fix’d for that Solemnity, che 
Marthal de Matignon and the Baron de Breteui] went in the 
King’s Coach totake Mehemet Riza Beg, Embaflador Extra- 
Ordinary of Perfia, at.the Hotel des Ambaffadeurs, to con- 
du& him to Verfailles, All the Retinue of the Embaflador 
were mounted upon the King’s Horfes of the great and 
leffer Stables, as on the Day of hisEntry; the Standard of 
Perfia march’d by the Coach Side; the Embaffador’s rz 
Folileers on Horfeback alfo, with cheir Fufils erected, going 
before ; the Prefent of the King of Perfia was carry’din 
another Coach by the Sieur Ageubehant, an Armenian, 
with whom the Key of ic had been intrufted at Eriven ; 
the King’s Coach ftopp’d at the Entry of Verfailles, ac che 
Houfe of the Sieur Bontemps, firft Groom of che King’s 
Bedchamber, and Governor of the Palace of Tiuilleries,who 
had prepar’d all Sorts of Refrefhments for che Embafladar 
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and his Train: The Horfe which the Embaffador was to 
mount, atrended him there, as alfo frefh Horfes for all hig 
Retinue, together with the King’s Trumpets defign’d to 
accompany him in his March, which was made in this 
Order to the Caftle, viz. 

The Coach of the Baron de Bretewil, preceded by three 
of his Domefticks on Horfeback ; the two Coaches of the 
Marthal de Matignon preceded in the fame Manner; 12 
of the King’s Saddle Horfes with magnificent Furniture, 
Ned by Perfians; 12 of the Embaffador’s Perfian Fufileers on 
Foot, withtheir Pieces advanc’d ; feveral of the Embafla- 
dor’s Servants on Horfeback ; the Secretary officiating at 
the Reception of the Embaffadors; the Embaffador’s Moula, 
or Dottor of the Mahometan Law; his Treafurer; a Page 
carrying his Pipe; the eight Trumpeters of the King’s 
Chamber; Agoubehant, the Armenian, on Horfeback, bear- 
ing in both Hands che King of Per/fa’s Prefent and Lecter 
to his Majefty, wrapp’d up in a Piece of Silk fower’d with 
Gold; the Embaffador’s Mafter of the Ceremonies, and the 
Interpreter by his Side; the Embaffador on one of the 
King’s Horfes with Perfian Furniture, the Marfhal de Ma- 
tignon on his Right, and the Baron de Breteuil on his Lefc, 
all three in Front; the Embaflador’s Perfian and Armenian 
Footmen round his Horfe, the Marfhal and Baron’s Live- 
ries by the Side of theirs; the Embaffador’s Matter of the 
Horfe on Horfeback, bearing the King of Perffa’s Standard, 
march’d immediately behind him, and a Page who bore the 
Embaffador’s: Scymiter refted on his Thigh; the King’s 
Coach clofed the March. 

The Embaffador’s Fufileers left their Pieces at the Gate 
of the Fore Court of the Palace, and proceeded on un- 
arm’d: In che Fore-Court, the Embaflador pafs’d through 
the French and Swi/s Guards, who, tothe Number of 2000 
Men, were under Arms intwo Lines, the Drums beating ; 
his Mafter of the Horfelefe the Standard of Perfia without 
the Gate of the King’s Court, where the Guards of the 
Gate ftood rang’d in two Lines under Arms; that Court 
was fill’d wirh fo great Mulcitude, thae the Guards had 
much ado to make Way for the March round it in View of 
the King’s Windows. 

At Eleven a-Clock the Embaffador with the Marthal and 
Baron pafs’d crofs chat Covrt on Foot to go to Audience up 
the Steps leading to his Majefty’s grand Apartment. The 
Embaffador, before he mov’d to his Audience, put his 
Sabre by his Side; he had likewife in his Sath a large 
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Poniard in a Scabboard of Gold, which none bur thofe 
Lords, who are Officers of the King of Perfia, are allow’d 
to wear. 

The Secretary led the March, and Agowbehant, carrying 
in his Hands the Prefenc and the Letter of the King of 
Perfia uncover’d, preceded by eight of the King’s Trum- 
pets, march’d juft before the Embaflador, who was. receiy’d 
at the Foot of the Stair-cafe by the Great Mafter, and che 
Mafter of the Ceremonies, the hundred Swif; ftanding on 
the Stairs in their Habits of Ceremony, with Halbard in 
Hand ; wirhin che Door of the Guard Hall he was receiv’d 
by the Duke de Noailles, Captain of the firft Troop of 
Life-Guards, who ftood in two Lines under Arms ; there 
the Embaffador took the Letter from Agoubebant, and 
carry’d it from thence to the King’s Throne; the Lecter 
was in a Bag of Gold Brocade of about a Foot and half in 
Length. 

His Majefty’s Throne rais’d on eight Steps, was at che 
upper End of the Gallery of his grand Appartment; { 
that the Embaffador entering at the Door which opens ac 
the other End of the Gallery, faw his Majefty fitting on 
his Throne, with his Cloaths cover’d over with the Jewels 
of the Crown, having by him the Dauphin, and all the 
Princes of the Blood; there che Embaffador made his firft 

Bow, ac the fame Time his Majefty ftood up, and took off 
his Hat. The Crowd of Courtiers was fo great, thar nor- 
withftanding that Gallery is fo very {pacious, the Embaf 
fador was a long Time before he could get to the Throne ; 
at che Foot of ic he made his laft Bow, and afcended to 
the Top, as did the Marfhal de Matignon, the Duke de 
Noailles, and the Baron de Bretewil. The Embaflador ap- 
proaching the King, puc the King of Perfia’s Lecter into 
his Majefty’s Hands, who immediately gave it to the 
Marquefs de Torcy, Minifter and Secretary of State, 





The Embaffador’s Compliment to the King, interpreted 
and pronounc’d by the Sieur Padery, is as follows: 


SI 
ph Emperor, my Mafter, who is in the Service of God, 
and Keeper of the Law of the Great Prophet, hs fent 
me on Purpofe, I who am his Slave, in the Service of your 
Majefty, to beg of God the Continuation of your Health, and 
at the fame Time to encreafe and renew the ancient Friendjhip. 
He has order’d me to firengthen the Foundation of that Alli- 
ance in. fuch a Manner as your Maje/ty fhall think fit : More- 


ever 
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over, Ihave Orders to give Satisfaction in whatever your Ma” 
Jefty can defire, and to execute it, in refpeét to fome other 
Affairs which your Majefty has defir'd. Your Slave, Sir, has 
Orders from his Emperor, to give you all the Satisfaction 
Son ought to give to his Father, feeing he looks upon your Ma- 
jefty as his own Father. Moreover, Sir, your Majefly may be 
affur'd, that he will never break off on his Side the Treaty, 
nor his noble Sign Manual, unlefs it proceeds from the Part of 
jour Majefty. same 

. _ Ihope alfo, that God will grant me the Favour to execute 
the Orders your Majefty will give me here. Now.that I have 
the Happinefs to fee your Majefly in your Throne of Glory, I 
am fenfible it is no great Matter to have fuffer'd fo much for 
the Service of two fo great Emperors. 

May God preferve for ever your Majefiy upon his bright 
Throne; may he always confound your Enemies, make them feel 
the Heavine[s of your formidable Arm ; and may it pleafe him 
to give to your Majefty and to my Emperor a profound Peace. 
God grant it. 





His Majefty was céver’d while the Embaflador made 
his Speech; and after the Interpreter had explain’d ic, 
his Majefty took off his Hat, and the Embaffador defcend- 
ed from the Throne. When he wason the loweft Step; he, 
took the Prefent from Agoubehant, put into the Hands of 
the Marquefs de Torcy, and made a Bow tothe King. The 
fame Crowd through which he pafs’d to the Throne, hin- 
der’d him from making any more Bows; and ‘twas very 
difficult to make Way for him to get back to the End of 
the Gallery, one Side of which had Rows of Benches fill’d 
wich Ladies of the Court. 


He had his Audience of the Dauphin, and made him the 
following Compliment. 


My Lord, a 
Pray unto the Divine Majefty that he may be pleas'd té 
_ preferve yous; that he will encreafe your Days and your 
Years ; that you may attain to agreat Age ; that you may imi- 
tate your Grandfather, that great Emperor, to whom God is 
pleas'd to give a long Life, that he may be able to give you 
the neceffary Education to govern his Empire, God grant 
it, oe 
If Icould prefume to take the Liberty, my Lord, to pro- 
frate myfelf to kifs your Hand, I would do it with muh 
Peneration ; but the Refped I have for your facred Perfon, fe 
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fo great, that I dare not come fo near it : This is the only Mo- 
tive that hinders me from it. May God encreafe your Days to 
an old Azeé. 





’ He. was however admitted to kifs the Hand of thar 
Prince; and after he and all his Retinue had been created 
by the King’s Officers, he departed, and was re-conducted 
to the Hotel des Ambaffadeurs in the King’s Coach, wirhouc 
making on Horfeback the fame March as in going, becaufe 
ic rain’d. 


This is the Account the Government of France gave the 
World of this Embafly: But they choughe fic to omic the 
following remarkable Incident. 


When M. de Breteuil, Introductor of Embaffadors, and 
the Marfhal de Matignon went to receive him at Charenton, 
in order to his making his publick Entry into Paris, M. 
de Breteuil told him, That the Marfbal de Matignon, whe 
was to accompany him in his Entry, as reprefenting the King’s 
Perfon, muft be receiv'’d by him flanding, and not fitting on 
his Carpet fpread upon the Ground. And when the Marfhal 
came, M.de Breteuil faid to the Embaffador, This is the 
Marfbal de Matignon, who comes hither to conduct you, in 
his Majefty’s Name, and reprefents his Perfon; befides, he is a 
Lord of Diftinétion, whom the King employs only on fuch extra- 
ordinary Occafions as this; whereby his Mujzfty wou'd /ignify 
how much he is pleas’d to fee a Perfon of your Character come 
from fo remote @ Country to compliment him. 

To this the Perfiananf{wer'd, I reprefent the Perfon of my 
Prinée, as well as he does his, fo in that Refpec we are equal ; 
befides, the Laws of Mahomet oblige us not to rife toany Lord 
or Prince, who is not an actual Sovereign. 

Upon this M. de Bretewil reply’d, If you will not do the 
Marfhal this Honour, you muf not make your publick Enery, 
for never any Embaffador fcrupled this Ceremany before ; and if 
you will not liffen to Reafen, we will find a Way to force you to 
at, and fend you to Prifon if you continue obffinate, and refuse 
to pay that Honour which is due to fo great a King. ; 

The Perfian immediately cal]’d for his arm’d Domefticks, 
order’d them to oppofe the firft Aggreflor, went out of che 
Room, and fent Word to the Marthal de Martignon and M. 
de Bretewil, That he would make his Entry in Spite of them. 
Accordingly he mounted his Horfe; up»n which M. de 
Breteui] tap and catch’d hold of his Bridle, fying, That 
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he fhould not make his Entry, if he did not pay the Honour due 
to the Perfon who reprefented the King. ‘ 

The Perfian, inftead of complying, drew his Dagger, 
and offer’d to ftab M. Breteni/, but was hinder’d by the 
Attendants, The Monfieur, unwilling to expofe himfelf 
any more, fuffer’d the Embaffador to make his Entry 
without farther Difpute about the Ceremonial, and the 
Marfhal atrended the Embaffador into the Court of the 
Palace appointed for the Reception of Embaffadors, where 
he took Leave of him on Horfeback, 

Next Morning the Marfhal gave an Account of what 
had pafs’d to the King, who, inftead of approving whac 
M. Bretenil bad done, immediately order’d the Marquefs 
de Torcy, Secretary and Minifter of State, to go and pacify 
the Per/ian Bmbaflador, and acquaint him, That his Ma- 
jefty did by no Means approve M. de Breteuil’s Conduct 
and Rudenefs towards him, but was very much difpleas’d 
with it, and was ready to continue all thofe Marks of 
Efteem for him, and of the Satisfaction he had to fee a 
Pesfon of his Rank at his Court. 





This Perfiazn Embaflador, Mebemet Riza Beg, was about 
50 Years of Age, of a middle Stature, a tawny Face, 
a broad Forehead, quick Eyes, a hook’d Nofe, flat Cheeks, 
a handfome Mouth, and a black Beard, but ufually painted 
abouc the Cheeks with a yellow Colour; he made Ufe of 
the fame Colour to paint his Hands, and of Carmin to 
make his Nails red. 

He was a very witty Man; but brifk and high fpirited, 
paffionace and inclin’d to Anger, but foon appeas’d;-a 
{crupulous and a fuperftitious Obferver of his Religion : In 
a Word, he was, if we may believe all thofe who ferved 
him and converfed with him, avery honeft Man. 


Another remarkable Occurrence of this Time was the 
Marriage of Philip V. King of Spain with the Princefs 
Elizabeth of Parma. Upon the firft Notice of this in- 
tended Marriage, the Court of Rome affected to appear 
very much furpriz’d at ir, but the Imperialifts were too 
‘clear-fighted to be thus impos’d upon by the Grimaces of 
the Pontiff, and the Imperial Minifters exprefs’d every 
“where their Diffatisfaction both againft the Duke of Par- 
ma and the Court of Rome, which was fufpected by them 
to have manayg’d chat Match, Tnofe Sufpicions grew to 
a plain Difcovery of that Intrigue, by feveral Steps 
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‘which left no Room to doubt that the Conrt of Rome, bee 


ing jealous of the Defigns of the Emperor; refolv’d to 
introduce a new Power in Italy, to balance che Authority 
of the Houfé of Anffria, It was plain, chat ths Match 
was likely t6‘bring to the King of Spaim, Philip, ot hie 
Pofterity; not only the Scares of the Duke of -Pariid, bue 
alfo thofe of the Great Duke of Tuféany, to which thé 
Princefs Elizabeth of Parma had the neayelt Claim, alcer 
the Death of the-Great Duke, the Hereditary Prince his 
Son, atid his Daughter the El. ¢torefs Dowager Palarine, 
neither Of whom had’any Children. The Solemuiry of 
the Marriage was perform’d as follows: The Pop: m-dé 
Choice of Cardinal Gozuadini to compliment the iueure 
Queen of Spain, and gave him the Character of his Legaré 
a Latera- On thé rgth of September, this Cardinal made 
his Publick Entty into Paétma with the fallowing Ceremo- 
ny. Firft came four Coaches of the Duk@-of Parma, fols : 
low’d by an Officer, and a Detachment of Guards: Then 
the Harbinger of thé Legate, his Trumpets, 24 Mules 
with his Baggage, his Litter, his Gentleman of the Horfe; 
his Chaize, the Mafter of his Wardrobe, and a Valet de 
Chambre. Next’ came the Servants of the Prelates, Chaps 
lains, and Gentlemet of his Eminence, and 60 others} 
who accompany’d him, and a great many belonging to 
the Duke of Parma, in rich Apparel: The Clergy and 
Chapter; the Serjeants at Arms, with their Maces; the 
Mafter of the Ceremonies; the Crofs of the Legation 3 
12 Pages; 16 Footmen of the Legate, and chofe ie 
Prelates and Gentlemen of his Retinue, being 300 in 
Number: He made his Entry into the Tawn under a Cas 
nopy carry’d by the Elders of thé People, attended by 
Cardinal Acgtaviva; and che Duke of Parma if Perfon 3 
after him came 120 Servants in his Livery, and his 
Officers ; follow’d by thé Queen’s Coach, that of the Le- 
gate, and chofe of the Duke of Parma and the Prince; 
befides 25 belonging to the Nobility of Bo/dnia, who came 
with his Eminence, 14 of the Cardinal Acquaviva, 48 of 
the Court of Parma, and 30 others. 
The 16th the Legate perform’d the Ceremony of the 
Marriage in the Cathedral Church; the Oacfide of which 
was hung with rich Tapeftries; and che Infide with Da- 
mafk and Velvet; with Gold and Silver Lace. Ar the 
Offertory, the Duke, as Proxy of the King of Spain, was 
marry’d to the Princefs, and plac’d himfelf by her on a 
Throne which had been erected in the Middle of the 
Q Choir, 
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- Choir, and che Legate gave them nuptial Benedi@ion, and 


then his Blefling to the People.’ 


Here it will not be foreign t6 our Parpofey to give fame 
Account of the ‘Powér of the Duke of Parma, and of 
the Dominions he.was pdflefs’d of at the Time of this 
Marriage. ai: 

- The Duke of Parma. was then in’ the aétual Pofleflion of 
four Dutchies in Lombardy, viz. Parnse, Placentia, Buffeto, 
and the Wal de Taro, bounded on the North and Weft by 
the Dutchy of Milan, on the Eaft. by the Dutchy of 
Modena, on the South by the Appennine Mountains, which 

¢ them from the Territones of Genoa and Tuftany, 
He poffeffes alfo the Ducohies of Cafro and Rontciglione im 
the Territories of the Church, and the Dutchy of Civire 
di Penna in the Abruszo in the Kingdom of Naples. *Tis 
true, he was not’ Soverdign chereof ; but the Revenues he 
then had on the ‘Territories of che Church and Naples, 
being very confiderable, they render’d him more powerful 
in Fraly, where he had befides a confilerable Incereft by 
the Sirtation of his Country, ; is id 

The Territories of Parma, Placentia, Buffeto, -and che 
Val de Taro, ave very fruitful, and produce Abundance of. 
Corn, Wine, Oil, Rice, and other Neceffaries for Life, 
and being cut off by a World of little Rivers, there is na 
Country in thofe Pazts which can nourifh fach a Namber' 
of Cattle; and the Cheefe, known by the Name of Parmefan 
is valu’d throughout Europe, Thofe Countries have under- 
gone fevera! Revolutions fince the Declenfion of the Weftern 
Empire; but ac laft the Church being in Poffeffion of thé 
Dutchies of Parma and Placentia, Pope Panl 11%. who: bes 
fore his Election was nam’d Alexander Farnefé, gave thofe 
Durchies to his Son Péter Lowis in the Year 1545, whovens 
joy’d the fame till the roth of December 1547, when he 
was kill’d in Placentia by che Confpiracy of the Pelaviciniy 
and others, follicited thereunto by she Emperor Charies the’ 
Fifth, who could not bear patiently that he thould enjoy 
Placentia, precending that it was a Dependency of rhe 
Dutchy of Milan, and therefore immediately cook Poff-f- 
fion thereof, Oétavio, Son to Peter Louis, fecond Duke of 
Parma, maintain’d himfelf therein in Spight of the Em 
peror; and the Spaniards, in the Year 158s, reftor’d’ ro 
thar Family the Caftle of Blacentiay which was ftill in . 
their Hands, in Confideration of that famous Captaifi 
Alexander Farnefe, who was General of the Spanifh Forces 
in the Netherlands. : 
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.. The Reader, will not expeét here a further. Account of 
thar Family, for chat is not our Bafinefs 5 but thus far we 
thoughs ourfelves -oblig’d ro take..Notice of it, to thew 
how chofe Darchies came into the Houfe of Farnefe; whieh 
made Jictle. Noife: in the World before ic was thus illu- 
ftrated, and what Pretenfions the Emperor has upor 
Placentia. 

. This. Duke of Parma is a Feudatory of the Holy See, 
and pays yearly co the Pope a Tribure of 10000 Crowns; 
and being thus,a Vaffal of the Pontiff, he thoughe it ne- 
ceflary to obtain from him a Brief, whereby he was em- 
power'd to. leave his States ro his Female Line in Cafe of 
Failure.of she Male. This Step was complain’d of by 
the Minifters of the Emperor and Savoy ; but rhofe of , his 
Holinefs anfwer’d, That the Pope had no ill Intention 
againft any Potentates in granting this Brief ; and thar he 
knew nothing of the Marriage of rhe Princefs Elizabeth 
of Parma with King Philip, cill ic was too late co, prevent 
it; buc this was fo highly improbable that no Body could 
believe ic, altho’ chere were no undeniable Proofs to evidence 
the contrary .,.Meanwhile, the #a'ian Princes were afraid 
of new Troubles upon chat Account; for the Emperor 
was fo highly difpleas’d with the Duke of Parma, that he 
order’ the Fiefs he held of che Empire and che Kingdom of 
‘Naples tobe fequefter’d. ; 

This Princes Elizabeth, now Queen of Spainy was Daugh+ 
ter to, Prince Odouardo Faruefe, Duke of Parma, who in the 
Year 1690; marry’d. Dorothy Sophia of Newburgh, Sifter co 
of che. prefent Elector Palatine, of the Emprefs Mother, 
and.the Queen Dowager of Spain. Prince Odowardo dy’d 
in che, Year 2693, having had by chat Princefs a Son 
nam’d Alexander, who dy’d shortly after his Birch, and a 
Daughrer, chriften’d by the Name of Elizabeth, now 
Queen of Spain. The Princefs Dorothy Sophia, Mother to 
this new Queen, marry’d fome time after the Prince 
Francis, Farnefe, Brother co her late Hufband, who is,che 
prefent Duke of Parma, The World was aftonifh’d at 
the Projeét of that Marriage, becaufe of their great 
Proximity, Prince Odowardo, his eldeft Brother, having 
had Children by her; but che Pope remov’d all Scruples of 
Confgience, and gave his Blefling co that Marriage. The 
prefent Duke having no Children, the Queen of Spain, 
who is his Niece and Daughter-in-Law, is the next Heir 
to his. Dominions, and it was ftipulaced in che Conrract of 
Marriage, that the firft Prince who fhall be born of chis 
Marriage, shall be a Duke of Parma, infomuch 
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that as the Children of the King of Spain by this fecond 
Marri«ge, cannot pretend to the Crown of Spain, till the 
three Princes of the firft Venter, and their Pofterity, are 
extinét, fo the latter fhall have no Manner of Claim to 
the Dutchies of Parma, and other Dominions of that 
Honfe, if the prefent Duke and his Brother die without 
Iffue. :

The War in Pomerania. 


N the Regifer N° I, the Reader will find an Account 
&L of a War chat broke out in the North between Praffia and 
Sweden; and we there took Notice, that the King of Great 
‘Britain, as Elector of Branfwick Lunenburg, had declar’d him- 
felf a Party in that War, and taken Part with the Pruffan 
againft the Swede + We here will infere fome farthér Parti- 
culats relating to that Affair, which deferve to be trarif- 
mitted to Pofterity, and will render our former Account 


the more perfect. 


The French King fent the Conant de Croiffy, one of the 
ableft Minifters of France, with the Character of his Em- 
baflador to the Court of Pruffia, with Orders to mediate 
Matters, and endeavourto prevent farther Hoftilities be- 
tween that Court and the Swedes. The Count de Croiffy 


artiv’d at Berlin, but not till afeer his Prujfjan Majefty 


was gone from thence to his Army, which was affembling 
in the Neighbourhood of Stetin: Upon which that Mi- 
nifter, after having continu’d afew Days at Beflin, fet 
‘ont for the Pruffian Camp, and the Day: after his Arrival 
had publick Audience of the King of Pruffa in his Tent ; 
where, after having deliver’d his Credentials to'that Prince, 
he made him the following Speech. 
$1 R, 
HE King my Mafter has commanded me to aflure 
yoor Majefty of bis Efteem and: Affection, and it is 
to give an effential Proof thereof, that he employs his 
Care for procuring a perfeét good Correfpondence between 
your Majefty and the King of Sweden. He is of Opinion, 
Sir, that chat Union is equally advaritageons for the one 
and the other, believing that it cannot agree with the 
Prudence and Intereft of the King of Sweden, to draw fo 
powerful an Enemy as your Majefty upon him; bue at 
the fame Time he believes that it agrees with your va 
jefty’s 
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jefty’s Prudence and Intereft, not to alienate from you fuch 
a Prince as the King of Sweden, and to ftifle and fupprefs 
all che Seeds of War, which fooner or later cannot but 
prove prejudicial. 

All theWorld knows the enterprizing Temper of the King 
of Sweden; Attempts which would.appear rath to others, do 
not aftonifh him... Such Enterprizes may fucceed one 
Time or other; and if the Succefs is anfwerable to his 
Courage, your Majefty’s Subjects will be the firft expos’d 
to his Vengeance. Sound Poliricks, Sir, require from a 
wife Prince, fuch as your Majeity, not to expofe your 
ancient Hereditary Dominions, to the Danger of being 
entirely ruin’d, only for keeping Poffeflion of a Place of 
which you cannot obtain the Property ; cherefore che King, 
my Mafter, is of Opinion, chat your Majefty will doa pru- 
dent and generous Thing in reftoring Stetizn on the Condi- 
tions propos'’d by the Landgrave of Heffe Caffl, and that 
nothing will be more conducive for procuring the Re- 
eftablifliment of the Peace in the North. The King hopes 
alfo, that his good Offices will contribute to an Accommo- 
@ation between. the King of Sweden and: Poland; .and the 
King my Mafter perfifts in his former Declaration to be 
Guarantee of the Peace that fhall be made. 

I have Orders to declare thefe Sentiments to your Ma- 
jefty in the moft ftrong and effectual Manner, co thew 
your Majefty the Intereft and Concern the King my 
Mafter takes in the Tranquillity of Europe and Germany. 
Iam alfo order’d to treat about whatever may concern the 
perfonal Honour and Advantage of your Majefty, and 
"tis this laft Order that I fhall execute wich che greareit 
Joy and Application. Monficur de Kniphaufen (the Pruffian 
Enyoy at Paris) is Witnefs how, hearty I have been there- 
in; bucin the mean Time I defire your Majclty {erioufly 
tO confider the Weight and Importance which the Trearies 
of Weftphalia have.in Eyrope, and if. it is convenient for 
your Majefty to break them, feeing thefe very Treaties 
concern and fecure the Frontiers of yopr Dominions. I 
conulude, with affuring your Majefty wich my fincere and 
refpectful Affection, @c. 





In the Anfwer return’d by. his Pruffian Majefty to the 
Propofals. made by the Count de Cro:fy, he declar’d, Thac 
he was resdy toenter into a folid Agreement with che 
King of Sweden upon reafonable Conditions ; namely, if 
de would ingage himfelf to “OS on his Part the Treaty 
te 3 of 
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of Schwedt in all its Parts, as'the Allies of the North have 
done on their Pare: And for an Affurance of his Intention 
not to trouble the North Part of the Empire, chat’ hé 
would tranfport his Troops from Pimerania 10 Sweden, and 
leave. on this Side the neceffary Garrifons, contenting him- 
felf with re-entring at the Peace into the Pofleffion of 
Stetin, and the other Places depending on it, which he by 
Treaty was oblig’d to keep till that Time. © - 





This is the Subftance of ‘the Declaration saienligs to > M, de 
Croiffy. What he obtain'’d of the King of Sweden in An- 
fwer, is concain’d in the following Letter; to which is 
added the Reply of the King of Pruffia to this Count, 
whereby a Judgment may'be made of tlie Difpofition of 
the King of Sweden for: an Accommodation, and of ‘this 
Mediator to bring it about.

Majefty an Account of the Difpofition I found Things in 
at my Arrival. 

The King of Sweden, full of Juftice and Moderation, 
defires nothing {fo much’as to live in Peace* with his 
Neighbowrs, and has all the Deference he ought'to have 
for a Mediator, fuch as the King my Mafter.: But on the 
other Side, his Firmmnefs is not at all: fhaken by the Storm 
which roars about him: He has forefeen the Blows that. 
toay fallupon him; and ‘his wife Precautions had feriled 
in all Minds here, a Security, which is not only founded 
apon the Love and — of his Troops, ‘but upon 
certain Realiry. 

' The Ifle of Rugen, whofe Importance: your Majefty 
knows better than J, isin fo good a State, as to be out of 
Fear of any Forces that can attack it; and without being 
Mafter of that Ifland, all the World knows there’ is no 
thinking of getting Poffeffion of ‘Stralfund; which Place 
is moreover fecur’d, not only ‘by a ‘good Garrifoh, bur 
alfo by an inerench’d Camp, the Situation whereof is 
wonderful; for it-is on one Side fecur’d by the Sea, and 
on the other by an “impraéticable Morafs, which ex- 
tends shel yy the Abe eee: and fills with 
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Water the Ditchés, which a fine Parapet has render’d wide 
and deep, aS wed eae 2d 

Befides thefe Difpofitions, Sir, there is yet another in 
the Hears of the Officers and Soldiers,-which js beyond 
what can be imagin’d, and which I cannot but very im- 
petfetly give you an Idea of; but is more worth than all 
the Fortifications in ‘the World. I can chen prote% to 
your Majefty, wich all the Sincerity of a Man who would 
not difgrace himfelf, and who has an Experience of 2¢ 
Years in Wat; thatuf there be an Encerprize of ipfupera- 
ble Difficuley, ‘tis that of Straifund. Do not delay, Sir, 
(as your Majefty has done me the Honopr to tell me) “till 
the Moment comes that Mon fieur Gtafenep writes to me co 

’ do Juftice to my Reafons: Prevent it, if you pleafe, while 

it is yet Time.’ I conjure you to ic by the true Incerett 
Jake in all that concerns your Majefty, from which I 
thall never fwerve, and by the Oefire I have co merit yaur 
Majefty’s Efteem.

Dvicey from other Parts, and what I have receiv’d 

% from Poland, affure me, that that Conre is actually 
in favourable Difpofitions to Peace, which obliges me to 
repeat the {ame Things to your Excellency, which I had 
the Honour co difcourfe to you at Stettins That isto fay, 
that I could not think of any more expeditious and eafy 
Way to induce the King of Prnffa to Peace, and to fucceed 
in che Commiffion I was charg’d with, than to follow 
blindly your Advice, becaufe I was as well inform’d of 
the Uprightne& of your Intentions for the publick Repofe, 
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as of your Penetration for bringiig about fo great a 
Good. But'the Conjunctures not being favourable at: chat’ 
Time, your ExceHency told.me, That there could ‘be no: 
Security with the King of Sweden; and although I°al- 
ledg'd the fame Securities Which their Majefties ‘of Poland 
and Prufia had propos’d ; that isto fay,’ the Refticution of 
the 400000 Crowns for the Séqueftration, and the King of 
Sweden’s Word that he would not .enter into either Saxony:

were rejected ; and M. igen told me? in: your Prefence, 
That I knew’ for the Ineentions*of the King of Sweden, 
by Reafon Ivhad hot yet feen’ him; and in one Word, that 
there was fio Secrity with him ; fo that the Words of 
his Embaflador‘in France were of no Weight in my Mouth,

All 
the Northern Leagué has with'd for ic a long’ Time, par- 
ticularly che King ‘tiy Mafter; bute no Body under his 
Command more defires it than myfelf, I affure you, although 
it has feem’d to me that you were’ of a contrary Opinion, 
when I had che Honour to fet’ you at Stetti#, and, chat you 
fufpeéted that I more thaf ay puflrd the’Cotrt of Prufi« 
ont tothe War. If yor Excellency really had that Opinion 
of mé, You did me a$ mach Injury as ‘thofe thar have 
accus'd‘'me of infpiritg at the fame Coure Tliotihts too 
pacifitk:- ‘It cohcern’d me as little to do“the one as the 
other, and both were eqaally'ufelefs.

But if even entire Satisfa&tion were given us upon thefe 
two Points, your Excellency may pleafe to remember, 
that the moft important, and what his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jetty gave us formerly Hopes to bring the King of Swedes 
td, has been always refus'd; namely, That of the keeping 
Stettin till che Peace; and that whatever Refpect we other- 
wife have for the Guarantee of France, we have always 
juft Reafon co believe, that to tender that Guarantee more 
ready, it fhould be abfolutely neceflary to join to it fome 
other Precautions for our Security ; upon which we made 
more particular Overtures to your Excellency, whei we 
had the Honour to fee you here, 

For what concerns the Afiair of Ufedom, 1 befeech your 

Excellency to be perfwaded, and at all Times; when you 
would be inform’d, we fhall thew you as clear as the Day, 
that that Ifland, and the Town of Wolgaft alfo, is com- 
priz’d in chat Sequeftration, with the Approbation and 
full Confeat of the Houle of Holfein icfelf ; ater 

that 
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that when his Swedifp Majefty thought fic to diflodge us 
¥rom that Ifland, he not only aéte1 in direct Conrraven- 
tion to what. had been agreed between us and the Houfe 
of Holffein, who were authoriz’d for ic by Powers giver 
by his Swedifh Majefty to Count Welling, but began to make 
War upon us in all its Forms. 

All chat your Excellency has been pleas’d to alledge ia 
your Letter concerning a larger Number of Troops that 
we fhould have introduc’d into Ste¢in, and coucerning the 
Cannon drawn from the Arfenal of that City, could not 
be look’d upon as a Contravention made co the Sequeftra- 
tion, whilft chat his Swedifh Majefty wotild not accept all 
the Conditions of it; among which, the principal is, thac 
we fhould keep Stetin till che Peace. Your Excellency is 
too juft to approve, that this Sequeftration fhould be plead- 
ed, and the Benétic claim'’d in fome Conditions, without 
acknowledging it in others 3 which Sweden has been fo far 
from doing hicherto, that it has even begun a War againft 
us on that Account, 

For the reft, Sir, your ExcelJency will give me Leave 
to fay, That although his Swedifh Majefty fene us back our 
Troops that he diflodg’d from Wolgaff and Ufedom, wich 
their Cloaths, Arms, and Equipage, that hinders not buc 
they were treated as Enemies; unlefs Sweden will take it 
for a Friendfhip, when we diflodg’d them from the Pofts 
dn the other Side of the Fene, and fent back the Soldiers 
which we found there. 

In the mean Time, I agree entirely with your Excel: 
lency, that it is upon all Accounts much wifer and more 
prudent to make Peace, altho’ Jace, than to lec War have 
its free Gotrfe: But your Excellency will alfo agree with 
me, that a War, be it as it will, is rather to be chofen 
than an anfafe Peace, which throws us from a Fever co ain 
Ague; and certainly there is no Security for us in an Ac- 
commodation, unlef$ it be made upon a fure Foor, and 
fuch as [had the Honour to explain myfelf upon by Word 
of Mouth with your Excellency. 

I afk you a choufand Pardons for having trolled you 
with fo long a Letrer; bur as I perceiv’ds that in the Coure 
where you are, we have ro Advocates;and every one endea- 
vours to pur finifter:Impreflions upon all our Actions, I 
could not avoid difaLuting you, Afluring you;

Count Croifiy’s Anfwer to Monfieur Hgen’s Letter, dated at 
Straelfund, June 19, 1715. 


SiR 

Minifter charg’d with fo many Affairs of State as 

your Excellency, may have forgot the Propofitions 
made to you by the Landgrave of Heffe, as well as by 
Count Rotenbourg, before my Arrival; and which I have 
had che Honour to repeat to you in our feveral Converfa- 
tions, either alone, or jointly with the Marfhal Count 
Flemming and Count Rotenbourg, As for my Part, having 
no more than three Words to fay, viz, The Reimburfe- 
ment of 400,000 Crowns, the King of Sweden’s Promife 
not to enter into Saxeny or Poland, and the Guarantee of 
the King my Mafter. 

I remember very well, Sir, that you anfwer’d me to 
the Article concerning the 400,000 Crowns, That the 
King of Pruffa would not now content himfelf with that 
Sum, feeing che Expences he has been at have been very 
much increas’d fince that Time; and when I told you, 
That this, however, was the Sum you had afk’d, you 
told me, That then the King of Sweden had not attack’d 
Ufedom, 

When I aflur’d you, That the King of Sweden pramis’d 
not to enter into Saxony or, Poland, you faid, There was no 
depending on the Parole of the King of Sweden. I an- 
fwer'd- you, That that Prince never yet had broke ir; 
and befides, That the King my Mafter’s Guarantee was a 
Securitye To which you reply’d, That Guarantees 
were not fecure, and that che King my Mafter was too 
far off. 

I defire, therefore, your Excellency to believe, that I 
have neglected nothing that might contribute towards a 
Peace. I affure you alfo, that I have taken no finifter 
Impreffions, as you fufpect me. He that throws himfelf 
into Dangers he can avoid, has, in ajl Appearance, the 
Defire of gaining Efteem and Confideration; and this 
you will be convinc’d of, when you fee me remain at 
Straelfund during the Siege, and that I don’t intend to ftir 
from thence, unlefs I can be ferviceable to the King of 
Pruffia, and your Excellency.

Baron @’qlgen’s Anfwer to this Letter was as follows : 


SIR, 

HERE is not the feaft Reafon, methinks, to donbe 
of the Offer made by the Landgrave of Heffe Cafel, 
ta reimburfe the 400,000 Rixdollars in Queftion, feeing 
that Propofition was made to us in Writing by his High- 
nefs; and'I can afflure your Excellency, That aftér having 
over again examin’d the Papers which the Landgrave 
gave us concerning that Affair, I find nothing thereia 
contrary to what I had the Honour to write to your Ex- 
cellency in my laft. It would be altogether ufelefs co en- 
ter into a ftri&t Examination of what pafi’d there be- 
tween your Excellence and us, as long as you will noc 
deny, (as I am firmly. perfwaded you will not) that you 
did not leave us the leaft Hopes, that we fhould remain in 
Poffeffion of the Sequeftration of Stetin ’till the Conclufion 
of the Peace, which is, however, an effencial Condition 
of the faid Treaty; not that the King, my Matter, had 
any private Advantage for himfelf in View therein, bue 
only beeaufe of the Trearies made with the Northern Al- 
lies, for preferving the Tranquility within the Empire, and 
fecuring the Pofleffion of Pomerania to his Swedifo Ma- 
jefty. As for che réft, “tis true, chat we always believ’d, 
and believe ftill, that fince the King of Sweden has been 
pleas’d to make War upon us by che atrack and taking of 
‘Ofedom, the Affair has quite taken another Turn, chiefly 
becaufé that Enterprize was made at the very fame Time 
that the Count de Rottenburg and the Swedifh Minitter 
at Berlin, gave us the faireft Aflurances on che Pare of 

Sweden, 
‘ But your Excellence will give me Leave to fay, Thac 
there is nothing in this bur what is very natural; and 
that feeing that neither che confiderable Service the King 
my Mafter has done to his Swedifo Majefty, in preferving 
his Country, and the Word of his Minifter which he gave 
by. exprefs Order of the King his Mafter, nor the Efteerm 
and Regard which the King of Sweden theuld have had for 
the Mediation of France, have not been able to hinder che 
violtnt Proceedings of that Prince againft us, there is a 
Ra Neceffiry 
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Necefliry ro provide more effeétual Means than Promifes 
and Guarantees, for the eftablifhing a folid Peace, and 
preventing the like Surprifes for the future, Mean time, 
we do your Excellencé the Juftice you deferve, and own, 
that you have rieglected’ nothing for preferving Peace. 

Tt were to be with’d, that Sweden woald have fincerely 
concurr’d therein, and aéted in a Manner anfwerable to 
the good Offices your Excellence has ufed in this Affair, 
and to which you have doubtlefs contributed on your Part. 

oreover, I rejoice, Sir, at the Affurances your Excel- 
lence gives me, that you have not taken at Straelfund any 
ill Impreflions againft us; which being fo, I am perfwad- 
€d you are fully convinc’d of the Juftice of our Caufe, 
of the earneft and ftrong Defires we ever had to avoid a 
War, and of the Defign we propos’d to ourfelves, after 
having been forc’d to have recourfe to Arms, which we 
fhall pur in Execution, with no other View, than in 
order to come the fooner to a good and fafe Peace. I 
am, @e.

The Count de Creiffy having revurn’d no Reply to the 
Pruffian Minifter, nor any Ways fignify’d what his pre- 
tended agreeable Meflage was, ‘cis plain that it did nor 
come up to the Expectation of the Allies, even in the 
Opinion of that Minifter. Thefe Letcers are very re- 
markable, and will be of Ufe to thofe chat fall hereafter 
compofe the Hiftory of thefe Northern Troubles, and 
therefore well deferve a Place in this Collection. 


Thus ended this Paper War between thefe two great Mi- 
nifters: Which of them got the better is lefr co the Judg- 
ment of the Reader, who will find the Succefs of the real 
War in the fubfequent Regiffers. 


We praceed now to an Alliancéwhich was concluded 
this Year (1715) between France and the Remifh Cantons 
of Switzerland ; which it is neceffary to inferc at large in 
this Collection, that the Reader may upon Occifion have 
Recourfe to it, and be the better able to Judge of che Rea- 
fonablenefs of the Oppofitions made to it by che Pro.eftane 
Cantons, and by che Imperialifts, who charge the Romi/h 
Cantons to have thereby fubverted the Conftitucion of the 
Helvetick Body, and to have given up the Sovereignry of 
their Country to a Foreign Prince. 
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The Renewal of the Alliance or League between the moft Chri- 
frian King of France and Navarre, oz the one Part; and 
the laudable Catholick Cantons of Swirzerland, and the 
laudable Republick of Valais, on the other Part. Done at 
Solothurn the gth of May, 1715. —

7 Hereas during the Diet held at Lucern in the Month 
WU of December, 1713, by the laudable Catholick 
Cantons, and the laudable Republick of Valais, the De- 
puties had matusely deliberated upon the prefent Stave of 
Europe, on that of the laudable He’vetick Body in general, 
and upon the great Misfortune that befel France by the 
Death of the Dauphin: And in Regard that by this Loft, 
the Alliance concluded in 1663, between the moft excel- 
lent and moft potent Prince and Lord Lewis XIV. by the 
Grace of God moft Chriftian King of France and Navarre, 
Duke of Milan, Count of 47, Lord of Gennes, @c. glori- 
oufly reigning, was limited to his Life, (which God long 
continue) and to eight Years beyond his Demife. After 
having ftrioufly confider’d the great Ufetulnefs and Im- 
portance of this League, as well with Refpect to the 
Crown, as for all the Members that make up the laudable 
Helvetick Body, and at the fame Time acknowledg’d the 
Benetie that would regound from its being prolong’d as far 
as is poffible, they judg’d themfelves oblig’d, for the Glory 
of God, and the common Advantage, to communicate their 
Thoughts to his Excellency the Count du Luc, the King’s 
Embaflador in Switzerland, who having approv’d of them, 
agreed that he fhould give an Account thereof to his Ma- 
jefty, and they to their Superiors. 

The Matter has been fince executed, and God of his 
Mercy has thought fic that his Majefty, the Cantons, and 
the Republick of Valais, fhould equally agree upon rhe 
fame Sentiments; fo that the King on the one Part, and 
ehe Cantons of Lucerz, Ury, Schwitz, upper and lower Ua- 
derwald, Zug, with the exterior Offices, Catholick Glaris, 
Briburg, Solothurn, Catholick Appenzel , the Republick and 
Country of Ha/sis on the other Parr, having given their 
reciprocal Powers, they were communicated and found in 
due Form: After having invocared the Holy Name of 
God, agreed upon the following Articles, for the Safety, 
Defence,.and Prefervation of our Perfons, Honours, 
Kingdoms, Dutchies, Priacipalities, Towns, Countries, 
Lordfhips, Rights, Territories, and Subjects, fuch as they 

are, 
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are, as we have and poflefs, fhall have or be poflef’d 
of, as well on the hither Side of the Mountains, as beyond 
them. 

I. It is exprefly declar’d, That tho’ all the Cantons and 
States chat compofe the Helvetick Body, are not compre- 
hended and nam’d in the prefenc Treaty; yer the Inren- 
tion is to invite them (as far as is convenient) to accept of 
the fame Treaty, having no Grounds to doubt, bur chac 
finding their Advantages therein, they*ll voluntarily give 
their Confent, fince it is equally glorious to all, and ab- 
folutely neceffary for the Support of the Republick in 
general. 

If. That the Treaties of perpetual Peace and Alliance 
formerly concluded, fhall be look’d upon as the Founda- 
tion of this prefent, and as a certain Proof of the anci- 
ent Union between the two Nations: But forafmuch as 
Time makes a Change in all Things, and ic may happen, 
that by unavoidable Variations, or by different Explica- 
tions, the old Treaties are not fo ftriétly obferv’d in all 
their Articles, we have thought fit to ratify a-new by the 
prefent Alliance all the Treaties heretofore made, and par- 
ticularly, the perpetual Peace, the Alliances of the Years 
1521 and 1663, and all che annex’d Letters, 

III. Since Experience fuffers none to doubt of the Ad- 
~ yantages that are to be met with, in the Continuation of 
a perfect good Correfpondence between borh Nations; the 
moft Chriftian King, for the better exprefling of his grear 
Affeétion to the Helvetick Body, has condefcended to renew 
the prefent Alliance, to be continu’d with the moft Serene 
Dauphin the prefumptive Heir of the Crown, and with 
all the Kings his Majefty’s Sacceffors ; upon Condition, 
that after che Demife of the firft King, Succeffor of his 
faid Majefty, the other moft Chriftian Kings whio fucceed 
him, as well as the Cantons, Republicks, and States, do 
confirm by Oath and ratify the exact Obfervation of the 
prefenc Alliance inall its Articles, and remedy the Defects 
that have not been forefeen in this Treaty, or in which 

Procefs of Time has made any Alteration: This is to be 
done upon every Change of a Reign, by che Embafladors

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IV. The Alliances have no other View, than the reci- 

rocal Benefit and Advantage of the concracting Parties ; 
and fince the King on the one Part, and the laudable Can- 
tons, the Republick of Valgis, aud other Allies compre- 
hended in the Helvetick Body, on the other Pare, have 
found, by a long Experience, that nothing is more ad- 
vanrageous on either Side, than an intimate Union, and 
that che mutual Inclination of the People fubject to his 
Majefty, and to the Helvetich Body, affords a fair Profpect 
of the Benefic which muft needs refule from thence, and 
leaves no Room to doubr of the reciprocal Fidelity wich 
which it is defign’d to obferve every Thing herein after 
contain’d or fpecify’d 5 “tis agreed, as is expreds'd in the 
Alliance of 1663. . 

Thac if (which God forbi’) the Kingdom be atrack’d 
internally, either by foreign Forces, or by in:eftine Divif- 
ons, the Helvecick Boly in both thofe Cafes,fhall grant with- 
cut any Delay, ten Days after it fhall have been demanded, 
an extraordinary Levy of Troops, which Levy fhall noc 
amount to above 16000 Men; and che Swifs Troops fhall 
only be employ’d by Land, and not on the Sea, confor. 

This 
Levy fhall be made at the Expence of rhe King then reign-

Commotions : In the firft 
Cafe, his Majelty fhall affift them with his Forces, accord- 
ingly as Necefliry may require, and as the Cantons entreac 
his Majcfty: And, in the fecond Cafe, as a common Friend 
and Ally, his Majefty, or the Kings his Succeffors, fhall 
perform (upon the Requeit of the Party molefted and a6 
griev’d) all Sorts of amicable Offices, in order to indute 
the Parties to do Juftice reciprocally one ro another ; and 
if this Means have nor all the Effect defir’d, then his Mae

If the above-mention’d Perfons have purchas’d, or are 
poflefs’d of Fee-farms in France, withoyt examining whe- 
ther they hoJd chem of themfelves or in Right of their 
Wives, or otherwife, they fal] enjoy them during cheir 
Life, as welleas their Widows during their Widowhood, 
after the fame Manner as the Officers of the King’s Hone

X. When the Swifs Company does not come up to the

XI. When the Captains in che Field have the Misfortune 
to fuftain contiderable Loffes by Sieges, or the Defence of 
Places, and by.

The King fhall caufe to be given to the new Le- 
vies, and to the Recruits, daily Allowances of Provifions 
upon their marching out of the Frontiers of Switzerland, 
to the Places where they are to be in Garrifons; and in 
Cafe any Troops are difbanded, the King fhall likewife 
canfe fuch Allowances to be given them, till they come 
to the Frontiers of Switzerland. 

XV. When any Companies fo rais’d, are vacant, with 
Confent of the Canton to which the Caprain belongs, the 
King fhall appoint them Officers, who are Natives of that 
Country 5 and if the deceas’d Caprain has any Relations 
that are able Officers, his Majefty isto prefer rhem before 
others, and the Recommendation of the Canton fhall be 
accepted of, if it be in Favour of Subjects capable of per- 
forming the vacant Funétions; provided rhac the faid 
Canton always permic and continue to permit Recruits co 
be made for the vacant Company. 

XVI. When the Offices of Subalterns are vacant, the 
Captains are to propoft Subjeéts chat are proper and duly 
qualify’d co fill-chem up, 

XVII. Such Soldiers as are fick, Prifoners, or abfent 
in the King’s Service, for wiiom the Captain is to pro- 
duce good Certificates, fhall be juftify’d in the Review. 

XVIII. When any Caprain, whofe Company. continues 
in his Majefty’s Service, is difctarg’d or cafhir’d, his 
Soldiers of the Swifs Nation cannot be compell’d co ferve 
under any other Captains but thofe of their Canton; and 
if a Captain be difmifs’d or cafhir’d with his Company, 
his faid Soldiers that are Switzers, cannot be forc’d to ferve 
ander any Perfon whatfoever. 

XIX. Forafmuck as it frequently happens, that Officers 
or Serjeants leading Recruits, are oblig’d to pafs into diffe- 
rent Cantons of Switzer/and, and that moft commonly the 
People, or fubalcern Officers, for Reafons exprefly contrary 
to the Juftice and ‘Alliances of the Nation, entice away 
the Soldiers, fo that none, or very few of che faid Re- 
cruits are left, tothe great Detriment of the Service, and 
at the fame Time of the Captains; ic is agreed, That an 
Officer, who condnéts a Recruit, fhall take, upon his fec- 
ting out from his Canton, a Certificate fign’d by the Lords 
of che faid Canton, and fhew ic in the Places of a diffe- 
rent Canton, thro’ which he is to pafs, to the End he 
may obtain convenient Protection ; and if notwichftand- 
ing this Precaution, the People do not forbear to ufe Via- 
lence, and draw away the faid Recruits, then the Canton 
where the Fact is committed, fhall rendes the Bailiff or 
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the Subaltern Officers refponfible for the Offence,. withour 
making any Diftinétion upon Account of Religion in the 
like Cafe. 

XX. Conformably to che 8th Article of rhe perpetna} 
Peace, the King fhall not permix any of his Suljcéts to 
ferve any Power, nor any Prince againft the Helvetick 
Body, their A}lies, Subjects, Territosies, Countries, and 
Lordihips ; and if his Majefty’s Subjects contravene this 
Article, they thall be diligently foughe for, recall’d, and 

ith’d according to their Demerits. 

Afcer the very fame Manner the Cantons or their Sub- 
jects cannot ferve any Power or any Prince againft the 
King, his Kingdom, States, Durchies, Principaliries, 
*fowns, Cafiles, Lordfhips, Rights, Territories, and Sub- 
jeéts shat he now pofleffes, or thal! be poffefs’d of hereafter ; 
and if the Subjects of the {aid Cantons contravene this 
Article, they fhall be diligently fought afrer, recall'd, and 

nifh’d according to their Deinerics. 

XXL When his Majefty, the Dauphin, or the Kings 
their Succeflors command the Armies in Perfon, the Swif 
Troops in their Pay fhal} follow them, according to the 
Example of their Anceftors, and conformably tothe 6th 
Article of the Alliance of 1662, which imports, * Thar 
¢ if ic happens that during the War wherein his moft 
© Chriftian Majefty or his Succeffor is perfonally engag’d, 
€ or ig difpos’d to appeay in Perfon in any Place or. Part 
© whatfoever, in onler to meet and attack his Enemies ; 
© “he or bis faid Succeffor miy raife, at his own Expence, 
© as many Captains and Soldiers as he pleafts, and judges 
© expedienr, 

XXII, In Conformity to the 22d Article of the Alli- 
ance of 1663, delives’d in thefe Terms, ¢ And forafmuch 
© as the faid Territories and Lordthips poffefs’d by our 
€ great Uncle in the Year 1521, are notin cur Poflejlion ; 
* neverthelefi, we who are engag’d in the Leagues, fhall 
¢ sefufe all Manner of Succours, Favour, Affiftance, and 
Aid, without Refpet to any Perfon whatfoever, and of 
what Quality and Dignity foever they may be, who 
would demand it. 

It is exprefly agreed, That if che King, the Dauphin, 
or the Kings cheir Succefiors, are minded to re-enter upon 
the Poif:fgon of the Conntries, States, Durchies, Prinei- , 
palitics, Towns, Caftles, Lordthips, Rights, and Territories 
itipulated in the Alliance of King Francés 1. of glorious Me- 
mory, in 15213 the Helvetick Body thall refufe all Manner 
of Succour, Fayour, Aflittance, and Aid, without Refpett 
iq 
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to any Perfou whatfoever, and of what Quality and Dig- 
nity foever they may be who would require the faid Suc- 
cotrsand Afliftance, 

XXIIt. If ic fo fallsour, that the King, the Dauphia, 
or the Kings cheir Succeflors, and the Helvetick Body, 
fhould judge it neceflary, for che Benefit of the Parties, to 
engage ia a War unanimoufly again& other Powers, an 
Agreement is to be made abouc che Manner afier which ic 
is requifire 16 a& againft the common Enemy ; and when 
the War is once began, they are reciprocally oblig’d to 
hearken to no Propofal of Peace, Truce, or Sufpenfion of 
Arms, but by concert ; fo chat no Treaty be made, chat 
is not equally agreed upon by the King then reigning, and 
by the Helvetick Body. 

XXIV. The Swituers thall be reputed: Inhabicants of the 
Kingdom, and as fuch, free from the Duty of Hicheatage 
in the Kingdoms and States under che Kisig’s Obedience, 
upon making Proof of their Birth, and thet they lef 
their Couatry with che Confent of their Superiors: They 
may purchafe Eftates as the Natives, aud if they have 
any Trade or Profeflion, they may follow or practice ic 
with all Liberty, provided they fabmit to the Rules efta- 
blifh’d in che Places where they chuf to fix theie Abode = 
They fhall alfo enjoy an Exempcion from the Impolt or 
Duty call’d Foraigz Traite, for the Effects of che Sacceffi- 
ons of the People of their Nation deceas’d in France, pro- 
vided an Inventory be made of them by the Judges of che 
Places, according to the ufual Regularions and Cuftoms, 
and they dhall be creared in all Refpeéts as his Majeity’s 
proper and natural Sabjects. 

As for thofe Switzers who atually ferve in che King’s 
Troops for his Wages and Pay, they fhall be free from all 
Taxes, arid bear mone byt thofe thac are annex’d to the 
Nature of the Eftaces they may purchafe,; as che Nacives 
in the Kingdoms and States under his Majelty’s Obedi- 
ence, enjoying befides all the Privileges and Immanicies 
that have been granted tothem by che Kings che Prede- 
ceflors of his Majefty, and by his id Majefty, by Virrue 
of the Treaties af Peace and Alliance. The fame Privi- 





leges and Immunities are granted co thof: of che Swifs 
Nation, chat have jerv’d in his Majelty’s Tcoogs for his 
Wages and Pay, provided they have concinu'd cherein dur- 
ing three Years fucceflively, and quiseed che Service with 
the Confent ang by a Licence from cheir Superiors drawn 
up in due Form. 
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XXV. The King’s Subjects may in like Manner fucceed 
in Switzerland, by Parentages, Teftaments, Donations, or 
all other ufual Aéts, and are to be protected -by the efta- 
blifh’d Magiftrates and Judges, fo as never to be liable to 
any Duties of Efcheatage, Foreign Traite, or others, for 
their proper Eftates. Burt as for the Eftates of Swiezers thac 
may devolve to them by Marriages, Succeflions, Tefta- 
ments, Donations, or other Acts in ufe in the Country, 
they thall be maintain’d in the Pofleffion of them, as well 
as the Natives, referving neverthelefs the Regalia, and 
fome other ufual Rights. 

Merchants, Dealers, Meffengers, Pilgrims, and others, 
may traffick and negociate fafely, and without any Mo- 
Ieftation, either in Body or Gaods; they may alfo freely 
and at their Pleafure, go, come, fojourn, and abide in 
Switzerland, without Fraud or Deception, as is exprefly 
mention’d in the Alliance of 1663, Article 20. 

XXXVI. The People of the Swifs Nation fhall enjoy, in 
Point of their Commerce in the Kingdom, all the Privi- 
leges that have been granted them by the Kings his Ma- 
jefty’s Predeceffors, and by bis Majefty himfelf, as they 
are fet forth in the Treaties of Peace and Alliance, and 
that they ought to enjoy by Virtue of the faid Treaties; 
in which Privileges his Majefty confirms them anew, 
and would have them contirm’d and maintain’d wichout 
any Trouble or Moleftation. The Merchants and Dealers 
on both Sides may tranfport Gold and Silver coin’d, which 
they receiv’d as the Price of their Merchandizes, provid-. 
ed they make their Declarations about that Affair, 
and take the neceflary Paffports, in order to prevent 
Abufes, 

XXVII. Forafmuch as one of the principal Advantages 
of an Alliance, is to watch reciprocally for the Benefir, 
Glory, and Tranquillity of an Ally, ic is agreed upon 
anew between the contracting Parties, (as is exprefs’d in 
the Sth Article of the perpetual Peace, and in the r4cth of 
the Alliance of 1663) that each Party fhall not fuffer che 
Enemies of cheir refpeétive Ally, nor allow them any 
Paflage, either in Arms or without Arms, nor afford them 
any Affiftance directly or indireétly: And if ic happen 
that any State-Criminals, Affiflins, and Difturbers of che 
poblick Tranquillity, declar’d fuch by the King with 
Refpett to his Subjects, or by the Cantons with-Regard to. 
theirs, fly for Sheleer to the Kingdom, or to Switzerland, 
each Party bind themfelves, and promife to feize on, oF 
ta fend them back bone fide, vpon the firft Demand, with- 
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out allowing the Perfon demanded to examine whether 
the Demandant has commenc’d a due Procefs or orhey. 
wife ; a Pretence which it is here defign’d to cut off, to 
the End that this Article may never be mifinterpreced and 
eluded. 

XXVIM. If it alfo happen, that Robbers Ay for Shelree 
to France'or to Swituerland, with the Goods taken, they 
fhall be apprehended, in order.to obtain a full Reftirurion ; 
and if thofe Robbers be Domefticks, their Perfons are to 
be deliver’d up to undergo Punifhment in the Places where 
the Robberies were commited, 

XXIX. Obligations are enrer’'d into on both Sides con- 
formably to the 14th Article of the Alliance of 1662, co 
granc and leave a free Paflage for the Tro ps, Officers, 
Soldiers, Arms, and Equipages that are to go for the De- 
fence of rhe States, Countries, Places, Towns, Cafttes, 
and Lordfhips belonging to one of the faid Parties, and 
even for the Suécour and Affiftance of the Allies and 
Friends of one of che faid Parties, that may be molefted, 
and ftand in Need of Relief and Help feom their faid 
Ally and Friend ; upon Condition, that in thofe Pafliges 
Care be taken to pay regularly, and todo no Damage to 
the People and Places thro’? which they pafs: And for 
the Maintenance of good Government and Corre{pondence, 
Commiffaries fhall be appointed in the faid Places, who 
are to regulate the Price of Commodities, and take proper 
Meafures as well for the Safety of Paffengers, as for chat 
of the Country and People, where the Road is mark’d 
out ; always fuppofing that the Parties are agreed about che 
Quantity and Quality of the Troops, as well as the Rour 
they are co take. , 

XXX. Forafmuch as it comes to pafs that private Per- 
fons of the two Nations contract Partnerfhips, Obligaci- 
ons, and Alliances, by Marriages, Purchafes, or otherwife, 
and, in Procefs of Time, Contefts, Trials, and vexations 
Suits of Law may arifé; it is agreed, that as often as 
two Parties of a different Nation meet with any Difficul- 
ties which cannot be determin’d ia an amicable Manner, 
the Demandant or Plaintiff fhall be oblig’d to fummon the 
Party before his proper natural Judges; at leaft if the two 
contending Parties are not prefented in the fame Place, ot 
when by their Agreements, Partnerfhips, or Contradts, 
they’ have nor pitch’d upon Judges, béfore whom they 
would be conftrain’d to decide the Differences that may 
happen in their Partnerfhips or Sogieties. - 
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The King and the Helvetick Bodies oblige themfelves 
reciprocally to caufe Juftice to be done duly and expedi- 
tioufly to that fingle Perfon, or to a greater Number of 
both Nations, who have Recourfe to his Majefty, or to 
the Helvetick Body. | 

XXXI. And further, his Majefty on the one Part, and 
the Helvetick Body on the other Parr; require that the De: 
crees pafs’d without further Appeal by rhe Judges of the 
fupetior Courts, or thofe that are invefted with fupteme 
Authority, be executed in the States depending upon his 
Majefty, or on the Helvetick Body, as if they were given 
in the Country where the Perfon that is caft refides after 
the definitive Senténce is pronounc’d: So that if a French- 
man, with an Intent to defrand his Creditors, flies for 
Shelter to Switzerland, he flall be profecuted and agrefted; 
in order to compel him bona fide to fubmit to the Sen- 
tence pafsd againit him. The fame Thing is to be done 

mn France, with Refpect to a Switzer, * 

To prevent all Interpretations that may weaken the 
Tenor of the prefent Article, it is promis’d on both Sides, 
to acquiefce in the fimple Declaration that fhall be made 
on the Part of the Sovereign, who is to explain the Qua- 
lity of the Decree pafs’d; and upon which a Procefs is to 
be iffu’d out againit rhe Defatilter. 

XXXII. Ajl the Penfions, Contracts; and Obligations 
agreed upon in the Treaties, particular Aéts, and annexed 
Letters, fall be continu’d, and paid regularly every Year, 
according to Cuftom, in the Town of Soleurre, and in 
Species that are current in Switzerland. 

XXXIII. In this Alliance, on the Part of the King; 
the Dauphin, and the Kings their Succeffors, are re- 
ferv’d 

On the Part of us, the Cantons, and the Republick and 
Country of Valais, are referv’d, the Pope, the Holy Apo- 
ftolick See, the Sacred College, the Holy Empire, the 
Houfe of Auffria, the Seigniory of Florence, and the 
Houfe of Medicis, as well as all our Franchifes and Liber- 
ties, all Rights of Citizens and Fellow-Citizens among us 
the Canrons, all our Allies and Co-Allies, and all che an- 
cient Letters and Seals, Contracts, Correfpondences and 
Confederations that we have.among us, and which were 
referv’d in the Alliance of 1663, and relate only to us; 
and the faid Referve is to be upderftood, in Cafe any one 
among us the faid two Parties fhould attempt to indam- 
mage, invade, or moleft the faid referved Perfons ot 
Powers by War.

XXXIV. And if any of the Referv’d of thé faid two 
Parties go about to invade, moleft, indamage by War or 
otherwife, direétly or indireétly, either Patty in the 
Kingdoms, : States, Countries, Dutchies, Principalities, 
Towns, Caftles, Seigniories, Rights, Territories, and 
Subjects that each Party holds, pofleffes, and of Right 
thall hold, be poffefs’d of, and have Right to; then the 
other Party without Regard, and without Confideration, 
fhall aid and fuccour the Party fo invaded, molefted, or 
affaulted, againft she Aggreffors, Molefters, or Afflailants, 
whoever they be, as is above exprefs’d. 

XXXV. And in Regard the prefent Alliance is the moft 
ancient, the faid Cantons declare, that it is, and always 
fhall be, purely and exprefly refery'd and preferr’d before 
all other Alliances of the other Princes and Potentates chat 
are pofterior to the Year 1521, fince which Time thar of 
France has ever been continu’d, whoever the faid Princes 
and Potentates are, and what Ordisiance foever there may 
be to the contrary. 

And upon this Foundation, the moft excellent and moft 
potent Prince and Lord Lewis XIV. the moft Chriftian 
King of France and Navarre, Duke of Milan, Counc of 
Aft, Lord of Genoa, @c, And the Cancons and Republick 
and Country of Valais above-mention’d, have accepted 
of, concluded, and agreed. to this aforefaid Alliance, Con- 
federation, Obligation, and auxiliary Correfpondence ; 
have {worn and promis’d; do {wear and -promife by thefe 
Prefents, fot themfelves, and for their faid Succeffors, 
to obferve. and execute in Word and Deed, firmly and 
inviolably, in all its Points and Afticles, as they aré 
above- written. . 

In Witnefs whereof, we, the Embaflador of the King, 
and the Deputies of the Cartons and Republick above-— 
mention’d, have fign’d the prefent Treaty made double, in 
French and in High Dutch, arid have théreto fec the Seals 
of our Arms, after having promis’d that the Ratifications 
of his Majefty, and ¢hofe of che faid Cantons and Repub- 
lick fhall be furnith’d in good and due Form, ard ex- 
chang’d refpectively within the Space ef two Months, to 
be reckon’d from the Day of the figning of the aforefaid 
Treaty; and, after having agreed, that the King may in $¢ 
or 6 Months, or fooner at his Pleafure, declare thofe whom 
he thinks fit to referve on his Part, to be afterwards inferc- 
ed in the 33d Article. .

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Thus we have ended our Account of the Publick Oc- 
currences during the firft 17 Monchs of the Reign of King 
George, and fupply'd the Omiffions in the fubfequent Ke- 
gifers: Now becaufe the Tranfétions of the Year 1719 
are very material, a fhore Review of them cannot but be 
ufeful and acceptable ; befides that, it may ferve as an 
Incroduétion to the Accounts we have given in the Re- 
gifer N° I. for the Year 1716, where we began this 
Hiftory. : 





The War between the Turks and Venetians is the firft 
remarkable Event we fliall take Notice of. The Turks 
fairly declar’d in the Béginning of the Year 1715, their 
Defign to attack Morea, and proclaim’d War againft the 
Republick, pretending, That as the Venetians had broke 
the Truce with them while they were engag’d in a War. 
with the Emperor, and conquer’d that Country in the 
Years 1686 and 1687, the Port had juft Grounds to infift, 
that the Venetians fhould reftore that Province or Kingdom 
as they callit, to the Port, notwithftanding the Treaty of 
Carlawitz, which they offer’d tq renew with the Venetians 
upon the Reftitution of Morea, and obferve ftriétly the 
Peace with them and their other Chriftian Neighbours, 
The Venetians having refusd to comply'd with the De- 
mands of the Infidels, and having fo fair a Warning, ie, 
was expected that they would provide Morea with all Ne- 
ceflaries for a vigorous Defence, and put themfelves in a 


Condition to make Head againft that formidable Enemy; . 


but notwithftanding the repeated Advices from Venice, of 
the numerous Forces that were fént from Time to Time 
for Morea, and the Lift that was publith’d of their Fleet, 
which, in Conjunétion with the Malthefe, and the Pope’s 
Gallies, was to attack the Ottoman Fleet, the whole Coun- 
try of Morea was conquer’d by the Turks in Iefs than three 
Months; and thofe famous Places of Napoli di ‘Romazta, 
Napoli di Maivazia, and fome others, which were faid to 
be in a Condition to ftop, for féveral Months, the Forces 
of the Infidels, furrender’d without making any Défenceé, 
Corinth alone, the worft of all, held our ro or ‘12 Days, 
and the Governor deferv’d that the publick Accounts fhould 
mention his Name and his Bravery. The Peietian Fleet 
made a pretty Shew, but the Captain-General thought he 
had done enough to fecure Zant, Cephalonia, and other 
Tflands on that Side, wittfout venturing further in Queft 
of the Ottomans. The Veuetians loft not only Adirea, = 
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alfo Suda and: Spinalongay two Forrefles on the Coatt of 
Candia, which they had fo long defended in late Wars. 

The'Reader will perhaps expe chat we fhould endea- 
vour to unfold this Conduét of the Venetians, in not com- 
plying with the Demands of the Turks, and neglecting, on 
the other Hand, the Defence of Morea; buc we do nce 
think fit'to enter upon this Subject any farther than to 
obferve, that this muft either proceed from a real want 
of Power to make larger Preparations, or of fome othet 
hidden Motive ; for they could not flatter themfelves, 
that che Emperor, who was {carce come out of a bloody and 
expenfive War, would immediately declare againit the 
Turks in their Behalf. 

This Progrefs of the Turks, alarm’d the Pope, who was 
fo much taken up with his Projeéts of forming a greac 
League againft the Proteftants, that he was deaf to all 
the Inftances‘that were made by the Minifters of the Re- 
publick, to obtain from him fome Affiftlance. The Dane 
ger the Territories of the Church, as well as other Srates 
of Italy were expos’d to, ought to have infpir’d the Pope 
with other Thoughts, and oblig’d him to think of the Per- 
fervation of hisown Dominions, inftead of carrying on 
his Intrigues to deprive another Prince of his. 

We mean, acertain Project which the Court of Vienna 





_ pretended to have been form’d by the Pope, and fome 


other Princes, for driving the Imperialifts out of Italy, 
as foon as the Emperor was engag’d in a War with the 
Turks, What Truth there was in che Reports of a League 
form’d for that Purpofe, we cannot tell, but ic feems al- 
together improbable that the Venetians fhould have encer’d 
therein, as was reported, tho’ ic appear’d undeniably from 
feveral Steps of the Imperial] Court, chat they were per- 
fwaded, that the League we fpeak of, was a real Project, 
and that France and Spain, and. che new King of Sisi/y, were 
the chief Authors of this Defign. 

This may ferve to underftand the Reafons which in- 
duc’d the Imperialifts not to declare hitherto againit che 
Ottomans 5 for ic cannot be imagin’d thar the ill Condi- 
tion of their Finances, -almoft exbaufted by the late War, 
could be the only Motive that hinder’d them from per- 
forming the Articles of the perpetual League they had 
with the Republick. iste 

Notwithftanding: the Emperor did not at firft declare 
War, he made great Preparations for it. The Places in 

ary and Tran/ylvania were repair’dgand great Magazines 


were provided for the Subfiftance of the Imperial Forces, 


52 which 
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which being recruited, were fo numerous, that they pre- 
tend to bring into the Field 100,000 Men, without in- 
cluding Garrifons. _ iP 

The whole Empires; except the Northern Parts, having 
enjoy’d Peace and Tranquility, by Virtue of the Treaty 
of Baden, affords no Matter for our Epitome 3 but the North 
furnifhes Abundance of Matters of Faét, by Reafon of the 
War, which the Return of the King of Sweden kindled 
again therein. 

The Iacerpofition of feveral Princes to procure a Peace 
in the North, or at leaft prevenc all Troubles in the Em- 
pire, prov’d ineffectual. The Swedes would not hear of. 
the Treaty of Schwetz, whereby the Sequeftration of Stetiz 
was given to the King of Pruffiay to be kept by him du- 
ring the War, and upon Condition that the Swedes fhould 
not march from Pomerania, into the Territories of the 
King of Poland,nor into Saxony. The Swedes pretended, that 
the Pruffans fhould reftore Stetin to them, upon paying 
* them the 400,000 Crowns they had given upon that Ac- 
count to the Northern Allies, and would not enter into the 
Engagements that were demanded by the Court of Pruffia, 
in Relation té the Security of Poland and Saxony. 

Our Defign is nor to repeat che Courfe of this Negociation, 
which we have given a full Account of by the Manifefto 
of the Court of Prujfia, and the Lerters between the Count 
de Croiffy, Embaflador of France, who ated as Mediator 
between the two Courts, and the Baron d’l/gen, Minifter 
of the King of Pruffia. We fhall content our felves to ob- 
ferve, that their Negociation being come to nothing, and 
the Congrefs of Brunfwick in a Manner diflolv’d, the Swedes 
having not fent any Minifter thither, the King of Prufia 
enter’d into new Meafures with the Northern Allies, and 
join’d his Forces with thofe of Denmark and Saxony, 
which form’d the Siege of Stralfund. That Enterprize 
was very difficult; for there was no Probability of re 
ducing chat Place, as long as the Swedes remain’d Mafters 
of Rugen, and the diflodging of them appear’d a hard 
Tafk, However, all thefe Obftacles which feem’d almoft 
infuperable, being furmounted, Rugen was taken without 
any great Refiftance from the Swedes, and the Siege of 
Stralfund carry’d on with fo much Vigour, that notwith- 
ftanding the King of Sweden defended the Place in Per- 
fon, that Prince was oblig’d to retire from thence the 21f 
of December, on board a Ship, and landed the 26th in 
Schouen 5 whereupon his Generals furrender’d Stralfund che 
23d to the Northern Allies, whofe Troops took uae” 
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of that Place the 24th. We fhall not mention here che 
many remarkable Actions chat happen’d Loth by Sea 
and ‘Land, during the Siege of Stralfund, which lafted 
fo long, that ic was expected that fome Means would be 
found to procure a general Peace in the North. All the 
Parties, according to Cuftom, declar’d, that they were hear- 
tily difpos’d for it, and laid che Blame of the Continuation 
of the War upon each other ; We fhadl obferve only, that 
the common Danger to which alf rhe Princes of che 
Lower Saxony were expos’d to have their Country become 
the Seat of the War, engag’d the .King of Great Britain, 
as Eleétor of Hanover, to take joinc Meafures with the 
Kings of Denmark and Pruffia for the Security of the Peace 
of the Empire, and at againft Sweden. This produc’d 
an Agreement between that Prince and the Danes, by Vir- 
tue of which the latter made over to his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, as Elector of Hanover, the Dutchies of Bremen and 
Vehrden, of which the Hafoverians took Poffeflion, The 
King of Pruffia remain’d in Pofleflion of Stetiz, and the 
Territories that were mention’d in the Treaty of Seque- 
ftration, being that Part of Pomerania, that lies berween 
Stetin and the Pene, and between that River and the Oder, 
wherein Wolgaft and Uvedum are included. The King of 
Denmark cook Pofileflion of Stralfund and Rugen, where the 
Government was adminfter’d in his Name; fo that thac 
Part of Pomerania, from the Pene to the Sea, remain’d to 
that Prince. - 

Thus the Swedes loft all their Dominions in the 
Empire, except Wifmar, which was block’d up, and were 
reduc’d within their ancient Limits on the other Side of 
the Baltick. What Influence this had onthe Affairs of 
the Empire, may be feen in the following Regifters ; but 
the Northern Allies pretended, that Sweden having been 
all along in the Intereft of France, and on all Occafions 
given a Diverfion to the Forces of the Empire, in Favour 
of that Crown, the Germans would be hereby enabl’d, in 
Cafe of a new Rupture with the French, co join all their 
Forces againft them, and confequently precended, thac 
the diflodging of the Swedes out of Pomerania and Bremen, 
would aétually render the Empire more formidable to their 
Enemies. The Swedes on the other Hand alledg’d, that 
the Treaty'of Munfter being the Bafis of che Peace of Ger- 
many, and as the Magna Charta of the Empire, the Foun- 
dations of the publick Tranquility were broke and fhaken, 
and that there could be no folid Peace, ’till all Things were 
seftor’d, as they were fetrl’d by the Treaties of We/fphalic. 
ee eer 8 3 ' The 
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The Czar of Mufcovy lefe it to his Allies to act offen- 
fively the laft Campaign againft Sweden, for he contented 
himfelf to alarm the Swedes, and hinder them thereby 
from fending their Forces into Pomerania, which was very 
favourable to the Danes, Pruffiaus, and Saxons. That Court 
was under an unfpeakable Grief by the Death of rhe Prin- 
cefs of Wolfembuttel, the Hereditary Prince of Mufcovy’s 
Confort, and Sifter to the prefent Emprefs; a Princefs 
of great Merit, and by whofe Care the Reformarion began 
to make a confiderable Progrefs in that vaft Country. 
She was newly brought to Bed of a Prince, and the Cuarina, 
the Czar’s Confort being fhortly after brought to Bed 
likewife of a Prince, their Births moderated the Grief of 
the Czar, who had a moft particular Efteem for the Here- 
dirary Princefs, 

Poland coutinu’d in the fame Condition as it had been 
in almoft ever fince the Election of this King. Nothing 
was able to cure the Poles of their Umbrages and Jealoufies ; 
and they continu’d to infift, that all the Saxon Troops 
fhould be difmifs’d out of their Country, notwithftanding 
they were never more neceffary there than the laft Cam- 
paign ; the Army of the Crown being very weak, and 
the Zurks having a great Army ready on the-Frontiers to 
march into Poland, waiting only for Advice, that the 
Swedes were aétually -march’d into the fame Country on 
the Side of Pomerania, King Auyuffus being convine’d 
ofthe Necefliry of leaving fome Forces in Poland to op- 
pofe his Enemies in Cafe of an Yavafion, and fufpecting 
that thofe repeated Inftances were the Effect of the In- 
trigues of the Partifans of the Swedes and Staniflaus, would 
not difmifs his Saxon Forces, buc promis’d to do ic as 
foon as the Danger of an Invafion was over, The Poles 
not being fatisfy’d therewith, confederated themfelves 
againft the Saxons, and drew Part of the Army .of che 
Crown to their Party 3 but they were noe able to make 
Head againft the Saxons, who purfu’d them from Place to 
Place, and oblig’d them to demand a Ceffation of Arms for 
fome Months; during which, all Occalions of Uneafinefs 
and Miftruft were endesvour’d to be remov’d, and the 
Peace of the Kingdom reftor’d. 

Charies Fofeph of Lorrain, Ele&tor of Tryers and Bifhop 
of Ofnabrugh, being dead at Vienna the gth of December, 
the King of Great Britain, as Eleétor of Hanover, caus’d 
the Pithoprick of Ofiaburgh to be fecur'd by Virtue of 
the Treaty of Weflphalia, whereby it is ftipulated, ahat 
that See fhall be alternatively poffefs'd by a Roman Ca- 
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tholick and a Proteftane Prince, and that when it comes 
to be poflefs’d by a Proteftanr, it fhall be given to one 
of the younger Sons of the Family of Brunfwick Lunenburgh, 
fo thar it fell in Courfe to Duke Ernef?, Brother to his 
Britannick Majefty. This ftrengthen’d the Proteftant In- 
tereft in thofe Parts, and preferv’d the Exercife chereof 
in that Bifhoprick, where it would have been in greac 
Danger of being loft in Time, under a Prince who was 
a meer Bigot, and confequently an implacable Enemy to 
the Proteftants, The Vacancy of the Eleétorace of Tryers 
occafion’d great Intrigues: The Candidates were, the Car- 
dinal of Sax Zeits, and the great Matter of the Teutonick 
Order, Brother vo the Eleétor Palatine, but the laft of 
them was elected. 

The Conclufion of the Barrier Treaty between the Em- 
peror, the King of Great Britain and the States-General, 
is one of the moft remarkable Tranfactions of the pre- 
ceding Year; for this Agreement was oppos’d with all 
poffible Induftry, by thofe, who knew how much the Re- 
eftablifhment of a good Harmony between thofe Pow- 
ers might difappoint their Defigns. That Treaty was fign’d 
at Antwerp the 15th of November ; and after the Exchange 
of the Ratifications, the-Government of the Aufirian Pro- 
vinces was refign’d by the Maritime Powers to Count (p- 
ning feck, Plenipotentiary of the Emperor. 

We proceed now to the Affairs of France, which receiv’d 
avery great Alteration by che. Death of King Lewis XIV. 
who paid the common Tribute of Nature on the rift of 
September. That Prince had been fo long us’d to War, 
that he could fcarce bear any Time with the bare Name 
of Peace, and therefore he was hardly got out of a War, 
which in all Probability was to be fo fatal to him, and 
difarm’d his Enemies, by a Peace, than he went upon 
two great Defigns for ruining the Proteftant Incereft, the 
Extirpation of which he had been all along aiming at. 
One of thefe Defigns was to ruin the Proteftanc Cantons 
of Switzerland, Geneva, and Neufchatel, a Project of which 
the Particulars were made publick by the Canton of Bern. 
°Tis very probable, that there was a horrid Confpiracy 
fet on Foot againft the Proteftant Cantons and Geneva, in 
concert with the late King of France and the King of Si- 
cily; but Time has not yet reveal’d that: Buc if che Re- 
gency of Berz had not Proof thereof, amounting to a Dee 
monftration, they would never have broughe 1 before che 
Diet of the Proteftant Cantons, nor made fo much Noife 
about it. ‘ : 
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The fecond Projeét the Grand Monarch was engag’d in, 
admits of no Manner of Doubt, for who can queftion 
his having been concern’d in the Defign of the Pre- 
tender againft his Majefty King George? But of this more 
when we come to fpeak of the Affairs of England. 

‘Te was inthe midit of thefe Projeéts that Death fnatch’d 
Lewis the XIV. out of this World. 

' As to France, the great Changes which happen’d to- 
wards the End of Lewis the XIVth’s Reign, and at laft by 
his Death deliver’d that Kingdom from a very doubrful 
State, with Refpeét to Affairs both abroad and at Home, 
as to which, it is beft to be filenc, ’tis fo difficule to judge 
what the Iffue would have been. In fhort, when they leat 
expected the End of fo long and ruinous a War, it happen’d 
allon a Sudden, by one of the moft furprizing Events, 
which made Lewis XIV. Mafter of the Peace ; and he found 
out the Secret to cut the Gordian Knot, which appear’d to 
be indiffoluble any other Way. But fcarce was that Na- 
tion deliver’d from its Fears abroad, ’till greater Dangers 
within did thew themfelves to be almoft infurmountable. 
The prodigious Expence of the War had fo confounded 
the publick Affairs, that there was no Hopes of extricating 
themfelves, but by along Peace, which they had little 
Reafon to expect, confidering the advanc’d Age of their 
Monarch, which threaten’d them with an approaching 
Minority, and gave them Reafon to dread many trouble- 
fome Incidents, becaufe of fo many different Difpofitions, 
which Lewis X1V. had made, with Refpett to his Succef- 
fion. However, afier the Death of that Monarch, which 
happen’d fooner than was expected, they were agreeably 
furpriz’d to fee all their Fears happily difpell’d ; to fee 
a Minority, which began without Difturbance, tho’ it 
had not fo happen’d in thofe of Lewis XIII, and XIV; to fee 
a new Form of Government eftablifh’d, with Confent of 
Parliament, under a Regency univerfally applauded, di- 
rected by a Prince endow’d with a fuperior Genius, and 
Talents neceifary to fupport fo heavy a Charge; to 
fee Councils compos’d of excellent Subjects, whofe wife 
Decifions procur'd them double Refpeét ; and, in fine, to 
fee Plans ready form’d to redrefs the Affairs of the King- 
dom, and to eafe the Subject. 

The better to judge in what Condition cie Regency 
found Affairs at the late King’s Death, we need only caft 
our Eye upon fome Parts of the young King’s Declaration 

of December the 7th, asfollows, .. . 
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¢ Had ic been poflible for us at our Acceffion to the 
Crown, to difcharge the immenfe Debts which were 
brought upon che State by the two laff Wars, and at 
the fame Time, to take off all the extraordinary Impofts 
with which our People are overcharg’d, ic would have 
been more: fatisfactory to us, than it could even have 
been to our Subjects ; but there was not the leaft Fund 
either in the Royal Treafury, or in the Hands of the 
Receivers of our Revenue, to anfwer the moft prefling 
Debts. We found the Domain of our Crown alienated, 
the Revenues of the State almoft brought to nothing 
by an infinite Number of Offices and Aflignations, the 
ordinary Taxes pre-engag’d, Arrears of all Sorts encreas’d 
for many Years, the Courfe of our Receipts perverted, 
a multicude of Bills, Ordinances, and Affignations, an- 
ticipated by fo many different Ways, and which amoun- 
ted ‘to, fuch confiderable Sums, as could f{Carce be com- 
§ pured. 
And that we may judge of the wife Meafures of the Re- 
gency, we need only read what follows. 
¢ Tho’ our Affairs were in fuch a defperate State, we 
¢ did neverchelefs rejeét a Propofal made us, not to dif- 
§ charge thofe Engagements which we ourfelves had not 
¢ contracted.. We alfo avoided the dangerous Examples 
‘ of borrowing upon exceflive Ufury, and refus’d Offers 
¢ advantageous to ourfelf, becaufe they carry’d with them 
¢ this hateful Condition, viz, to abandon our People to new 
¢ Vexations. Thofe pernicious Expedients which the Ob- 
6 ligation of profecuting the War, in Order to attain to 
6 a glorious Peace, might have made neceflary, would 
* foon have precipitated the Scate into ucter Ruin, and 
$ made us -lofe the Hopes of being ever able to recover ir, 
$ @&c. The reft of the Declaration is of the fame Spirit. 
From hence we may obferve, that the Reign of the late 
King (tho’ very long) was neverchelefs too fhort for all his 
grand Defigns, or to put himfelf and the Kingdom in any 
Profpect of enjoying Tranquility. The whole was fpenc 
in continual Wars, moft of which were carry’d on meer- 
ly to aggrandize his Houfhald and Royal Family, which 
became more and more numerous... Neverthelefs, thofe 
Wars, profecuted with the greateft Preparations that ever 
were known, were at length determin’d, by. placing one 
of his Grandfons on the Throne of Spain, by Virtue of 
a Renunciation, and leaving only to France, his greac 
Grandfon, a Minor, who were the Remains of his nume- 
sous Pofterity. But the principal Point, which related to 
‘ws the 
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the eafing of his People, was always delay'd, and Death 
forpriz’d that Monarch before he could put that Defign 
in Execution, and oblig’d him to leave the Care of it 10 
his Succefiors. This is what he own’d himfelf, in his 
laft Inftructions ro the young Dauphin, when he made 
his Confeffion, which deferves to be tranfmitted to Pofte- 
rity. ‘

Words which will do more Honour to that great Prince. 
in Hiftory, than all the fulfom Panegyricks that ever were 
gnade to him. ' 

As to the reft, we have feen, that this Monarch, fo pow- 
erful and abfolute while he liv’d, had no greater Refpec 
fhew'd him after his Death, than his Predeceffors, whofe 
laft Difpofitions have been often alcer’d by Parliaments, ac- 
cording to what they thought neceflary for the publick 
Welfare. Among other Inftances, we find one in his Father, 
Lewis XIII, who a little before his Death fent to the Parlia- 
ment his Declaration of April 21, 1643, to fertle the 
Form of che Regency during the Minority of his Son ; but 
after his Death, Lewis XIV. went to his Throne of Juftice, 
to confirm the Regency of the Queen his Mother, and the 
Parliament, without any Regard co certain Claufes in the 
Declaration, permitted the Queen to govern the Kingdom 
abfolutely, with the Advice of the Duke of Orleans and 
the Prince, and to call to her Council, and ufe for Mini- 
fters, fuch Perfons as the thought good, without having 
any Refpeét to the Majority of Voices. This was con- 
trary to Lewis X1Ith’s Declaration ¢ aud,the -prefent Par- 
liament a¢ted almoft in the fame Manner, with Refpect 
to Lewis X1Vch’s laft Will. 

There’s another very important Affair, in which the 
jaft Will and Intentions of the late King have nor been 
follow’d, viz. the famous Conftitution Unigenitus, which 
had made fo great a Noife in the Kingdom, and was ready 
to have been attended with very dangerous Confequences, 
The Pope, feconded by a powerful Party, would have 
his Bull accepted juft as ic was, and the King agreed fo it, 
notwithftanding the Oppofition of the Cardinal de Noailles, 
and feveral Bifhops, who demanded Explications of ir, and 
without Regard to the Reftrictions which the Parliament 
had wifely added to the Enrollment of it, for preferving 
the Laws and Maxims of the Kingdom, tite Rights of the 

Bifhops, 
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Bifhops, and the Liberties of the Gallican Church. ftap- 
Pear'd, even that the Bifhops who accepred it, did own 
by their Inftruétions’ added at the Time they accepted 
it, that che Bul] needed Explications ; notwichftanding 
which, a new Declaration was ready to be fent to the 
Parliament, for taking off all thofe Obftacles. Many of 
thofe who refus'd it, were already profcrib’d and banith’d, 
but the King dying in the mean Time, and che Govern- 
ment falling into the Hands of a Regency, the face of 
Affairs was quite chang’d : The ancient Maxims recover’d 
the Afcendanr, the Parliament and Bifhops had their Li- 
berties reftor’d, the Exiles were recall’d, the Cardinal 
Archbifhop was fet at the Head of a new Council of Gon- 
fcience, and Things were fettl’d on fuch a Foor, as gave 
Ground to hope, that thenceforward Right would prevail 
over Conftraint and Violence. The Duke Regent declar’d 
that he gyould govern by the Advice of his Councils and 
Parliament, and make Ufe of no Authority but what 
mighe tend to eafe the People, to preferve Peace at Home and 
abroad, and above all, to reftore the Union and Tranquility of 
the Church. This was a fudden and great Change, and 
gave Reafon to hope for happy Confequences, provided 
that the Pope did concurr to it on his Part, by not ex- 
tending his Demands beyond the Bounds prefcrib’d ia 
France. °Tis certain, that this was one of che niceft Affairs 
that had been along Time in Difpute with the holy See, 
or rather the Court of Rome, whofe political Views en- 
gag’d her on this Occafion to advance her Authority fo 
far, that it feem’d very difficult to find Expedients capa- 
ble of fatisfying both Courts alike; and there were no 
lefs Difficulties in the fundamental Affair, viz, the ror 
condemn’d Propofitions, efpecially if the Pope abfolure- 
ly perfifted to declare, That no Man may think otherwife 
than himfelf, of what his Holinefs has decided , for this would 
be to own che Infallibility of his Auchority, which is 
aftually contefted in France. ‘ 

As the Reign of that Prince was very long, and cry’d 
up, even to Impiery, by his Flatterers, for the pretended 
Glory that had attended it, we think fit to obferve in a 
few Words, that Lewis XIV. after having long difturb’d 
all his Neighbours withaut Exception, perfecuted his Pro- 
teftane Subjeéts, accafion’d the Death of feveral Millions 
of Men, feen his numerous Family reduc’d to very few, 
with fuch particular Strokes and Circumftances as ought 
tohave broughe him to reflect upon his Actions ; feem 
the Ruin of all his Subjects, there being few a 
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and Bankers in his Kingdom who did not break, an In- 
ftance unparallell’d in all the Records of Time ; was forc’d 
to dye infolvent of the greateft Sum that ever was heard 
of, being above three hundred Millions Sterling, and even 
more ; for we have the new King’s Word, That the 
Debts left upon him, are fo immenfe, that they cannot 
be computed, This is, without exaggerating, a fhort but 
true Picture of the Kingdom of France, after the long 
Reign of that immortal Man, which fheweth the Imper. 
tinence of the fulfome Panegyricks that were made of 
that Prince during his Life. The Bifhop of Nifmes, in his 
Speech to the Duke of Orleans, has thefe Expreffions, which 
aught to put tothe Blufh the Admirers of che late glorious 
Reign, if they had retain’d any Senfe of Modefty, The 
Glory of the State, fays the Prelate, is too dearly bought by 
the Head, when it cofis the Indigence of all the Members : A 
King is the Father and Shepherd of his People, and thofe pres 
cious Titles, by Virtue of which he is entrufted with their Efates 
as well as their Lives, cannot allow him’ to difpofe of either of 
shem, but for their Security and Repofe. 

The Condition, in which the late King left his King. 
dom, was attended with fo many Difficulties, that the 
Regent with all his Abiliry, found no Means to extri- 
cate the Government out of it, but by new Injuftices, 
that is, by paying off the publick Debts with a Spunge, 
raifing again the publick Coin, whereby he got at one 
Stroke, one full fifth Parc of all the Speciesin the King- 
dom, and continuing all the Taxes that were in Being; 
which Severities made the People lefs fenfible of the Hard- 
fhips of the late Reign, alcha’ they prove only that it 
was a very terrible Adminiftration, fince it is out of the 
Power of the fucceeding Regency to remedy thofe Incon- 
veniencies, and eafe the People. 

This will fuffice for the Affairs of France, and we hall 
be very fhort on thofe of Spain, having only to obferve 
in that Article, that the Spaniards being convine’d chat 
Great Britain had Réafon to complain of three Articles chat 
were tack’d to the Treaty of Utrech, in Relation to Com. 
merce ; King Philip at laft made a new Treaty with King 
George, whereby thofe Articles are revok’d, and all other 
Grievances in Trade remov’d. This is one of ‘the mof 
material Occurrences of the Year 1715, which fheweth 
the tender Concern of his Britannick Majefty for his Sub- 
jects, and at the fame Time his Intereft amongft his Neigh- 
bours, in obtaining what was reprefented in a late Reign 
as altogether impoffible, ~ “PE amie 
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Portugal afforded nothing very material but the Conclu- 





_ fion of their Treaty of Peace with Spain, and the Retreat 


of Don Manuel, Brother to the King of Portugal, That 
young Prince who. was fcarce 15- Years old, having an 
infuperable Averfion to an Ecclefiaftical Life, and know- 
ing that he was to be made a Cardinal and Archbifhop of 
Evora, refolv’d to withdraw from Lisbon, and imparted 
his Secret to no Body but to a young Nobleman of his 
Age, Son to she Count de Tarouca, and yet they concerted 
fo well their Meafures, that they privately imbark’d on 
board an Englifob Ship, who brought them to Holland, 


_ where they landed, and immediately went to the Houfe 


of Count Tarouca, Ambaflador of Portugal at the Hague, 
where he continu’d fome Time, expecting that che King 
his Brother would give him: Leave to go to Vienna, and 
accept an Imployment in the Emperor’s Service. This 
Occurrence had no Influence on the publick Affairs of 
Europe; but yet we cthoughe ic deferv’d to be rank’d 
amongft the remarkable Events of this Year; for, in fhorr, 
there are few Inftances of this Nature. 

Having difpatch’d all the Affairs abroad, we {hall con- 
clude with an Account of our own. 

The Acceffion of his Majefty King George to the Throne, 
having remov’d the Jealoufies which had difturb’d the Na- 
tion, we promis’d ourfelves nothing but Halcyon Days, and 
a perfect Tranquility, during which we might recover the 
Loffes we had fuftain’d in the late War: And indeed, we 
could have but a charming Profpect before us, under the 
beft of Princes, But the Enemies of our Religion and Li- 
berties, which they were endeavouring to facrifice to a 
popith Prince, and in which they had made fo great 2 
Progrefs, ftirr’d up a rebellious Faétion, and under the 
fpecious Pretence of Religion, laid the Foundation of one 
of the moft dangerous Confpiracies that ever was fet on 
Foot, in Order to dethrone his Majefty, and fet a popith 
Prince on the Throne. They endeavour'd, in the firft 
Place, by impudent Libels, to alarm the Nation with 
imaginary Dangers of the Church, in Order to difturb the 
_Eleétion of Members of Parliament; and this Artifice 
having not fucceeded, they ftirr’d up Tumults in moft 
Parts of the Kingdom, where the Mob was fo infolent, 
as to pull down the Meeting-Houfes of Diffenters with 
fo much Audacioufnefs, that the like can hardly be in- 

ftanc’d in any Hiftory. 

The Government, with a Patience that was likely to 
be fatal to the Kingdom, gave Time to the Riorers to 
hes repent, 
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repent, and return to their Duty. But when it was ob- 
ferv’d, chat their violent Proceedings were nor the Effeét 
of a fudden Tranfport of miftaken Zeal, but of a fetrl’d 
Refoltition, to purfue thefe pernicious Practices ; 1¢ was 
thongbr fit to make a new Law, fo prevent Crimes of a 
new Nature. 

It was believ’d at firft, that thefe Tumulrs were rais’d 
in Favour of the chief Favourites of che latter Part of the 
Reign of the late Queen, who were then under Profecutjon ; 
but icappear’d foon after, that the Defign of thefe Tumults 
was of more Exrenfivenefs, and fet on Foot to know 
the Friends of che Pretender, and try the Strength of his 
Party ; forabour the fame Time that we were thus dj- 
flurb’d at Home. we were threaned with an Invafion 
from abroad, by the Pretender, who had Promifes of a 
powerful Affiftance from fome foreign Princes. Upon 
the Difcovery of this Defign, the Duke of Ormond, whom 
the Commons had impeach’d for his Cofduct in Flanders, 
thought fit to make his Efcape into France; from whence 
every Body concluded, that he was concern’d in this Con- 
fpiracy. 

It would be too long to infift on all the Particulars and 
remarkable Incidents that attended the Diftovery of the 
Confpiracy ; bur it will be fufficient to obferve, chat the 
Parliament having‘ on this Occafion, given all poffible De- 
monftrations of Z:al and Affection for the beft of Princes, 
fo many Perfons were fecur’d, and fuch Meafures were 
taken, that ic was thought rhe intended Invafion was 
aftually difappointed, efpecially upon Account of the 
Death of the late Frexch King, which prov’d a great Mor- 
tification to the Enemies of our Peace. The Evenc fhew'd, 
however, that this Plor was fo deeply laid, that they 
thought ic could not mifcarry ; and therefore the Earl of 
Mar,and fome others, met in Scotland, proclaim’d the Pree 
tender, fet up his Standard, and levy’d War againft their 
Sovereign ; as the Earl of Derwentwater, the Lord Widdring- 
ton, two papifh Lords ; Mr, Forffer, and the other P 
teftants, did fhortly after in Northumberland. 

The Englifh Rebels being joyn’d by a Detachment of the 
Scotch, they march’d into Lancaffire, defigning to advance 
into Staffordfire, where they boafted of mang Friends; 
but the King’s Forces ftopp'd their Carreer, and oblig’d 
them to fhut up themfelves in Preffon, where they were at- 
tack’d the rath of November, with fo much Vigour, that 
the next Day they furrender’d at Difcretion ; and ghe sath, 
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the King’s Forces fecur’d the Rebels, and with that fingle 
Stroke, put an End co the Rebellion in England. 

The Earl of “Mar, with the Scotch Rebels, having 
march’d at the fame Time, to favour by a Diverfion the 
Rebellion in Eng/and, ventur’d a Battle with the King’s 
Forces, at Dumblain, under the Duke of Argyle, relying 
upon his great Superiority; but he met with a Defear, 
which broke all his Meafures, and oblig’d him to retire 
to Perth, This Aétion was fought the 13th of November, 
a fatal Day to the Rebels, it being the fame Day thac 
thofe in England were capitulating in Preffon. 

This Defeat of the Partifans of the Pretender, both in 
England and Scotland, and the Meafures that were taken 
by the Government, made all the World believe the Pre- 
tender would give over his Defign to land in his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominions ; but contrary to their Expectations he 
landed in Scotland towards the latter End of December, 
but found his Affairs in fuch Circumftances, that he feems 
to have been driven there by his ill Fate, to act the laft 
Part of that Chara¢ter he has taken upon him, 

Great Britain was never in greater Danger fince the Re 
volution in 1688, than at the End of the late Reign, and 
by this Rebellion, which, was the Confequence of a Pro- 
jet form’d by the late Miniftry, and the lait Efforc of 
a turbulent Faction, who at the firft took care to con- 
ceal their Defign, that they might the berter attain their 
Ends ; infomuch, that they treated all the well ground- 
ed Sufpicions which honeft Men had of them, as chimeri- 
tal Vifions, and did not pull off the Mafk ’till the laf 
Extremity, when they faw their Artifices difcover’d, and 
that the Parliament was refolv’d to take Notice of their 
wicked Adminiftration. 

Every one fees thro’ it now, and what they aim’d at 
by fo many Intrignes, and the fecret Springs which they 
fo artfully fec at work. Bue this cannot be fet in a 
ftronger and clearer Light, than it was by the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons in his Speech to the King, in Sep- 
tember 1445, in Effect as follows. 

© Your Commons cafnot fee without the utmoft In- 
€ dignation, the Glory of her late Majefty’s Reign, tar- 
* nifh’d by a perfidious Ceffation of Aris, the Faith of 
© Treaties violated, the-ancient Probity, for which che 
* Kaglifp Nation has beta fo juftly renown'd in all Ages, 
© expos’d to Contempt, and the Trade of this Kingdom 
© Gicrific’d by infidious and precarious Treaties of Com- 
* merée ; while the People, amas’d with iméginary 7. 
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of a pretended Commerce in a new World, faw the Na- 
tiori’s moft advantageous Branches of her Trade in Europe 
given up and loft. 
© Such was the Condition of ,this Kingdom, when it 
pleas’d the Divine Providence to call your Majefty to 
the Throne of your Anceftors. And to the End that 
nothing may be wanting on the Part of your Commons, 
to eftablith your Majefty’s Throne on folid and lafting 
Foundations, they apply’d themfelves with indefati- 
gable Diligence to reftore the Honour of the Britifh Na- 
tion to its Luftre, and to re-eftablifh the mutual Confi- 
dence between this Kingdom and its ancient and faith- 
ful Allies, by tracing out the Authors of thofe pernici- 
ous Counfels, and the Actors of thofe perfidious Defigns, 
that they may be brought to Juftice, Gc. 
¢ It was natural to expect that the Enemies of the Na- 
tion’s Peace, would make their utmoft Efforts to ftop 
the Proceedings of the Commons, but defpairing of Suc- 
cefs therein, in the reprefentative Body of the Kingdom, 
they fomented Tumults at Home among the Dregs of 
the People, and encourag’d the Pretender in a Defign to 
invade us from Abroad, @c, | ; 
*Tis certain, that as the Acceflion of King George to 
the Crown, did fill the Nation with Joy, by difpelling 
their Fears and fecuring their Peace, fo it was a Thunder- 
Stroke upon thofe who defign’d to difturb it, and faw all 
their Meafures broken. It was then believ’d that they 
would have made Ufe of che Refpite allow’d them for re. 
turning to their Ducy, and having Recourfe to the Cle- 
mency of fo good and fo generous a-Prince: But tho’ 
falfe Views of their Intereft did harden and blind them, 
their Rebellion had this good Effeét, that ie difcover’d-all 
that old Leaven which had been fermenting fo long, and 
gave the Government a Handle to rid themfelves of it 
by Force, fince all other Meafures had prov’d ineffectual, 
fo that now they knew what they had to do, : 

Divifion is certainly a great Misfortune to a Nation: 
Great Britain has fo often found it by Experience, chat it 
may be juftly faid, that ’tis her moft formidable Enemy ; 
but this Misfortune is only to be charg’d on thofe who are 
the Caufe of it, and would overturn all ; and not upon 
thofe who ftand up in Defence of theit Religion and Laws, 
and would make themfelves highly culpable, if they did 
mot bravely oppofe thofe pernicious Defigns. 

In doubtful and troublefome Times, when factious Men 
govern folely by Paffion, make no. Scruple to call Evil 
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GOOD, and Good EVIL, it is an Advantage to the Pub- 
lick that fuch Offences happen, by roufing up a true Zeal, 
when a falfe one is ready co get the Afcendant and de- 
ftroy all in fuch Times of Trial, che Nation may be faid 
to be throwninto the Refiner’s Fire ; but “ris to feparate 
the good Metal from the bafe Allay. 





~ Thus we have given an Account of the moft material 
Tranfactions and Events that happen’d in Ewrope, during 
the firft feventeen Months of the Reign of King George ;

Ie began in London at Eight of the Clock, 
fix Minutes, thirteeen Seconds, and ended at Ten of the 
Clock, twenty Minutes, fifteen Seconds: It was almoft 
Central ; for the whole Difcus of the Sun was totally im- 
merfed or hid from Sight by the Difcus of the Moon, for 
the Space of three Minutes, twenty-three Seconds; that 
is, from Nine of the Clock, nine Minnces, feventeen Se- 
conds, to Nine of che Clock, twelve Minutes forty Se 
conds. During the total Emerfion, or Darknefs, there 
appear’d a Juminous Circle, round the Difcus of the Moon, 
caus’‘d, as the Mithematicians agreed, by the Atmofphere 
of the Sun. Some Minutes before and after the total 
Darknefs, not only the Planets, “Jupiter, Mercury, and Ve- 
aus, were feen Weftward, of and about the fame Height 
above the Horizon with the Sun; but feveral fix’d Stars 
were likewife, difcover’d. Before and during the total 
Dark- 
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Darknefs, a prodigious damp Cold was felt, and the Lighe 
that then remain’d, had a bluith Caft, like that of Bran- 
dy burning in the Dark, and, like that too, made People 
look ghaftly: But ina few Minutes after the Emerfion 
of the Sun, from the total Daknefs, which happen’d by 
a pert Flath of Light, than which nothing more glorious 
can be imagin’d ; the Air grew warm, and as foon as the 
Eclipfe was ended, the Sky was overcaft with Clouds. 
It was obferv’d in the Country, that the Birds, and 
even the Quadrupedal Animals were ftrangely terrify’d ; 
the Cocks crow’d, and the Poultry went to rooft: And 
in London, Pidgeons and other Birds, were feen flucc’ring 
near the Tops of Houfes, and even clofe to the Ground. 
This Eclipfe was feen at Edinburgh, but began and ended 
feven or eight Minutes fooner than at London; neither was 
it total there, not above ten Digits of the Difcus of the 
Sun being darken’d at the Time of the greateft Obfcu- 
ration,
